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An. II. American influence §n the destiniei of Ultra-Malayan 
Asia . From a Correspondent. (Sequel to Art. 4, No. 2, and 
Art . I, No. 11, pel. 6.) % 

Tn action of great states or communities on each other, must ever 
be a matter of deep interest with observing and thinking men. When 
this action is exerted by armed representatives in the * tented field/ 

. the spectates is held in breathless expectation of tto crisis and its 
dread results. When it assumes, as happily it oftener does in our 
day, the forms of peaceful influence, and the envoy, the merchant y 
and the missionary, appear as the immediate instruments, the interest, 
if less anxious, should hardly be less intense. And when we look 
beyond the national influences in actual operation around us, and fix 
our eyes on great agencies, still slumbering, but about to be aroused 
ioto action, the waking moment and the exhibitions of might that are 
to follow it, excite os to speculation of the most attractive character. 
Ilueh interest we venture to attach to the subject of this paper*—the 
prospective influence of the people and government of the United 
States, on the countries beyond the Malayan peninsula. 

Io the very act of presenting this subject to our readers, we have 
a prejudice to obviate, h is this — that nothing generous, philan¬ 
thropic. chivalrous, can ever be expected to emanate from the great 
republic beyond the Atlantic. The Americans, it is said, are not 
food of long-armed, doobtfril, quixotic enterprises ; they are too 
shrewd, too calculating. True; they do prefer, as a nation, reproductive 
enterprises; but no leas true is it, that the. negotiations of the United 
States, from the first celebrated treaty with France down to the pre¬ 
sent day, have been characterised by a noble spirit of 1 independence, 
equal fevdre, and reciprocity ;* in the happiest contrast to the par¬ 
titioning, fetor-seeking, advantage-taking diplomacy of Europe. That 
the American confederacy, when first emerging from colonial depen¬ 
dence, did take and preserve an extremely cautious, a strictly domes¬ 
tic, line of policy, is always to be granted. But it is to remem¬ 
bered she, that these tender years have long since passed away, and 
to revive diem ndw, as criteria for a judgment on the prospective 
influence of the nation, is to pass on its mature and manly age m 
sentence of perpetual infancy. Residents in Eastern Asia may aim 
remind each other, that tit years ago, the Aaserican executive sent it* 
envoy .io more than one of the states within the, field now before us, 
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not in answer to petition on petition, memorial on memorial, but un¬ 
asked, unprompted, unaggrieved, and that providential events only 
then prevented, and have since again prevented, his appearance in 
succession at all the courts of the east. 

This prejudice lies, we believe, against the Americans in their 
national capacity only, so that the sneer wt the government is all 
we have to repudiate* Their personal enterprise, often pushed 
beyond the bounds of prudence, has never left the Eastern seas with¬ 
out a flag, since the dose of the war of independence. Its activity 
aod power, we need not vindicate. For the last eight years their 
benevolent representatives too, have been constantly at work in the 
east, striving to diffuse those principles and that spirit, which lie at 
the basis of national concord and generous intercourse. 

No good reason can therefore be assigned, why the influence of the 
United States—their political, commercial, and benevolent agency,— 
should not be made to bear, powerfully and happily, oo the destinies 
of Eastern Asia. Before we proceed, however, to trace the working 
of this threefold instrumentality, let us look again for a moment, at 
the theatre appointed for its display, at the reasons which exist for 
assigning if to the people and government in question rather than to 
any other, and to the advantages of such a combined agency over 
either branch of it, acting separately or by itself. 

By Ultra-Malayan Asia, we mean the continental and insular re¬ 
gions lying around the China sea, from Malaya and the eastern shores 
of Sumatra, eastward to the Arrfi islands and northward to the unde¬ 
fined line, where the Japanese and Russian possessions meet, in 50° 
north latitude. We adopt the meridian of Malaya merely because it 
marks the eastern verge of British colonisation, and is perhaps the 
point where the tide of her ascendency in Asia, hardly yet at the fill! 
on the continent, will cease to be felt. From the Indus to Singa¬ 
pore, ill is hers if she choose lo possess it, but any extension farther 
eastward is, we believe, contrary, toa distinct pledge given to Hol¬ 
land, as well as to the declarations of the British government. Leav¬ 
ing India, with its 150,000,000*of people to British care, what have 
we left t Siam and Cochinchina, with perhaps 15^000,000; China 
with atMMMXMMM; the independent islands with perhaps 10,000,000; 
the Japanese Archipelago from SMP to 60® north 1st., with 35,000,000; 
and Corea with an unknown population, perhaps 10,000,000. If to 
these be added the 10,000,000; or more under the Hutch control and ~ 
the £,080,000 within tbs Spanish colonial claims, there is a grand 
total of new 450,000,000. 
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These regime embracing among many leaser communities two 
of the moat ancient and remarkable empires of the pagan world, 
these lands abounding in rich and peculiar productions, these 
abodes of the most numerous branches of the human family, need no 
commendation to the statesman, the merchant, or the philanthropist 
To press the suit of diplomacy, of commerce, and of humanity, in this 
great court of the east, is a worthy object and a noble employ, whatr 
erer power may or-shall be retained, as the special counsel of the 
western world, in the case. We take this for granted, and proceed 
to show cause why this common plea should be entrusted to the pet* 
pie and gorernment of the United States. 

1. The American intercourse with the east haring^ommenced 
With 1784, all national responsibility for any acts done by foreign 
hands, prior to that date, can be rightly shaken off. As a new peo¬ 
ple, the historical argument is for them less complicated and less 
unfavorable ; there are fewer injurious precedents to be arrayed 
against theufr; and less danger that ancient grievances, alliances, 
fee., will be openly set off, or Will secretly operate against all de¬ 
mands for fret and honorable intercourse. 

4: The United States are and have always been principled against 
foreign colonization, and their claims on the confidence of the Asia¬ 
tic nations, as compared with those of any other maritime power, are 
of the purest and highest character. The history of European co- 
Ionisation in the Asiatic Archipelago is dark and bloody—a panorama 
of injusUoe, crime and death. Even the more generous conquerors of 
India have'Waded through many a field of carnage to their undisput¬ 
ed mastery; and it is right to say that these armed occupations—the 
mildest name-—have given and now give ground for extreme jealousy 
to the still indepeudent cabinets of the east. Why else is there main¬ 
tained, along that yet unsubjugated belt of soil which the Hittunaleh 
was soot to explore, a distrust of every European power whose name 
has reached them, a piratical warfare against the Spaniards, and a far 
more bitter hatred of the Dutch f # Why else, is a steady opposition 
made by the Chinese to all propositions for a mere domicile for the 
foreign merchant, on any part of their coast! Whatever extension

may be given to the exclusion now, .jja what ^d 4 originate—in the 
fear of gradual occupation, or in a special version to the merchant's 
wife! Whenever the hour for dbcnmi nation and exculpation shall 
come, the agent of the United States pan point to the Mappe-raqode, 
and ask the Borneyan or the Chinese, where ia the ground -for your 
distrust of us t With the same confidence he can appeal to the Arne* 
rican Diplomatic Code, for it is full of fine specimens of frank and 
honorable negotiation. Nor will he be. chargeable with any unfairness 
in doing this, he will but demand for his country an acquittal from 
those retributions, which Providence has annexed only, to national 
cupidity and injustice. . . * 

3. Thejjurely civil constitution, of the United States-—the entire 
separation of church and state,—is an important advantage, now that 
any near intercourse must involve some interchange of ideas between 
man and man,—tome converse on moral and religious topics. This 
complete separation relieves the American government from all sus¬ 
picion of interest in the overthrow of one ecclesiastical polity and the 
setting up of another' At the same time it saves the philanthropic 
from all implication in designs of aggression or plots against the state. 
The union of chnrch and state destroyed Catholicism in Japan and 
China, bathing the Christian altars in bipod and tesrs, and consign¬ 
ing thousands of innocent, perhaps pious men, to the duogepe, the 
volcano’s crater, the sword and the fosse. It is therefore no small hap¬ 
piness that the American flag has no cross on it, that the old charge, 
* you first send priests to win over the "people, and then armies to 
subjugate the stalecannot be revived against thoee who sal 
under it. 

4. To these political advantages, we vnuat add the mixed one, 

that the American soil produces no noxious growth, no deadly drug, 
to tempt the merchant away from his legitimate employ in benefit 
cial exchanges, and thus to draw dowpon the oational flag, the 
execrations of the moral portion of any ,eastern community; .while it 
gives the official data a plea of duty to vilify their character and 
restrict their intercourse. , t; , ,, 

5. he benevolent resources of t^e United States are not morfr 
gaged to a mass of colonial fellow-subjects, whose claims are of prior 
date and validity to all others; and which being recognized, must 
needs draw away those means of influence, otherwise assignable to the 
4o0,000,000 of Eastern Asia. ff these advantages justify the assign¬ 
ment of the suit in questk>p f tjqthe United States, the only people 
possessing, theifiiir- ohs *next 'inquiry isy shall it be prosecuted in the 
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joint none of the politician, the merchant and the philanthropist, or 
by someone of the three acting separatelyT To ns H appears, that 
the Diture of the object and the position of things in the east make 
it proper that the concerted, the combined agency, hare the pre¬ 
ference.

; ff empire were the object, an army of occupation could easily 
dispense with the aid of the merchant; and as for the presence of the 
mtssionary, it would Only be a restraint If (be sole end were to re¬ 
strain colonial usurpation and monopoly in the Archipelago, the pub- 
lie arm, Or the negotiator, might do the office. If the business were 
merfely to ^Indicate national honor, the roice of the nation might be 
the onFf instrument needed lor disabuse or reparation. On tbe, other 
hand, if all the ends were commercial,—a nearer access to the Woo-ee 
hiMs, fbr instahfee, dir a closer connection with the buyers of cloths 
and opium,—(he pacifico-progressive power of commerce, might do 
the work; especially In the last case, where reliance might be had on 
pagan man’s inability to resist a powerful though deadly fascination. 
If the extension of trade at any sacrifice were all the wish, farewell 
might be said to all regard for public or private honor, and'for all the 
dictates of natural oir rtvealed religion. In the last supposition, 
wove Christridtziuoo, at no matter wiUd ces* f tbe prize set before us, 
explanation might be forborne, subsidiary aid contemned, and the 
misfltoqary should be directed to brave the orders of the colonial au¬ 
thorities, the severer edicts of the Chinese mandarins, and tbe ever- 
b&ttoftig fires of Japanese persecution. But our plans are st once 
coropfetfetifive and economical; we would see Eastern Asia indepen¬ 
dent proepfeifou*, Christian,fi*ppy; and intercourse with it in the high¬ 
est degree beneficial, honorable, fi-ee; but all this we would nave 
effected with the least expenditure, at the smallest possible sacrifice.

When the pubUe 
man ha* at length followed, how often has he appeared as the cowed 
remonstrant, if not the interested defender, the ex parte advocate, if 
not the ready instrument, of some bloody and irreparable vengeance I 
When, at a still later day, the philanthropist has made his entrance, 
how often has be found himself regarded as one of the trio of inter¬ 
ested aliens, how often shared in suspicions he never deserved, how 
often mourned over prejudices against his faith and country, so deep- 
rooted that all his efforts cannot eradicate them I To savfs the United 
States from running the same sad round of error and misfortune, that 
they may not fail to profit by the experience qf those who have gone 
before them in the east, we urge the timely blending—the early and 
simultaneous putting forth—of their political, commercial and philan¬ 
thropic instrumentality. . 

These premises being, as we trust,, satisfactorily established, W e 
proceed to sketch, in order, the outline-plan for the working of the 
j[oint agency. In treating this part of our, subject* we prefer what 
may seem to some a skeleton-form of writing, because so much has 
now been written on the general subject of eastern amelioration, 
that synopses, resumens, appear to us most wanted at the moment* 
Besides, we have much more confidence in the * simple presentation 9 
of the subject, than in any argumentation we can rear upon it. If 
car theme da not fasten the gkxe of the observer by itp massive graft?

I. The political agency, or the agency of the American govern* 
tnent. Under this head, we refer generally to the two articles on the 
outline and application of a new consular system, d&o., to which this 
is a sequel. Bach recapitulation as is necessary to the sense will he 
feade in the following paragraphs, along with Urn farther details and 
illustrations.. 

1. The United 8tates wftl appoint at least one pMpotentiary to 
Ultra-Malayan Asia, to reside, as for as he is resident anywhere, at 
Canton, as the centre of eastern commerce, exchanges, &c. Thsy 
will at the same time furnish him with the n^cesfuiry powers,. to eapti 
and all the states within the bounds thus drawp, to oopstitnte trim 
an authorized correspondent and negotiator. The, gre^ dtstqpce 
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between him and die source ef hit powers, and the unforeseen emer¬ 
gencies wbieb must arise to so novel negotiations, malm it prop er that 
his instructions shook! be of the most discretionary character. At the 
same time, on all points where it may^be foreseen that he must work 
hie way against strong local footings and interests, they should he so 
express, that hostility 4 shall be disarmed; or if any appose, dial they 
he leR without a plea, that they war against the individual, not the 

2. While it is necessary that these fatt p o w e rs reside somewhere, 
ihe American g o v er n me n t may, if it eae At, oouftne those of the gen* 
eral officer, and aniarge theae of tka district consols; the mai m 
view not being to elevate tbe one at the other's expense, but simply 
to secure ooe aide nymnutiw ow nttteriwd negotiator at l ea p t . 
The formation of aaren consular districts, as aoggeatad jn the ootlfoe, 
amt proposed merely oat of regard to the praaent polities! diviaiooB of 
the region ia question, aad must of course be subject to future nodih 
eatioa or subdivision. The six points—>■ Manila, Borneo, Batavia, 
S ingap ore, Baakok and C an ton,—than pointed out as requiring the 
presence ef intelHgewt pnbiie men — are near open, and perhaps q^e 
the seventh, the Coehinoh in tee capital may also be acceaaible with n 
little further negotiation.

A The machinery tbas provided, the general officer ahonld visit, 
as early as possible, the districts under his cere, everywhere adept* 
ing hie agsoey to the oireeDistances end wants of Am e rica n inter, 
course with tfcb particular country, and furnishing his go vem aa a nt 
and the public, with the full reaolts of hie persooal obeervationa and 
pnhlte eodenaora*. 

&. One of his earliest earns in the Archipelago ahonld be, to ao* 
certain by himself and through the district officers, the origin, extent 
and validity of all colonial powers exeroised and claims advanced by 
master states, over the islands and their waters. On this subject, wo 
are inclined to think that no correct information is p m aeasad by the 
American executive. We Imre little hesitation ia predicting that an 
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elimination of it, will show that an extensive blockade has beta and 
still is practiced in the east, unauthorized by law orequity. It is not to 
be expected that the American representative will take it open him¬ 
self to deny the right of conquest, or that he will *b$t insubordination 
even to usurped authority, when once established. But he wifi bear 
in mind, that independent setfgovernment is the rule of right, and 
colonial dependence the forced and unnatural exception. Whoa 
therefore force and fraud have failed to subjugate an independent peo¬ 
ple,. and an emergency arises, precluding reference and calling for 
immediate choice between the aggresaor and the defendant, he will 
prefer to respect the rights which nature and reason have conferred, 
and whiob violence has not bean able-to annihilate. More frequently 
the case for his eleotion will be, whether the claims asserted on the 
One side have ever been admitted on the other, or whether he shall 
take the side, of avarice seeking to enforce monopoly by the bayonet 
mt of weakness clinging almost in vain to the just fruits of its labors.* 

6. In the colonial territories, he will also bear in mind, that the 
breaking up of all such unnatural ties must sooner or late* occur, and 
that the earliest indications of such changes approaching give his 
government a claim to extraordinary advices, while they entitle the 
American citizens resident therein to special naval protection. 

7. Wherever the Archipelago still presents independent openings, 
hewill feel a deep solicitude that aggres s i o n on such unsubjugated 
communities should be checked at last, and that their soil should 

. become, under the guardianship of :the United States, nurseries of 
civil and religious liberty. 

& In Ins intercourse with the cohoid authorities he will of course 
be careful not to awaken needless suspicion er oppo si tion, while 
he finds a satisfaction in exchanging offiohd and other information, 
and codperates heartily in the suppression of piracy and the sieve- 
trade. 

' 9. In approaching the continental power s be will fed that low 
movements acquire new importance. Should he find the royal'power 
in Siam already passed into more liberal hands, it will be easy to 
amend the treaty lately made with that court, and especially to ex* 
change the heavy charge now fixed on American stripe, for one hav¬ 
ing more equitable reference to their actual lading. By representing 
the advantages accruing both to the people and the sovereign, from' 
free industry and a weft-constituted custom-house, he may aim be 

. able to induce the king to let go his hold on the commercial products 
of the soil—^the reward of his subject’s laboriousindustry. * 
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10L By a series of mild and careful movements, he wilt probably 
be able to open a com municat fori with the Cochinchinese, in which 
their Jealousy of the Siamese may aid him. At the skme time be may 
have a Ihir opportunity to render a service f b both states, and to the 
cause of humanity, by acting as a mediator betwafen them*, and thus* 
restoring peace to the wretched interval-grtrarid of C&mtfoja, So 
long desolated by their mutual incursions. 

11. While extending the diplomatic code Cf die United States, 
filing his portfolio with new treaties of trade arid navigation, he will 
employ all his opportunities to impart knowledge, and especially an 
acquaintance with those improvements, to which Ids own country 
owes SC ranch of its prosperity. 

13. When first brought into contact with the gretueet of eastern 
empires — with China—he will proceed to carry into eflbct his in¬ 
structions, as to the vindication of the national character. The ex¬ 
ecutive, in furnishing these, will have made its choice, and either 
suffer him, on the usnal denial of more direct access, to confer with 
the Canton officers through the hong merchants, dr direct him to 
appeal at once to the supreme government. ' 1 

On this disputed point, we are ready to admit, that little or nothing 
has ever been got from discussions at Canton; but this is equally true 
of the northern embassies. To Peking we believe the American pie* * 
nipotentlary must go at last, our only question is, Shall he begin 
there T If the first, chief, only business of the agent were to claim' 
and to get his claims allowed, our decision would be in the affirms*' 
five. But if it be made his duty to vindicate the character of his coun-* 
try from grave accusations, pretension may be waived until thete are’ 
repelled, oi* if justly preferred, until the wrong is compensated' *£he^ 
business of acknowledgement, of explanation—alf that is necessary to 
clear the way to the maintenance of right — should precede its asser¬ 
tion. Punctilio is orit of place at the confessional. Besides, if the 
course of the American commerce with Canton, has beefi such as not 
only to tarnish the* honor of our country, but to inflict a severe blow' 
ob the Chinese and to insult the local government, Where the offense 
was, there should be the expiation. True, the admission—that we the 
Americans have done wrong,—seems humiliating; biit it is to the 
criminal acts, that we must charge our degraded state, not to the re¬ 
paration. Such reparation once made, the wrong once put upon the' 
local authorities, the appeal is safe and easy. The stain once wiped 
from the American flag—on the spot where * the vile dirt 9 has sullied 
if,— unfurl it with pride and confidence in the breezes, of the Yellow 
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»*, if neeeasary. , Let the merchant flag cease to. cover, aloogthe 
Coasty-of China, what its government and people treat as the means Of 
their degradation and the proof of ours, and yon increase dtp proha* 
bUities that the. naval flag will be welcomed and honored. The Ame¬ 
rican plenipotentiary goes on an ‘ill-starred’ journey, when sent 
under a flag that,is bought and sold for the worst purposes, and for. 
the profit of those who are not of ns. 

, It is agreed on all hands, that official communications are not 
safe in the hands of the bong merchants. ‘ Mangling done here' is 
the * office-sign ’ of these honorable mediators. Nothing will therm 
fore induce the American government to confer with them or through 
them, on any state-negotiations, except where publicity, not privacy 
is courted. But where open offense has been done and public repa¬ 
ration is the object, it will prefer to make its explanations not to the 
viceroy only, but to the merchants too, and to the whole Chinese peo¬ 
ple. When these ends are gained and private negotiation' succeeds, 
it will claim that its conununicatious be inviolate, and apply all need¬ 
ful safeguards not merely to the bong menshanta, but to the whole 
tribe of manglers, commercial and official.. 

13. It cannot be expected that the American re pres e ntative, will be 
able to. delay, fi>r a single hour after his arrival in. China, an inquiry., 
intp the state of the trade generally, and especially into the affairs of 
the hongs and the insolvency-settlements now in progress. A refer¬ 
ence to past adjustments of the same kind, and an boor’s attention to 
those now in course, will afford him. a new illustration of the old 
fable, of the lion canqd under the feet of the man. Be will see, that 
those .settlements prior to 1834, were made under the control of the 
E, I. Company, and though he may be unable to ascertain the exact 
sums levied on the American trade, aa compared with those paid to 
American creditors, be can have little doubt that the balance has 
bean against his countrymen. Were he now landing in front,of the 
factories, he would hear it proposed to draw more than half a million 
of dollars from the exports to the United St a t es , in order to refund to 
American claimants. under one hong se tt le me nt, lew than #100,000. 
Moreover, he would find this .to be but a prelude to other and more 
extensive abutments; so that this has the additional force of a pre¬ 
cedent 1 Would he aasent to it t Would he admit the propriety of 
employing the cobong as a tool for the levying a tax on men of ooe 
foreign nation, for the benefit of another t Would he be willing to 
exhibit his government as sanctioning so gross an enfringement of 
national property, even for their own people’s benefit! Would he be 
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willing that the Chinese be the witiwm of nucj) an mfriugummi f 
Bui the American agent is not landing among us. The denial of 
such a guardian of the American interests in Eastern Asia,, is, 
we fear, an irreparable error; it ia about to be mulcted at least, in this 
one port, ere it,can be repaired, in hpdf a million of dollars!! Perhaps 
there is one hope left : the self-incurred fine which Chinese justice 
must hare remitted, if only asked, may be recovered back., by an ap¬ 
peal to British generosity and honor. The American people, almost 
insolvent themselves, taunted with their inability to repay their Brit¬ 
ish creditors, except * in bankruptcies/ may humbly sue for the re¬ 
mission of this further debt, due under judgment of the competent 
court of bong-merchants, Houqua presiding, on the ground that it is 
net generous to levy execution on them in their poverty, for a further 
half million of dollars! 

14. In all his negotiations, with eastern powers, the duty of the 
consul-general will never be interpreted to require him to seek exclifr- 
sive favors. On the contrary, though acting under the commission 
and for the behalf of a single state, he will never decline—never 
fail—to embody in every treaty those noble clauses, out of the cele¬ 
brated convention with France,—which, 1 carefully avoiding all bur¬ 
densome preferences/ and * founding the advantage of commerce 
solely on reciprocal utility, and the just rules of free intercourse/ 
• reserve to each party, the liberty of admitting, at.its pleasure, other 
nations to a participation of the same advantages. 9 This generous 
spirit, which breathes in the first treaty of the United States# and has 
since animated the whole body of American diplomacy, will, we trust, 
be exhibited in many a compact—in every compact t —? made under 
their name in Ultra^Malayan Asia. As respects China particularly* 
it will induce the American negotiator to choose a new path, to ayoid 
ex parte statements/the presentation of lofty daiips, and the harping 
on petty grievances. On the contrary, he will present at once the 
whole basis of the mutual arrangement, taking what the United 
States are ready to grant as the standard of what they require, keep¬ 
ing above all selfish and unfair stipulations, end making the mutual 
interest, the equal benefit, everywhere apparent, tfegotiatioos so 
conducted, Cannot foil to make a due impression, sooner or later, on 
a government, always anxious to have equity on its side, and constantly 
appealing to the principles of justice, in all its public documents. 

15. ' Remembering that the benefits of free and rapid intercom¬ 
munication —domestic and foreigu — have ever outrun all previous 
conception, the consul-general will take every proper opportunity to 
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point oat to cairiern princes'and their miinstefs, the* viability * of 
their states'; and thus t6 hasten the era, when the countries washed 
by the Chinese s£a shall share ih tW# 4 incalculable advantages now 
realized on the AhieHcan shores; when the rallies oYthe Meinam, the 
Mekoii; the Yangtsze kedng, &c., shall be traversed like the Valley 
of the Mississippi. We are very much mistaken, if there be any suffi¬ 
cient reason for supposing, that real improvements will not be adopted 
bjr the Chinese government and people, ft seems altogether probable 
that they afitl take the steamboat, as they have the (ire-engine, so 
soon as they discover its value, and confess that they are indebted to 
foreigners for it. The opposition of a particular class throWn out Of 
employ, will hot prevent this. The Chinese cotton-spinners burned the 
Suglisb twist/When it was first imported, but the government did not 
listen to them, and the article has become a staple one. Xet it be 
shb#hthat the Yellow river—‘China’s grief’—-can be converted into 
a blessing, by the power of steam, and the boat will be permitted to 
fry its rapid current: If called upon to negotiate, at the colonial and 
independent courts, for safe and regular stopping places, supplies, 
&c., for steamboats, be will cordially do so« the calm waters of the 
Archipehgo being well adapted for such navigation, and it being 
certain that the great lines now forming between America, Great Bri¬ 
tain, and'India, wifi go eh extending, until they connect Bengal with 
Javft, Australia, the Phillipines, China, Japan, and Corea. 

* 16. til hik intercourse with his fellow citizens residing abroad — 
as merchants— 5 he will often remind them, that the national inter¬ 
ests/ not scripture morality 6nly, require a constant regard to he had 
uses made of exchangeable articles; or in other words^ 
to the practical effects erf their commerce on the industry, the morals, 
arid the happiness of men; as well as the viewf taken of all these, by

lined statesmen of Europe and America recognize the custom of 
specifying certain articles as contraband and illicit, nor can they 
deny the K same right,'because it is claimed under a more eastern pa¬ 
rallel otfongitude. The means of vice arc; hot more sapred than 
munitions of War, neither can it matter much to a, benevolent ,sUM$» 
Whether it see its people fall beneath the more, insidious or the mortj 
Vpeti, feneihy In either case, American ^diplomacy furnishes no 
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precedent, whereon to i screen its citizens ftpm the punishment to 
which the native offender is liable; much Jess will the American gov- 
eminent make itself the instrument of demanding ,a special alien act 
in order to secure 4n them entire apd oppn impunity. 

17. The pbljgations ?f the, American residents in Eastern Asia are 
confessedly vagpepod undefined in many important respects, and this 
fact will have its proper weight, in< gaining for them all due indut- 
gence, until tbp uncertain pointy can be dffiued and made public* 
The same uncertainty rests on the degree pf protection they map 
count pn, from their country. . The necessity of * definition on these, 
points, if, greatest perhaps in China. To this day the American gov¬ 
ernment has been deaf to the representations of the press, and to the 
taunts, of foreigners, on ife silence in the ease of the unfortunate Ter- 
raoova. The definition of the eatent of contraband, and the choice 
of ooe out of the several modes of securing justice to the citizen re* 
siding &brps4 known to the American code,, should be madejmmp- 
diately. He should uot be left in the most remote residences, without 
the power of preserving his innocence* If accused and arraigned, 
he should either be tried only before the highest court, and in the 
presence pf the consul, as in the Barbary states; or by the represen¬ 
tative of.hip own nation, pn a code mutually agreed on, as at Consign* 
tioople. 

When aH this t* done to define the law and the judgment, every 
man will be able to make hia choice—to keep under the legal protom 
tion of his oouetry and its stipulations, or to renounce its care, because 
the advantages, of transgression are worth the peril. 

18. It will no doubt be ruled, that scientific travelers, philanthro¬ 
pists, missionaries, and aljperaons whose business is to impart rather 
than tp acquire, are entitled to the same protection as is afforded to 
other classes of citizens. The right to bestow is evidently as perfect 
as the right to acquire. rNo citizen can be deemed to have forfeited 
his country’s protection by becoming a philanthropist. Auquiauiver 
nets is no morn sacred than benevolence. A gift may corrupt; and 
an exchange may emporeifeb. To take by force is robbery; to sell 
the means of ruin is perhaps as criminal; nor is it right to compel the 
acceptance even of things ugefbl. The claim to protection cannot be¬ 
long to acts like these; it is due oojy to the fair, voluntary gift, sale or 
purchase of things good and useful. But in practice, the thing given 
may be honestly regarded by a foreign government as an evil and .not 
a good; in which case, the same rule applies apt*fee safe of articles 
made contraband', for a like reason In either case, if fee foreign 
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minister beliefe that the prohibition is in fact founded in error and 
ignorance, be wtH feel' it a sacred doty to press full and timely expla¬ 
nations on the proper authorities. But if all this be done, and done in 
vain, the missionary like the merchant must be admitted to act at his 
own peril. The sentence, may in either case, be made matter of 
remonstrance, blit direct interference to rescue is aa extra-ministerial 
act, not to be justified, or fo be justified by a higher sanction than di¬ 
plomatic precedent, or the law of nations. Widely as the motives, 
the character, the deserts of the best and the worst of men miy differ, 
it is astonishing to find how nearly they may occupy the satoe civif 
position. The penal code of China declares that*he who clandestine¬ 
ly Opens an opium-smoking shop, and seduces the sons and yoonger 
brothers of free families to smoke opium, shall be punished according 
to the law against those who delude the multitude by depraved doc¬ 
trines.’ The ‘ depraved doctrines' include Christianity. The pun¬ 
ishment is strangulation. How deep the ignorance, how gross the 
Crror, that can class together the highest benefactor and the worst 
destroyer! How complete, yet apparently, how honest, is the mis¬ 
conception of the benign and holy tendencies of Christianity. If it be 
persecuted now,— because if is supposed to act like a deadly charm, 
how will it be honored, when it is known to be the means of all ex* 
alted virtue and true felicity. When shall this knowledge be commu¬ 
nicated t Whose shall be thef honors and the joy of this glorious 
discovery t 

19. It must be the desire of the whole American people, that 
their national influence be so wielded as to promote the universal 
reception of the gospel. As economists merely, they must regard the 
reduction of costly armaments for mutual intimidation, the end of wars 
and-strife, as a great relief, to be expected from the diffusion of true 
Christianity. But, this and a thousand other benefits will only bind 
them the more closely to that fundamental article of the national 
creed —the separation of church and state — the severance ofpdi- 
tics from religion. The same oonvictions will impress on them the 
necessity of binding their representative in the east, to a just and stea¬ 
dy course toward his countryihen resorting thither, as Christian mis¬ 
sionaries. The protection of the state granted to them as citizens, 
will ftciliUte their labors, spare their lives, ahd increase their useful¬ 
ness* The same countenance afforded to them as missionaries, may 
implicate both parties in unmerited if hot fatal suspicion: It will re* 
awaken public distrust; it may relight the persecutions which raged 
so long and so fiercely against Catholicism in Japan and China: 
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Whenever, therefore, the consul-general is brought into official inter¬ 
course with clerical men, aft interpreters, dfcc., and distrust is awak¬ 
ened ; he will frankly say that they are with him merely as his civil 
assistantB, or as his fellow citizens. He may not ooly observe, but 
declare the great principle, that ill government support given to re* 
figion, is treason against hs best interests, taking it off from its proper 
Jiold on the hearts* and consciences of men, and substituting a mise¬ 
rable reed—official patronage. This path will conduct him to the 
tr ues t cooperation, with the men attached to the American missions. 
And if a time come, when he is emlled on to intercede for fc suffering 
mtsaionary, the impartial course he has been pursuing, trill give effect 
to his assurances, that the kingdom of Christ ift not of this world, and 
that its ministers are not teachers of ' depraved doctrines, but the 
friends of public order, purity , peace, and happiness. 

II. The commercial agency ; or the influence of the commerce 
of the United States. 

This powerful and genial instrumentality d es erv es and Witt, we 
trust, receive a careful and extended exhibition. Only a few pro¬ 
minent principles and measures can find a brief, unconnected, imper¬ 
fect expression, in the following paragraphs. 

1. It is not perhaps possible—certainly not in our power—to 
give a complete picture of the nature, coarse and extent, of the Ame¬ 
rican trade with Eastern Asia, from its commencement in 1784, 
though very many facts and details concerning it, are recorded. Inter¬ 
esting as such a document would be, it is not absolutely ne c essary to 
a survey like edrs, which is designed to be quite prospective. It is 
perhaps sufficient, in order to estimate the power of this agency, to 
stale—that it employs about 40 American residents in the east; tbit 
it gives occupation to Sixty ships, manned by upwards of 1308 seamen; 
and conveys to its destinations, annually, merchandise estimated at 
13,000,000 to 10,000,000 of: dollars. To this importance, has the 
American trade with the east attained in 54 years osly. Its fetors 
movement depends, of course, on the prosperity of the United States, 
the protection and freedom enjoyed by commerce, dec. The degree, 
in which nearer markets of production and consumption may here- 
after interfere with these remote ones, is also an important considera¬ 
tion ; there being perhaps only one article of American growth, 
ginseng — which it is absolutely necessary to send beyond the Cape; 
and one, Jenifer which the United States are entirely dependent 
on Eastern Asia. With all these contingencies,there is every "reason 
to suppose, that the progress of this commerce will be steadily onward. 
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2. Ip order to derive the highest national Advantages from this 
powerful arm, it is necessary that it be a legitimate and not anioju- 
rious commerce, Le. that it be employed in supplying natural wants, 
extending just tastes, awakening, and ministering to rational desires 
and innocent gratifications. Thus acting, its sphere is ever enlarging 
its salutary influence ou private industry, and public happiness ever 
increasing, until the amodut qf benefit conferred by it outruns all 
human calculation. Depraved and perverted from this, Us just range 
and employ, it becomes an engine equally powerful to destroy indus¬ 
try aqd its products, to inflame the worst passions, to undermine 
moral principle, to hurry individuals to .wretchedness and guilt, and, 
by producing public corruption, to plunge communities before order¬ 
ly, refined and prosperous, into degradation, anarchy and min. The 
merchant — the governor of this engine —r is and must be held re¬ 
sponsible, in a great, measure for its working. He must choose wheth¬ 
er he will be the willing dispenser of all this weal or ail this woe to 
others; and according to this, his election, must he be accounted 
faithful or faithless to bis conscience, his country and his kind. 

3. It being probable, if not certain, that no exchangeable artiole 
is without a good and proper use, no abstract law can be passed, 
of universal application, as to its utility. The dealer therein must 
jpdge for himself, on his honor and conscience, whether he is the in¬ 
strument of good or evil, by this rule—the practical,-—commonly 
understood effects of the exchangeable article. Every article of com¬ 
merce capable of doing .harm, carries with it an obligation to precau¬ 
tion s in its sale, and this obligation strengthens with the probability 
of abuse, until it amounts, under an open and notorious misappli¬ 
cation, to a duty, to refrain from all connection with it Thus we 
are required to withhold arms from men in a fury, to deny,deadly 
sweets to children**, andoven when a baneful drug cannot be refused 
to some proper applicant, to label it * poison.’ To supply the fuel to 
popular passions, Jo pander to open and hateful vices, je to abet and 
foster them, as.well, as to make ourselves responsible for their worst 
consequences. 

In order to perserve himself from so sad a course, h becomes the 
American merchant in the east to guard against the bias ef pecuniar 
ry interest The surest way to do this, is to call in the judgment of 
the disinterested, or in the other words, to seek the decision of an 
enlightened public opinion. Us judgment in so remote a case, is 
almost cure to be but a louder utterance of the still email voted of 
conscience.

made necessary by modern competition, may not be mistaken for a 
disregard of everything but his own interests. It is for the good of 
commerce, that the awakening" industry of halfrcivilized men be en¬ 
couraged by just, if not generous, equivalents. How extensively this 
plain duty has been violated, we°can never tell; bat we jtnow'that 
there are many little merchants, and some great monopolies^that steal 
away; oir force away, v the earnings of the poor, and give him in return 
a pittance, a bauble. The American government nobly disdains to 
sanction the latter agency, the" American merchant will ever avoid the 
other, fcven in dealing with men well acquainted with values, there 
is often an important and difficult fluty & be performed, in obviating 
the impression of selfish bargaining- n It may provoke a smile on 
many a mercantile Visage to npar of such a duty ;Wt every onq who 
has tried the plan of frank explanation, whip he is appsfently jnakiug

restrictions upon commerce that it,jdoes not awaken amongst them

In the Way 
oT'dbing tens gopd, our opportunities, are few, but among these, tbat 
of practicing medicine and surgerystands preeminent. Favprable 
results have hitherto followed it, and will still continue to do so. It, 
is a department of benevolence peculiarly adapted to China, 4 Ordi¬ 
nary modps of conveying information fail to attract the .regard p^fhe 
Cftiippae. Hence their groundlesa.fears and suspicions of us continue 
unchanged.

The con tern pi alio if of disease as influenced by the po¬ 
sition and height of a country, its inland or maritime location, and 
the general habits of the peb'ple, conduct? the student to a most eri- 
gii^ing^fahge bf medical philosophy, while it disposes many important 
lessons to assist hiip in the way of benefitting his fellow creatures. 
The advantages derivable from such a contemplation have been'ack¬ 
nowledged at all periods, and in all qdkHers. Tdi secure these advan¬ 
tage, it is required v that a boot should be kept In all the institutions 
connected with this Society, into Which an entry will be made of all 
important cases, with a notice, not only of the disease and the treat¬ 
ment pursued, bift also of the province, habits, and other circum¬ 
stances hearrng upon the history, of each individual. Such books 
will in time be curious and instructive documents, and such as will 
enable us to glance at the penetralia of domestic and social life in 
China, which we now can only read of, or view at a distance, from 
the re ry outskirts of tHe country. J 

It will not reqliifemuch illustration to show, in the second place, 
that information will be obtained in this way of the highest value to 
the missionary and the man of commercial enterprise. The general 
state of feeling in this vast and thickly populated country, the partia¬ 
lities 'and prejudices of the people, cart only be seen by us through a 
▼efy questionabf^'ihSr' imperfect medium. *fhe wants and resources 
of a territory so diversified and extensive are only known to us by 
reports, which ate not always consistent with each other. But by 
mi6h ? ‘arf intercourse with the people, as these institution will afford, 
the truth will be learned in some measures, and answers ‘ to many 
questions; Which (fd ard noW interested to ask, will hie obtained; for 
a sick man will often deal frankly with his physician*; however he 
f ttkfbe disposed to ,: fedrid&ll fa J cts; or garble his Statements with any 
rrthet persort. tf ° ;! ^ r " ° ‘ 

Another advantage will be the education of young Chinese in those 
Itrr.ncbes of sfcJencetltai belong tb medicine. Facts show that' Chi¬ 
nese parents are not altogether blind to the desirableness of placing 
‘their soniJ n in our hospitals, "aMnrl^affe already under tuition in the 
institution at Canton. Young men thus instructed, will gradually be 
dispersed over {he empire, traveling for pleasure, honor, or re ward, 
and will dispense the bch&fits of a systematic acquaintances with fee 
subject, whether they go. The success of their measures w ill render 
Itheirt l'eSpettable, iflcfof course will redound to the credit of those 
also from whom they have learned the art.

established, and^our facilities for imparting it to others; the obligation 
upon enlightened datkms becomes imperative, to improve the oppor- 
ttinity aflbrded, of imparting to others the incalculable benefits receiv- 
ed from the application of chemistry and natural and inductive philo¬ 
sophy to the subject of health, in the investigation of the causes and 
phenomena Of disease and 'the means of Controlling Hr 

The world is a whol^^nd as the human race approximates to the 
perfection Which it is destined* to reach, the principle of anion and 
fellow-feeling will become more and more influential. A Bacon, a 
Newton, or a Franklin, is not to be monopolized. Soch men belong 
not merely to the nation that gave them birth, but to the whole world. 
They were doubtless designed by Providence, to be blessings not 
merely to a single age or country, but to all successive ages, and to 
every land. Upon those Who first enjoyed the boon, rests the oblige 
tion to extend universally their principles, which have revolutionized 
the philosophy and science of Europe, arid Which, whenever permit¬ 
ted freehigreSs, will produce similar results in China. Barely no 
accumulation of arguments is required to prove a case so clear. If 
the principle is admitted that our race is one, then the remoteness of 
the empire for which we plead cannot rieutrtlizri the obligation. 

To facilitate cooperation in the observance of this Obligation, 
agents are-appointed in'the principal cities of Bngliod and America. 
Aborit (9,000 have been contributed in China and its vicinity within 
the last two years'€o this cause, but whilst friends here encourage 
tbe expectation of a Continuance Of their aid, the society must look 
to the affluent of happier lands for Hs principal support.

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The upper figure of the two representations here given is from the 
Urh Ya. The artist has retained something of the singular marking 
of dun hrown and white, which characterizes the tapir of the Mala¬ 
yan peninsula, the animal to which we doubt not the mlA refers. The 
lower figure is taken from a Japanese work and is more faithful to the 
description of the native books, than the Urh Ya, adding a name in 
accordance with one author, who says it has the head of a lion, and 
that the hairs on the neck are slender. The Japanese call it bdbd , 
and give a short description of it by comparing it with other well 
known animals. The body is sa\d to be like a bear’s; it has the 
trunk of an elephant; the tail of an ox : the eyes of a rhinoceros; the 
legs of a tiger ; and eata copper, iron and bamboo.

After the notices given above were, written, We happened to.meet 
with a dissertation on this animal in Loudon’s Magazine iof Natural 
History, vpj. 5, page 403. The notice .in the Magazine;!* an abstract 
of a longer essay by a French naturalist M. RouJin, who endeavors 
to show how by various modifications the fabulous griffin of the anci¬ 
ent Greeks and Persians originated from the tapir. * It is not alone 
in the new continent/ says M. Roulin, i that the history of the tapir 
has been mingled with that of fabulous animate. The marvelous me, 
(or mUi 9 ) of the Chinese authors, with the trunk of the elephant, the 
eyes of the ftiinoceros, and feet of the tiger; which gnaws iron and 
copper, and eats the largest serpeuts, is, as has been well judged by M. 
Remusat, nothing moi£Dr lesfc than a tapir; but I dopOt believe that 
the animal is an inhabitant of China itself. A small animal as a ser¬ 
pent, a lizard or. a mouse, might escape our researches,- but it is un¬ 
likely that so large a quadruped should exist m. China unknown to 
Europeans. The history of the m6 is undoubtedly founded upon an 
incomplete description of the Malieea tapir. Representations of the 
ra6 may frequently be seen engraved upon the utensils of the Chi¬ 
nese, printed in the stuffs, and sculptured upoa their amulets, which 
are usually formed of jade. One may-easily conceive, in these rude 
representations, that the large feet of the tapir, divided into toes 
closely imitate the;claws of. a. cat; that the spots (with which all 
young tapirs are variegated,) appear to resemble, and may easily be 
arranged to imitate, those of a leopard; that the trunk, exaggerated, 
in the original outline, and still more itfcseased in length by copyists, 
may have been manufactured into that of ah elephant ; and that the 
tail, (which is extremely short pnd almost invisible io the tapir,) 
being considered as an omission ju the first drawing, has been sub¬ 
sequently supplied by borrowing that of the most common quadruped 
of the .same size.’ The figure givep. by Jd. Roulin of the m6 differs 
from any which we have ,hitbertq met with fa Chinese books, though 
it may have been figured on their porcelain or staffs; but it is not by 
auy means a cqmmon picture on tpe productions of their kilns or 
looms.

Art. VI. Infanticide, as described in a proclamation^ addrtesed 
in the people of Canton, by hti excellency Km, the late Udnt.- 
governor of the province. Dated February 19/k, 1838. 
LhW.«govbrnsr Ke hereby promulgates his instructions. Whereat 
heaven and earth display their benevolent power in giving existence, 
and^^tlmrs and mother* exhibit their tender affection in loving their 
offspring, it is therefore incumbent on you, inhabitants of the land, to 
name and rear all your' little infants, whether male or female. On 
inquiry, ! find that in the province of Canton the drowning of female 
children is common, and that both rich and poor run into this practidfe.* 
The causes of infanticide ave manifestly these: the poor suppose;’ 
that, because they have not the means of support, it is unfitting they' 
should nourish'a commodity {female infests) which will become only 7 
an increasing source of expenditure; while the rich affirm, that such 
slender tenants of the norsery can never be raised to any important 
pOsts in the hoiisdhold. Surely you forget,'that your* mothers and J 
wives abodt you’were qnde female children. Had there been no 
toothers^ whence would you have obtained you* own bodies ? If you 
have bo wives, where will * bd *yoor 'posterity ? Being yourselves the 
oftpring of those who were once female children, why 1 'cast your ovrfr' 
into the field of death? Reflect t Consider what you am doing? 
The dsetructioo>of female infants, is nothing less than the slaughter^ 
of Iranian beings. That those who kill, shall themselves be killed, is 
thesort retribution ofomnicient beaten.

.Recently an eaSay on infanticide hat been written by HeatgWla, 1 
a ikvnwy g en tl e m m be l e ngW ig to the district of Yingtih. Therein 
Ipsrehta (her the reciprocal mlhrences between heaven and man, 
the basis of success and misfortune, of weal and woe —are deli¬ 
neated with force and fight sufficient to unstop the ears of the deaf 
and to open the eyes of the blind. Copies of this essay I have cause^ 
to be sent into all the departments and districts of the province, with 
admonitions and instructions, that the practice of infanticide may 
ev ery w» b me>beex aimo ed into and forbidden. I also issue* this pro* 
elaua£ofc for the instruction of all the inhabitant of tbd province, 
both civil and military. Henceforth it becomes the duly of each yuid 
all of jon fo revere tl^e benevolent power of heaven and earth; to 
extreme in their fullest extent thoeeiiod Mings which fathers and 
mothers owe thetr oflsping; and when you have sons and daughters 
born to yon, and yoor hearts are inclined to this most foal Sod cruel 
practice ofltiftducide, then break from your slumbers, repent and 
tom from your former m i sd eeds.

‘doe SfSrnoSnsurroancfedfby a crowd of Chinese, in a remote part of 
L> \he Already he had acquired such a Knowledge 
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of the language as enabled him to read; and he was now trying to 
carry on conversation, which was eagerly sought by both parties. In 
the midst of the crowd, a little boy, about seven years old, who could 
neither read nor write, came up and asked for a kamshd: the fo¬ 
reigner, taking a cash from his pocket, and holding it above the boy’s 
head, asked/What is thHT k Ts'in 16, was his 'reply. Is it a good 
tts'in ? Inquired the foreigner/ It is not Min, but s f*'fi», said the 
boy. Again the stranger tried, and again the little boy corrected 
him. Thuq the trial went on—to the amusement of the bystanders, 
and to the no small chagrin of the foreigner,— until he had repeated 
the word nearly, a dosen limes. That foreigner was the writer of 
this article; and he will not soon forget the lesson given him by the 
unlettered boy. 

The modifications of voice which may be employed in pronouncing 
a single word, as tsin for example, are twelve; these, for illustration, 
may be arranged in three classes, thus —

Six of these—marked 2, 4, 6, 8, 10, 12,—are distinguished from 
the other six by having the spiritus asper. And it should be noted, 
that in class firet, numbers 1 and 2 have the high monotone, which is 
indicated by a small semicircular mark, at the bottom of the line be¬ 
fore the first letter, and 3 and 4 have the low monotone, indicated by 
the same mark with a line beneath it; that, in class second, nusp- 
bers 5 and 6 have the upper rising inflection, and numbers 7 end 8 
the lower rising inflection, indicated by appropriate marks, at the to^ 
of the line, befoto the first letter; and that numbers 9, 10, 11 and 12, 
lave the falling inflection, indicated by the semicircular mark placed 
after the last letter. The boy, in the conversation noticed above, 
used number 4, which is the low monotone, with the rough breath¬ 
ing ; but the foreigner, ignorant of the intonations, and disregarding 
the breathing, was liable to try all the wrpng modifications of voice, 
before he hit on tbe right one. ^ , . 

Two things, therefore, demand particular attention —the intona¬ 
tions and the spiritus asper. The remainder th^ sborf^ ||rticlo 
will fee employed, with a brief description of the furert of these. No 
4 retefeoce is here made to rhetorical and musical tones^properly, po 
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called. Tlw spls object is to^xjiibit and. explain thoee intonation* 
which characterize the Chinese oral language. Want of attention to 
these! is one of the chief r?asopf jrhj.soL few foreigners hare horned 
to speak Chinese. The native, having from infancy learned Correct 
intonation, has but little nee4 qf rules ; and if ibe foreigner asks him 
for them, he will not easily obtain them**' If * the ibrmer repeats his 
request, the ‘schoolmaster* will protest against it ^telling you there 
is no necessity for studying the tones. But 1 the man is wrong, and 
by persisting in your endeavors to acquire a k nowledge of the sub¬ 
ject, he will by and by sei your him, and ^be able to afford the aid 
yew heed. The belt wajl* to insure she cess is, to follow your teacher 
tM boce, both in speaking and ih reading, imitating him as closely 
as possible. In this course the leattter should assiduously persevere/ 
until he te'sbfe to pronounce with ease and accuracy some hundreds 
c f the words, most needed for daily use; these, being selected so as 
to include all the syllables in \he language, (about 411,) will form a 
basis, on which he to ay arrange th order his subsequent acqiusitions.

The curse Which bas lighted, more of less heavily, on all earthly 
things, they do alleviate; but U Is not to be Hrevemdd, by any thing 
short of true Christianity. The real Christian, as distinguished from 
the man of the world — is the only man, who knows how to appro-' 
ciate and apply this eitiy remedy. Deep convictions—painful expe¬ 
rience—ofigbofanee, guilt, find Wretchedness, have driven him to 
the only giveref knowledge, pardon, hofiness and true felicity. In 
the midst of home and friends and every earthly comfort, he has 
learned that the spirit may pine in loneliness, penury and anguish 
From later and happier experience he knows— 

“ There is a pleasure in the pathless woods. 

There is a rapture on the lonely shore. 

There is society where none intrudes/'— 

if the God of all grace and couscriatjoa be with him there. Hif tan- 
guage in plenty and in want has been — 

“ But Q ThoubounSebnsGivSr cfeH gend* - r . 
t Thou art, of allthy gifts, thyself the drown I 1 

Give, what thpu canst, without Thee we are poor,; f 

And with Thee rich, take what thou wilt, away.? 

These deep and tried; convictions, compel the Christian to dissent 
from thoee who say, 1 man wants nothing feritis happiness but good 
government and free trade.’ The indissoluble connection between 
sin and suffering forces itself on his mind. He knows this con¬ 
nection is of necessary existence, or of divine appointment. He feels 
how hopeless it is, even if it were desirable, to sunder what God hath 
joined. He dare not cherish a wish, or inake &n effort for other’s 
happiness, that excludes their deliverance from sin. Nor is he in any . 
more doubt as to the means, than as to the end. Here his'otfn ex¬ 
perience is not his only guide. He who cabnot er+ has chosen and 
pointed out the gospel, as the means of holiness, and to neglect if, isfo 
choose the doom of Sisyphus—to toil in vain. To resort to means m 
opposition to the gospel—to adopt sinful measures—to select unholy 
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expedients—depraved passions—as the instruments of benevolence, 
is, in his view, the most awful of solecisms, the most deplorable of 
errors, the last refinement of folly, irreverence and pride. It is pre¬ 
suming to be wiser than God; making our means to fight against his 
ends; it is ‘ cutting at the root, while watering the top, 1 of the tree 
of His planting; doing the work of His worst enemy, under the guise 
of a friend. 

With views thus formed, the Christian surrenders himself to the ; 
obligation tio benefit his fellow men. * It is not for him to know the 
times or the seasons, which the Father hath put in his own power;’ 
enough, that they are there. Enough for our present purpose that 
the Christians of America are agreed on this their duty/ and these the 
means of discharging it. Our next point is, to ascertain their best 
field — their most becoming sphere. 

2. The evidence on this point is convincing to us, that Ultra-Me- 
layan Asia is the especial field for the exertion of the Christian influ¬ 
ence &t ft&^tffiited States. The proof does not admit of comprerfon 
within the limits of this paper; an outline is all we can present. We 
give it thus. It has pleased the Creator, that the southern and east- 
erh declivities of the Asiatic continent, he, and they are, the great 
•eats of population, the vast nursery-ground of the human race* Be¬ 
neath ‘the tents of Shem,’ spread from the Indus eastward, repose 
660,000,000 of our brother-men. This is a great, an overwhelming 
fact. On it* and it is as weft established as we cqn reasonably re¬ 
quire, the claims of Southern and Eastern Asia rest. They could not 
have a firmer, ipore enduring bate. So upheld, they need not the/ 
support of Argumentreasoning only weakens their naked force. 
The earth has no other such region as this. Time never unfolded a 
scene so interesting to the benevoleut heart. T/be economy of proba¬ 
tion js nowhere else applied on so vast a scale. The author or re¬ 
demption has evidently marked out these lists for himself. Here will 
he prove, wWn and by whom he pleaseth, his truth and grace. 

The worth of this region being admitted in the abstract, a few 
considerations are sufficient to ^bow, that no other Christian commu¬ 
nity c&n so well supply the wants pi* its eastern section, as the United 
States, As to the exertion of any influence in favor of Christianity 
abroad,“ihe states of the, continent of Europe are confessedly very 
weak, lliey are, and have for sometime been, receiving assistance, 
such ak they should be ashamed to need, from England and the 
United States. Possessor^ of the Bible, of all the means of national 
dialtation, for eighteen centuries, they are still too feeble to be trust* 
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e<l to diffuse Christianity in the east. If, as many believe, a better 
era be near ; if the friends of the Bible on the continent of Eu¬ 
rope be about to awake; they have more appropriate work nearer at 
hand. France owes the Scriptures to northern Africa; Germany must 
diffuse them through the dominions of the Sultan ; Prussia and Russia 
may carry them to the Turki and Tartar tribes from the Volga to the 
Pacific. The churches of Holland and Spain owe no less to their 
colonies in Eastern Asia; and it is not our meaning to call qb t(ie 
United States to interfere with them, if they will acquit the claim. 
Two great maritime powers—Great Britain and the United States, 
are left. To them the Christianization of Southern and Eastern 
Asia, must be assigned. Divine Providence, in subjecting the western 
section of this vast field to the former and more powerful of these 
Christian states, and in giving io the latter peculiar claims on the con- 
fidence ot the more eastern population', has marked out, with suffi¬ 
cient distinctness, their respective bounds. It has done this, not so 
much by lessening the obligations of America to India, as by increas¬ 
ing those of Great Britain ; not by making the one owe less, but 
the other more. It is the burdening of the one, which relieves the 
other; the one’s enlistment, makes the other's discharge. The prior 
obligation of the one party is proved on its own confession. That 
England owes her first, best strength to her colonies, is the collec¬ 
tion of her ablest and most religious men. Ou this conviction they 
are now acting, and it daily gathers, it will continue to gather force. 
They come to it and act on it, without consulting us. The stronger 
party selects the lesser field: its ratio being as 150,000,000 to 
450,000,000, or as one to three. What then should the weaker party 
do? Desert the employ, for which it is peculiarly fitted— overlap its 
coworker on its own chosen ground — increase the disparity between 
its task and its strength —abandon three quarters of this vast field — 
leave Eastern Asia to itself? No, it cannot, must not be left. The 
Christians of the United States wiilsee the alternative, as it is; they 
w ill not disappoint the hopes reposed in them ; they will not shrink 
from their duty to the East. 

3. Against this conclusion it is objected (and objections are all 
we have to oppose), that America has work enough at home — that 
the interior of the contineut is rapidly filling up with a population 
greatly needing instruction — and that freedom and education are yet 
to bie given to the slaves of the southern states. We rejoice that the 
Anglo-Saxon race is one day to. cover the region from the Atlantic 
to the Pacific; and our confidence in their future destiny is perfect, 
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because not one of the long line of emigrants, wendjng their way to 
the west, nee^l go, or does go, without the Bible — the great means of 
self-instruction—bift by a guilty choice. Could we say this of eastern 
men, we would hush. As for slavery, we war not against a name. 
We grieve that freedom has stopped so long on the banks of the 
Ohioj she should have taken up her southward march long ago: then 
the Mazentian policy which would link the states prepared for eman¬ 
cipation, with those not prepared, would never have been known. 
But under all the discouragements of the present day, we have ‘ a 
democratic faith in man/ in our countrymen. Slavery will disappear 
• from the American toil — its evils and its name. Besides, in the bo- 
•om of an educated people, the work of instruction will cost less than 
the perpetuation of ignorance; it will be found cl^aper tp ^nlighlen, 
than to blind. ; To the one object, the benevolent resources of the 
country cannot be directed ; by the other, they will not be engrossed. 

4. Again It is objected — that the civil protection affbrd^d^o mis¬ 
sions in India, and the success .of American efforts there, are suffi¬ 
cient reasons, why less safe, less productive soils, should be abandoned 
for this fairer field. We rejoice in the security and success of our 
missions in India; they were wisely planted; they have been well sus¬ 
tained; they should not be reduced. .They serve a great purpose, 
in evidencing to th$ native population, that Christianity is not a cplo- 
nial engine; that it is a Catholic spirit, not a British spirit, which 
offers them the Bible, and plants the school-house and the chapel, by 
the side of tepipfe and mosque. This service done, we revert to first 
principles, and contend, that the extension of Christianity is not to be 
measured by the fayor of civil rulers ; that the missionary has a pass, 
port from a higher court, nay that he owes his warmest sympathies to 
the oppressed. If tfero be emperor, Paul mu*t see Rome. 

The pse made of this argument.— the superior safety,.of Indi^over 
China, &c., has been unfair and unkind. In the luquths of some pf 
its organs, it reminds us of what is said by an old writer of the famous 
prophet of Midian. ‘.He would not curse, but be would advise, and his 
counsel was worse than a curse.’ From the lips of the missionary, it 
may merely mean—‘ npt that I love China less, but that I love India 
more.* . Or it may^ spring from a sincere concern for the safety 
of the agents employed. Inasmuch, then, as concern for personal 
^fety is a,very proper concern, we may state the position of the mis¬ 
sionary under Cfim^se law. Adnpittjug that no flaw can ijje found 
in the ipdiqtroeftt, which sets forth, that the Christian doctrine is 
1 a depraved docjriqe , the ‘ delusion of tlje multitude by the Bible, 
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stands op tne lame ground as’ their ' seduction 9 by the opinm pipe. 
Some native distributers pf tracts Were, riot tong *ag6, fined and im¬ 
prisoned ; within a feW days, a keeper of an opium-shop has been 
put to death. With a grain of indulgence to the ‘ jar-traveled strap*, 
ger,’ the' convictioh of the foreign opium-merchant and missionary 
might be set down to iSjciir banishment, and perhaps corpor^ pu-^ 
niahment for the firei offense But What impression does this amena- 
bilitymake on the former party at the present moment t The answer 
may be gathered from the twenty ships now pushing the opium-trade 
along the hCasts from Lintin to Chuaan, and from the thirty-tw6 
armed'boats, that Rendezvous nightly, for the delivery ofthe drug, in 
all the creeks and iiilets of the fiver of Canton. If the dangers ofthe

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S. Again it ia objected, that there are certain spot*, * where it 
appears to be the will of Providence, that the whole ground should 
be occupied at once/—whatever this exclusive preference may in¬ 
volve, or cost. 

In treating this * appearance ’ as a delusion, we must not be mis¬ 
understood. We, have no exclusive affection for the spot where this 
is penned; no preference for one mission to another,* or for*V slide 
of a continent ovqr an insular group. Christianize, we pay, the 
farthest, outmost ^scattered, coral-islets of the Pacific; gather up theap 
fragments of the sea, that nothing be lost! But make not this your 
only, or even youf first, work. Le( the few gleaning grapes on thd 
outmost boughs, and on the tops of the loftiest twigs, be plucked find 
saved / but suffer not the rich, clustering, product of the frail-bearing 
branches to fall ungathered to the ground \ The Christian tempfc 
fhall have frieze and cornice, triglyph and metope, whep all is fash¬ 
ioned and finished; but many chisels must not work oh drops and pa¬

Certainty pot- No sophistry can disguise the unfairness of such 4 
sacrifice^Sf4^rever tnade, from the democratic eye of piety aud com¬ 
mon sense. Wo are free to admit that the directors of missions, like 
other mep, are open to incorrect impressions, from' partial represen¬ 
tations, and false facts. They may find it easier to yield to appeals

are eotwip^ iiut they will feel it to be a great duty to guard against 
impressions, which go to work a forfeiture of the claims of the greet

Usjuaonrcwj, should never overlook this consideration — what iuflu- 
eu^B tbe rogionsR aided are exerting, and 4 may be expected to 
exert, .Christianized, in their turn ?

There is reason\o believe,that not a Bravef, iiiore 
hardy . more active, enterprising race, fives <^n tne earth, than the 
Japanese. They once navigated fearlessly, though with poor vessels, 
(frorn^ J^engal to Acapulco, aiid their courage and fidelity made them 
tp^ spugh| for,, as the recruits and body guards of thepetiy princes 
the eas^. ^ peculiar combination of causes has shut them up 
fjpnp tbe worfrl, for two centuries, but their national character is un¬ 
changed, anti the elements of that character, aqtl of a corresponding 
influence, wait bin for the day appointed to burst forth. ’ 

, The same.is still more strikingly true' of the Chinese. Their"an¬ 
cient maxims and national habits have moulded them to'what some 
call pusillanimity y but they have made them wise, sensible and en¬ 
terprising ; lovers of order and law • admirers of literafj and ‘iivftex- 
cellepce, over military pomp and power; friends of Virtue,sob&ness 
and peace. It is true they are un warlike, though we cahbbt^ky Aiey 
are deficient in coarage; and the wijnder is, that they — a pagaO v ^eo^ 
pie—-should depart so far from the ‘European model oh' this point, 
and thereby coine so much th^ nearer to the higher exadipl6 ‘ given 
i^ in the gospel of Christ.

It ia no| the 
missionaries* province to annul colonial charters, or to conduct in; 
quiries apd negotiations, which an American minister should press at 
Batavia and the-Hague. The Spanish islands, stretching fropi „ the 
Ijashees on the north to the Sooloo sea pn the south, follow of course 
&e religious policy of the peninsula, and preseut the same barrier to 
all protestant efforts. The American missionary is no more respond 
sibfe fcf his exclusion from these countries, than for the continuance 
ofqkmqppjy in them, or for that of Catholicism in Spain and Italy.

interest in his welfare by attention to his person,, his physical and 
mental maladies,—before he gives himself out as the enemy of hia 
faith. Moreover it is true of Borneo, as of almost very native state in 
the east, that commerce has not jet done its Appropriate service; and 
the American citizen has visited it like the poor, abandoned Chinese 
emigrant, as if he bad no countfy,6r as if it were too weak toj^otopt 
him. or he beneath its care. 

As to the discouragement felt at the returns (or benevolent apprp- 
priations at Singapore, in Siam, and in China, our evidence as disinr 
terested observers is: that the impression makes partly - against tbp 
expectations entertained; partly against the deficiencies of the pr% 
sent system of operations; but little, if at all, against the cause. The 
great nations of Eastern Asia must not be compared to the family 
clusters of an insular group. They cannot be surrounded by a cor¬ 
don of benevolent influences, to the exclusion of temptations to apos* 
Ucy and vice. Cultivated races of men cannot be so easily astonished, 
and subdued, as those to wtyom the simplest arts are a miracle. Bui 
in proportion as impression and success are more difficult, the prize 
ia more valuable when attained. Yet it is natural to forget this; to 
lose sight of the fact, that we are no gainers if the thousand times 
lesser object be reached a hundred: times sooner. It is pleasant to 
aee an immediate return. We like to work at a short lever and a 
light mius. We are ready to take a lower rate of interest, if it may 
only be calculated year by year. We stand by die weaker engine 
and think it is doing most, because we have forgotten to multiply the 
heights by the masses which have b$pn raised. 

Against such impressions, acting in the direction ef Eastern Asia, 
we cannot argue, though their influence may be traced. On the 
other hand, we admit that there are deficiencies in the present sys¬ 
tem, the existence of which is a motive to improvement, not a gn mm 
of discouragement, because they are not necessary, nor to be identi¬ 
fied with the mission cause. Weak machinery will not accomplish 
much; imperfect machinery will not wprk well. Our chief objec 
tioosto that which is now before us—the reasons why k has disap¬ 
pointed many — are, that it is not powerful enough, and it has not 
yet been property tried. To explain and rempre the difficulty we

If, as the Catholics them selves say, they resort to no each 
Unbecoming expedient*; and yet they art Sgam making head in more 
than one protmee,— the government not seeing fit to disturb them, 
and some great officers coming from Peking, having been'particularly 
lenient'toward them—-there is, on this hand, equal encouragement aa 
to the fatnra progress of protestantiam. ^ 

We arc accustomed to believe, that the only religion which carries 
♦ith it the divine t leasi ng, is the religion of the Bible. We ascribe 
the early vacceaees of the Jestrit missionaries, in former times, to 
their learning, their skdl in science and thi arts, their eridnsrve 
bestowal 1 of ‘very valuable temporal benefits where ver'thhy went; and 
we trace their after reverses W the fact, that they su ppre sse d the 
Bible. If thed, the Romanist has beemaMe to keep any hold on the 
popular mind in g China without thiii strongest bond of onion'—this 
surest pledge of divine support—what may we not hope from a 
stheme of missions,-which wohld combine all the* commended the 
early Jesuits, with all that ensures the blessing of the Almighty. Per- 
haps it may oecnrto the reader toast, why, if the Catholic can do 
so much in Chin^dtmrnis not attempted'by the protestmnt missiona¬ 
ries! To this natUral question, we reply r* they art yet too few and 
too lately arrived to be prepared for Suob service.

In oar preceding article we said that, it was vary probable that the) 
trade in question would be legalized; and that, so far as we couid as¬ 
certain, the act was delayed by the dread of infamy,on• the part of 
the emperor, and by the moral strength of a few.of bis best ministers, 
the faithful friends of the throne. But we fear the fascination which 
has triumphed over the love of life itself, in a thousand instances, 
among all ranks of Chinese society, will find a way over the mocM 
sense of a few upright individuals, and over ‘ the one man 1 *! lore 
of fame.

On the side of the measure, it may be urged; that “stolen waters 
are sweet,’ 1 that in the prohibition of the drug lies its attractiveness 
to the young and froward; that its expensive ness, as a contraband 
article, confining it to the rich, makes it a refined and exclusive 
luxury; and that these circumstances together recruit the smekerb 
continually from the higher, wealthier, more fashionable, and woe* 
tocratic ranks. These artificial attractions removed by the repeal 
of the prohibitory laws, it is inferred that smoking will krastbe 
patronage of the upper classes, and sink into a vulgar, uninfluential, 
despicable vice. These considerations are to be admitted in their 
full force. It is to be granted, that exclusiveness, tbepride of sin* 
gularity, the affectation of refinement do prevail ^noiio or lean among 
the higher, as tbe love of imitation does, among the lower classes 
of the Chinese. On the other hand it is contended, and we think 
justly, that the love of opium in China is based on that passion /far 
excitement — that yearning after stimulus — that horror of ennui — 
which crowd the Parisian theatre, the English gtn-paf*ce, and the 
American grog-shop. It follows from this, that the mere legaliza¬ 
tion of the drug will not disarm the temptation ; for the them'd, the

made, extend only to this; where the passion of the Chinese exclu¬ 
sive for the drug resembles —is no stronger than —that of the leader 
of the ton for a fashion or a mode, the vulgar pipe will be laid 
aside as easily as a vulgar shawl or hat. But all professional opin¬ 
ion, all personal observation attest, that the chains with which the 
drug binds its votary, are not to be put off like a worn-out dress. Its 
fascination is as strong, as it is deadly; so that while the gay lover of 
fashion willingly abandons one tired toy for another and a fresher ;> 
the victim of the pipe has no alternative, but to follow the bidding of 
his sole, unexchangeable lust, or to do — what human resolution is 
hardly equal to—resist and master It* As to the manner in which 
the ranks of the smokers are now recruited, it is justly said, that 
there is hardly any other road to rank and power, in China, than 
official promotion—scarcely any class, which we can call refined or 
fashionable, or exclusive, or even wealthy, but that of governmental 
officers: all these —as Ghoo Tsun haB reminded us—‘ are raised up 
from the level of the common people; * and their being smokers or 
not,' after reaching the elevated platform to which promotion raises 
them, will depend on whether ‘ the habit has been already contract¬ 
ed,* and whether it has not ‘ so taken hold of them that they cannot 
shake it off,* to gratify fastidiousness, or anything else. Moreover, 
it is very properly suggested, that the ‘ vulgar imitation,* on which 
the supposed offense to refinement rests, infers an extension of the 
use of the drug, or at least a transfer of it 1 to the common peopled 
But who are the majority ft.; And what advantage will foreign rrttfer- 
oourse, or humanity; or Christian philanthropy find, if* the tettibfe 
fire which is now mowing down the official ranks, be turned with 
the same deadly aim, on the denser masses? If the simple transfe¬ 
rence ofthe pipe; from the higher to the lower orders — man for man, 
be supposed, the simple result is, the friends of foreign intercourse 
become the mark, in place of its antagonists. The meh who have 
always welcomed the merchant and the missionary, landing up and 
down the ooast, are made the substitutes for those who have as uni¬ 
formly repulsed them.

Could millions purchase such an instrumentality, 
millions were never half so well bestowed. Alas ! they cannot. The 
work of devastation is begun; and ere it can now be ar rested•* the 
work will be more than half complete. The urgent business of the 
time is to stay its progress, and prepare the way for repair and resto¬ 
ration at a future day. 

. ■ & The considerations stated in the preceding paragraphs call 
for strenuous interference, for the application of every possible check 
and counteractive* The two checks particularly called for, are the 
interposition of the American government and the exertion of public 
opinion. The great prize held out to the former is v free intercourse 
with China. To gain this, it must redeem its suffering reputation, 
by frank explanation; by respecting especially the right of contra¬ 
band in China, as it does in Siam; and finally, by pressing a fair 
and reciprocal treaty / The government, while pursuing these public 
ends, will work aaa check on the corruption we have in view; but 
to do this effectually, it must act in concert with a lenient and yet 
correct public opinion. 

To form such a public sentiment, it is necessary to state on the 
teoient side; that the habit9, manners, and modes of thinking* of 
•the residents in Eastern Asia; are not.American. All these are 
moulded on the English model; and high its British morals unques¬ 
tionable are on other points, it is never maintained, that the princi¬ 
ples of the temperance reform have made much progress, in the 
mother-country or in her colonies. It would be strange if any higher 
standard were applied to the great agent of corruption throughout the 
east—to opium —than to spirits by British subjects. Tbeiri Indian 
government is itself the grower and prepater.iof.(be drug, and the 
Court of Directors and the Imperial Parliament sanction it. The 
British merchant follows without hesitation these shining examples, 
and is himself closely pursued by the American. All the influence 
therefore which is exerted by public sentiment in the United States, 
to deter fro/n the traffic in spirit, operates in China in favor of the 
traffic in the drug. There is a further reason why the American 
opium-dealers should be judged leniently. -They have, many of them, 
been long absent from their country, and the change which has passed 
over society at home, on this very point,, has never Reached them. 
It is hardly enough, to place them on the same level with the long 
list of distillers and spirit merchants prior to 1825. They are on one 
account entitled perhaps to a further indulgence The fact that the

The narrow pursuit of local and selfish interests, must be exchang¬ 
ed foi purer and higher attachments. The lore of Jesus must over¬ 
come the love of money, and the love of home. American youth must 
choose their plan of life—the merchant, planter, physician, and artisan, 
their field of usefulness, with some reference to higher interests, than 
their own. They must come to the east, self-moved; self-directed, 
self-sustained. Or those whb come in gainful professions, as the re¬ 
presentatives of their country’s enterprise*, must bring with them the 
representatives of her benevolence, taken from the same homes and 
firesides, and circles of relatives nrtd friends. 1 '* The positive means 
of blessing Eastern Asia toill then, with Trie divine hlesslko, he 
complete. 

9. This closing paragragh on the benevolent agency, we mast 
employ in guarding against being misunderstood. Our views of a 
combined agency, are not based on any doubt of the ability of Chris¬ 
tianity to go alone. Oar preference that the first mote be made, 
in many parts of the east, by the political branch, is not the result 
of more dependence on human strength, than on Divine. Our 
meaning is where commerce or politics have raised barriers 
against Christianity, let the same agents, each for itself or for the 
other, take them away. When either of these powerful instruments 
can reasonably be expected to soften opposition, facilitate the ingress 
of the philanthropist, or prevent the ofFusion of blood ; let theri co* 
operation be used. Collected as Christians now are into social com¬ 
munities, and having resigned the management of foreign relations to 
civil governments, it is right to look to these appointed negotiators, to 
take the first place abroad and make the first moves. But if'they 
decline to comb forward, or fail to succeed, the cause is not lost. 
Christianity has energies beyond those of any human government; not 
to be resisted by any despot on his 4 dragon<-thVonb. ; If the exclusive 
pretensions of colonial rulers, or the alarmed precautions of the Chi¬ 
nese authorities ; or the hitter hatred of the Japanese monarchs; 
cannot he softened by public mediation ; let the missionary go for¬ 
ward undaunted, though alone. The long line$ of Asiatic coasts 
cannot be guarded so effectually; that good seed may not'bb sown; 
and what if in some spots, its growth can be ensured only by being 
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watered by the sower’s blood! Did Christianity triumph at first, 
without a persecution ? Certainly not: and strong as is our hope, 
that a less costly victory awaits it in the east, under the instrumen¬ 
tality we have asked, it may not be so. For this, all should be pre¬ 
par'd.

Th* peon /uh , (under which name it included* all’kinds of baft,) 
hat several names, ft is in the Pun Tsaou, called fufiyik, or ‘ em¬ 
bracing wifigt/ referring to the manner in which it spreads out and 
hangs by ha wings. This name in the Urh Ya is written with other 
characters so as to mean 4 belly wings, ’ a name, it is said, given to 
the animal on account of the manner in which it folds its wings 
dose to the si del 'Other names are teen shoo 'heavenly rat/ seen 
shoo 'fairy rat/ and ft shoo 'flying rat, the designation by which it 
is commonly known in this region., It has also been called yay yen, 
or 'night swallow,’ from a similarity in the flitting motion, when 6n 
the wibg, between the bat and swallow. 

The bat is found in mountains, rallies, hills, and even in the habi¬ 
tations of man; and in Kingchow, in the province of Keangnan, there 
are caverns in the hills in which ate found* bats of a thousand years 
old, and white as silver. The bat, says Le Shechih, is in form like a 
mouse; its body qf an ashy, black ednr; and it has thin fleshy wings, 
whioh join the four legs and tail into one. In the summer it appears, 
but in the winter it becomes torpid, on which account, as i^t eats too¬ 
thing daring that season, and because jt, fiat the habit of swallowing 
its breath, it Attains a great age. (( has the character of a night-rover, 
during which time it appears ; hot on account of any. inability to fly 
in the day, bm ft dares not go abroad at that time, because it fears 
the chi bird (* kind of hawk). If subsists on musketoes and gnats. 
It flies With its held downwards because the brain is very heavy. It 
is recommended, in the Pun Tsftou, that* those which are not white 
and fly with their beads upward be discarded, and that for medical 
uses the white species and those which have a crown on the head be 
selected. This kind if eaten will make a man live a thousand years; 
bat Dr. Le Shechm overthrows this opinion, and to prove that h is 
errooeoos, quotes accounts given in two histories. One Chin, he says, 
who lived in the T*og dynasty, obtained one of these white bats as 
large as a crow, which he ate, and the next day he died of a flux. 
And in the Sung dynasty Lew Leang found one nearly as large as a 

ov Ml a'iV 
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toad, which he mixed op with cinnabar and having eaten it, died mi- 
mediatelj. 4 Alas!’ exclaims the doctor, 4 that 1 should have to write 
such sad instances as these in order to break the delusions of man¬ 
kind. Those who write such things to deceive their fellow-men 
commit a great crime.' In the Pun Tsaou, the ordure of bats is 
prescribed |s an ingredient in several pills; and it is said that this 
substance is to be found in dark and dry places in the fourth 
month and after.' The blood, gall, and wings, are also specifics in 
some diseases; besides which the entire body is recommended to 
ensure longevity. 

The by skm^ which we suppose to be a species of flying squirrel* 
has severs! names. It was Ibhderly classed among beasts, when the 
name was written under the radical of tkoo , a rat; bat now, being 
more appropriately put along with birds, it is written under the radi¬ 
cal mourn, a bird. It is called mm shoo , the mm rat, and eyew, both 
of which namqs are arbitrary designations; also wrh+hm, the 4 eared 
rat/ and ft sing neami 4 the flying nourishing bird. 9 The last name 
is given because this is the only species among birds which gives 
suck to its young when flying: By one author it is described as 
being like a bat, and inhabiting the Tallies and mountains; but the 
(Jrh Ya says. It is in form like a fox, though yet bearing some resem¬ 
blance to the bat. It is about the size of a sparrow-hawk, and flies 
during the night, when people sally out to catch it Iu hair is of a 
brownish red, (or a reddish-gray, with a greenish ba 'k, says aoother,) 
the belly is yellow, and throat a dirty white. It has four short legs, 
which are armed with long claws; the tail is nearly three cobits 
long; the wings are fleshy and extend along the side, between the 
legs, and are connected with the tail, which from its fetigth aids the 
wings very much in flying. The hair of those found in Shanse in 
very fine; and if the skin be held in the hand during child-birth, if 
will greatly assist parturition, because the animal itself is of a lively 
disposition. When it flies it suckles its young; and when they have 
grown, they follow close after the dam; its cry is like that of a man 
when calling. It eats smoke. 'It can in its flights descend very easily, 
hut it is difficult for it to fly for, nor can it again ascend without much 
trouble. Its cry is usually heard in the night. The akin is made into 
winter cape, which are warm; and the hairs are supposed to peasant 
saoptory properties, being prescribed in several diseases. Tbs ley 
ikm delights ja qqiiqg the fruit called bmg yen, or dragon's eyes. 
The Japanese, pall it mnsdrdhi; buft there is nothing in the descrip- 4 
U on contained ia tbeir work additional to the Chinese account. Wet* 
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it do! for the names and descriptions being klmost alike, we should 
hardly hare imagined the three animals here represented to be the 
same. 



The figure on the left, with bat’s brings, is taken from a 
Japanese book. That on the right is from the Pun Tsaou; and 
.the middle one is taken out of the Urh Ya, the book which says it 
was formerly erroneously placed among animals. Both of the Chi¬ 
nese works place the luy shoo among birds, but the Japanese class it 
with squirrels, and have in their figure adhered much closer to the 
description than either of the Chinese works, besides giving a much 
ueater picture. W.

Tan whole number of patients is 5600 of whom' 1635 have been 
admitted since the last report. A smaller number than has been 
received^ifr»any preceding equal period — on account of the. imprac¬ 
ticability of treating mote. The urgency of patients for admittance 
has exceeded all precedent. It has often been unpleasant to go to or 
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from the hospital, in oonsetgnence of the importunate applicants, who 
often fall upon their knees in the street, or in*numbers seize the arm, 
pleading poverty, and that they have come a long distance and waited 
many days; and having spent the little money they brought, must 
ieturn home; they therefore .entreat that at least their eyes be ex¬ 
amined and a day appointed for their admission.. In some instances, 
they have pursued me even to my residence, after being told the im¬ 
practicability of receiving them.

As heretofore official gentlemen have been my patients. One, al¬ 
luded to in the last report^ has been long resident in the hospital. 
As illustrative of the character of the Chinese in the higher ranks 
and remoter provinces, and aa it ia our object to give impartial reports, 
his case is here introduced. 

No. 4&3&. Dec. 18th, 1837. Ching Chungyew, sged is a 
dative of Keangnan. For several years he was a district magistrate 
in the province of Hoopih. At this date he came to the hospital, hav¬ 
ing made a journey of six weeks, to reach the provincial city. There 
was something imposing in the person, and prepossessing in the ur¬ 
banity, of this gentleman. He came in full dress, and on being intro¬ 
duced, he fell upon his knees, stating his case, and what he had 
heard of the institution, and entreated with strong feeling that he 
foight be admitted. During his administration as a magistrate, he said, 
be was often compelled to examine official papers to a late hour of 
the night, and from a long continuance of this practice his eyes failed 
him. It was extremely painful to find his case was nearly hopeless. 
There was adhesion of the iris to the lens in both eyes; and in the 
fight, the irregular pupil was nearly closed, and the lenses were slight* 
ly opaque. He was just sensible to fight. The little prospect of be¬ 
nefiting him was explained, at the same time a willingness expressed 
to do the utmost for him. He replied, * 1 shall be extremely gratefnl 
for the slightest degree of vision that can be restored,' and that death 
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was almost preferable to his helpless condition. He remarked, how¬ 
ever, that he should be entirely reconciled, if received, whatever 
might be the result. In this he has verified his promise. 

His habits were full; his pulse, from 90 to 100, was strong and 
bounding. The first object was to .reduce him by chathartics, and 
then by leeching. Belladonna immediately detached the adhesion 
of the iris to the; lens in a degree, and the old man was elated 
at the change m his seoie of light In the course of a week or ten 
days stijrcbntn* was applied to a blistered surface at the external angle 
of each eye, one eighth of a grain at first, and increased to a grain * 
when the effect of it was painfully sensible. Subsequently a seaton 
was insetted in his neck, which was attended with a free discharge. 
This, the old gentleman seemed to regard as the most barbarous part 
of the treatment, and Ih ray absence for a fortnight, discontinued it at 
his own discretion. Belladonna was applied at intervals. In March 
the strychnine was administered internally in one eighth grain pills 
thtee times daily, and increased to one fourth grain. This was con¬ 
tinued some weeks when the spasmodic effeots of it upon the system 
became manifest. Occasionally the patient thought he experienced 
a flash of light—for jt was momentary—early in the morning, but 
perseverance with the strychnine for some time, varying the constitu¬ 
tional treatment according to symptoms, did not restore the vision. 
As a last resort, it was proposed to depress the lens, for m repeated 
instances of *M*ck cataract 9 with less opacity, good sight had been 
restored. This sensibility of light encouraged the hope that the retina 
and optic nerve had not entirely lost their function. The case was 
explained to the patient; that if sight was not restored he would only 
be as before, and the pain of operation Was trifling. It was the only 
thing that remained to be done, and that were he my parent I could 
do ho more, than what had been done for him. His feelings were quite 
overcomj^and b$ shed Wears, not less of gratitude, than of sorrow, and 
deair^d the operation, to, be performed. Early in April the lens in 
his left eye was depressed. No mftamation followed. He slept as 
quietly the following as the preceding night The degree of sight 
remained much the same. In about a fortnight he was discharged, 
when the pqpr naan wept like e child.—He was probably as sincere 
a woshipflf of aniroagjnarydeity as the heathen world ever produced. 
He «yas a^devot^i follower of Budha^ Hours were spent daily in kis 
worship,^aod in ejtfemppry addresses- He was much of the time 
attended by two or three servants. His personal servant was as 


old as himself, with ^l^qg^flowing jet black hOAfd, and was un¬ 
wearied in his attention to his blind master 
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A few days subsequently to his leafing the hospital the senrant 
returned with a card and Abe following testimonial^ : 

“ Already it has been said, that there is, nothing. grpater^ than to preserve, { 
the heart, to benefit men, and to heal their diseases. , Bence the saying v ‘the 
excellent physician, tfie noble statesman ;* both are equally qxtolled. To (

“I held an office in Hoopih more than thirty years, and accidentally, in . 
the eighth month of the 17th year of Taoukwang (1837), both my eyes lost * 
their sight. Healing medicines foiled to be efficacious. His celebrity reached 1 
my ears. I then relinquished my office, came to Canton, and repaired to 
tbs hospital to ho treated; and although my sight is not yet rectored, hevdr- 
theless I have received ihe DotforV dihgeat attsotisa, and beams insepara¬ 
bly attached to him. Truly it is ju npo qiiM e to Joelgratefultowards 

him, and accordingly I have written and present him this testimonial. 

He then proceeds to give a brief sketch pf his personal history , iti 
the following words. . 

“ Under the heavenly dynasty, by impeijal order and directipo,wes confer* i 
red on me the honorable office of seenchih (director apd patroller pf a^fous). 
Previously 1 had held pp office in HaoUkan been, in Haouyupg foo (in thq 
central province) of Hoopih, and was temporarily, an assistant magis¬ 
trate in EshiiJg been in 8e*rigy*rtg fbo; having obtained at the quin-/ 
quenial examination the honorary title of Chee, P dm now waiting for 
prorastidn upon the distingtiishod oeean (the arena fif life?).

No. 4552. Distortion of the hand. December 18th, 1837. Woo 


Chingsew, *f PWanyo, aged 20, at the a$s of IS; bhd ‘the small 
pox by which thfe tendon of the middle fingek of the right band Whs 
so cicatrized that its growth' was interrupted, but tbe otherparts of 
the hand continued their nkturtl grdWtb, attff consequentlythe hand 
was distorted in a singuiar manner. : u ' 


* Celebrated Chinese’ physician* ctf afitiqaity. 
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The knuckle of the middle finger was laid back on the radius 
and ulna, which having continued to grow, carried the wrist down 
about two inches and a half below the attachment, *nd the hand 
was nearly useless. On the 25th of March’She withered tendon was 
divided, and the cicatrized skin on the baclt of the hand, ^Tbe ten* 
dons of the other fingers were all exposed^ and that of the thumb 
divided. Immediately the hand was partially restored to its na(ura) 
position, and by care in dressing it with splints, \\ was rendered tole¬ 
rably straight again. The naked tendons were at ledgtft covered witfr 
granulations and in about six weeks the patient was discharged, the 
wound having healed up. She was able to move her thumb and 
fingers, and by exercise the hand will probably become useful again. 

No. 4605. Tumor of the scalp. December 18th, 1837, Low 
Tangshow, aged 23, a laborer of Tungkwan, a young man of a lym¬ 
phatic temperament, had a singular disease upon the hairy scalp, of 
ten years growth. When he came to the hospilaf 4 mass half the 
size of his head, hung loose over his right ear and down' upon the 
back of the peck, being situated principally on the crown, back, and 
right sided; of the head. On the 25tb of April the operation was 
performed. The integuments were considerably thickened, but se¬ 
parate from the unformed mass beneath 4 , which was dissected out y 
exposing the pericranium beneath. The loss of blood was consider¬ 
able and the patient’s fainting rendered it necessary to hasten the 
operation, so that a small portion of the fatty adbetance at one or 
two points was left, wh ch otherwise had been removed.^ ^t*he portion 
of the scalp taken away was nearly large enough to cover one third 
of the head. From the loss of blood, the patient lost flesh for a week 
or fortnight, bat from that time he much improved and has now more 
than regained his former health. The wound healed kindly and per¬ 
fectly in about eight weeks, and he was discharged on the 19th June' 

No. 4606. Gourd-shaped tumor. December 18th, 1887. Kwan 
Nanking, aged 42; of Nanhae, also of a lymphatic temperaihSnf, had a 
tumor pendulous from the feft side immediately over the hip joint* pre¬ 
cisely resembling a gourd. Its bulbous portion was about one foot 
circumference, and its neck four or five inches long, and the circular 
attachment of its peduncle about two inches diameter. Its lower 
part was in an ulcerated state. On the 2^ r of February it was 
removed and the patient was presently well. Its Singular form and 
attachment entitle it to notice. 

No. 4849. Case of malpractice. June, 1838. Le Staying, aged 
27, of Hw4 been, one year previous to her cdming fo the hospital had 
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X tumor of the nine of a hen’a eggupon the forehead. The Chinese as 
usual applied eacharotics, by which it was con verted into an ulcer of a 
bad character. A more pitiable object seldom presents itself, than was 
this woman at her first visit. The ulcerated tumor spread over a bun 
face of three qr four square inches. Another turner had also attained 
the size of a small orange under the left ear, and a third had com¬ 
menced over the temporal artery of the right side near its origin. The 
pulse was feeble, the countenance sallow, "and without speedy relief 
the patient most haye djed. The ulcer on the head was first cleansed 
by poultices, and afterwards adhesive straps and firm bandages were 
applied —- tonics administered, and the whole assumed a healthy ap¬ 
pearance.. The tumor under the ear has been removed, and oew 
shin has covered a considerable portion of the sore on the forehead* 
Had the turnoff been' left to itself by the native physician, it might 
have been easily removed, end the young woman saved a great degl 
of suffering. Her case is still doubtful. v 

No. 4903. Tumor of a peculiar character. March 5tb. Cboo 
Yihleang, aged 31, a shoemaker of Kaouyaou, had a tumor on the 
right side of the neck, as large as his bead,, as it appeared from a firoot 
view. It was situated beneath the sterno-cleido-mastoideua muscle, 
and the superficial fascia. It attended from the ear to the clxyiclej 
and from upon the trachea to the posterior edge of the above muscle, 
which was drawn very tense above it When the patient entered thfe 
hospital it was firmly fixed, scarcely admitting a perceptible motion 
in any direction. At a point on the surface near the apex was 
indicated a slight collection ofrfiuid. The patient was blooming in 
health, and resolutely desirous of its extirpation., Ha was admitted 
to the hospital, aqd in the course of a week or ten days, after repeat¬ 
ed examinations it was manifestly more moveable—a fact that the 
patient alsp observed. With the advice of several surgeoos,who^had 
seen the patient, it. waa determined to extirpate it* though it was pos¬ 
sible the external carotid artery might require a division in the event 
On the 25th of the operation waa performed , assisted bj Messrs. 
Cox, Jardine, and Holgate. Precaution was uken for tying the 
carotid if necessary, The patient took 25 drops of Jaudanupi half an 
hour before coming to the table. The pjreceding.day he requqjt^d not 
to be tied, assuring me. he would.not mow vHmb, or.: 4 wpfd- 

When the moment arrived, instead of shrinking.from, the crisis be 
put one hand pn the $able and skipped .upon it with grpat ggility t pp if 
htyful iq the prospect of being freed of his troublesome "j 
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The inekhxia were made in the direction of the muscle, from the 
mastoid process to the clavicle. A small portion of the auterior edge 
of the mastoid mttscle was divided, but to our great Satisfaction Soap 
after the incisions were completed, the tumor readily separated froni 
its nidus, and iu four minutes was completely out A few striall arteries 
that were divided soon contracted) and gave no further trouble; but 
two veins continued to discharge their contents so copiously that 
neither cold water or pressure would stop them, and ligatures became 
indispensable. One upon the external jugular apparently, (for when 
natural positions are so altered we cannot speak confidently,) and upon 
a large branch of the same, passing under the lower jaw During the 
operation the patient was perfectly collected, and did hot utter agroan: 
spoke with natural voice when spoken to, and repeatedly requested the 
operator might not be alarnied. The tumor weighed 5£lbs. It wap 
surrounded by a firnl wall an inch thick, resembling in hardness the 
full grown cdcoa nut, except at ode point: then came another layer of 
three quarters of an inch of white pulpy substance, and centrally 
there were several ounces of milky fluid quite inodorous. The large 
muscle resumed its natural place, the wound healed chiefly by the 
first intention and id twenty days the patient, in good health and with 
unequivocal stentiments Of gratitude, returned to his family. Thus the 
case that appeared formidable in prospect, has really proved of less 
trouble than often attends the removal of a tumor but a hundredth 
part of its size. It has been the more interesting as being the first io~ 
stance in which 1 have applied a ligature to a vein. But the result 
favors the conclusion that, veins may be tied with .as much impunity 
as arteries . In the present instance one ligature came (way of itself 
oo the 12th, the other on the 14th day. 

No. 6975. April 2d. Yin Yaouwei, aged 80, a former of Nanhaq, 
had a tumor three inches diameter beneath his right ear, in an in¬ 
flamed state, verj painful) and fast tending to suppuration.. This 
was also removed on the 25th of April in six minutes. The adhpsjop 
was rather firm to the integument above, and to the angle of the jaw. 
The submaxillary glaud was exposed to view. Io r fifteen days the 
patient was discharged quite well. 

No. 5111. April lltb, 1888. Large tumor. Wdo Kinshing, 
aged 49, a fisherman from Shihsz^tdw, near the Bogus, ten years 
since had a small tumor just below the clavicle on the left side; It had 
now attained a very great magnitude resembling in figure a tenor vied. 
Superiorly it extended over the shoulder to the spine of the scapula 
and from the acromion process to the trachea, and from the axilla to 
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the sternum, and as Jo# as the breast, carrying that gland down* be¬ 
fore it. The circumference at th^ base was thru feet thru inches! 
Its perpendicular length was two feet, and its transverse diameter 
from the axilla to the sternum one foot eight inches. . It was very 
vascular, especially the'upper portion of it, which was in an inflamed 
and ulcerated state, and ^e principal vein that returned the blood of 
the tumor—near the clavicle—>when distended with blood from a 
pressure upon it, was apparently half an inch dimeter. Thqr«j #as 
a deep longitudinal fissure, and ulcers at several points, from which 
there was a constant discharge, of blood, lymphs and pus. The 
weight of it had become extremely burdensome, and several times 
a day the patient experienced severe paroxisms of pain, causing him 
to groan aloud, at which tiroes he laid his tumpr upop the floqp and 
reclined himself upou it. In this position he spenube principal j>irt of 
his time day and night. His countenance and furrpwed brow ex¬ 
pressed unequivocally the calamity he suffered. His friends were 
much delighted on being told that it probably could be removed with 
safety, but the old man had be£n too k>qg accustomed to expressions 
of suffering to yield to those of joy, and in his feeble condition, was 
less sanguine probably in the feasibility of sepprating him from his 
old companion. He desired to return to his family for a few days 
previous to residing in the hospital; he was prescribed for and went 
borne. On the 23d of April he returned. Raving undergone half 
a month’s preparatory treatment, on the 2d of May,.assisted, as usual 
fc cases'of magnitude, by Messrs. Cox and Jardine, and several other 
friends, the operation was performed. 

Thirty drops of laudanum were given the patient half an hour pre¬ 
viously, and after placing himself upon the table, the tumor was ele¬ 
vated for eight or ten minutes to return its blood to the system as 
much as practicable. As the surface was extensive and the veins 
large and numerous, it was deemed best not to make the incisions 
W whole length at first, and the rqsult confirmed the judiciousness of 
the measure. Two incisions were first made from the breast upwards 
as high as the clavicle or a little above. The gush of venous^blood 
was considerable, and the first steps less encouraging than was anti¬ 
cipated. On account of previous inflamation, and the long pres¬ 
sure made by the weight of the tumor, and the patient’s reclining 
upon it, as it lay on the floor, the dissection was almost as difficult 
as that of the skin On the bottom .erf the foot. Perceiving this, the 
Operation appeared most formidable, and the result scarcely doubtful, 
but it was too late ‘(6 retrace our steps, and besides it was hoped the 
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work of dtneetkm wtSaldbe confined to the rarface, «nl AM it woutcl 
be readily reliefed at its base, bat in this we were also disappointed. 
The d irect ion of the Tower portions being finished—the first itici- 
riond upward wei% completed, and then commencing betow the tu¬ 
mor, it was tarWdd upwards—fthn figamfetous bands uniting it to the 
muscles beneath, it required division by (he Ijnife at nearly every inch 
of sdrfhce throughout its base, ‘and at (he clavicle the attachment 
was particularly strong. The tumor was extirpated from below to 
a little distance above the clavicle, when the patient began to faint 
and to be convulsed, and his pulse was scarcety perceptible. 1 Sti¬ 
mulants, brandy and spirits of ammonia, were administered by jtssis- 
tants and the Operation continued. He soon revived and the \umof 
was immediately after laid open the door, being just sixteen mi- 
notes from the commencement, and not a ligature was required. 
The wound was united by sutures and adhesive Straps, dressed 
as usual, and the patient was soon after laid in bed. The tumor oon- 
eisted of an almost cartilaginous mass, and at points it was firmly 
united by altendfnotar band, nearly ossified in some places ahd was 
of a Very white color. It weighed 15 pounds avoirdupois, and 'itWad 
estimated by the best judges present that there was a loss of about 

■ I remained with the patient two hours after, and as his pulse was 
sckrody perceptible and hii extremities -cold, bottles and tins of warm 
water wereapplied to' bis feet arid abdomen, and more stimulants 
were administered. The latter caused the stomach to reject what it 
had already received. He sport after perspired and fell into a gentle 
deep. H» pulse gradually became more perceptible/ and did not 
vary much ftbtn 100. In the everting he took a little congee knit soon 
rejected it, and Was muchimder the influence of the opiate dtiring.fhb 
night The next day he had Very much rallied, but complained 6f 
strangury, probably caused bjr the laudanum,and brandy bftbe pre* 
ceding day. An ounce of castor oil was administered, and a dfecbc* 
tidn of chamomile flowers and mucilage of gum anrabic were grverffcim 
to drink; the symptoms subsided hi the course 6f next day, and ther 
patient gfadaafly revived. On the third day the dressings were partly 
removed; at the superior portion where the integument was most 
dise as ed, one*or two of the sdtures wrtfe giring way witti a'slight 
slough. They were removal, ahfi undiluted laudanum and a poultice, 
were applied to the part The lower portion was healing kindly. 
The nett day the skwgfa had hot extended,'and the whole began (or 
assume a healthy aspect. Ou the. fourth day the man had so regained 1 
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his strength and spirit, as to salute me with* smile and to feel sen¬ 
sible of his good fortune, and remarked (bat his sufferings were less 
than he formerly experienced from the presence of the tumor. Tonics, 

. wine, bark, and quinine, were administered, and a generous diet or¬ 
dered. The first ten days he lost a good deal of flesh, hut since then 
the scale has turned in hip favor. In twenty days all below the clavicle 
was firmly healed, and the large cavity above was most rapidly filling 
up with granulations. No fever supervened upon the operation. On 
the 19th of June the old gentleman was discharged in perfect health, 
forming a great contrast with his former emaciated appearance. 

Np. 5119. May 5th. Tumor of the skin Wang Waekaa, of 
Kaonyaou, aged 45* a mau of doubtful character, had numerous small 
tumors of the skin, of a light flesh color and smooth shining surface, 
situated about the arms* breast, neck, and head. In the latter posi¬ 
tion one had attained a great sine* hanging pendulous from his left 
ear, to which it was attached by a peduncle of two iuches diameter, 
to an almost immovable base formed by a similar disease of tbeskin, 
an inch thick, extending over the mastoid process and upwards and 
backwards over five or six equate inches; Both the base and the 
pendulous portion were traversed by small ducts, discharging fetid 
pus at the surface. The patient expressed a wish to have the large 
maps removed, but was impatient if the others were touched. Consi¬ 
dering the agp of the man it teamed inexpedient to remove the firm 
base, hot it was easj to excind the unsightly jewel that hung dangling 
upon his breast, impeding his labor. His wishes were complied 
with. On the 33d May the operation wee performed In a very short 
tinpe. It was more like catting green hide, than flesh. la, the cen¬ 
tre oft be neck of the tumor, was a cluster of small arteries, eight of 
wtych required a ligature. The loss of blood was trifling. The tu¬ 
mor weighed four pounds. On being laid open the ducts, above no¬ 
ticed, were found to traverse the ifhole mass, chiefly longitudinally 
like the bronchia of the lungs* sending off branches in all direction#, 
lined witb a pus secreting membrane. 

The singular appearance of this man excited strong suspicions, 
particularly with his countrymen, that he might belbog to^ a band of 
ruffipns. His eyes Were usually fixed upon the ground, .bis manner# 
were most forbidding, and his answers to questions brief as possible. 
He bore with great impatience the necessary dressings upon the tu¬ 
mor, and repeatedly removed them at bis option against the strides^ 
injunctions, and was daily restless fobs away, though be w#s provid- 
ed yith things necessary for his comfort On tbe tentb day, the 
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ligatures came away t and soon after the patient disappeared and bas 
not bden heard of since. There is no, apprehension of danger from the 
wound as k was small and fast healing. The manner of his abscond-' 
ing strengthens the suspicions that, he was a bad man, and but little 
accustomed to, the civilities he received and witnessed in the hospital. 

No. 6331. May 14th. Steatomatous tumor. Chin Tike, a far¬ 
mer of Nanhae, 32 years old, had a tumor situated upon the inside of 
his right thigh, beueatb the sartorius muscle and the fascia of the 
vastus externus, extending from the nates to within two or three in¬ 
ches of the knee. The sartorius muscle was carried out of its natu¬ 
ral position four or five inches upon the tumor. It measured at its 
base two feet aod a half, ft had been ten years in attaiuiug its 
enormous size, greatly impeding the man in walking and in his labor. 
On the 13th June, assisted by Messrs. Cox and Jardine, the tumor 
was removed, in fortj and a half seconds from the first incision. It 
weighed eight catties or ten pounds and a half. One artery of con¬ 
siderable size near the popliteal, required a ligature. The substance 
of the tumor was very yellow, and being divided, freely exuded on oily 
fluid. June 14th, a. m the patient had some fever with an irregular 
jirking pulse of 112. Castor oil, sulph- mag. and Seidlitz were given 
which, one after the other, were rejected as soon as taken. P. m. cal. 
and! rhei. were given and not vomited. At 4 o’clock his bowels 
were mpved tq his great relief. June 15th: the patient’s bowels were 
again opened, pulse 78, but little fever and not much pain in the leg. 
He was in good cheer and wished to exchange his congee for heartier 
food. June Iflth, slightly feverish, appetite indifferent. June 17th, 
dressed the wound and found it in a desirable condition, fast healing 
up/ From that time all has gone on well, and he has a prospect off 
speedy and perfect cure. 

No 5583. June 14th. Diseased hreajrt. Kwan Meiurh, of 
Kaouming, 45 years old, a silk embroiderer, had a preternatural 
developement.of the left mamma, which commenced twoyeirsago. 
8ix months before she came to the hospital, she called a Chinese 
physician who applied to it a. succession of plasters. Soon after 
the integument ulcerated and the gland protruded. She was touch 
emaciated and the breast, one third as large aa her head, came down 
as low.<*8 the umbilicus, when she stood up, and fayed upon her arm 
in thf recumbent posture, presenting a large raw surface, exuding 
blood and the natural secretion of the gland aa it was irritated by 
the clothes* At various points were seen the lacteal ducts greatly 
enlarge^* 1 Her pulse of 90 was feeble * the disease was strictly 
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local. The patient justly remarked/* the sooner it was removed the 
better.’ A few grains of blue pill and extract of colocynth were given 
her every other day, and on 1 the 20th of June, assisted by Messrs. Cox, 
Jardifft, and tfolgate, and Dr. Mall at of Manila, the breast was te« 
moved! 15 Ih the (horning before the 6peration, the patient being asfc- 
ed if she feared it, replied in the negative, that * now if j turn lo the 
right hand or tti the left, incline forward, or'back#a^d 1 itid tn 
pain, but in cutting off my breast is but a'single pang. 4 The compos¬ 
ed arid confiding manner fn which she came to the operation Could 
hot escape the notice of the gentlemen who were present. Apparently 
nO child ever lay in the arms of its parent With more confidence* bf 
safety, than this woman lay upon the operation table under the knife 
bf a foreigner. ‘ In two and a half minutes the breast Was extirpated; 
no artery required a ligature. The patient just moved her lips 4s a 
Bmall remaining portion of the gland was dissected out; but f^ajhed 
the natural expression of her countenance before she was carriwUnbih 
the table. No fever followed : next day the pulse was 102. ' On the 
21st removed the dressing in part — union by first intension w|s 
taking place. The third day the patient was Walking ffoof roOm ko 
room, happy in her deliverance from so gloomy i prb^^t^asftFWeb 
suffering as the disease and the maltreatment it bad cecCiveii^ Oc¬ 
casioned. She is’most rapidly recovering.’ 

f Cataracts. Eighty-four Cataract patients bate cluVlng 

the last term, and 466 since the opening of thehoeptuL In life 
usual routine, it occurred on one occasion in the last term, that-four¬ 
teen patients were operated upon for this affection at the same sitting. 
Several instances are recollected of spontaneous absorption of theca- 
taract, but in only two cases did the patients regain their sight. Otoe 
of these had tolerable vision. Of the many interesting case? of this 
disease, the following one, of a brother and sister, is particularly de¬ 
serving of notice.^ ' ’ ' ^ r .. r 

No, 4714, Lae Sheensing, aged ft, and No. 4^47, ’Lae” Ahing, 
aged 2i„of Sansbuy, were both blind from cataract/ thq brother ten, 
and the sister twenty, years. When they came to the hospital accom¬ 
panied by their parents, they were scarcely sensible of light. Their 
Countenances were pale and corpse-like, and their vacant motionless 
eyes were set with milk-white cataracts, as with pearls. The iris 
was naturally sensible to the stimulus of light/and readily dilated 
and contracted. The cataracts were couched or lacerated according 
as the case required: a slight inflammatioq followed the operation in 
one eye of the young woman affecting the iris, and causing irregularity 
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of iM Otherwise *4he operations word iaiittfeotery. The 

brother and sister were discharged in about one month, enabled to 
behold each other's face for the first ttme, for yearn, though dwell¬ 
ing in the same boose. An expr essi on of animation and intelli¬ 
gence played open their countenances in lieu of that of the mar¬ 
ble statuewhich before characterized them With sentiments of 
deep gratitude the-happy son and daughter, and equally joyous pa¬ 
rents, retarded fcobie together. One month subsequently they re» 
visitqd the hospital^^Jooimog in health, and with sight so far restored 
as to enable them to see to read. 

No, 2231. Death of Wang Keking. The case of this ip&n who had 
a congenital tumor of unequalled magnitude, was mentioned in the 
Fifth Quarterly Report. On the 26th March he was seized by a vio¬ 
lent fever which terminated fatally itt three days. 1 was not apprized 
ofiiis illness till his deaJth was reported. t immediately repaired to his 
late residence, and was shdWti the way into bis mom, adhere his two 
yoilttrfhl widows; ,J and a little daugftter, clad in sackcloth, were upon 
their knees on the door by thesideofibe corpse, With, incense and wax 
candles burning before them. After retiring from the room, it was 
explained to. tbe father and. brothers how desirable* it was that the 
tumor should be examined*vtbe ear?ice it might be to.the living* 
and the incereoieUce of putting 4hef corpse with the tumor intoone 
coffin: they affected assent, but must first consult the widows and 
mother. The father soon returned, saying it would he agreeable to 
him to hate the examination, btit the mother and wives of the de¬ 
ceased could not assent; 4 tfyey feared the blood, and (hat the opera¬ 
tion might occasion pain to tbe deceased. 1 After returning home, 
the kindness of a ftiend enabled me to offer a present of 950 to the 
family, psuyided they would permit the autopsy. A linguist was 
wot to negotiate with them; but in vain. Probably $600 would 
not have overcotate their superstition, tn January a final consulta¬ 
tion of severah.medieal and surgical gentiemen was held upon his 
case. A majority thought the Chances against an Operation, others 
considered them equal. 

It is with gratitude to Him, to. whose blessing it »to be ascribed. 
4hht #e once more repeat the fact that, no fatal termination has at¬ 
tended as yet, an operation M . the hospital, though in two or three 
instances pf great intricacy there has bSetr but a hair’s breadth es¬ 
cape from death" This circumstance no doubt has had an impor¬ 
ts*!iadoenq# in .producing the unbounded confidence of all who 
applyfbr relief efetotfg whom have been, the past term, persona of 
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various ranks, and from the remote parts of the empire, from Ningpo 
on the east, and Peking, on. the north, to the borde rs ofTartary on 
the vest. The generous remittances of vnediofoee, surgical imtra- 
ments, and a skeleton, from friends in New York and Philadelphia, 
demand and receive our most grMeliti acknowledgement. 

Nm$. The following translation (for which f am indebted to my friend the 
Rev. C. GutalafF) of a quotation from Soq Tnitgpo, one of the Ant poets of Cl.'.na, 
was transcribed by Ma saeyay, opori a gilt fan, wtihft ha presented on receiving 
his sight from cataract, fin case isgtoen in the fourth quarterly, report. The 
character «,t which occurs four times in the original, and. is rendered cataract, appa¬ 
rently does not refer to this disease of the lefts, botto a Atmupdritfie eyr, and pro¬ 
bably is identical with pterygium, which is derived from the Greek, and signifies 
a wing, the vary definition given by Kaogbe; according to whom, e signifies a 
screen of a door or window, otiscure, tovnada, a wfo#, to dose, shut up, &e. In 
the She King, he says, it is applied to a dead tree* still rtaadfog without leaves or 
bark. We have yet to learn that the Chinese have ever introduced an instrument 
into the eye: sndthe possibility of the fret suggested by this poet, has led to in¬ 
quiry and investigation of their hooka- It is quite incredible,, if the couehiiW 
of cataract was known as recently as Soo Tungpo (a. d. 1170), that the art should 
ever have been lost, especially as the true cataract is so remarkably common in 
China. The following is Mr. GatalatT* translation 

“ The point of the oeedje is like the, beard of wheat, und nteam tames as 
trom a wheel’s-aXle. Tbo attention ia directed to the very veins and arteries, 
and life depends upon the mere beard of com. Behold within the dear eye, 
heaven’s light U contained, like the spangled hoary front concreted on glass. 
It is 00 fragile that it cannot endure the least touch. But, you sir, move the 
pointed instrument within, back and forward, whilst you are laughing and 
talking and quite at your ease. Those who behold it start backward, be¬ 
cause you turn thu needle like a hatchet. You destroy the estate*, as if 
you were breaking down a house, i always surmised, that you used eome 
clever trick, and were versed in Applying spells. But you bsid, it is the 
art, and did you never behold ita application? The human body ia hot dost, 
and high and low together, are grasa and wood. Yet mapkiqd look only at 
the outside, and do not distinguish a file from a precious stone. At first 
! did not know, that it was the same to pierce the eye as to prick the fresh. 
You, sir, examined the eye and cataract, and that cataract was not like 
the eye; both are as easily to be distinguished as wheat from ppm, Did 
you ever hear, that the husbandman by removing the tares did injure the 
corn ? Is there any extra space on the tip of the nose, Or are gad' and fiver 
distinctly separate ? AH I beheld (formerly^ with my eyes was indistinct 
and vague, 1 walked as in a road full of wheel-ruts, where the chariot was 
propelled without jostling. Who opened the empty flower (the cataract) and 
made it faU off, so that the clear moon may rise and gh down? I Presume 
to ask whether amidst the rejoicings of th* whofe fiunily, thqy wiH angst to 
talk about your honorable dwelling ?

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Art. V. Foreign opium a poison: illustrated in ten paragraphs, 
written bp Koo Kingshan , m literary gentleman of Keiingning , 
in the province of Kedngsoo. September, 1830. 

Opium is a pqisouou* drug, brought from foreigu countries. To 
the question, what are hs virtues, the answqr is: It raises the animal 
spirit*, and prevents lassitude. Hence the Chinese continually ruu 
into its toils. At first they merely strive to follow the fashion of the 
day; but in the sequel the poison takes effect, the habit becomes fix¬ 
ed, and the sleeping smokers are like corpses — lean and haggard as 
demons. Such are the injuries which it does to life. Moreover, the 
drug maintains au exorbitant price, and cannot be obtained except 
for the pure metal. Smoking opium, in its first stages, impedes 
business; and when the practice is continued for any considerable 
length of time, it throws whole families into ruin, dissipates every 
kind of property, and destroys vnan himself. There cannot be a 
greater evil than this. In comparison with arsenic, I prouounce it 
tenfold the greater poison. One swallows arseuic, because he has 
lost bis reputation and is so involved that he cannot extricate himself. 
Thus driven to desperation, he takes the dose and is destroyed st 
once. But those who smoke the drug are iujured in many ways. 
What is aboot to be related of this poisou, will, I hope, rouse from 
their lethargy the smokers of the drug. 

1. It exhausts the animal spirits . When the smoker commences 
the practice, he seems to imagine that bis spirits are thereby aug¬ 
mented ; but he ought to know that this appearance is factitious,— 
a mere process of. excitement It may be compared to raising the 
wick of a lamp, which, while it increases the light, hastens the ex¬ 
haustion of the oil and the extinction of the light Hence, the youth 
who smoke will Shorten' their own days and cut off all hope of pos¬ 
terity, leaving thbtr fathers and mothers and wives without any one 
on whom to depend; and those in middle and advanced life, who 
smoke, will accelerate the termination of their years. These are 
consequences* which may well be deplored! 

2. It impedes the regular performance of business . Those in 
places of trust, who smoke, fail to attend personally even to their 
most important affaifs. Merchant*, who smoke, fait, to keep their 
appointments, and all their concerns fall behindhand. For the wast¬ 
ing of time and the destruotion of business, the pipe is unrivaled. 

3. J ft wastes the fesh and blood . From the robust, who smoke, 
the flesh is gradually consumed aud worn away; and their skin 
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hangs down like bag*. The faces of the weak, who smoke, are 
cadaverous and black; and their bones, naked as billets of wood. 
*Wt expect with certainty, that they will soon be fit only to fill up 
the ditches by the way-side. 

4. It dissipates every kind of property. The rich, who smoke, will 
inevitably waste their patrimony. It is die usual practice, in srnok- 
iqg, for two persons to lie down [on the same platform.] facing each 
other [with their opium and apparatus between them]. Indulging 
freely in conversation, they are soon in elysian fields: and, by a daily 
expenditure for purchasing the noxious drug, and for the entertapi- 
ment of friends, who are also confirmed smokers of opium, the waste¬ 
ful consumption of property is very great. Who, now, will say that 
such a course cau be long continued? 

' 6. It renders the person iUfavored Tltpae who have been long 
habituated to smoking, doze.for whole days over their pipes, without 
appetite for fopd, finding it difficult to observe even the common 
civilities of life. When the desire for opium comes on, they cannot 
resist its impulse. Mucus flows from their nostrils, and tears from 
thqir eyes. Their very bodies are rotten aod putrid. From careless 
observers, the sight of such objects is though to excite loud peals of 
laughter. 

6. It promotes obscenity. When men have long continued the 
practice of smoking opium, their wives and children learn to imitate 
them; and when it is carried Id great excess, no distinction is 
preserved b tween the jnner and outer apartments ; no difference 
between night and day! Hence spring dark confusions, of which 
h is a shame to speik opeply. This, indeed, may be styled a long, 
a great repose ! 

7. It discloses secrets. The smokers, whether honorable or mean, 
all recline on the same platform, where the secrets of their hearts qre 
honestly divulged. ‘ Where there is much talking, there -must be 
some slander,' is an old proverb. Now wbat the honeat man hears 
in these scenes of dissipation, may not lead to any evil consequences; 
bat from what enters the ears of the dishonest, it will be difficult to 
prevent disastrous results. 

8. It violates the lams. Both in purchasing and in smoking the 
drug, one is ever liable to meet with worthless vagabonds, who under 
various pretences, for the purpose of extortion, will raise difficulties 
and cause the transgressor of the laws to be prosecuted and punished. 
Those who open shops for "the sale of the drug are liable to the severe 
puniafiifienta of strangulation and decapitation; for those who buy 
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and smoke die puuialinwnt is banishment. Why" expose yourselves 
to these penalties of the law ? 

9. It attacks the vitals . By a long continuance of the habit, 

worms are generated id thfe abdomen ; and in the confirmed smokers 
the baneful influences attack the intestines, and great injury is the 
consequence — injury which even the most celebrated physicians 
can never avert. Look at suicides. They swallow the crude 
opium, and instantly their intestines swell; the blood Bows from their 
ears, eyes, mouth and nose; the whole body becomes red and bloat¬ 
ed; when death ensues. There is do relief. llVnce may be seen the 
virulence of the drug. Once, when on a journey, it happened that a 
fellow-passenger, who was a smoker, bad used upaJl his opium; the 
periodical desire for it.came on: but finding no means to gratify hit 
appetite, be strove to take away his own life. By mistake he swal¬ 
lowed a cup of oil; which induced excessive vomiting; when he threw 
up a collection of noxious worms, party colored, with red heads, and 
hairy;* they crawled upon the ground, to the great astonishment of 
the spectators. > 

10. H destroys life. The poor smoker, who has pawned every ar¬ 
ticle in his possession, still remains id]e and inactive. And when he 
has no means of borrowjqg^Miey, and the periodical thirst returns 
hard upon him, he will pawn his Wives and sell his daughters. Such 
are the inevitable consequences. In the province of Nganhwuy, I 
once saw a man, named Chin, who being childless, purchased a con* 
cubine, utero jam conceptual suo kabentem; afterwards, when his 
money was expended and other means all failed him, being enable to 
resist the desire for the pipe, he sold this same concubine and receiv¬ 
ed for her several tens of delta*. This money being expended, he 
went and hung himself. Alas, how painful was his end (

k The fifth annual Report of the Board of Directors of the 
Parapattan Orphan Asylum* with the proceeding? of the annual meet¬ 
ing held Maroh ISth, 1838, has just reached us. it shows a very 
satisfactory and encouraging growth of that well-designed, well-sup¬ 
ported, and well-directed institution. In the opening part of the 
Report the Directors say : 

“The increasing prosperity of this benevolent undertaking has, at each 
anniversary since to commencement, called forth the thankful acknowledge

confidence on the part of its friends. At this time also, the_

In witnessing the 
general appearance of comfort and happiness now presented at the Asylum, 
the provisions made for tbs mental and moral improvement’ of its inmates, 
and their encouraging prospects for the fixture; and in comparing those 
with what they roust have been in all probability, but for the kind and fos¬ 
tering care here extended to them, there are few who would not feel that the 
aid they easy have contributed, oouldhardly have been bestowed upon a bet¬ 
ter or more worthy object.” 


The number of children now enjoying the benefits of the asylum 
is thirty-six, of whom 21 are boys 4 and 15 are girls — varying in 
their ages from thirteen to two years. The receipts for the year 
were/. 931332; and the disbursements/ 9106.74; leaving a bafauee, 
including what was io the treasury at the dope of the last year, of 
/. 4202.47 in favor of the institution.—Having been authorized to 
receive and forward, we will do so with much pleasure, any subscript 
tion8 and donations which may be entrusted to our care: that such 
are needed, the following paragraph affords sufficient evidence. 


»Tbe encouraging proofs of substantial interest taken in the Asylum, both 
in Java and elsewhere, which thready lists of subscribers and donor© have 
continued to present, leave little room, to fear that it will be permitted to suf- 
for for want of the necessary funds, so long as it continues to be conducted 
with prudence and discretion. The directors would, however, take this op¬ 
portunity to remind the friends of the institution, that it does not yet pos- 
sem any permanent fund, except in their benevolent feelings; but depeudw 
upon the fruits of their continued bounty, from year year, for its ability to 
clothe, and feed, and cherish, the destitute objects of its care. The desirable- 
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mm also of enlarging still further the present accommodations, and tbe neces¬ 
sity of providing for tbs mm entire separation of the male from the female 
members of the establishment, have already urged themselves upon the atten¬ 
tion of the boar*. ' There soft remains room for thd reception of vsry for 
more children.

The 
number of vessels m the port of Calcutta fast year was 981 of which 
418 were country ve&seltf, the others' were European and American ; 
tHF crewi of fhe lifter amount to 14,417; while the number of Las¬ 
cars apd others was 16,053 — giving a total of 29,409. The whole 
number of officers and men who resided at the Home, from June 
to December 1887, 'the pejiod embraced in the Report, was 303: 
of these 25 were officers, |5 petty officers, aod 263 fore-raast-mem 
We have no room to recapitulate tbe details of the Report, or to no- 
tiee the addresses, made at tbe public meeting, by sir J. P. Grant, 
mid others. The Calcutta Sailor's Home is most admirably adapted 
to do good — Jtp plan, its pccommodatkms, its superintendence, and 
iU success, thus fa are all good. Every port in the east ought to be 
provided with such a Home. Needful as these institutions are iw 
Europe< and America, we know they are far more necessary in the 
eaM. Seamen inu worthy of them, merchants and governments 
4re abundantly able .{and> willing too, we believe —lor it i* their 
interest) to support ihenx r Can they, not, shall they not, then, be

Coitld a full and impartial account af the traffic in opium, carried onin the 
Chinese waters during the last eighteen months, be written, it would form a most 
extraordinary chapter in the history of commerce. At one moment It was to be 
legalised, at the next it was to be stopped, the traffikers expelled, their tassels 
destroyed or driven from the country. * A temporary check was experienced, 
many native boats destroyed, und smugglers Imprisoned. l%e traffic soon found 
new channels. At present it is cbieiy ooufined to foreign vessels mad native 
governmental boats: the number of the former is said to be about fifty, varying 
in size from 300 to 30 tons. Of the small European* boats, about thirty are 
employed on the river, between the Bogne and Canton. Against thetsetrnew 
edict baa juit been issued by the governor, requiring their immediate eteeranoe 
from the river. There;are rumors of collisions between certain European home 
and his majesty’s cruisers. It is said there has been bloodshed and loss of Jifo.

The language of China, long neglected by those whom interest 
should most induce to acquire a knowledge of it, begins now to draw 
more serious att**’ jo in England and America than it has hereto- 
fore received. A professorship of the language has been instituted 
in England, and a gentleman well-fitted for its duties, by experience 
acquired in the Anglo-Chinese College at Malacca, has been ap¬ 
pointed to fill the post. Under the instruction of the Reverend Samuel 
Kidd, we may hope to see many, erelong, rising up to emulate and 
second the labors of Rcmusat, Khproth, Julien, and other continen¬ 
tal scholars, in thi department of knowledge. 'iThe day now dawn* 
The history of t! human mind, in situations and under circum* 
stances, so widely different from those by which the minds of Greece 
and Rome were influenced, will soon be brought to light And the 
land of Sinim, though it should continue shut to the merchant and 
the traveler, to ti.a searcher after ancient lore and the conveyancer of 
modem information, will nevertheless cease to be a terra incognita. 
But this future prospect must not blind us to the present discour¬ 
agements of the unenthasiastic student. The 'tried voce lessons of 
the lecture room must be aided by written instructions adapted to the 
closet And to many, these latter will still have to supply altogether 
the place 6f the former. For the hundredth time we hear the ques¬ 
tions asked, 'What is the best mode of commencing to learn Chinese f 
What are the most useful elementary books on the language f Often 
vol. m. no. in. 15 
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as these questions hare been addremd to us, we still find a difficulty 
in replying. We would refer the questioner to the Eldmens de la Gram- 
maire Chinoise of Rdmusat, full of judioteus roles; the Arte China of 
Gonsalves, abounding in good examples and exercises for Tending 
and speaking; slid the Chinese Dialogue* of*Morrison,'useful "for 
their verbatim translations—as affording conjointly the best elemen¬ 
tary course of study , at present within the student’s reaoh. But nof 
all who woald learn Chipeee are fkmiliar with the French tongue; 
few can avail themselves of Portuguese works ; and almost^ the' 
whole edition of the Chinese Dialogue^ Res engulphed in the wreck 
of the A It cite; so that a copy is rarely procurable. We are required, 
therefore, to name some other works subs ti t u te s for these. 

As to grammars, that of Morrison may be suggested. It has the 
advantage, indeed, of haring been written at an early period of the 
author’s Chinese studies, when the difficulties of commencing were 
jet ftesh in his memory ; but this circumstance in itself implies a* 
uoacquaintaxice withmany peculiarities of idiom, and a want ef deep 
insight into the aroapa of the language, r The work boWaoot sneh a 
light as may enable the stndent to scramble after his predecessor; 
but doe* not shed forth the brightness of day, and ao put it in hia 
power to select the best pathways. In lieu of it, wc would rather 
recommend, to those who hare profited by the classical lessons of 
their school days, the Nothin Lingua Sinic© of Pr6mare, a work 
which they wilt find eminently useful, and abounding in evidences of 
an intimate acquaintance with the language to which it relate*. Its 
great deficiency, is the absence of general rules of construction de¬ 
duced from extepsise experience. The author dwells much upon 
particular words and phrases, the various senses in which they are 
used, and the relative positions to the principal verb or noon; but 
does not state general principles under which to (arrange these nume¬ 
rous items of particular information. To the advanced student, how¬ 
ever, bis work is highly valuable. Rlmusat’s grammar derived its 
value and importance, not less from haring given those general 
rules which Pr6mare wauls, than from its having been published at a 
time when the liberality of an English nobleman had not yet paced 
the Notitia Liogu© feinic© within the reach of every student. Hav¬ 
ing spoken of these grammars, we will not indulge an idly critical 
humor, by bringing forward the works of.Marshman, Fourmont, Ba¬ 
yer, Montigny, Varo, and others, seeing that we can mention these ? 
only to point out their unfitness for the use of such os would acquire 
a thorough knowledge of’ tire Chinese idiom, whether with a view to 
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reading tbeworks of native authors, oc wijth the purpose of engaging 
in the far mamdilBouk task of writing for t ha ioatraooou of the Chi- 
naw tn velifieo or aeienee.* 

Fee . the wn ei w u eunpin of styles both of •peeking and of writ* 
ing, given by Gonpalves in hie Arte Chine, we can find no anfieient 
submitot*. Man/ similar examples ate aoattered over the workacf Pri* 
■are and Bdmn no t ; and afaw.Cbineae works there are that give good 
•peeimena of ooUoquiai Mjde, in the ahape of dialogues and de t ached 
s en te n ces. But the farmer want the advantage of assemblage and 
arran g em e n t ,—the latter tlte necessary aid of translation. ■ Far the 
verbatim renderings of Morrison's Dialogues, are may had a good 
sabetimte in Davis’s Chinese Moral Maxims, which, with tbe view 
of tfanliag examples of tbe- grammatical, eenstractioo of the Ian* 
gtagn, arc similarly, translated. Tbe examples under each role in 
Rdtansat’s Grammahu Chmnise an also tsstdated in this .way. 

The above, remarks, while .they evince that the student m nos

Thoogh 
many may be bond Mady. to undergo the drudgery and toil ofthus 
acquiring o«m foreign languagerdmmgh tho ntadinm of another, yet of 
neeemhy the progress of the student must be greedy retarded bp 
these difficulties. Nor are the works that we have recommended, as 
the hem that me. in existence, eeowe by any means from censure. 
Wo have little to say in disparagement of Barnaul's Grimmer. . And 
eat ohuyt ..against Gonsalves’ Arte China is not so much of faults 
nam as of deficiency. Noon of his examples are illustrated by verb*, 
dm tmpslatinns, and his retadetingaareoften an fane,: as to give Urn 
student no dear insight into the Const rue don ofufas Chinese sen* 
tones before him. Morrison's Dialaguee and Davis’s Maxims were . 
eempded chiedy to supply the utaat of sueh Verbal4raoelatioas; and

For the sake of the numerous students in England and America, 
whose attention will, as we wost, speedily be turned to the language, 
of Chum, we ase anxious to see the *p re ssiog want of an uniform ele¬ 
mentary coarse of Chinese study supplied. Meanwhile we are c a ll e d 
upon, on behalf of those who, in despite of the attendant difficulties, 
are now wading through their elementary coarse, to review, likewise, 
the e xi s tin g facilities fur 'pursuing a higher course of study. In tbs 
days of oar boyhood, ws were first drilled hi the Latin grammar, aid 
tite Delectus Seutentiacnm, less aided than we could wish we had 
bben by tbdns verbatim translations, of tiie want of which in Qotfd 
ves* Aria China wo have just complained. This was our eiamentary 
course, Our higher course was the*rosdtng of the familiar Fables of 
Phmdros, the luoid Commentaries ofCmsar, the elegant...... but 

to what avail do we draste words in refreshing the memory of the 
reader, painfully reminiscent as he must he of the oft re pea te d aces* 
efthur effects made to instil into him awiatelloetuaf acquaintance with 
the language of Iiatium. We must express, however, our conviction, 
that vs should have pioftted more, and that our masters would have 
undergone leas museular toil, had they placed in onr hands the admi¬ 
rable translation sand oonstraotural orrf*ofdarkc,—thatettr lesion 
would have produced a harvest beyond-measure more plentiful, had 
our tteebers been at the trouble to interpret to ns the meaning, and 
to explain to ns tbs difficulties, of the writings placed before us. From 
the professional chair la the Univarsky CoHegeof London, as from that 
of the Royal College of Paris, mseb interpretations and explanations 
will doubtless be given to the students of Chinese.; byt we are now 
chiefly addreseingour remarks to those solitary students, who cannot 
enjoy the advantage of oral instruction. To them we cannot p red i a l 
the aid of many translations so closely fitithftd as Clarke's, nor of any 
that will exhibit the order of the Chinese words, according to tbs 
English eoostroctiso of sentences. Rut several good, bd seme very 
close, translations of Chinese works into English, French; and Latin, 
are to he found; availing ourselves of whleh, we will confine to them 
bur list of books to be employed in the higher course of Chinese 
Study. 

We conceive that the colloquial style of writing, aa being in gener 
ral more free from involvements of expression, and ambiguities of 
phraseology, is better suited, than the highwrought style of mauy mo¬ 
dern books, or the terse and severe style of the afreient daisies, for

Neat in order may be ranked the works of light literatim called 
by the Chinese sense steak, - ‘ trifling talk/ hi cootradtstioetioo fsem 
his to ric a l and moral works, which are called ta star, 1 important 
wrmngs. J This class eompriuet novels or historical romances, and 
theatrical pieces. The novels should take the precedence, being 
without the technicalities of the stags, and free (with the exception of 
some verses scattered here and there) from the trammeteof thyme, 
which render the theatri cal pieces difficult to the commencing atn* 
dent. Of nerelsy the Haou kew chueo, and the Yah keaou le, are 
among the best specimens y of both, translations have been made,— 
of the first, by .Mr. Davis, Under the title of tbe 4 Fortunate Union/—

— Of didactic works, the Taeekamg fans fimg 
pe$n, translated by M. JoHen, under the title of *Livre des Rdcom- 
petoses et dee-Peines/ affords a good specimen, tte Chinese Penal 
Code, ar translated by sir 0. T. Staunton, may be ranked with the 
didactic works, as being shnilar in point of styles Between these 
works of modern date and tpe ancient Masstcal writings, the small 
books, with the repetition of which the education of Chinese children 
usually commences,— namely, the San tsze fang, or ‘Trimetrical 
Classic/ and the Tse€n tame w&i, or 4 Book of a thousand words/ hOlfa 
a middle place. A translation of the first was published manyyeartf 
since, by Dr. Morrison, as a paVt of his 4 Herts Sintc® / and this 
translation was afterwards republished by Moutocci, in his * Parallel 
between two intended Chinese dictionaries/ A translation of thd 
last, 1 by Mr. Kidd, was appended to the report of the AngfcChmese 
College far 1881. Translations 'of both works have appeared also in 
oOr fourth Tohime.

These are in all sespeets the best existing 
translations, as ibgards fitness for the use of leasnSrs.— Of the Five 
Classics, the Records of the aosient monarehs have been traps 
latod rather freely, by P. Ganbil, trader the Cbinene title- of Cbou- 
king (Shocking); the National Odes and popular Ballads (Shaking) 
ham bam translated by P. Laebarma; foe Yeihkiag, 00 deotsine oif 
Changes, has been r endered into Latin byP; Rdgia; the Le Ka, or 
Book of Him, and foe Cbnstsew, or Annals of Coofoeiad Native 
Bum, are now being translated by If . Jolien.

literature. He will still, no donbt, find difficulties,—- botp om cased 
of thn aamntn acquaintance with the rules of grammatical. construe- 
lisa which H it foe object of this, oo nr ae of study to impart to him, 
and aided by dictionaries, he will - readily overcome almost every ob¬ 
struction, and will, be .enaUed-to proceed with confidence. It only

researches, Padre.Qen^alves of Sa6 Jose, Macao, has almost prepared 
for the prM a: Larin: and Chinese dictionary. M. Julian has also 
cattsctnd much matter, for a Chinese lexicon. 

Of the several provincial rtndsctn of China, those of Chengchow in 
the pruvinewef Fukkeen, of Chaoacriowin the province ef Kwangtmsg 
or Cants*, and of Hainan, are the only abet that have received much 
attention from Europeans, Perbaps we may add the Coohindunese, 
which does not seem todifler much more from tbenaricmal hmguage 
than does the dialect of Fubkefcit. Of'the latter dialect Mr. Med* 
hurst has recently published > dictionary, arranged aceridiog to the 
initial pronunciation, udder the title of a 4 Dictionary of the Hokkdte 
Dialect’ He published also st small vocabulary many yeaft diner, 
which is no m grite out of print Of tbe dialect of Canton, a vootbn 
toy uMhiee parts, was published by Dr. Morrison, in 1829*30. Of 
the Coohinohinecw language, a dictionary is now bring published by 
the Catholic Bishop of that country, who resides at ^present at Cal* 
cuttft.

M. Julian is in po s se s s ion of a MS** dictionary of tbe 
Fuhbeew dialect, with the explanations in Spanish, which is a labored 
compilation.

la these brief remarks, we hare endeavored to notice everj work 
of value. If, from ignorance, we have omitted any, our readers may 
at least rest assured, that vte have passed over no work of value that is 
easily procurable! In a future number, we propose to give a list (as 
perfect as we can render it) of European works on Chinese philolo¬ 
gy, and Earopean ^ translations of Chinese works.—Should our pages 
ever reach Russia, we fear that we shall be found to have adverted 
less to the Russian/sinologues than they Ijave merited. We are 
compelled to confess ourselves wholly ignorant of the extent to which 
Chinese literature has been cultivated by the priests and students, 
who have from time to time undergone a ten year’s exile at the court 
of’the son of heaven.* The subjoined extract, from the / Athenmum’ 
of .August last)^wili show that the Chinese language is not entirely 
disregarded by them.

It being low 
water, we were aground in the mud three or four times, bat were soon 
off again. Ws psssed several boats y some' of which we were hailed, 
end went near a small fort, tbs guards of which, if there were any, 
were probably asleep.

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Moluccas, and 'Mindanao, was still before os. Jteturoed through the 
thickest of the town, and were gazed at with eager curiosity, as would 
be natural in a place where white men are seldom seen. By our at¬ 
tendants we were told that riji Muda is a very bad character, and 
that within the last month he has sold here in Bruni a hundred cap* 
tires. This story accords with the others we have heard"bf this man, 
and with his own confessions and boastings. It was near midday when 
WO arrived 1 it the sultan’s, and soon after our breakfast was ready. 

It was placed upon an old stand about two feet square, which ap¬ 
peared to be of Chinese workmanship. A few plates, some rusty knives 
and forks, and two dr three spoons, were mustered for the occasion. 
But though our table and its furniture' were of an humble description, 
and though the food consisted of rice and curry and a little fruit, the 
whole was in good keeping with our other accommodations, and we 
made a so stantial meal, eating our meat in gladness, and wondering 
more that we fared so well among such a people, than that we fared no 
better. Several persons, and among them the sultan, came in to see 
us eat, all of them in good humor. These people are far enough from 
behmg shy and reserved. 

The room in which we eat and sleep, if room it may be called, is 
a recess about fifteen fee? square, in the . sultan’s rumak bickara 
(council hall), situated immediately behind the throne. The hall is 
SO paces in length, and 10 in breadth. The central part is elevated 
1} feet above the common level of the hall, occupying nearly half hs ! 
surface, being' 45 feet ktog and 15 feet broad. It is furnished 
with bfcmboo mats, and at night serves as a sleeping place for ten or 
twelve retainers, wlio seem to act as a guard. On the end of this 
elevatioo, opposite the front door, is the throne, which resembles 
somewhat a large bedstead, with a canopy over it, but without cur¬ 
tains. ' The footstool is composed of a large plank of black wood, a 
coarse kind of ebony, the breadth of which is three and a half feet. 
The tree which'furnished this plank was a production of the country. 
From the aides of the elevated part of the hall, pillars rise to support 
a canopy made of cotton cloth. The thione which has been spoken 
of, is called patrana, and on this is placed a seat or chair, which 
receivesthe name of tinggasana. The Boor of all parts of the hall, 
filter ill floors in Bruni, is made of nibong slats as broad as the hand,' 
and placed abbot an inch from each other, thus leaving a space 
tlwoagh which the water from beneath may be distinctly seen. At 
Hf* (&e trfct* comes up within a foot of the mats upon which

hall here described, is composed of two other, houses about the size^ 
of this one, aud two or three smaller buildings. The whole of t^e^e , 
houses, at Singapore prices, probably would not cost over a thousand } 
dollars. It excites a smile when one hears such an establishment dig¬ 
nified with the appellation of asituiu, palace. If is miserable Compare^;, 
with the residence of the sultan ofTernate. tVe are not, however* , 
to infer from this that his highness of Bruni is inferior in^power an^. 
greatness to his brother of the Moluccas. The latter owe? hi* splep- t r 
dor mainly/probably, to Dutclvinfluence and a^Dutch pension. Bruni, 
has the reputation of standing in the first rank of Malayan kingdoms. 
The name Bruni is applied both to the town and to the state. The : 
sultan, sometimes, instead of Brum/says Burneo, from whence 
less comes our word Borneo. The name given to the island, by 
those of the inhabitants who know that it is an island^ is Kalamantan. 

Sunday, May 14th. While we were washing and shaving f one of, r 
the many who were standing by, said to the others that all thia, o 
cleansing, as well as the reading of books, was on account of its beipg^ . 
Sunday. Poor creatures! 'They have scarcely a conception, pf • 
spiritual existence, and of what it means to worship God 1 in spirit 
and in truth.* Every thing we do or say is regarded with curiosity 
or suspicion Curiosity, however, is the predominant feeling. Suft^ . 
picion is sometimes mingled with it, but jn a less degr?e*hj|n J/waa . 
prepared to expect. Whether pre read or write, or converse together, 
or walk up and down the boiipe, we are asked again and again what 
we are doing, and why we are doing it. Their notions about medi¬ 
cine and palmistry, which they class together, are very crude and 
superstitious. They hold out their bands, and desire to know bow t 
long they are to live. We tell them we know-nothing about such 
things. They point to their pulse* wishing us to f^l , 1 ^ and tjall them t 
what disease they have. They ask for medicine for their wives,whoni^ 
we are not allowed to see, supposing that there is no uece^ity for t 
physician’s seeing his patient ^ Ip the afternoon tpey were weigh¬ 
ing pepper in the hall, which had been brought in i^som$ of the 
sultan’s subjects. Weather hot and oppressive. , ^ . > ► % 

May 15th. The sultan seeing my cloak, put it on, and was grflat- . 
ly pleased with it. He of course begged for ft, as ftf (Joes for ; n}oet ; j 
things to which he takes a fancy, and. w*s offended whep 1 declined ^ 
giving it to him, and went away. Another pleasant excursion to the, 
hills, to the northeast. The branch of the river which we first as¬ 
cended is called Takoyong. A fine view of the taefn,. *pd pf the . 
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country toward the noith for many miles, There is appearance 
of estivation, though the soil is good.. The hills and valleys are 
thrown together irregularly, and the face of the country is not unlike, 
that of the island of Singapore, except that the hills are higher than 
those of Singapore. This remarkrefers only jo the region within a few 
miles of Bruni. At a distance are lofty mountains ri^ipg.in successive 
elevations, and a country unknown except to the Dayaks. , Before 
returning weascended another branch of the river, which has the 
name of Kianggi... The scenery is well worthy of being admired. 
The river is. narrow# and pursues a t winding course between hillSf 
which arebigh and bold on each side, and covered US provision with 
whatever is beautiful or splendid in the vegetable world., . With the. 
loveliness and wealth of nature thus before him, one feels that be 
is surrounded by jife, that an August Agency, is near him.,, that

We went within hearing a water-fall, but could not proceed farther 
with the boat ? on account of the shallowness of the water, nor did 
we succeed in an attempt tp penetrate to it on fopt through the juh- 
gfe. The rocks.fand we saw the rock in many places both on the' 
tops and sides of the billu^ as, we were walking, and on the steep 
banks of the river as we passed ip the boat]j are sandstone,—most of 
it loose and crumbling, , . 

May 16th. Not being able to obtain a boat, we were obliged to 
remain ip the palace, not the mopt agrpeabje of places,.^but the best 
in Bruni for seeing the people and becoming acquainted with their 
character^ it being a place of piuch resort, and particularly for the 
higher.class. Almost, every day,^everal tops otpfmgerans c all here. 
The wbofo number of these persons, of noble blood, in. Bruni, is ac¬ 
cording to one informant, 5Q0. But this is probably an e*$ggera- t 
tion. Pangeran Muda Ha?im, T the minister, or vi?ier, is brother ( jLo 
the sultanas jpptber. Owing partly ip hip. wealth, partly to his office^ 
and more khan aft to his character^ be is a map of commanding inftu-. 
ence, and is virtually the sovereign. He has around him ^thirteen 
brothers, upon whose jpfluencp h e ma J depend,, as their , interests 
are bopnd up with T his o\yn. . Pangeran Yusuf is also an^ uncle to^ 
the sultan, being thejbrothpr to the sjultap’s father the former r&ja. 
It sbopld be pba^rved tlj?t they call tbqii; forme/ pbiefa, wbp aie^ 
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dead, rij&s, While the reigning chiefs only received the title of sultfcn.' 
Yusuf is distinguished as a merchant, beiug-superior perhaps t# &a- 
sim in this respect, though in no other. Pangeran Murain, another 
merchant and great man, is married tb the sUkau’s sister. These thiree 
chiefs and the sultan have in their hands a large portion of the com¬ 
merce^ thp town. 1 

The sultan continues his foolish tricks and talk, hnd marches 
about the house with only a sarong for a covering. He cannot be 
persuaded to wear 'thore clothing, although we assure him that : ho-‘ 
thing else will relieve him of a rheumatism bf which he is often com* 
plaining, 'fte usiially makes his appearance about ten o’clock in the 
morning, and from that time till ten or twelve at night he is most 
of the time walking about the premises, or sitting in a small varan- 
dah' where he receives visits and S^eiids much of his time. Thii 1 
verandah, br presence chamber, is llirnished with a Chinese bamboo 
settee, worth a dollar or two, and three chairs, obtained probably from 
Macao or Singapore, In one of these chairs, Omar Ali Saipudiu (for 
that is the name of the suKan) is often to h be seen cutting his toe nails, 
and trimming the scabs upon his feet. It is amusing to see him 
eoipe from* his little verandah* only forty feet distant from us, to our 
quarters behind the throne, acting like a boy or a monkey, and yet 
gravely followed by a man bearing his tens, and by another with his 
betel and eiri box. Saw him take out his filthy mouthful of betel, ah<f 
give it to one of his attendants, who immediately, with all reverence,^ 
transferred it to his own mouth, 6s a special favor from h(s highness. 
These people must have a high regard for their head men to be'able 
to maintain their respect, as they seem to do for this mao. Whether 
he is realty deficient ih natural powers, Or whether his childishness 
results from his having been shut up all his life with his women and 
slaves,'it? is hot easy tb determine. Perhaps nature and education 
may both have been in fault. Custom requires that he shall notleavq 
the palace', except he go in state with a numerous train. He there^ 
fore seldom goes out. 1 And Hasim the minister is probably not un¬ 
willing to have it do. It may be even that his counsels and contri¬ 
vance are directed to the preventing of locbmotion on the part of his 
master. Whoever approaches him, must assume the squatting pos¬ 
ture, and fix his eyes upon the ground. The highest chief must not 
presume to stand' before hire, or to look in his eye*. He allows us, 
however, to do both, though be sometime^ puts bn a look which sbems 
to s6y that it is strange soy one should have the audacity to look at 
kirn. Saw a woman whom‘he had occasion tb call for, approach him. 
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TM moment the ttine in tight of him, around the corner of thd 
house, the placed herself upon her hinds and knees, fcnd then edging 
her wi^lbnrsrd irtth eye# not once lifted from thfc ground, she catrie 
atett emxlgh %o listen tb Mb' words, to which "she replied by the usuaf 
wotf*<pnfek (your slate), and then retired m the‘ time crouching 
m ih ner.

■Tuan* Is more discrepancy among Chinese Authors cohcernhig the 
se or sietbkn almost'iny ether wild beast which they describe. : The 
4act thaVthere are two characters, Whose fbritfs ere very different from 
Cacti 4thet, employed to designate this animal; which U no doubt 
meant for the Indian rftihdceros, would appear to indicate tbafsoabe 
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time or other there might hare behn tme species; tat the descrip¬ 
tions under etch character are not more dissimilar than are those 
found ut different hooks when describing the same animal. The Pun 
Tsaou says,the se and tee are both intended for the same Quadruped, 
and the dhcreptncy hu arisen from the various pronunciations of the 
north and south. But this does notegptain why there are two cha- 
reoters; and another anther endeavors to remove the difficulty by 
assigning one name to the male, aod the other to the female. From 
these doubts ef the Chinese writeri, it is probable to us,that the rbi* 
nooeroe is not atpreeent, nor has been for a long time, a native of 
China. It ie said to occur in the western borders of the land; a 
phrase which‘we often meet with in their books, meaning sometimes, 
that the animal ie found in these parts, but often too that 
ledge of it camcfoom countries lying on the west of the middleking- 
dom. Others say u is found iit the southern mountains? Sod describe 
it as an ox, with one bora on the nose* and an other on the crown of 
the head. In its general appearance it resembles a hog; but this ac¬ 
count is altered by another writer, who says it is like a buffalo, with a 
hag’s head, partaking also of the figure of an elephant It has a great 
hefty, short legs,^nd each foot has three toes, with nails on the top 
like a horse’s hoof. 

The body is black, not very long, and the hair, says the Pun 
Tsson, is like the bristles of a hog, growing by threes from a single 
root The skin is very thick and hard, ftt to be nsed in making 
shields and cases for armor. The so is described by one author aa 
hating three horns; by another with two; and there are^those which 
have but one, and that weighs a thousand catties. The horn on the 
nose is called the 4 eating horn,’ because the animal employs it in 
procuring its food. Its tongue is very prickly and rough; it eats the 
thorny parts of the trees and thistles, but does not choose the smooth 
branches and leaves. It prefers muddy water for its drink, because 
it does not Tike to see its own image reflected from the clear water ; 
and be the hoarfrost or fog ever so dense, his skin is not wetted. In 
the night, it follows the stars when traveling. 

The people who wish to capture the says doc(6r Woo of the 
Tang dynasty, place rotten wood before its path to the mountains, 
disposing.it in the form of a sheepcot, and plating a fcW sheep and 
hogs within the inclosure. The monster coming up, and wishing to 
euter the inclosure, steps upon the treacherous foundation and is 
overthrown; and the hunters hasten up, while he finds it difficult to 
rise, and there dispatch him. Every year he sheds his horn, which 
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lie carefully buries iu themountains; but the men watching when 
he hides it, take it away and substitute ,a> .wooden one; but: if the 
beast on the tbisd time discovers that hie horn, iha* been taken away, 
he avoids that locality, and secretes it elsewhere. The hornisthree 
cubits long,.and is likened by one author to the handle of ahorse* 
whip. They were; anciently need, to make cups; and because these 
is very powerful, and skillful in goring other animals, these cups were 
employed when the wine of punishment was drank# The horn is also a 
specific in the pharmacy of the Chinese. In cases when a person 
starts in his sleeps and yet does not awake {somnambulism is probably 
intended), hois not to be burned with fire till be dees arouse, lest lie 
injure some one; but by spitting in his face, biting his feet, and pall* 
ing bjp toe-nails sharply, he can be awaked; aud when aroused, if 
^ the horn of a rhinoceros be put under his head fora pillow he will 
not a§mn .sptapse. When one Vomits blood, the livers of geese and 
ducks and the fresh horn of the st are directed to be ground up and 
mixed in wine for the patient. The figure here given is from a Japa¬ 
nese bdok — 



which contains the tapir, and embodies the Chinese description much 
better than any figure in their books which we have yet seen. The 
Japanese call it $&i, (their mode of writing se,) and merely repeat 
the leading characters from Chinese authors. It is questionable 
whether the rhinoceros is now a native of either Japan or China. It 
is recorded that in the reign of the emperor Pingteof the Han dynas¬ 
ty (a. d. 4) one of the western tribes presented him as tribute with 
a rhiuoceros

Chino *, with seam 
t views as to the powers and qualifications qf a Foreign Minis* 
ter / By 6. Trapkocant Lay- ■ 

I vplly es ne o t with thw fO tfemin, who has eonfrihnted totovtl 
long pepbiWlo this work span Ameviean influence, in thinking, that 
the presents Mate of things i# China calls loudly for amendment. 
Herat We ave treated as if we ware s few poorfcungev-bitten creatures; 
just escaped from a laxar«house, with aW our sores and loathstHneffose 
about us* and in the extremity of one distress'we to fhin tobo'fbd wHh 
the crdmbs that fell from the celestial table. Oar conduct as mer¬ 
chants is so unprincipled and provoking, and our converse as men sd 
foil of pollution pad barbarity, that nothing bet the smaring goodness 
of the i mperial heart , touched with ^^mpaSSkm nt onr forlorn fcendV- 
tion, could bear with us a moment. No motive of policy, no regard to 
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the advantages which the subjects ofthis realm derive from o om m cro e , 
has any weight with him who mjft the destinies of China; oothing 
but pure unotragled pity would seder onto borer about the them, or 
to sojourn upon a little strip of ground at the very outskirts oftbe 
empire. Of this state of humiliatioR we are reminded by tbe^tooe and 
tenor of every edict; and of this state of humiliation we dre made to 
taste the bitterness in erery way, that*high-flown pride and ingenious 
malice can inrent. I bare neither strength, leisure, nor inclination, 
to expatiate upoh the evils qC our present standing ; but T think, for 
brevity and the easement of both writer aid reader, we may vdolre 
them into two kinds; the pernicious interferencS'Of wicked magis* 
trates in all matters of trade, and the pubficecom and oMoqiiy which 
it .poured upon us on erary occasion. The Chinese as private indi* 
riduals seem to understand the value of fair dealing, and hare often* 
times exhibited that confidence in foreigners, which isthe offspring 
of a truly commercial spirit Many hare ehowed a friendly feeling, 
and such aa did net stop at deeds of Substantial fendocs* Butfriend- 
ship, and commerce are: alike anbjact to the scourge of magisterial 
intervention, oncircumeeribed by laws and unchecked by the reproofk 
of conscience or the oenaiir* of the WoiM. The innate lore of donri* 
nesting, cherished, by that spirit of despotism, which emboss every 
sentiment in Chine* and the needy avaricepf Own who hare pawned 
more than their all in the purchase of places, and who are erer liable 
to be drained dry by thpee above them, set them at work, and there is 
no sanctuary, no hidingplace, in the land whither a poor natire can 
Bee and escape from his partners. 

' God is represented *s the judge of all the earth ; as sitting upon a 
throne Of judgment; and iso on. Tti the conducting of this grdat sea* 
sion we find his wisdom as r £teat as his power. That Is, wp find that 
he displays just as much wisdom In deteCtiftgoffenSes add proving 
their guilt, as he will power in twinging them to pu ni s hm ent. The 
charge brought against some wicked map is not founded^ upon a 
multitude of circumstances; hutthotong^snfferhig of God lets them go 
oo till, in yielding to the bent Of their corrupt minds, they Whinte 
some sin, so public and so atrocieus* that it beoomes both the judge 
nod th* accuser, and oothiog-remains but to execute the saactiea of 
the offended laws ; so that experience has taaghtus to Say, when we 
see dissembiera playing an equivocal part, Ie4vethe*i alone, allow 
them but time enough, and they will prove What they be without toy 
ether propdse.ofcoovictHXL Of this we hare now a wonderfhl exam* 
& in. the Chinees authorities; for indictment against them Weed not 
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embrace a m u hi li dc ef county Mr multifarious tvMence to sustain 
it, thotagb there a am took of either matter or proof, for they mnH 
convicted before at. Opium, that emails so Many mise^tefo upon 
this oountry* has this one good* if not more in it; inasmuch H it shtfvs 
of what stuff a mandarin is made. By proclamation the sale of this 
drug is forbidden, and its use condemned as fraught with the most 
baneful offsets. This view of the subject has been ratified by the 
destruction of all the vessels employed in its conveyance* and by the 
pubtie execution of many offenders. All this is wet! and highly 
befitting the duties of men who ere by office the guardians and trus- 
tesa of the general safety. Now* aftef taking a glance at the flhr and 
spotless side of the picture* let us just look at the black aide, that we 
may behold one of the greatest contrasts that was ever exhibited 
among the scenes of life. For these very men not only accept of 
secret bribes to wink at the introduction of the article* but they have 
taken the whole basinets into their 0 W 11 hands, and authorize it with 
dm whole weight of their authority, so that the trade is at this mo¬ 
ment pushed with greater vigor them at any time previous* and with 
ao much success by foreigners* that a fortune is made in very short 
time mid with the least possible risk* Here are the men who promul¬ 
gate the law, that opium shall not be imported; here are the men 
who break the law, not r: by sufferance merely, but by doing the 
very deed themSilves. This too is done* not iti the dark* but in tba 
broad eye of day-light r hot hi private vessels* but in boats belonging 
to the go ve r nme nt, A few days age at Hongkong I saw a manda¬ 
rin boat {Mill dfafcg side a receiving ship and take in thirty thousand 
dollars* worth of opium* while the harbor was studded with lesser 
craft bearing-die custom-house flag* which were said to be waiting for 
that and other contraband articles. • We are therefore "relieved from 
the necessity of iheWlhg by an Hlatien of many pafriicutato* that the 
Chbuse mandarin* art. the last men in the world to be iutrustefc

* 8laee Hr. Lay's paper was la band, a fact has come to oar knowledge, 
oorrobofullve of what no hat told of tba magisterial eondnot of the local aatbo* 
rlties. Near the middle of the latt month* the Pom , one of the foreign boats 
—of which there are tome thirty constantly plying on the river* ait strictly 
leterdktod —wet boarded*, and with her cargo made a print—or a booty— 
by tome of hit majesty's cruisers. The foreign boat and the Lascars, manning

velvet tad furiusb the evidence pf their own accord. And we are 
alto relieved feomibe Aeoetf^y of firing any detail* respecting the 
annoyance* which merchant* encounter, for any man may easily ga¬ 
ther how unaatiafaetory a oommercial. understanding must be, which 
is obnoxious to the interference of such men. 

In the second place that public scorn, with which weave enter* 
tained, is surely no inconsiderable^ grievance. There is something 
in reproach so repugnant p> the constitution of our nature, that he. 
who best understood it never call* upon an to endure it patiently, with¬ 
out annexing an infibiio reward to obedience. In the way of doing* 
good or in our attempts to make a friendly impression upon the na¬ 
tives, we Jhave to encounter a deluge of scorn and mockery, and 
though a patient, kindness and a knowledge of their language may 
diminish the tide bpre and there, yet it makes nothing to the vast 
flood of contumely that eddies around us on every side. 

These are two grievances which stand in the forefront of the rest; 
to check, limit and control them would be, among other things, the 
aim of a diplomatic agent It would prove itself to be * great work, 
and on* beset with peculiar difficulties. A* to .the means or instru¬ 
ments for affirming any thing, let us set phatwe can find. In wet- 
tern countries we have two remedies against a bad magistrate, we can 
subject hit conduct to the noticepf bis superiors, end we een bring 
public opinion and public censure to be*r upon it These thioge do 
not make men virtuous, but they help to keep them from* doing evil. 
In Chins all authority is, 1 dare say, reckoning from the.highest to 
the lowest, very nearly of the same leaven, and public opinion must be 
a poor thing without the existence of (roe institutions to. give^l sup¬ 
port and uniformity. Butlhry are not without their value. For did 
these wicked mao knowof a certainty,<*hat iheir oondoct would be 
faithfully delineated before the emperor. and his court, they would 
not strut in pride and mischief so freely as they do now; and did they 
feel assured that areply, s plain and spirited reply, loan abusive edict 
would meet the imperiaheye, they would be more measured in their 
vituperation. To open a certain and inviolable road of communica¬ 
tion between the foreign merchants and Peking would be one means 
of effecting a change for the better; for however prone the court 
might be to sympathise with the subject, there is something so force¬ 
ful in truth, that it is a question whether the father of lies himself be 
altogether proof against it, and though general feeling here is sadly 
curbed by personal dread, there is a qertain. apitttd* for, or a 
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p w c i fl Mt of, what ja fair and equal, that loads a man spontane¬ 
ously to eoodemn some things and to approve their contraries. 

1 hare mentioned two grievances, and have suggested a twofold 
icawdj, but Jet .no one think me so much tn love with my own con¬ 
templations as to fancy that these are all. I should rejoice to see a 
minister from Great Britain, who was so qualified by natural eadow- 
ments, and ao happily poised to authority and circumstance, as to 
fad out far himself both what it were good to be done, and the beat 
way of doing it. Let us consider what qualifications, what honors, 
and what happy circumstances, would bn absolutely neceasarfto give 
ns agf hope of soeoeas. 

In the first piece, be ought to he a man of great natural endow* 
wonts, and thane should hoof a particular kind ; fa one may have a 
talent fa physical researches, fa the studies of sneient literature, or 
fa the nits by which life is adorned and the powers of living agents 
tie multiplied, and yet have no turn fa diplomacy. He may sender* 
stand many things winch are good to be known,''but lie may have no 
insight into the different ways by which the happy or adverse condfc* 
fan of one country may'affect that of another; he may never- haver 
submitted to any analytical reduction those principles whieh ought to 
regulate the intercourse between two states; be may be unable to es¬ 
timate the value of mutual accommodation, and may be a stranger to 
those methods, by which the asperity of national pride may be soften¬ 
ed, and the feelings of self-love be so managed as to operate fa the 
advantage of another. By the laws of Great Britain we are expected 
to nerve an apprenticeship to the arts and mysteries of common life, 
and we cannot make much proficiency in any department of learning 
dr science without a long and a patient application, tfowthwsfarice 
and art of diplomacy, whan we consider the intricate nature of its 
theory, and the address that la required in dealing With hs practice 
may weft seem to demand as long a period of study, not among books 
Only but amidst the active duties and high responsibilities of public 
Kfe . A minister to Obion would find more occasion fa sagacity, tact 
and experience than he would to any other country on the face of the 
globe. He Would have te make full proof of his ministry, that is, he 
soak) here to pat forth his best energies, both natural and acquired, 
if he wouM'adsanee one -step without treading upon that mat rf wilee, 
tricks and falsehood, which Chinese ingenuity would potpetaaHy 
throw idbfo way. That degree ef knowledge and experience whieh 
we are seppoeieg .Weald not only be calculated to meta file peculiar 
e xi gencies ef the euro, but would hasethb twofold advantage, as H 
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would lead id poss am o r to patience and a well grounded oo nid e n ce 
in himself. He would hare learnt to exercise patience by o b s e rv in g, 
that what ever doublings and sleights there may be on the part of a 
competitor, truth and goodness will Anally get the upperfatnd, though 
measures founded upon them may have to wait some time for their 
full devdopement. Confidence in himself would deliver him from 
the temptation of asking counsel, generally the first step to a man's 
undoing; would render him proof against the liltle puffs of common* 
censure, the despairing cries of those who maintain that nothing can 
he done, or the more plausible views of- those, who imagine that ear 
point can only be carried by adopting some deviee which theytkave 
had the good fortune to light upon. Sock a nan, if he did not know 
what road Ao take, would wait till he bad learnt the right one by 
observation and experiment, and if one method did not suooeetf;be 
would try another without throwing away either hie hopes or his 
sstfpo aao e ai on. 

He ought to be a man who has for come time enjoyed the confi¬ 
dence oftbe public, and that degree of popularity; which is calculate# 
to make a man at ease with himself end others. In Chinn be wosM 
find himself alone amidst a thousand perplexing and discouraging 
circumstances, and would therefore be much in need of a sense, that 
not only the faSor of her majesty's ministers, but also the sympathy 
aad:good*wiJl of his countrymen were resdy to follow him in .ali bis 
proceedings. The thought of tins would cheer the mind and giro 
vigor to exertion even where the issue appeared meet doubtfoL This 
popularity supposes the existence of soother thing, which is material, 
an intimacy with the feelings and wishes of tbs community; for tho 
public eatoem is not bestowed except upon those who arefonnd to 
have senti men t s and views in common with it A knowledge of, 
and a complacency in, the public tone and temper wonid enable 
him in the happie* manner to shape his oourse so as to atom the 
approbation of those M home, and to aim at such ends as they w uM 
think mast eondusive to the honor and interest of tho nation. 

Talents that had proved their worth amidst the ooofHots of inte^* 
nstionsl policy and rival interests, the favor of the court and a high 
popular standing, would be accompanied ’almost so t metier of course 
wkb ettraardinary powers. That is, be ought to set out with die fell 
assurance, that none of the measures he may take shall be censured, 
nor any stipulations or arrangements be may agree upon with the court 
of Poking shall ever either be cancelled or their*policy questioned, 
till by a fell and fair-trial they had shown the ms e l ves to ha either 
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hurtful «r u e cl ees. The court of Own Britain is too far off & judge 
mealy about the national tuai and usage* of the Cbiness.aDdthere* 
fixe In a matter of difficulty H would not be,ableto tolthow for the 
honor of the nation might be compromised or Ha interests prejudiced 
by any particular atop or mode of procedure. B es i d e s, the delay 
of a twelve month, might bo foal to the beet concerted eehemea, 
and destroy the happiest opportunities for effecting = any deswsbfo 
object To wait a decision from bogle would seem like weeklies* on 
part Of tbe minister, which is one of tbemost untoward intimations he 
could give of himself; for this people hare their natural discernment 
so sharpenedeasy, tbs* they are sery quick in spying out the 
failing* and weak points of another. Hi* instructions could only^be 
of a very general character, for he Woulil have to ascertain to what 
grievance* commerce is subjected gad the'methods for abating-or 
removing them, what agreements and articles of mutual understanding 
would be desirable and by what way negotiations might be Set on foot 
to obtain their ratification. 

There is another quality highly necessary and which indeed gives 
a charm and value to all the rest. And that is a sense of public 
dotyr Private resentment* and. partialities must be annihilated and 
a man ought to move add breathe only in the atmosphere of his public 
function. *1 have been honored with an important charge, and many 
look for great things at my band, bow can l show myself worthy of 4k* 
trust aud satisfy expectations, so flittering to my feelings.’ Upon tuck 
meditations, and the endeavours that followed them! a man might ask 
for the blesaing of Qod with a safe conscience, end without t)m foar 
of missing it, for, that blessing would visit and prosper efforts and 
withes which owned nq other, source but duty to God and our oounr 
try. I know that ministers at home have wdrk enough at present^ 
but I should rejoice to see them take'aoine decided step in reference 
to China, for hpre is a fine scope for experiment; and though it.ap- 
pears by no^means to be eftsy fi$M of trial, this I am suvg o& thn* 
the interest is a match for Ahq difficulty, aud though the race be long 
and arduous there is a noble prize at the end of the course. 

In the <ne*n while let us, missionaries and Bible agents,* who are 
in a peculiar sense the servants of the public, tell our kind masters tike 
truth, the whole truth, and nothing hut the truth. This - would ena¬ 
ble them to sympathize fairly with us, to pray aright onoqr behalf, 
and would encourage them to send us help when we require it. Let

There wasin earnest given of this, when the auperioten* 
dent wee dwecteiUo retire from Oantsn, unless permitted to oommuni* 
cate dbseotly with; thevicevoy^ There is a farther pledge given to the 
name eftetj iuthe designation of So high an officer tn thia service. 
The chief interest, tha^stteefebs to his mission, lies however in this, 
that be eomes as the repressiitative of a new, youthfal, liberal sove» 
mign. And r though he may not brihg his final instructions with him, 
yet so long Sndniecval has dapasd * since the superintendent’s retire* 
meat to Macao, that they may fairly be expected to arrive, and to pro¬ 
vide for that event, before he leaves the Chinese waters. 

It is 4 common remurk, that <a new reign is fertile in brilliant pro¬ 
jects,’ and one might argue from probabilities, that the plans that are 
to fill one day, with their details, the yet unwritten history ;of queen 
Victoria, will tte distinguished by no common lustre. Faem such a 
series of noble attempts, one at least should Hot be wanting,— a 
sincere and* porsorvoring endeavor to improve the British relations 
with Chine. * ' «• 

We ave free to confess,that we had relinquished, far some time 
previous to the ,late demise, the expectation of any such amelioration 
from direct British interference. But a new succession revives 
die hopes, we hid ceased to cherish. A hew prospect opens before 
us. We are already become shore anxious that what is done here, in 
the Warn* of the queen, by done well and wisely, than fearful lest 
nothing be'-attempied. » We shall sot however trouble the cabinet of

readers, especially the distantreadcrs, of the Repository; and if we 
succeed in giving them some dearer idea of the objeetaofnegotiadoe 
here; the difficulties in its track;: the means endprospect of thtis 
.final attainment ;tbe design of thisarticle will be answered. We mast 
add, however, that the whole case — Great Britain whw Cbiti^s 
too much for us. Our engages os to no more than a sbOrt and 
simple plea, as to a few official, commercial and pditiea! embarrass* 
ments, that lie most in the way, at the present moment, and to the 
probability and the resoks of their removal. . 

I. The direct object of British negotiation in China is not the 
removal of certain specified grievances. It is notyto obtain merely a 
nOarer approach to the tea hills; or a hotel for a British embassador 
«t Peking; or a range of wareboases for British merchants at Canton* 
All these sod many other acquisitions am desirable, bates objects of 
direot demand, w# believe they are not yet obtainable* * The nego¬ 
tiator most go farther back, and aim first to remove* that hatred, or 
distrust, or contempt, or whatever it’ be, which stands' be t w e e n the 
contracting powers, and preaeots the admission of any western stale 
to the confidence and respect of thednnesa This aooess gained, 
the rest—the detail-— wdl foUowindue time. On.the basis ofm- 
eiprocitjr, equal favors, independence, all that is necessary to per 
liticai, commercial, intellectual communication, may.be built 

The immediate prizehddout to both parties, by such negotiation, 
is, the vast benefits of unrestricted intercourse. These benefits the 
Chinese are as capable of appreciating as ourselves, only let their 
rightof soil, their love of tranquility, their national pride; and patrio- 
tte attachments, be safe mid sacred. 

: It will be remembered by our readers, that all the late Brit* 

ish negotiations ieChma ha?*failed m limine r havebeen broken 
off by disputes as to the mode of communication* or as sense insist, 
by questions of etiquette. Thus lord Amherst retired from under 
the walls of Peking, without an audienoe Thus her majesty’s 
ooimnisaiener withdrew from Canton mi the 9d Dec. last, and still 
remains at Macao, dinging, as the vioeeoyraays,, to * his vain aspire* 
tions,! after the honor of direct commonibatiosr adds his noble self 
The British government is now. outof communication with the Chi¬ 
nese. How to get into cosimQnicatioft again, constitutes the e |\ciat 
difficulty, to which we have referred. The disadvantage* of stock 
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* non-ini erc o am are so great, that the recooeihathm should not be 
deferred. In eridenee of there, we may take the late admMoni of 
the periodical press, on tbe subject of tbe British hospital ship. This 
vessel, fitted up for the reception of seamen at Whampoa, under a 
regulation which authorizes British subjects, residing abroad, to call 
on their g ov er nm e nt fer half the funds required far the support of 
hospitals, dec., has fer some time past been believed by the Chinese 
to be made, use of to feeilitate tbe operations of the opiu m fl ee t Un¬ 
der these circumstances, the viceroy has demanded of die superin¬ 
tendent, the removal of this * qeeen’s ship.’* But the superintendent 
cannot interfere; he cannot e*friain*n the part of her majesty; he 
cannot dear the hooer of hie flag y he it out of communication! This, 
however, is but a poor instance* Ah negotiation, all official expla¬ 
nation, it of coarse in abeyance, 4rbile this non-intercourse lasts. 
The difficulties in the way of its removal, stand thus. 

At Peking the Chinese government requires from foreign emba» 
seders, the performance of the kotow. A sovereign of more than 
usual liberality or high personal character, might dispense with tUe; 
hut tbb evidence on this head at present possessed, is not sufficient to 
give much encouragement to a mismon to Peking. The ground on 
which the British government refuses an audience under tbe terms of 
the Kotow, ace—that it is an act of homage — an expression of feal¬ 
ty— and as such is demanded and insisted on by tbe Chinese.* 

At Canton the provincial authorities refuse andfenoe to the British 
„ repr es entative, and require that bis communications pass thsoogh the 
hands of the hong merchants, as the political hrokers or go-betweens.

t The confusion which exists in several languages between the expressions of 
externa! sets—of respect snob es is paid to men, and of worship suefa as is doe to 
God alone, evinces that men’s ideas on this point are not everywhere alike clear, 
or that there ss some difficulty in making tbe distinction. Thus the Hebrew 
the Greek n^rss^w, and the Chinese ars equally'expressive 
of reverence 4>r worship. Perhaps there is instruction fn this confusion. It may 

S i to evlnco that no eel, apart from the spirit, which impels to it, can be wor^ 
tip; or in ether words, that no bowing down to mem, no eastern prostration, or 
Chinese kpcow, is necessarily impious, servile though it be, unless expressly 
peld as a voluntary and supreme homage. If this be so, we are relieved from the 
ai y d n e nt tbet the kotow is absolutely impossible, because ft is tbe same act 
whereby the Chinese express their worship to their gods. This religions bearing 
of the question has, however, been purposely left out of view in the above remarks 
on H as a national requisition. Its object, as a political demand, seems clear 
enough, hut the obscurity, which resta on the whole subject of pagan worship, and 
our tnahillfty to follow the Chinese into the penetralia of their minds and sanc¬ 
tuaries. make os hesitate, to say the least, to go the whole length with those who 
have pronounced-the kclpw.au act. qf idolatry. 
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The British government refuses to treet at the provincial capital on 
these terms-for two reasons,*—because there is no propriety io peering 
papers between two public agents, through mereantile hands; and 
because important, perhaps secret, documents ate thus at the risk of 
being falsified or exposed. 

Thus tbe kotow, or something like it, cuts off official approach Co 
faking, and the hong*interrention dees the same thing at Clanton. It 
is proposed, we hear, to get rid of these two embarrassments, by the 
negotiator's betakibg himself io some intermediate port, where theie 
is neither emperor, nor hong merchant—neither kotow nor go-be- 
tween. The arguments in favor of this measure are—the ground is 
changed; the force of precedent is somewhat broken; the conference 
is renewed without directly giving up the disputed point; the danger 
of falsifieatioii of papers is lessened; and tbe discussion is removed 
away from the seat of trade. There seems then to be sufficient reason, 
why 'Communication should be sought at some northern port, rather 
than at Canton. There is no doubt that the lines of Chineseexctu- 
tioa converge on Canton. The same mind to entrap and confine tbe 
foreigner exists elsewhere, but the toils are not yet laid. A more 
important consideration is, that the British^ cabinet has taken its 
Stand; it has withdrawn its representative firora Canton; and to give up 
thepoini anew—to reopen the communication just dosed—is only 
to add another to a list of radiations, already sufficiently targe. It is 
a farther ground for preferring the northern port, that a protracted 
disomrion, if carried on there, would perhaps interfere less with the 
coarse of trade. 

At the same time it is to be confessed that this expedient—this 
norther it expedition —is very far from promising a filN relief, from 
4 he embarrassments .that beset the case. If the Chinese find a north¬ 
ern negotiation inconvenient, it is not to be expected that they will 
forget the non-condiicting properties of merchants, or fail to substitute 
some salt-merchant, for instance, when, in their opinion, oemrauoica* 
tion should cease. Or if British taste he not over nice on this poiot, 
and discern no objection to any but members of the cohong, one of 
that body may be transported to the northern rendezvous, at as short 
notice and with as much facility, as one of his own bales. For all the 
purposes of falsification, thecohong are not indispensable. 'Therein 
no northern port so near Peking as not to leave many adepts at this 
work between. For all the ends of humiliation, too, there are letter- 
carriers everywhere as low as any member of the cohong. > gain the 
selection of a northern port, by no means assures the u n i nte rr up te d 
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continuance of the tradeiiafFiShtott Ifothe sUpeditioo ancbofiat 
fUtanghae, or any ether bathos^ with the determination to stay there 
until, copoesaioBS are made, thoso we e taken tty the. Chinese will 
depend ms h#w desirable andbovr, jdangerows it. may yppearto them, 
to dislodge the fleet. It .is.nut pnshaUe that they would for a mo> 
meat resort to force, to efftet this. It is more.probable, they would 
bethink themselves of the‘tea-mina,’ which they suppose they hold in 
their bands. And if the presence afe British fleetnt Ctdton has net, 
on former occasions, deterred them from drawing these rains—from 
stopping (be foreign trade much lea may its absau* *X a northern

The commercial difficulties referred to, pro a on t themselves in this 
way. The position of the British merchants resident in China- i§ 
-ahometena in the extreme, and the admiral will uatondly be tempted

they complain. Of the origin and history of these .embarrassing' qese- 
tiens, it is e x tre mely.-difficult to fern acorteot idea. Tbs records of 
the British E. i. Company might be expected to Airnieh every Vieeea- 
eery explanation, but the tact n said to be o th e rwis e^ and the troth 
' perimps Is, that nnone has time end patience loextract ftem the mass 
of their journals the fuH amount of information which they do con¬ 
tain. A co ns i d e rab le portion of these embarrassments are ; identified 
with the existence of the eobong, which body was established in HIS*

From wbkt evil quarter caihe this suggestion, we 
know not, but ft was in 1TO0, Under the pressing demands of foreign 
efedftotfs; backed by the E; I. Compahy, and in the presence of a 
British frigate, that the system began of faying direct uxes on for¬ 
eign Ubmmerce for the satisfaction of foreign claims. This prece¬ 
dent/unhappy as we nowdeel it, was then admitted, accepted, if not 
recommended to, end forced on, the Chinese. The grand mistake 
was then committed, of overlooking the means for the sake of the end. 
The right or power of the eohong to levy taxes, which should have 
been resfttied to the utmost, was then submitted to, if not conferred. 

From 1T7F to the close of the E. I. Company’s last charter, no 
improvement seems to have taken place in the management either of 
the Uoiveht the insolvent bongs. The former clan continued to 
include weak and incompetent men. With all their advantages of 
ibfonnatkm furnished both by native and foreigo merchants, they 
Were gei&rally unfortunate in their attempt* to speculate upon both. 
The gradual depreciation id the value of foreign imports, consequent 
on reduced' costs of production, lost them large sums. More than all, 
they supported extravagant establishments, and kept up a system of 
pride and profusion in whole family clans, out of their monopoly 
traded As a palural consequence, the members of the ,former 
darn were Successively transferred to the latter, and name after name 
on the old lists disappears. Io the adjustment of these successive 
insolvencies, the imperial regulations—that foreigners shall not lend 
mohOy to hftbg merchants, that they shall from time to time report 
their balances, and that these shall never exceed a fixed limit,— were 
Overlooked, probably because payment by taxation was found to be 
Hot so very onerous' as had appeared. It is enough to add,,that nil 
these settlements in the time of the E. I. Company, were made under.

British property to pay A meric acclaims, it may merely 
give rise to a necessity for explanation —to'soreness and national 
aversion. If the goods of the former should be opeuly decimated by 
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force to pay* the Uttar, and should be reooived by them knowingly, 
it mightiend to nprisaU on the ooe, ee principal, end an die other, 
m acooapboe. It ie farther to be re nt— bored , that the Chinese 
can have no interest .in -confounding die eUiras of the citizens of 
d ift re nt states. . Whan they aeqhiescod in the aimed demands of 
foraiga creditors,;!^ was not their bnsiaess to prompt the cUimants 
to e nice jnstioe among thaiaanlvas. If a false, nnjnst mode of 
taxation was resorted totie captain Pantoo's time, end on that prece¬ 
dent has been again (Cad again revived, it was in every instance, the 
fo reign er s who committed it--who wronged each other,—and not the 
Chinese. . 

There is one point bearerer, in which the Chin ese have an interest 
i. e., in making'Ute taxation resorted to, beer as lightly as possible on 
themselves. And. here;too, the foreign claimants in former days, 
seem to have been hs little attentive to the interests of thoii fellow < 
citi«nws,es to ths adje tom entofthei* respoctise, moiaal rights. Taxa- 
tiso in aU Us foveas, is injnvioue to trek. When laid on imports, 
it ohneks the indeatry employed on their prodnedoa end transit; 
while it foils with ta.shwf weig ht on the coe s e m sr of the article 
taxed. When laid on exports, it op erate s in the same unhappy way 
on the industry concerned, while it it ultimately made up in great 
pant by the c o n an s s er .abroad. Whether the Chinees have under¬ 
stood these oper at i ons may be doubted, hut they here been induced 
by anme reosofi, to raise a Urge share of the monies required for the 
satisfaction of foreign cUhbs, by taxes ;en their own psenliar exports. 
The practical operation has boon to imlUot oo much per pecol from 
the ezpnvtwe of tea, to pay, as the ease might be, their neighbors, 
their rivaU of other untune, at themselves. 

On this tossed point—the equitable mode of levy—wo ere din 
posed to believe that opinions will oraleng stand thus. So far as 
exietibg;wUiaM an concerned, it is best that they be distingoisbed 
nationally^ tad paid oofcof a taron imports rather than on exports. A 
eheofcto British industry is probably lose an evil, than a transference 
of the guaranty for hoog-debts, from the Chinese, to the drinkers of tea. 
To .fenrish mouse-tow set of merchants abroad, wherewith to meet 
their o se ditors, will not be admitted to he a be ne ficia l arrangement 
to England; nor wiH British honor stoop to accept the fruits of under- 
handand-nnftnr spol iati on,ht aadafestion of jost cUSms.

Foc tiro estimation to which ibw traffic la held by the OhroWe go- 
renffneitt, ire refer the reader to its own declarations, and pattfcnfctrly 
to thoee able’ memorials, which bate already been transferred to this 
work. The writers of^tbose rernarhable^srate^papers agree in tracing" 
the growth, transportation and stfkrof the drag, and cdhsequedtlf the’ 
responsibility for all tfab etds with which ftEdicts the wmpftw, to 
British Agenta.

It must be apparent to the reader, that while the Chinese go* 
vernment continues to abhor and denounce the opium traffic, and no 
measures are , taken by the British representative to disconnect 
it froai his pr^tactioe, an insuperable barrier stands between them, 
and no progress can be* made to mutual confidence-. The prohibition 
of its growth in India, or of its transportatioo leChsna, we.de nettop* 
pose to be consistent with western policy. Bome nhnple nieasuveo 
may, however*,be adopted. The Indian government, may clearitsaffi 
from all counettten with the growth, and sale? end the drag may 
coast to hoar that mark—* so familiar to Chinese eyes, so tong assn* 
dated toiik cocry thing British in Chinos—the mark of the hen. 
E. i. Company The shipe of her majesty may henceforth keep at so 
good a,4i*tance from the opium-fleet* both in the waters of Canton 
and along the coast, as not.iabe n eo emarily miataken. for their con* 
yoy, spot expressly to protect them. The . British government may 
grant to China, the,rights it invariably assumes for>atfceif, tri specify 
certain articles of contraband, which it will net permit to he offered 
tp its people in trade by foreign hands. It cannot deny the right of 
the Chinese to confiscate all vessels found employed in the opium 
. trade, and to inflict on its agents, the penalties of fine, or banishment. 
These penalties it will if possible administer, as m Turkey, by a 
British court; but if this cannot be, it does all it can, whiieit sees 
that .they be kept within the bemuds of mercy. These measures, 
coupled with all peeessary explanations as to western usage, will 
obviate the greater part of the public difficulties, growing out ofahe 
opium traffic. . 

We should convey a Wrong impression, did we not here remark, 
that our object has kept us to but one of the many bearings of dm 
branch of; British commerce. The opium question is, in the whole, 
a far more extensive ooe; iudeed none of the age surpasses H in me¬ 
lancholy interest. Its transcending evils undoubtedly are—that, it is* 
fixing an impassable gulf betweeo the Chinese and Christianization 
polluting the medium between unnumbered multitudes and the gospel;' 
and, by associating all corruption with the Christian name* entailing' 
op the Christian teaebdr of times to come, the hypocrite’s he r i ta g e erf. 
scorn and mockery. But these, though its greatest; are not its only 
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aril*. U is awoun at the root of Chinese industry ; wanting the re* 
•purses of useful .exchanges * and substituting lor them, a noxious 
com meres. It fo doing no good, to England, in shutting out her fa¬ 
brics to make room far Indian opium. It does not benefit the skip 
owner, when itgisea him-a abort voyage and a light freight, .ie place 
of a long one, aud a bplky ope. It makes the,mercantile principal 
Of agent find bis profit, at hie commission, on * bad bargain, instead 
of n gaud oeo>. It is nxmtng against the.opium agent the moral sense 
oft he virtuous Chinese* while virtue lasts, in China; and.digging a 
pit beneathhi* fast,/ whenever » demoralised canaille .shall heecuue too 
Strong for the police which now protects him. it is awaking against 
the Rcjnph option, the; reproaches of the injured and insulted Chinese | 
waigwingdhaan,daily before, that crowded bar, and adjudging them 
deserving efrldiths farms of humiliating punishment, by acclamation. 
It fa strengthening , ythat,; hatred or disgust of the foreign character, 
which has bean S» eftoabdesartbed ss the grand obstacle to all free 
aceeaa, fiH •honorable aodheppy intercourse. It is depraving the 
foreign r eside nt s k> China, and destroying the influence, thou great 
nNtitjr should give them, both in ftp-ape and Asia. 

These considerations, and the list might be extended, concur with 
the more immediate reasons given before, why the British negotiator 
should no, longer conceal the slews his. superiors must take of the 
opium imAa ▲ fair and frill waroinggiveo to the parties interested, 
is the only n eces s a ry preliminary. . Imeal iqtereals will yield to a 
candid avowal that the British name demands the sacrifice. . The 
English residents, though they have disregarded a hundred Chinese 
edicts, and laughed atthe viceroy's warning ‘to beware of the exe* 
cutienem sword,’ will .bow to the more commanding authority that 
addresses them*** to their youngqueen—to

The rivalries ef Francis I. and Charles V.; the Struggle* Of 
tbe refenUation ; the Oppres si ons in the "Low countries? thO'grUnd 
armada; bad raised the naiisaai passionsin Europe, both seMii 1 
and religious, to the higheet pitch, and the progress of disobvetyWMU 
tied there in unabated fiiry to the r emotest parts of the earth. ' The 
early adventurers to Eastern Asia saw no harm in asking on the 
weaker countries as colonial possessions, and when they met with 
native powers too strong for such treatment, the desire te nwnopoliae 
the profttsof trade iudueed them to represent eaeh others character 
and - designs in the worst posable light.

The sovereigna ofBaater* Asia 
beheld their whole known world become the theatre for European v*» 
pine and- intrigue. The historical truth on this point, is now generally 
overlooked, and men wonder that the generous, cultivated, Imtorithle 
Englishman of the preseut day, is not welcomed and courted new, .as 
Were the first adventurers 10 the seat ■ The British' negotiator will 
not however overlook these historical feels, or wnpeet thillhe-impres¬ 
sions uf centuries will be easily effaced.

1 The. fact is, they do not yk understand 
the foreigner, his designs and feelings, and much explanation much 
evidence—is needed to get a hold on the 'confidence ofthe private 
Chinese, equal even to.that which he reposes in what we We pleased 
to call hie oppressive government. As for a stoppage of the opium traf¬ 
fic, we think it beyond s doubt, if the supreme government could Mop 
it, it would do so, add thus strengthen its hold ever its people, by ethi- 
bfting itself as the means of saving their whole entreat tea-crop from 
being thrown away—bartered for the medna of vice, to say no¬ 
thing of the oeether sacrifices of virtue, life, and happiness,—on the 
altar of foreign intercourse. Nay, wore it :to direct that every man 
engaged « it—nttrve aad foreign — be capitally punished, instead 
of producing lebdHion, there is reason to believe,'thst'the net, what¬ 
ever effect it-aught have upon the importations would -be sanction¬ 
ed—applauded—by the whole virtuous portion of the community,

Tab decease of Mr. Roberts, while on his second Toysge in the east, 
as diplomatic agent of the United States, was noticed in the number 
of the Repository for September 1836. The' volume before ns, at 
appears from an introductory note, was prepared for the prenrby the 
author previous to his secoud embarkation, and was intended ‘as a 
prelude to much further and varied information to be derived under 
more favorable auspices — more intimate knowledge of eastern forms, 
and that caution which should ever be the child of experience.’ 

Having only glanced at a fow of the pages of the volume just 
come to hand, we are not prepared to give any opinion of its value, 
end'for the present content oarselves with making an extract or two 
from the Hitroduction. Mr. Roberts says — 

•* At the period of my visit to the courts of Siam and Muscat, 
American commerce was placed on a most precarious footing, subject 
to every species of imposition which avarice might think proper to 
indict, as the priee of an uncertain protection. Nor waq it to pecu¬ 
niary extortions alone that the uncontrolled band Ofpower extended. 
The person of the American citizen; in common with that of other 
foreigners, was subject to the penalties of a law which gave the ere* 
ditor an absolute power over the Uft, equally with the property of 
the debtor, at the court of Siam. As sn American, I could not foil 
to be deeply impressed with the barbarity of this legal enactment; and 
its abrogation, in relation to my own countrymen, detailed in the 
Embassy, ^ Consider as not the least among the benefits resulting from 
the mission. With the courts of fiistn and Muscat, it will be seen, I 
was enabled to effect the most friendly relation, and to place our com¬ 
merce on a bath in which the excessive export and import deties, 
previously demanded, were ftdoced fifteen per eent. If in the attain¬ 
ment of these benefits some sacrifice of personal feeling was at 
times made for the advantage of American commerce, the^ignity Of 
my country *n rferer tort sight of, nor her honor jeoparded by humi- 
Hating aud degrading Concessions to eastern etiquette. The insult* 
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trig formalities required ts preliminaries to the treaty, by the ministers 
from the capital of Cochinehina, left me no alternative, save that of 
terminating a protracted correspondence, singularly marked from its 
commencement to its termination by duplicity and prevarication in 
the official servants of the emperor. The detail of the various con- 
venations, admissions, and denials, On the part Of these eastern mi¬ 
nisters, In the pages of the Embassy, exhibits their diplomatic Charac¬ 
ter m true, but not favorable, colors. 

“ The unprotected state of our trade from the Cape of Good Hope 
to.the eastern, coast $of Japan, including our valuable whale-fishery* 
was painfully improved on nty attention in the course of the Embas¬ 
sy. Not a single vees?l<of>war is to be seen waving the national flag 
over our extensive commerce from tbs west of Africa to the east of 
Japan i our merchantmen, trading to Java, Sumatra, and the Phil ip- 
pine, islands, are totally unprotected. The extent of the commerce 
may be estimated from the fact, that therp arrived in two ports in Java 
daring one year, one hundred and one ships, the united tonnage.of 
Which amounted to thirty-eight ihoueend r eight hundred, apd seven¬ 
ty-seven tons.. To this roay be added the whale-fishery on the. JapjK 
uese coast, which likewise calls loudly for succor and protection 
from the government The hardy whalers*- the, fearless»adventurer 
on the deep—?yielding.an immense revenue to his country, amid 
sufferings and privgfious of no common order, certainly claims at the 
hand of that country, protection from the sayage pirates of tbePacjfic< 
Among this class of cittgens top, .we may look for those old and 
determined spirits who would form the bulwark of pur national navy. 
The protection of this important and prolific branch of commerce is, 
in every point ofview, a political and moral advantage, I indulge 
the hope that it will become the object of special legislation* hod that 
tbe hardy tone of the ocean, while filling the, coffers of their country, 
may enjoy the pstteetion of her flag. * 

« While it baa been myspeeial object to render tbe pages of tbe 
Embassy a guide to the best interests of commerce, I have not been 
unmindful of the claims which the general reader may. have on a work 
embracing a view of that interesting quarter of the world, the eastern 
and southern portion of the eastern hemisphere; its natural eoenery, 
productions, language, manners, ceremonies, and internal political 
regulations, will be found in tbe Embassy* The picture may not he at 
all times of a pleasing character; it has rather been my object to give 
the original impression, than to decorate it with any factitious color¬ 
ing When visible demonstration could be obtained, I have always 
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resorted to it in drawing my conclusion*; and in those cases in which 
this best auxiliary was denied me, I have given the testimony of 
travelers from other countries, who preceded me in visiting the courts 
touched at bf ‘the Embassy, and whose details have received the 
sanction of the world. • • • 

“My country claimed at my hands, the faithful fulfilment of ar¬ 
duous and responsible duties. If, in the in for Nation furnished in the 
Embassy, her requirements have been accomplished, my ambition is 
satisfied.” 


Ait, VII. Premium of one hundred pounds sterling, for an Essay 
on the opium trade; specification of the conditions on which the 
p remium will he awarded. 

Whkn great questions are to be discussed — questions touching the 
highest commercial, political) and moral interests of empires—full 
opportunity should be given for considering them in ail tbeit bearings 
and effects, both hnmediate and remote. The opium trade,— consi¬ 
dering the amount of capital embarked in it, the ways and means by* 
which it is carried on, hi effects on other branches of eastern com¬ 
merce, on national intercourse, on human happiness, &c., &c.,-^is a 
great question: regarded as a mixed one — requiring the attention of 
the political economist, the statesman, and the philanthropist,— it 
stands paramount. The inhabitants of more than half .the whole 
world are intimately connected with it. Moreover, it is a new sub¬ 
ject: the traffic , has grown up to its present magnitude very recently 
and .with unparalleled rapidity, and has hitherto lain beyond the ob¬ 
servation of almost stt except those who are personally engaged in it 
Under such circumstances the question naturally arises, What course 
ought to be pursued in regard to it 1 
The manner in which a premium of £100 was placed in our hands, 
and the plan proposed for awarding it through the directors of a pub** 
lie Institution, in, Great Britain, were specified in our fifth volume 
(pp. 417, 573)v The prompt and considerate manner in which the 
sobjeot has bfeeh liken up by the C/ommiftefc in London, evinces the 
utmost readiness^ <ki it ample justice. It will be seen below, that 
the period for receiving the Essays has, been extended from the 1st of 
October. 1838, to the 25th of March 1880; and that in one or two

Arrival of sir F. L. Mait¬ 
land in China, and of captain Elliot at Canton; contents qf 
the Peking Go*rites; events at Peking, and Canton; the hang 
debit; foreign boats; inUUigmce from Indus * feain A'sdm. 
Anviiui, sin F. JL Manuuip. Tbs arrival of the flag ship of 1 he British naval *qu&. 
dron in the east, r.b m s. Wettest*y, bearing the flag of rear-admiral sir Frederic 
Mafttand, k.c.b., the eommaiwlsrdii-cWcf, is tbs prominent topic of Interest 
among ikt events of t|ie pest month. Tbs WdlesUy, captain JUnklend, fcoo«a% 
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paoied by ■.bm. brig Algerine, captain Thomas, passed through Macao Roads on 
the murniug oi the 12th July, and proceeded immediately to the anchorage which 
had been selected, that of Tuugkoo. or Urniaton’s harbor, a little to the eastward 
of the. island of Lintin, and nearly midway between it and the anchorage of 
Capshuy Moon. Sir Frederic Maitland remained on board until the 17th, when 
he arrived with his family at Macao. The vessels had hardly appeared in sight 
from the town of Macao, before the pilots were fully informed regarding them ; 
and these emissaries of the government proceeded immediately to report to their 
officers the unwelcome arrival, and to detail all, and even more than all, that they 
could glean concerning the force of each vessel, and the purpose of the admirers 
visit. The official functionaries forthwith published the usua^ insulting documents, 
by which they require the speedy departure of such vessel# of war as visit their 
coasts. These documents are now, we believe, • always refused by the foreign 
officers to whom they are addressed: but it is high time that the mockery, of 
writing them, aqd the insult given in offering them, should cease. The precise 
purpose of sir Frederic Maitland’s visit has not transpired ; but the Chinese, 
whether on good authority we cannot say, have reported that it is to examine 
into matters relating to the trade of his country. They have also represented 
him as an e-muh, a barbarian eye, or head man. The pilot, of the Wellesley, we 
understand, has been placed in confinement and punished by the keunmintoo at 
Macao, for not furnishing a more explicit account of the purposes of the admiral. 
His excellency the governor, too, though well aware that none but a common fish¬ 
erman, acting as pilot, has been on board either of the vessels, exclaims, 4 The con¬ 
duct of these foreigners is difficult to fathom. 1 am really filled with doubts as to 
what may be the object of this foreigner’s visit. Whether he is to remnin outside 
and investigate, or aims at entering the port to conduct affairs, does not at all ap¬ 
pear from the report of the several civil and naval officers.’ And without sending 
a single officer to meet the British admiral who has visited these shores, and to 
inquire from himself the object of his visit, bis excellency goes on to command 
the civil aud naval functionaries of Macao and its neighborhood, 'that they 
investigate most minutely ’ Such is the boasted wisdom and civility of the 
Chinese! On the 24 h, sir F. Maitland returned on board (he Wellesley, 
leaving bis family still at Macao. We hear that lie will employ his leisure in 
visiting the neighboring anchorages 

Captain Elliot; the chief superintendent, who it will be remembered low ered the 
British flag and retired from Canton in November Inst, left Macao on the same 
day with sir F. Maitland, and hoisted the flag again in Canton on the 2bth instant. 
As to the purpose of this visit we are also in the dark, bul we presume that it must 
be In connection with the object for which the. British admiral has visited this 
distant portiou of his cruising ground.—If new scenes are soon to be opened here, 
their managers, we trust, will see to it, that the respective parts are performed, 
justly, prudently, honorably. 

The Chinese Papers are often peculiarly devoid of interesting matter. Those 
with which the Gazettes are filled consist of many unimportant documents in 
regard to conduct of magistrates, recommending some and censuring others, re¬ 
ports of ordinary matters of police, suggestions for trifling alterations in branches 
of the administration, questions of expenditure for repairs of embankments, dykes 
aud walls, building of temples and colleges, and such like. Among documents 
on the last-named subject, is a request from an officer at Oroumlsi, in the north¬ 
west territory, that sundry officers and private individuals, subscribers for the 
erection of a college, may be rewarded by the imperial approbation of their 
public spirit. The emperor turns round in anzer, severely reprimanding this 
misapplication of a rule, intended for a civilised and settled community, to h 
Tartar and military district, in which arms not arts should be the object of 
study. We observe, also, documents regarding the apprehension of certain 
Catholic Christians (natives) ig Peking, and of opium-smokers in the district 
of Jfcho. 

At Pekivq the only interesting events recorded are, the return of the emperor 
from his visit to the tombs of his progenitors,— the illness, during a period ot two 
months, of the aged minister Yuen Yuen, of whom we have often hod occasion to 
s|>cak, as having been formerly governor here, latterly governor in Yunnan, and

how m member of the cabinet, and who is upwards of 80 years old,— and the 
return to Peking ot Teishunpao, the gov.-general in the northwestern territory, 
w\ r>e place has been supplied by Yeihshan, a nephew of the im|>eria! blood. A 
new memorial has been presented on the subject of opium, recommending the 
most rigorous enforcement of prohibitions against smokers of the drug We 
hope to be euubh.d to give a translation of the memorial in our next number. It 
is an able paper, though characterized by some gross errors. 

At Canion we have little to record ot native movements, beyond the arrival of 
a new superintendent of customs, or hoppo, Yukwftn; the departure of his pre¬ 
decessor; and the arrival, immediately expected, of out' newiy*appointed lictit.- 
governor. The hoppo has already aroused foreigners, by a threatened reversal 
ot u decision of one of his predecessor*, w ho, to prevent disputes on the subject of 
quality ot material, caused, on the application of several foreign merchants, his 
seatto be placed on muster-pieces of eacli qualhy of cotton cloth, which pieces have 
ever since been deposited in the consoo house. A petition on the subject was pre¬ 
sented, on the 26th instant, at the city gale, and an answer has been returned, 
we arc told, to the effect,' that the former hoppo was imposed upon by pieces of 
superior quality, expressly made to show to him. The hoppo has since sent out 
piecos of various qualities to be examined by the hong and foreign met chants 
conjointly, preparatory to the sanctioning of new standards of reference. 

the hong debts remain still unsettled; but the settlement, for the time at least, 
seems to have been reduced into a nnrrow'er space than before, the only remain¬ 
ing subject ot difference being in reference to Kingqua’s debts. 

Some of the foreign boats , running between Macao, Hongkong, and Canton, 
have on several recent occasions been stopped by the Chinese cruisers—some¬ 
times by gentle, and sometimes by harsh means What will be the issue of these 
proceedings, we leave for time to decide; and shall be glad if they do not lead 
to violent collision and bloodshed All these boats (except captain Elliot’s,) are 
strictly interdicted ; and most of them are engaged in carrying opium. 

India. The latest intelligence from India is of a highly interesting character. 
The British-Indinn empire appears to be threatened with a disturbed frontier on 
ail sides, the maritime coasts alone excepted. The British resident at the Bur- 
man court has been absent for several inohths. Colonel Benson formerly mili¬ 
tary secretary to the government of India, hus been appointed to supply colonel 
Burney’s place, but we have yet to learn if the king Tbnraw6d! is more w illing 
than before to have a British ‘spy’ at his court. He still expresses a strong de¬ 
termination to withhold his consent from the treaty of Yaudabb, made at the 
conclusion of the recent war between the British and his predecessor —The gov. 
ernraent of Nipdl is also anxiously desirous to be relieved of the presence of a 
British resident; and a correspondence has recently been carried on between 
Nip4l and Burraah, which is said to be anything hut favorable to British interests. 
A military occupation of the passes in A'$6m, through which these communications 
are sent, has bean the consequence. We cannot learn whether the recent 
mission from NipAI to Peking was one in regular course, or whether it was a special 
mission; hut in either case we may suppose that the Chinese would be fully 
iniormed of the state of G6rkha feeling towards Britain —In the Punjab, the death 
ot Riinjit Singh must he the signal for disturbances, which it Is thought by many 
can be quelled only by a British occupation of the country —In Cdbul, and In 
Persia. British representatives have been treated with contumely, and many ap¬ 
prehensions are now entertained regarding the result of the present contests 
between these two nations, fostered, as they are supposed to be. bv Russian 
influence. n* 1 

Tea in Aedm. We observe that some progress Is being made in fhe cultivation 
of tea m As4in, and thHt sjwgtiirte hopes are entertained of the ultimate success 
of the present experiment It is matter of regret that the experiment is not 
under the superintendence of one who has had opportunity of collecting infor¬ 
mation and witnessing parts of the process of manipulation in China.

At 12 o'clbck, captain M c Alia ter from Singapore arrived, attended 
by a Chinese as his commercial agent, and by several of his crew.

The art of keeping one waiting for ceremony’s 
s.ike, or from peculiar notions of dignity, seems to be well understood 
in Brum. Happening to* have a peep behind the curtaiup, I saw the 
sultan in full dress, and ready to come forth, but still waiting for a 
suitable time to elapse before lie should make liis appearance. The 
new captain was well received; particular inquiries were made as to 
the jsize of his vessel, the number and size of the guns, the number 
of white men; and finding that these was nothing to fear froqa a lit¬ 
tle brig of 100 torts, having but three white fned on board, bik higln 
ness seemed relieved, and very cheerful.

May 25th. Three Dayak prahus, containing about TO men, asrivodi 
front Bar&iri. : So little do any of tbeae 1 people, whether Malays mr i 
Dayiks, know of the geography of the places around them, that If 
cotftd not ascertain, notwithstanding repeated inquiries, Whether the' 
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prahus came from north, south, east, or vest. The story of the men 
themselves is, that they have been a day and a night coming from 
Baram by ee*,- and that their own country is far interior from Baram. 
The Baram of which they apeak. most be the Tanjong Baram of the 
charts, some SOf miles to the southwest. The appearance of the men 
is a little different from that of the Malays, yet the difference would 
not be noticed by an ordiuary observer, if their dress were the same. 
In complexion they are a slight degree lighter, if I mistake not, than 
the Malays, and their features are rather more prominent. The faces 
of several bore marks of the smaU*pox. .Ouly oue had the cutaneous 
disease called kmrap , so common in these islands, and that one differ* 
sd entirely in appearance from the others, Jiaviog a bad countenance, 
with color alnfost as dark as tbst of a negro, but with straight hair. 
Their dress is not uniform. Some have treweere extending from thft 
waist to the middle of the thigh, but most of them have merely the 
ekawat 9 a cloth or bark fastened around the loins by a string. The 
hair of most of them is long, and tied up loosely behind the head* 
- much in the style of Mahy fern-dee. A few hare the hair short, and 
handke/chiefs around the head, not unlike Mohammedans ; and a 
few others hate hair a foot long, hanging about their shoulders. The 
dress and gefferalitppearance of a majority of them acbord with the 
d€^»yip(t«oRm gtoir~by Dalton, Hunt, and others. The chiefs are 
dkiifigiiisbed by ornaments in- and about their ears. In the uppdl 
part of the ear is a bole, through which is thrust the tooth of an animal 
(of the tiger us they .say, but of the hog aa-the Malays suspect)^ 
These teeth are three inches long, arid are kept from felling out by a 
bead of gold. Boiides this tooth sticking th rough *he upper part qf 
car, the lower part, or 4<4ie, fe stretched beyond njeaadre by the iry* 
troductkNt of ^IvnlOnikof wood* at first saftH, arid gradually increased 
till they reach the diameter 6f~two inches, and then gold gilded 
Wire is eoHed around thia part of the ear, forming a tube two or three 
' inches in tenth, h appeared, on Inquiry, that those men are of sever at 
different tribes, and speak different languages. I wrotjs down from 
their mouths a few Words, and the first ten numerals of three dialeetsi 
Three fourths of these numerals in each of thcT dialects yre etjdentl) 
derived, from Ihefsam? soiree wit frthqtM’jlay purnert)*;

From all thetaoald be learned of these Depaka, respecting their 1 to* 
gaage, it appears that their dialects are ow a e s e o in, each, being confin¬ 
ed to a district, andoometimee to a village. 1 inqoitadof them w h e th er 
their eoatom is to eat off heeds; and they replied wkhout hesitation, 
and anth apparent piaaaore. that each a question had been asked, that 
it to their eastern. Whan I told them it was a bod coelom, and inquir¬ 
ed why they continued it, their answer was: ‘ The heads are proof fit 
oar power to war.’ Being further naked, whether it is their ooatonr to 
eat men, they replied to the same prompt and decided tons, that it 
is. They farther said, that the parts most liked are the eyes and the 
heart: The coorersattoa was to the Malay toogve, which a tew of 
the atom coaid anderatand aod apeak cons ider ably well In order to. 
tost the power of ttfeir po isone d arrows, the soltao ordered a monkey 
to bo brought, and sent for pro to witness the trial abewt to be node, 
Ono of the Dayaks, by m a ao eef his blow pips, which is sereo or eight 
toot in togth, dtotogtd fat arrows, all of which entered tbs little 
antoaal... At first the monkey was net annoyed by them, but in abort, 
ten minotos, fropi the time the first arrow pierced him, hedtod withi 
com nd sions and voasittog, probably fiom the sflsct of the po i s o n. Is 
apeakiag of tbs>peissn, the Dayaks sod Malays called it ppm. After 
the death of. tbs monkey, the s alta n to his boasting manner, asked 
what I thought of k. * 1 bare,’ said be, ‘ 90,000 men like these, 
reedy at my call, and what could all. the white men, the English, the 
Dwtch, the French, the flpaaish, do.against saeh ment I know they, 
wish. to. take Borneo, bat 1 fear them not.’ Thip was ell idle talk. 
Ho done fear both Europeans sod Dayaks. These Deyak prahns, 
boring d e hre r ed to the -s ult a n a few dollars worth of presents, consist* 
ing of rice, sago, a blow pipe, aod a Jar ansae gang,, which they heft 
purchased, took their lease and anchored to another part of the town* 
Nothing had yet been learned from them respecting .their mKggso* 
end no other opportunity of talking with them occurred. From the 
Malay nothing could be gathered further then that the Dayaks ere all 
fc$6r, infidels. . 

Friday, May Mb A white flag has been hanging befernthe 
wmqid during the day, and at 18 o’clock the drum was beat?*- 
a few persona, perhaps fifty, go to the mosque. But though the mosque 
seems Jo be ec g le e tsd , ell Mams about u*, wboee habit* we harchhA

Among 
the slaves about the sultan’* house, there isone whose appearance is 
more than ordinarily interesting. I hare for some time been watching 
for an opportunity to speak to hhn. 1 find that he does not apeak 
Malay, but Spanish. I ascertained horn another stare, that this inter* 
sstmg youthia from the Spanish 4*1 tods, and was brought hither by 
oar old acquaintance r6ji Modi, and sold to she sultan fhr a mem 
trifle. • The sale was doubtless only a sham to earn appearance*, the 
slave ’being in faet a present to the sultan, to secure, if not his pro¬ 
tection, at least his connivance, toward piracy and'the slave trade. 

May 27th. We have succee ded at last in purchasingssome doth; 
and this morning we presented to tbeeukea 15 doihuV worth of cloth 
and other articles, which we thought would be a liberal compensa¬ 
tion for the riee we have eaten. He said he was pleased, and that 
it was proper we should make these offerings, as be had furnished us 
food for a long time. He then contrived to sponge out of us as much 
more, by sending all his Slaves to receive each a piece of cloth; 
There was im refusing thorn; as they came declaring, and no doubt 
truly, that the sultan had sent them, list of all, the sultan himself 
came in and begged for more doth. We were afterwards told that 
he took from the slaves the doth we bad given them Today one of 
the courtiers requested me to write down and preserve his name, and 
also the names of several others^ seven in all, who lie said were the 
or*ng Mdtora, men near the consult with and assist hhn^ 

a sort of privy council. They are counsellors worthy te surround 
such a sovereign. If seven men were to be taken at random from 
the dregs of any city, Christian or pagan, they would probably not 
be inferior to these seven wise men of Bruai. This privy council is 
a burlesque upon all dignity, when sitting, a*'their custom m 9 a few 
y*rds from the sultan, listening te his harangues on the superiority of 
Bruoi to all the armies and navies of the white men, and occasionally 
receiving with profound respect the betel which h* condescends to 
ghe them from his royal mouth. - 

Monday, May 2fKh. Captain F. and captain M., with all tbeii 
men and goods, left early in the morning for the vessels, our captain 
promising to send for us in the evening by the return of tide. Tliough 
l trad been 91 for two or three days, and was still weak, I ventured 
to accompany Mr. Lay to the hill*, as it was to be the last time. Our 
w*Ht was a tongoue, not tom rfc&a 12 miles altogether. The path was 
much of the 1 way through the forest. Sago trees were numerous. We 
passed a place Where several men were washing the wood, preriousJj 
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chopped fine, to pOncor* theedible ngt. The higher ground had the 
•idea of the hiiia, were r ound with pine apples, dkiek were growing 
abundantly, and without .aueh laboref the husbandman Passed 
user a num b er- of small a w a k e, a single log being placed a ossai, to 
senr S as .a bridge. . A o cob do d sad - desc end e d several 'high hills. 
From the top of oae of these, which we aeppossd to he 800 bet high, 
we tted aWeUq liessf the see, the island of Labean, the river's 
month,’ sod a breed. landscape ef bills sad valleys, skated by high 
la ade aad distant mountains. On this hiH, the nstnaa who were with 
as poiated eat «.snmpber tree. It was s sutsiy looking tree, with s 
traakstiejst s foot sad a haif in d ias sta cr , p e r fcs tly straight, aad 
gong ep to the height of fifty er sixty feet before it pat forth bran* 
sho e . We passed serersl houses ef the Ksdsysns, eotneof which we 
entered.

We had at length obtained permission of Hasim to go in his boat to 
our vessel in the morning, and were just putting our effects on board 
a gobang to go to HasimV house, where we were to spend the flight, 
and lie ready for an early-start. At this moment our captain arrived.

The sultan finding that we were about to leave, changed his man¬ 
ner, professed the highest Tegard for us, and hoped we should not he 
displeased at hitn.r At 9 o’clock in the evening we took leave, and 
at half past two we reached the vessel, the distance being not less 
than 20 miles. With a grateful heart 1 laid my head once more 
upon my pillow. 

June 1st. At 10, *.ji; pangeran Hasim, with 50 oi 60 attendants 
and slaves, arrived. Captain F. arrived at the same time, and a 
scene occurred which mu9r<ha*emiadeii most unhappy impression 
upon the unnds of Hasim and 'the othe* natives who ‘witnessed it. •

unkind ness or disrespect. And they will have an additional weight 
with us, if we desire to benefit the Chinese, a wish in which all of us 
agree; for how can we hope to prosper in doing good, how can we 
hope to advance smoothly, without a safe conscience and a heart that 
doth not smite us; and how can we hope that the Chinese will regard 
our deeds of kindness in a proper light, unless, we grace them with a 
fair and unblemished reputation. It'may be replied, perhaps, that it 
is a very easy thing for me to give advice in a matter which holds out 
no enticements to me, and can make no appeal to my circumstances, 
nor offer any considerations of private interest; which would be very 
true, and yet I can honestly say, that from a compliance with the 
precepts of the gospel* aud a desire to advance the cause of religion, 
1 have given, up gmny thiugs that were very precious to me. I hope, 
therefore, 1 shall not fakly sit down under the charge of wishing to 
bind heavy burdens upon the backs of others, while I have never 
touched the lighest of them with the tip of my finger. ’ It has often 
been said, that if the subjects of Great Britain ‘do not bring opium,! 
there will always be found others who vn11. f *For in an age of so 
much enterprise, where there are such eager buyers as the Chinese, 
there will always be those who are just as willing to sell. But yet I 
think 4t is equally true, that if the patronage of the Indhni govern¬ 
ment and the support of British merchants, were suddenly drawn from 
this trade, it would be long before it could regain its present prosper^* 
ty, so that< 4 tfJlittle space would he allowed this besotted people to re¬ 
pent, if such'a thing he not wholly impossible. But be this as it 
may, let os, that are the professed followers of him who ‘did no evil/ 
give up a course wherein we cannot chose but Jo do evil ; and whoever 
may take it up, let us have no fellowship m the unfruitful works of 
darkness., but keep ourselves pure. God can so embalm our bodies 
with health; our minds with the heavenly graces of his spirit, he can 
so adorn our dearest friends and relatives with Christian meekness 
aud Virtue,.that dor little stores, nayour penury itself may yield us 
more joy than me should find iu the largest revenues of many wicked.

And 
then we shall find that a resting from care and .a little soaring to 
heaven in contemplation is, one of the very best refreshments for the 
body as well as the mind ; and then in the sanctuary -we should not 
any longer put off the Daily with the slender pittance of an boor’s

3. Cultivating an aequaintante with the language, the arte and 
usages of this people. Tlpe experience of all who can converse with 
tfee natives by their own symbols of thought will beat me witnesa in 
•fiyifigi Jh^t-S knowledge of the .Chinese language is a key that will 
unlock the heart of every native. Every walk among the leas ftp. 
quented parts of these suburbs furnishes examples of this sort; and we 
an* that a few syllables, with a native accent, work like a spell upon a 
mdeaud boisterous crowd, eo that all the noise at hushed and the 
levelled insults are exchanged for honor and applause. All the learn* 
ing of a Chinese consists ui his own language; about the. study nf.this 
the gay hour* of boyhood and the maturer seasons of advanced years 
are spent; upon this he values himself above all other nations; and by 
» golden line is drawn, that parts ignorance and barbarity from 
everything that can afford exercise to the rated, or embellish the.com 
duct of life. It , is reckoned by him Sain fallible standard, conse¬ 

crated by hoary headed custom and the judgment of tbe wisest men, 
to be applied on every occasion whenever- he would determine whether 
a man be good and.-knowing, or immoral and untaught, and what 
progress he has metis upward in the former or downward in the,latter. 
They cannot think meanly of our arts, whatever hereditary, fondues* 
they so*} base for the garish splendor of their own performance*, for 
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we find mauy large-shops that are wholly furnished with foreign mt* 
nil factor 60 for sale among Chinese, as the shopmen cannot speak 
English. Birt of our superiority iti experiments and the subjecting of 
them to mathematical laws and calculation, in general literature, and 
in acquaint4hce with the history, developements and rules of civil con¬ 
stitutions, he can know nothing, rror form the most distant conjecture. 
Those only can't^luo a proficiency in the sciences, who hare traveled 
some distance in the same road themselvfes. But though the mind of 
k Chinese in reference to these things be as dark as Erebus, it is 
awake to the charms of their own literature, which may always be used 
as the vehicle of foreign ideas, and the means of drawing him from 
th<V narrow pinfold; where all his thoughts centre, to the contempla¬

In the Straits and among the islands of the Indian Archipelago 
t lie re is a vulgar language which is called the market Malay, because 
lliat language forma the basis. The diction is limited, many words 
are sadly metamorphosed, and there is an infusion of terms from dif¬ 
ferent dialects, varying according to the place; but it answers the pur¬ 
pose of the stranger who visits the bazar, and he may make his wants 
and wishes known without incurring contempt by the use of it But 
not so in. China, the lowest of the people who come to ns as servants 
are able to master our language, as they deem it; whereas we, what¬ 
ever may be our wealth, fiw we are all supposed 1o be T»ch, have not 
wjt,qor tpste enough fe clothe our thoughts in a style that Bowed from 
4^;)ips qf the sages, add qne that is the chief ornament and excel¬

Let os wipe OUt these impressions so disreputable to Ourselves, so 
prejudicial tb apy schemes we may.frame for impartingtoahem a little 
of that : gatural knowledge, wherein we are immeasurably their supe¬ 
riors, and that religion, which alone can sweeten the bitter draughts 
of. sorrow we ,are ail/destined to drink •ooner or later and render 


the refreshments.of life as the prelusive drops of that copious shower 
of beatitudes 'which shall descend upon all them that love God. 
Let us embrace this unexceptionable method of lowering the pride 
qf,this people, that we may take advantage of their humility, and 
4gU them *. few things* simple and easy indeed, but such as would 
.not have entered their hearts had they not foetid us willing to be¬ 
come their ittatnjotors. When the language shall be cultivated by 
many persons, methods of abbreviating the study will be discovered, 
many stumbling blocks aud ambiguities removed, and many general

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to which they did attain is clear and undisputed, the upper rounds of 
their 'ambitions’ ladder ’are easily traceable, but where rests its foot, 
and whence came the strength and skill to climb so high, th£ biogra¬ 
pher cannot answer. The same may be said, and with even greater 
correctness, of many important institutions, and of almost till that 
mterests us most in early history and the delineation of national 
character. The sources of these things lie far up in the past, more 
inaccessible now than the fountains of the Nile, and the utmost the 
historian or the' philosopher can .do, is to trace them, as geographers 
tie wont to mark thd upper courses of never explored rivers, by dot¬ 
ted lines and probable conjectures. >it .. 

If there be any case, in which this error may be supposed avoida¬ 
ble and to be avoided, it is in the conduct of a new people, coming 
into existence, on a fair, fresh field, and inheriting the experienoe of 
all who have gone before them. This is in fact the position and the 
advantage ofthe United' States of America. Yet even in their case, 
we may trace the working Af this same error,—tlie neglect of timely 
attention to matters, small in their beginnings, but destined to derive 
importance hereafter, from the greatness of the American people. 
It is at this moment, no infrequent thing to hear lamentations over 
the lest opportunities of illustrating our aboriginal and colonial histo¬ 
ry. r. Some of the whitest heads and ablest hands among us, have 
been and now are employed in tracing and gathering up the unwrit¬ 
ten records and still lingering traditions of the coast and the interior. 

Now it seems to us that what is thus attempted in reference to 
domestic, questions, should be imitated without delay as respects the 
foreign ^ relations; and intercourse of the country. It is true that the 
American annals mark the leading events in the national intercom¬ 
munications, and the American Diplomatic Code records all the co¬ 
venants actually entered into by the nation with foreign governments. 
But it yet remains for the distinguished men, in whose memories 
only the details of those events and negotiations live, to take them 
out of the chronological table and make them worthy of the name of 
history.j It, is nlao true that the gowemment of the United States 
requires from Mi consuls abroad and its custom-houses at home, full 
returns of the commercial exolunges of the country. 1 ‘But the Ame¬ 
rican consular system has never been efficient enough to do this or 
any other service, and custom house returns being unchecked, are 
necessarily more or lean erroneous. 4 - ^

Such 1 is the' description wliich the Chinese give of the ht/ur, and if 
this was'ill, the whtdo blig h t he justly-regarded-as a figment; but 
the attention which has been excited at one time and another, by 
iotimataone of ai\ animal, withpne born having beep seen, renders,the, 
account most interesting and worthy of regard. The notices of the 
il'nicoro .wliiON^iffisefve'mdsi attention have been collected by Mr. Ro¬ 
binson, in his edition of Calhiei, frt>m whom wp those btyuiyig. 
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most directly iipOn the' Chinos* account. Plinj/ in tpetkiog ol 
the wild beasts of India, says, with regard totheauimil ingocatioii:

Oaelorned animals 
are also delineated within *be pyramids, which; as well sstbose at 
Persepolis, have been explained as being profile views ofeemebovuve 
or cervine animal; and in cdifobetatlon of this, it fts said the Egyp¬ 
tian figures have only two legs. These, besides ihe Chiness, appear 
to be the most ancient notices of the tuvicorh; for'the word in the 
English Bible is not found in tbe Hebrewf butin the Septtugiat, and 
is by many scholars supposed to havd originslly meant the wild M 
ftb. After Plfoy, 'the unicorn was lost sight of fer nfafcycenturies; 
when in 1530, lmdovicd de Bartema,' traveling in' dfageise so Mecca, 
says he. saw there two unicorns.

A Portuguese traveler in Abyminia, don Joan Gabriel, assures us 
that in that country he had seen m animal of the form and siy&jsf a 
common horse, .with a whitish horn about five spins lopg upon tbe 
forehead And Father Lobo, who lived there**a missionary many 
yeprs towards4he close of the 17th century; corroborates this ttafe- 
ment, adding thatthe unicorn is extremely shy, and escapes from 
observation by a speedy flight kilo the deserts, f&r which reason there 
is no exact description of him: However, Mr. Bruce, who did not 
fed very scrupulous about publishing the stories the natives told him, 
makes no mention of any amend ofthis kiiH^ bui obly of tfe rht- 
noceros. In more recent times, we find, further traces of the animat

In 1811, a British armament from Bengal ^took^ possession of the 
Javan islands, and in 1^13, two ships were dispatched by the lieut.- 
governor, sir Stamford ‘Raffles, to renew the communication with 


Japan. The cargoes of these ships consisted of sugar, tin, spices, 
woollens, chintzes, &c., amounting to 95298,000. The returns, in¬ 
cluding debts paid in Japan and goods left unsold there, amounted to 
9342,000; balance in favor of the voyage, 944,000. It is remarked, 
that the result would have been better;taftfor the highAost knd poo* 
assortment of the cargo, and the extravagant rate of freight. Dr. Ains- 
lie, who accompanied this expedition, returned with the impression 
that the Japanese were entirely free from ♦prejudices that would stand 
in the way of an unrestrained intercourse with Eurppeans. Even 
their religious prejudices appeared to him moderate and inoffensive. 
Commerce with Japan, both ia expprts. gqd imports was in his opi¬ 
nion, extensible to a long list of articles,pot yet exchanged, and ca¬ 
pable of great increase. We will not attgnn^jfp^ecide how far bis 
opinion on the accessibility of this empire may have beep modified, 
by the views and wishes of his patron. an^fijend. A second effort was 
made by gov , Raffles the following )ear, with a single Vessel, to place 
British representatives at Nagasaki, ^it the pertinacity of the Dutch 
president, Doeff, triumphed in both instances, and he kept his footing 
as the impersonation of the old regime* until Jpsrft and its dependen¬ 
cies fell again into Dutch hands after the peace of 18^ . 5 

In June, 1819, captain Gordon from Bengal touched at the bay of 
Yedo in his way to Okot«k, in a small bfjg of 56 tonp^ He remained 
eight days at the entrance of the bay*apd. forwarded to Y6do, through 
some officers of government who visited, him, his request to be allow¬ 
ed to come the next year, and rem$v a trade.

1. The minisOy and magistracy. 1. Ministers at Peking.— An officer is 
appointed to pour out a libation at the funeral of the deceased premier Chang- 
ling. Keshen is to fill up the vacant place, in the cabinet of four, occasioned 
by Ohaugling’s death, and at the same time to remain in acting charge of the 
government of Cheible. Elepoo, the governor of Vunnan and Kweicboty, 
is to supply Keshcn'B place, as secondary minister, and to remain at tjie same 
time at nis present post u (Elepoo being a junior governor, may not this appoint¬ 
ment be owing to the present condition of affairs in Burman ?) The order of 
precedence in the ‘cabinet of four* is given as follows : Muchangah, Pwau 
Shengfcn, Keshen, Yuen Yuen.— Huigfcn. brother-in-law of the emperor, is 
appointed to the superiptondeniiaoFcolqrtial affairs. This post was held for 
several yeare by Cliangling —The retirement, owing to ill health., of She Che- 
yen, Chinese president of the Board of Punishments, was followed by the eleva¬ 
tion of Ke Kung, the lieut.-governor of Kwangtung, to the vacant post, to fill 
which, hs was required to proceed immediately to Peking.— A commissioner 
has been sent to Shanse to investigate some affair. The cause is not stated, 
but the commission* r being at the head of the Board of Civil Office, it is pro-, 
bably an affair affecting merely the conduct of some officer, and not of any 
general importance. A separate order for a witness to be sent by the Board 
of War to Shanse seems to confirm this view of it. 

2. Chief provincial authorities. The lieut -governorship of Kwangtung, 
vacatedby Ke Kung, is to be filled by Eleaug, financial commissioner in, 
Ke&ngsoo (he arrived in Canton on the 2d instant}. Two translations (if we 
may bo allowed the term), and two promotions, of financial and judicial com¬ 
missioners, enBue upon this appointment. The two transferred officers arc 
required to proceed immediately to their new stations, without visiting Pe¬ 
king, »to receive the imperial instructions.*—A commissioner of the salt 
trade received an appointment to a station, which happened to be in the im¬ 
mediate neighborhood of his native place. He therefore changes place with 
another officer whose rank and duties are the same as his own. 

3. Subordinate officers, \n the province. From the magistrates of districts 
upwards, ev^ry civil appointment has to be confirmed by the sovereign. 
There are seventy two magistrates of districts in the province of Kwangtung, 
and a proportionate number in all the other provinces; and oyer these, are 
placed prefects, with their assistants,— and circuit commissioners, having 
each two or three prefects under their surveillance. With 60 large a num¬ 
ber of officers, it is not surprising, that a very considerable portion of the 
Gazettes is occupied with dispatches to court, and orders from court, in re¬ 
ference to their appointments, changes, degradations; and dismissals. There 
is great disproportion |n the extent of different departments and districts, as 
well as in the amount apd nature of administrative and collectdral duties (for 
throughout China the dcities of magistrate and collector are always conjoined) 
m each. In consequence, exchanges are frequent, resulting from the supe¬ 
rior or deficient qualifications of the several officers. From the unimportance 
of the papers relating to these changes and appointments, separately con¬ 
sidered, they are calculated to weary the reader. But if considered in the 
mass, they will probably be found one of the most valuable portions of the 
Gazettes. Such as they are, we will briefly state the contents of each. 

One magistrate is required to vacate office, that he may be subjected ter 
inquiry for having presented an incorrect statement. Another, in- a district 
where.affairs.are troublesome and complicated, is transferred to a more easy 
post; while A more able man is appointed to fill his place. The same occurs 
In' five other instances, in each of which want of talent or want of energy is 
urged against the parties removed. One magistrate is recalled to Peking^ 
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being unfitted for his duties by disease ; other three, on account of old age, 
are required to retire from public, business; one, though unab^ to rgle. pos¬ 
sesses a good literary reputation, and i8 therefore required to resign the duties 
of administration for those of tuition ; another is required to resign office 
altogether, being found too careless and neglectful of his duty. Two prefect;, 
in like manner, are reduced in rank, on the score of carelessness or incompe¬ 
tence. A third, who had previously been removed fromji chore difficult poet, 
proves himself so indolent, that he is recalled to Peking. In one instance, 
m consequence of a very needless delay in delivering over Ae setals of office, 
both the retiring magistrate, and the one entering on his duties, are subjected 
to a court of inquiry. One officer, who hod been degraded for pot having 
recovered property that had been plundered, is, on the ultimate recovery of I he 
property, restored to his rank. Another, disgraced for his son’s misconduct, 
having brought his son to justice, is in like manner restored to rank. 

From among successful literary candidates at Peking, monthly selections are 
made, by the Board of Civil Office, of such as are entitled to become assistant 
prefects, magistrates, sub-magistrates, clerks to the magistrates, &c., and these 
are drafted into different provinces, tb receive their appointments, or nomina¬ 
tions to appointments, as fitting vacancies occur. Of these officers, there 
are always a considerable number at the capital of each province, who, .while 
awaiting Vacancies, are employed in various ways, often as commissioners to 
transact attain* for their superiors, at some place too distant for the superiors 
to repair thither in person. Occasionally it happens that there are not 
enough of such officers, and applications are to* be fou;id in the Gazettes, 
in the form of indents, for district magistrates, for assistant magistrate* 
and so forth; but more frequently applications are sent to stop, for a time, 
any fresh drafts, on the ground of more being already in the prov ince than 
can be efficiently employed. 

4. C\vil appointments. In the ministry, 81 x 4 acting, two; to mi not offices 
at Peking, forty-two; at KOrun in Mongolia, assistant to the j>olitical resident, 
or amban, one :— in the provinces, commissioner of circuits, one ; prefects 
and their assistants/eleven ; magistrates and ioint-magistrates, eight : number 
of provincial dispatches recommending individuals for appointment as prefects 
and magistrates, seven. Furloughs, on account of sickness, one for two 
montlis, another for one month.; to visit the tombs of his ancestors, one. . ‘ 

II. The military and police. 1. Military officers.. The general pfone of 
the twenty-four banners, into which the Mantchou and Mongol Tartars and the 
Tartarized Chinese are divided, having died, liis son is presented with 200 
taels out of tlb imperial purse to aid in defraying the expends of the funcre*. 
His name has not of late figured in A* public document.-, and nothing is said 
of him.—The commander-in-chief of the forces in Keangnan having jetired, 
on the score of ill health, the comruaqder-in-cliief ju Kwangse^ was sent to 
fill up his place; in the meantime he also had sought. permission to retire. 
His request is not granted; but he is allowed sick leave for a month. A 
few days after these orders were issued, the emperor was called on to pub¬ 
lish his regret for the death of the commander-in-chief in Chfckeang. The 
commanders-in-chief in Kweichow, Yunnan, and Szecliuen are all moved in 
consequence of this officer’s death, and a general of division has been ap¬ 
pointed to the command in Szechuen,— According to the rules of rotation, 
the troops of five provinces, Shantung, Honan, Keangsoo, Ngauhvyuy.^aiid 
Keiingse, have this year to be ^viewed by tlje emperor, eitljpr.in. person or 
by commission. His majesty has commissioned the respective governors to 
perform the duty. A general of division stationed on tUp frontier of Jpuruiah 
and Laris, represents the official duties of his post to be arduous, ^lip requests 
that his son may be allowed to resign office and accompany him,,in order that 
he may himself be free from family cares . his request is granted Many of 
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the Mantchou anil .Mongol officers have administrative as well as military du- 
tifch tiiffcfrform. W intseatig, fojr diligence'in the administrative duties allotted 
to him, is promise^ an early appointment to the rank of lieut.-general. 

2. Dements and 1 mterits 6r officers. A general of division is required to 
retire on acconnt of inactivity and ad/aKced age. For negligence in tl>e 
preparation of a report, one bjilltary office^ is degraded four etej*, and ano. 
ther fined one year's salary ^For. inattSntfon tq the condition, of vessels 
under ins command, a naval officer is desired to vacate office, and is subjected 
to a court of inquiry Anotlier is dismissed for extortion. Three others are 
degraded, on account of mcompetency ; a fourth, on the score of old age, is 
required to retire; and a fifth is called to Peking. On the other hapd several 
are rewarded for activity in the apprehension or offenders, particularly mem, 
bera of secret associations. Another receives posthumous honors, having been 
killed in the performance of his daty. 

‘Military affkire. From Shantung an application is made for several 
additional military officers. From the Mohammedan territories of east Ttirkes- 
tan, a number of troops is withdrawn, as being no longer needed, nam. ly 
from Ykrkand, 200 ; from Oushi, 140; from K haten, 200; from Bartshk, 
250; from Aksou, 200; and of troops of China proper, from Yarkand, Kash¬ 
gar, and Yengi Hissar, 1300 The commander-in-cbief in Kwaqgse has 
neen introducing some ndw Weapons, and exercising hja troops with them/as 
precaution against the mountaineers. Some of the Tartar troops at Peking 
having refused their rations on acccount of badness of quality, two officers of 
rank wete : appointed to examine into the matter. 

4. Military appointments. Generals at Peking, four; commandere-in- 
chief, eight; colonels, and subordinate officers, forty-six ; of these a few are 
titular officers without duties to perfbrm. At Peking, in the guards, seven. 

III. Judicial affairt. 1 Metropolitan courts. A censor has laid before 
the emperor a repfese’ntatioVi regarding thfc administration of justice in Pe¬ 
king. fn remark ingtippn it, his majesty expresses strongly his detestation of 
the pettifogging lawyers, who abound there. Some suggestions, in regard to 
disputes arising out of marriages, and inheritance of lane, are re&r^ad to the 
Board of Civil Office and the Oensorate; and some remark? regarding pro¬ 
vision for the destitute are referred to the consideration of the Censorate 
Board. Many police cases of small importance, when happening at Peking, 
are brought before the emperor, he being, according'to tne ancient feudal 
feyBtem of the country* tfie judge in whhtii regarded as his own personal 
territory. Th£ number df petty cases tjius brought before his majesty, and 
referred by him to the Board of Punishments, in less than a month, are 
twrlvC. And no doubt there- are* many other cases that do n 6 t appear in 
the Gazettes. Soirfe cased* krWgtbtod With a little of detail. Thus,.a 'soldier is 
committed for sikge-a^tihg, artfl'Afc several officers censure is passed for not

2. Debts and defalcations are numerous. In Keangse, seven 
of taels are owing from three or four districts. In Cheinle, a magistrate ia a 
defaulter to the extent of more than 10,000 taels. In Cfchkeang the taxes 
are considerably in arrear, in some districts. A defaulter in Hoonaq died 
while being conveyed to the capital for trial. His property was at once to bq 
placed under seal. From Moukden also complaints of defalcation are made, 
as Wet as from Honan, in Keiingnan, the taxes are m arrear. ’ 

3. Taxes and smuggling. While some are punished for letting the taxes 
fall in arrear, olhers are rewarded for bringing up the arrears, and rendering 
the payment regular. Some again are punished, for the non-prevention of 
smuggling. Opium, salt, and ginseng, are all mentioned as articles of illicit 
traffic; and the grain-transports are found sometimes to afford facilities for 
carrying on such traffic. Such smuggling is in one instance connected with 
murder of an excise officer. 

4. Granaries and stores. The care of the extensive stores of grain, and of 

various materials for public works, at Peking and in its neighborhood, would 
seem to be onerous. The transport from the various provinces to Peking is 
attended with great difficulties ; but it appears nearly as difficult to prevent 
theft and injury within, strong walls and closed gates, as it is in boats during 
a journey of several months. Recommendations regarding the mode of deli¬ 
vering grain, the means of protecting the granaries,— complaints of thefia of 
grain, copper, &c., reports of decayed timber and of damaged ride,*-occupy 
several papers.— Again, the providing charitable relief for the poor, distribu*, 
ting food to the destitute, giving seed to the distressed labbiqrs,— as also the 
furnishing food to the men employed in the transport service! whenever 
drought or frost arrest their passage, and cause protracted delay, furnish 
rortter for •• nrnny more papers. _ _ _ ,

blesome neighbor to China, and haa never been wholly conquered, although, 
* by being broken up into many tribes, it has lost its power to oUer serious 
annoyance. The Gazettes sp^ak highly of the officers, confer promotion and 
honorary distinction on many, and especially decree posthumous honors to one 
unfortunate officer, who, while leading his victorious troops homeward, fell in 
an untoward affiray wah a friendly tribe. 

2. Corea. Several papers appear hi reference to the envoys lately sent there 
to give in vest it* ire* the envoys having been charged with needless extrava¬ 
gance in their cortege. The charge is, after much investigation, disproved. 

3. Gorklia. Some investigations have also arisen out of the negligence 
and want of cooperation of the civil and military functionaries appointed to 
escort a Gurkha mission back to the Tibetan frontier. The deputy envoy, 
having dismounted soon alter leaving Peking, and proper attention not having 
been paid to him, was left behind, and consequently returned to the metrojiolis. 

3. Siam has also had its envoy at the imperial court this year. It lias 
made its way back to Canton, however, without trouble. 

5. A Mongolian noble is charged with having incurred debts which he will 
not repay. A commissioner is to inquire as to the truth of the charge. 

VI. Subsidiary and miscellaneous matter. 1. Many things which we 
migiit arrange under this head, as they concern merely etiquette and unim¬ 
portant trifles, we will omit noticing; and will merely glance hastily at the 
titles of the several documents that deserve attention :—an anonymous pla¬ 
card, referring to secret associations, intended by its author to involve an 
officer ugainst whom he had a grudge; and documents presented by a mem¬ 
ber of the imperial clan (who was apparently insane), purporting to contain 
important information affectiug the state, but found to be of no importance; 
an order for the strangulation of an opium smuggler; application of an officer 
for permission to resign office, in order to pass examination for a higher 
literary degree; a document censuring the practice of commending men 
for judicial diligence, when such diligence is but a part of their duty; the 
care of the imperial mausolea; the receipt, by a keeper of one of the imperial 
parks, of some deer that had been presented to his majesty ; the appointment 
of a residence for an aged prince of the imperial blood ; the superintendence 
of certain herdsmen having charge of the imperial cattle ; the conferment of 
honorary distinctions:—such are the principle subjects embraced under 
tliis head. 


Movements of the chief super¬ 
intendent of British trade } and of admiral Maitland; stoppage 
of the European boats. 

Tat otrfeet of captain Elliot's late visit to Canton still remains "tri (he Attic:* ffe 
arrived m Canton and hoisted the flag on Thursday the 95th oft. On ftanday, ttye 
ifl*h,‘lt6 , sent twoofficers of the commission to the city gates with a letttef fori bet 
nut addr e s sed to; the coventor. After tome delay ana alternation they returned 
with the letter. 1 Otr the fbffowtng Tuesday the chief superintendent left Canton, 
afaMbb'lIrltltii Hug Was again hauled down. 

On Saturday the SWtlr uft., one of" the European schooners, the ** Bombay," 
wHHe i§i»i§£ the forts at the Bogtte. was hailed to «top; and raffing lo ’db so 
immdufcfety. was died on forth one of the lowerTints. Iwwbronght her to, when 
she was boarded, and the inquiry made, if admiral Maitland or any of his people 
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were, on board; for if so she must return, otherwise she might go on. A simitar 
examination was made at the fort on Tiger island; and the boat then passed on 10 
Canton. Here the case was brought to the notice of captain Elliot, who on 
reaching Tungkoo, made known the circumstances to the admiral,—by whom. ’ 
as wu hear, it was deemed necessary to demand an apology for the treatment of 
the “Bombay.”' Accordingly, on Thursday the 2d instant, her Brittanic ma¬ 
jesty’s vessels, the Wellesley, the Lame, and the Algerine, left Tungkoo and 
proceeded up the river. This produced great excitement among the Chinese, 
wuoreever the re|iiJjrt of it came. When it reached Canton, the governor’s col¬ 
leagues were immediately assembled; iunks and fire-ships were sent down the 
river to block up and defend the channel; large bodies of troops were ordered to 
inarch; and the seuior hong merchants aud linguists were dis|>atched to Macao, 
to see captain Elliott On Saturday morning! the 4th instant, while all this agita¬ 
tion was experienced by the officials in Canton ,her majesty’s ships came to an- 
cbbr o,f the fort at Cliucnpe, under the guns of which were anchored three vessels 
of the Chinese navy — those of the tetyh or admiral, and of two of his qnblaterns 

Soon after the British ships came to anchor, captain Maitland of the Wellesley 
was seen proceeding towards the junks, to seek an interview with the teiub. Two 
conferences with him, Were succeeded by a deputation of two officers — one we 
believe a footsedng and the other a showpei, of the rank of post-captain and lieute¬ 
nant, who waited upon the British admiral on board the Wellesley. This was oa 
the afternoon of Sunday the 5th. Of all that occurred at those interviews we have 
learned only the single fact that ih$ Chinese officers, when on board the Welles¬ 
ley, wrote a disavowal, in terms that had been previously used by the teiuh him¬ 
self, of having sanctioned the inquiries for admiral Maitland made on board ibe 
" Bombay,” with promises to punish those who made the inquiries, and to prevent 
(heir recurrence in future. 

We have further learned that the two admirals exchanged cards—which we 
fcfelieve is never done by the Chinese except between good friends,— and that 
the two officers, before leaving the WeHesley, were shown round the Vessel'and 
seemed to view her with astonishment. On the morning of Monday, the 6th 
instant, when the British ships werp leaving their anchorage to return to Tung¬ 
koo, a salute of three guns, previously agreed on, Was fired from the foh at Cliuen- 
pe and returned by the Wellesley. From first to last, and on both sides, we bear 
that the intercourse was conducted with great urbanity and every appearance 
•of friendship. ,. . . . 

While the last pages of our present number are going to press on the 17th, re¬ 
ports come from Macao that, “ all is welladmiral Maitland being on sbofe with 
nis family, the Algerine in the roads about to sail in search of the Antonio Pereira, 
and the Lame expected very soon ttf safl for New South Wales. It may perhaps 
be doubted whether the treatment of the Bombay—running in direct oppo¬ 
sition to the fixed laws of the port,— was worthy of all the notice it received; but 
we are glad sir Frederick Maitland found himself.in direct intercourse with Chi¬ 
nese officers; and we hope the opportunity was improved for conveying some 
expression of the feelings of the British government towards the Chinese. 

The stoppage of the boats running between Canton and Macao is being strongly 
insisted on ; and none, for the time being, are allowed to proceed .up the river 
without passports, which must be countersigned at the Bogue. A communica¬ 
tion. signed by the whole body of the hong merchants, will be found In the Can¬ 
ton Register of the 14th instant “ We beg to state respectfully,” they say, “that 
the number of the large boats, belonging to the foreigners of each nation, which 
anil between Canton, Lintin, and Macao, is gfeal; it is long since.the larger boats 
have been forbidden to enter the port; and as to the small boats, whether they come 
from Macao or Whampoa to Cantoo, or go fix>m Contoo to Whampoa or Macao, 
a pass must always be applied for according to law, and they must be searched, 
and then they will,be permitted to proceed: these have been hitherto the fixed 
laws. Lately we have repeatedly received edicts from the governor and hoppo, 
severely reprimanding us ; and we have also written to you, gentlemen of the dif¬ 
ferent nations, several times, giving you full informotion of the orders and regula¬ 
tions, that you (night perfectly obey them, and manage accordingly; but you, 
gentlemen, continue wholly regardless.”

Amono«t i 11 tie wortfl of Chinese literature none is so popular as 
the'San Kw6. n ,\t is reatjby old and young, admired by the learned, 
and praifced by the ignorant. , All classes agree that it is the moot in¬ 
teresting book ever written; that its style, language, and the manner 
in which the events are recorded, can never enough be lauded; and 
that it is a masterpiece, peerless m the annals of literature. It was 
therefore placed at the head of a aeries of works, called the Sheik Tom 
Tone, the Ten Sons of Genius: these are standard literary produc¬ 
tions, which fo m a library of amusing reading. We might as easily 
assert that Homer was no poet, and Tacitus no historian, as disprove 
the excellency of this production; yet though considerably uniM 
the transforming influence of the celestial* empire, ye discover some 
blemishes in this most perfect olf books. 1 The reader will forgive us, 
that our barbarian ideas often differ from those at the sons of Han, 
' but lit the .same time he may take our word, that we are not indifferent 
or blind iii regard to a literature which has been the work of so many 
ages, apd whicfi has surely grea£ excellencies. 

When we consider that this composition was published nearly 
fourteen centuries ago, we shall by do means hesitate to admit, that 
thp litera^y genius of the Chinese was developed at a very early period, 
teut it is a melancholy fact, that subsequently, during the lapse of so 
^mao^r ^ges, nothing similar has been produced. The histories written 
vol. vit, no', v. 30 
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by the most learned scholar* of ffee'Umpire, are generally dry and often 
uninteresting, so that they* moulder on the shelves, whilst the San 
Kwo is perused by every one who knows just a sufficient number of 
characters to read a common book. Though the work consists of no 
Icss-tharjH^^ohpieis, there 4m fijw, people u^io4o^ot more 
than once. It is a disgrace, even atnongsTlne mnerate'ctaftsefc^ not 
to be conversant with the facte related iu it. We have often been in 
company with Chinese who dwelt with delight, perhaps for the tenth 
time, upon the exploits of the herpes h) times of yore. Their poetry, 
and even their serious writings, are enlivened bjr allusions, to the San 
Kwo, ami both temples as weft as private houses are adorned with 
pictures which represent the famous Actions jo£ the principal generals, 
or the battles whereby the fate of empires was decided. Some of the 
worthies of those times have been deified, and constitute objects of 
adoration to this very day. 

The editor in his introduction endeavors to give a just idea of the 
Work, by praising its excellencies, and dweiring iipon the extr^^firia- 
* ry personage^ whose history fills the pages ^f ^hia book. Chiba paving 
enjoyed the advantages of a fixed system of government siuce Con¬ 
fucius,, was just emerging from barbarism] when Chd livvangte 
made au end of the feudal system, by uniting in the t^ird 1 century 
before Christ, all the states under his sceptre. At once a war- 
rior and legislatpr, he wished to cjxcel his predecessors^ and being 
aware that the Confucian system would deaden the naturally free 
spirit of the people, he annihilated with ah unsparing hand tlie litera¬ 
ture of liis country. It may however be supposed, that his roost 
strenuous endeavors could only partially succeed in such an extensive 
empire, where so many thousands of copies were dispersed * t>ut lie 
gy pears to have for a time directed the attention of the nation to niore 
important pursuits than the mere perusal of ancient books. Scarce* 
ly, however, had the Han princes ,(p. c. 209) taken possessing of the 
throue, when they became the most munificent patrons of classical 
, lore. Literature soon revived, and scholars were never more highly 
esteemed than during their rejgn. It was then that the firs^ national 
historians flourished, and ihe mania for writing became as^eneral as 
it is in our times in the west. To this Augustan epoch, the dairKwd 
forms the episode: genius had tlienobtained its greatest strength and 
seemed to exhaust itself in this one effort of blending fiction and 
historical truth so artfully as to take eii(ire.possessiou of the reader’s 
mind. The San Kwo gives a most faithful picture of the'period a. n. 
170-317 during which time three kingdoms (San Kw8) flourished, 
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•ltd for the sake of arousing the readeflntersperses sundry anecdote^ 
and exaggerates or mystifies the incident. It recounts, how the two 
last reigning Han princes, Ling te and Heen te, threw the empire into 
anarchy by* their weakness and dissolute habits ; how subsequently 
one of the generals, Tsaou Tsao'u, whilst nominally fighting for the 
6mpfcror, laid the foundation of the Wei State, whilst Sun Keuen gave 
rise to the kingdom of Woo, and fifiaifly teW'Pei, v a scion of the Han 
dynasty, obtained the sway of Sloth, sometimes called the How Han 
empire, until a new enterprising chief United all three (a. d. 5279,) 
under the name of the Tsin dynasty. Such are in short the contents 
of the wonderful book. We now enter itftb details. 

When Ling te ascended the throne (a. 4). 1, ISS)', he thought it far 
more easy to spend the greater part of his days amongst the eunuchs 
and women of his harem than to take the reins of government iu his 
own hands. His confidants were the most degraded of the country, and 
amongst theta the eunuchs held all the lucrative offices of govern¬ 
ment. From this voluptuous stupor, the monarch wais roused by the 
appearance Of a green serpent, which was gliding down the rafters, 
just when he was in the act of giving audience. The monster dis¬ 
appeared, but immediately afterwards the capital suffered by an earth 
quake, and the sea made large inroads into the maritime provinces. 
These and many* other portentous signs struck the weak prince with 
terror; he inquired about the causes, but received from his ministers 
evasive answers. 1 Misrule brought the people to despair, a leader 
ouly was wanting to head the revolt, and he was soon found. 

There lived at that time three brothers who possessed considerable 
pterary Tdldiits. ' Infectious diseases had just spread amongst the 
people, and they Went out to gather herbs in order to render medical 
assistttiide. Whilst thus engaged, they met a genius, who holding to 
the eldest three books, said, ‘Great is the science these volumes con¬ 
tain, renovate the empire and extensively administer relief to llm 
people: Yet if you harbor a wayward heart, your reward Witt be 
evil/ - Satisfied with these enigmatical words, Chang Ke6 the elder 
brother busily studied the scrolls, and from/ hence learned to raise 
the'wind and call forth rain. During the prevalence of the plague he 
restored the sufferers by administering some water over which he pro- 
oouuced a spell. Being very successful in his practice, his followers 
grew rapidly in rtiimbers, and conceived the idea of gaining possession 
of the empire by erecting a yellow tftand&rd. The emperor having 
received timely notice of their' treasonable purpose seized some Of 
their adherents, and either decapitated them or put them into prison

A council of btate was ifli* 
mediately summoned, and the ennthifitkm of the new Hin dyriaaty, 
which in history bears Vfte ftartie ofthe Jiow Hair (After Hin) —re- 
sotted upon. A most comprehensive pfah to thih end was immediatefy 
arranged.

, 1. It will not be necetokry to spend vndch bfour time in describing 
the three remaining animals wftfbh the Chinese place at the head of 
the other division* of animated naturb; nimety, the pttitiix' the dra- 
goo, and the tortoise, inasmuch a* theybavenof, excepting th£ latter, 
that claim of probability and interest Whicll‘the unicOVb pos&etos. 
A few notices of them will not, however, be imiih; for ware the 
eouree of s6 taany afiftp&tfsonrf 1 arid alluslbnti m' Chinese writings, 
that some knowledge^!* then! is usefal to a foreign reader in under, 
standing the metaphors derived therefrom. The/im^Aatwm^ is the ph®- 
nix of Chinese writers/-and, like its counterpart in Arabiah story, is 
adorned With everything that is beautiful among bird*: Th* etymo¬ 
logy of the n*HMMmp!ies that it is the kmp&or ot aU birite ; and as is 
' the Wnieorn among quadrupeds, so is (he phcenixthemost honorable 
among the feathered tribes. It is described' by one authori ‘ as re¬ 
sembling a wild swan before, and a udicord "behind; it Hi* the threat 
of a swallow, the bill of a fowl, the neck of a shake, the tall of ^fish, 
the forehead of a crane/the crown bf a mandarin dVake/ihd stripes 
ofn dragon, and the Vaulted back oPY tortoise. "THfc feathers Have 
five colors, which are named after the fivn 'Cardihaf ViVtubs, knd it is 
five cubits in height; the tail Is gradated tikePandean‘pipes, and. its 
song resembles the music 6f that instrument, having five tbo&tiT&tl&Hs. 
ft appears’only when reason prevails rfiHtfe Empire, hiding itself at 
other tidies; and two aVe deter seen at onCe/^vWen It flies, atriin of 
small birds always attends it. Like the fe/xd iH& so'benevolent, that 
H will not peck oV injare Kving insects; v nor trea(l upon living herbs; 
it alights only upon the woo-tung tree (the Dti)nndra lSrdifoUa\ a 
fkvorHe tree among the Chinese), feeds only j Hri l Vhe seeds of the bam- 
t boo, and quenches its thirst only at the‘sweet fountains/' To this 
account, another Writer adds, ‘thatthis bird resides in thd Vermilion 
hHls; where *tt eats and drinks at itk pleasure, waiiing &r the time 
when'peace shall pervade the empire! There are fottr sorts which 
dfiflfor only in the color of their plumage/ '* 1 ' ’ 

The Arabian phmnit Was described as a kind of eagle/but the 
Chinese represent their Wrdkrbelonging to the galtina^eoua family;

,beeq entirely an inaagin^jr. :©re»tuie ofChineee writers; as it were a 
.kind of ipas|iniate :fet anpesbl|r elegant statue, which they had .full 
liberty jto »i»ify and embellish with every ^benevolent quality, and 
^nahn, it. throughout pnrfeotly beautiful and.gowL. It iqnaid to have 
appeared about the time that Confucius was born, and i^sjually re- 
.presenfisdiOS flying in^lhe air, wbiis the -unicorn ranges over the hills 
Wbere<> l he motb«r > of i Ck)Rfuciua stands in the foreground. The phoenix 
is often,apeSfcrudely piotmedrpa the stetna of junks, standing on .one 
lag, and spreading its stings,> but we are not certain, what beneficial 
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influences the mariner expects will be feiertfid m his behalf by the 
bird, or whether the dra wing is merely for ornament's sake. There 
was one sculptured in wood as a figure-head upon the bow of a Co- 
chinchinese man-of-war which came to Macao in 1838; but the bird 
is not very often met with in Chinese drawings, 

3. The lung or dragon stands at the head of aU scaly creatures, 
as fishes, serpents, and lizards. There are three sorts of dragons; 
the lung, which is the most powerful and inhabits tho sky; the fc,. 
which lives in the ocean ; and the keaou, which resides in marshes 
and dens of mountains.' The lung, is however the only authentic 
species, and is thus described. * It has nine resemblances, or forms: 
via. the head of a camel, the boras of a deer, eyes of a rabbit, ears of 
a chef, neck of a snake, belly of a frog, scales of a carp, claws of a 
haWk, and palm of a tiger. 'There is a ridge of scales along its back, 
eighty-one in number; the scales on its throat lie towards the head, 
and those on the head are disposed like the ridges in a chain of moun¬ 
tains. On each side of its mouth are whiskers, and a beard hangs 
under its chin, where also is placed a bright pearl; it cannot hear, 
which is the reason why deaf persons are called lung. Its breath 
proceeds from the mouth like a cloud; being sometimes changod 
into water, at other times into fire; its voice is like the jingling of 
copper pans. There are several varieties: some are horued and 
others hornless, some are scaleless, and one kind has.no wings. It 
is the common opinion that the dragon, being a divine anunal, dies 
of its own accord. It eats swallow’s flesh, for wtyich reason, when 
people pray to the dragon for rain they throw swallows into the water/ 
The keaou lung, which inhabits marshes and dens, differs bUt little 
from tlie dragon of the sky. It is described * as having a small bead 
and neck, without horns, a breast of a crimson color, hack striped 
green, and sides yellow; has four logs, but to otherwise! flee a snake, 
and about thirteen feet long* In the Han dynasty, a dragon of tlds 
sort was oaptured by the fishermen, having fleshy bornsOa its bead, 
a body like a snake, and tusks proceeding from its ihbuth, which 
the emperor Commanded to be cooked, and served up for bis mid* 
isters, ‘who pronoonoed it to bo good eating* It is probable that 
the cerastes; or horded snake of India, was the keaou which is here 
described. ? ^ 1 

The Pea Tsaon mentioos dragon’s bo n e s is a very Usefe}’ 1 medi¬ 
cine. • They are found on banks of rivers aud io cares of the earth, 
places Where the dragon died, and can be eotyetoted atatij time.’ 
One author quoted in that wotk, says, * that these bdbfes me found its 
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nwy pUces'in Siecbuen apd Sbanse, where thoee of the hack ted 
brain ar^ highly prised, being variegated with different atreaka on a 
white ground; the, beat are known by thp tongue slipping easily over 
them* The teptb are of Little firmness; tlm horns are hard and strong, 
but if they are collected by wpmpn or ta ken from damp places they arc 
worthless*’ These bones are however considered rather as Mm fail* 
vise than the skeletons of the dragons, by this author; but it appears 
probable to os, that they are the remains of the elephant, mammoth, 
and other animals, which ase found in such quantities in Siberia, and 
which may very likely also occur in Mm western provinces of the 
Middle kingdom, ^supposed tp be by . Mm Chipeae, as similar relics 
have been by the inhabitants of otjber countries, the bones of dragons, 
giants, apd ptbei; monsters, Another writer, in endeavoring to recon¬ 
cile conflicting ^einents regarding these feefils, says, * every 00 * 
has his^own opinion ; but I think that there has already fallen dawn 
from a cliff one complete mass of skjn, bones, head, horns and ill, 
hpt whether,it was the exuviw or the carcase of the dragon, l cannot 
detpnnii^.’ Nomeptiop is made when or w,heap this mass fell down, 
but the notice is like Miat well-known iustaace of a.maipxpolh.vlitch 
fell from a cllffjn Tongnsia in Siberia ip the year 1771, and it may 
describe a similar ticcqrcpce. The coppmoq Chinese doctors, number 
dragpns' bonva } 4» well as rhinoceros’ hofps among their simples, and 
exhibit them in rheumatism and otber.diseases to their patients, by 
wboqi they are no dpubt received with implicit laitk 
f It would bo a subject w«H worthy of a thmopghvinvestigation, by a 
scholw of leisure and, attainments, to asceitaiy what, Is the most like- 
Jj origin of tliXf imaginary creature, and what have been the attrt? 
butes ascribed to it ainopg diffpr^nt nations. The Hebrews bad their 
tan or tapnim, jWhich the translators; of ,the English version of the 
llible hpyq i^qdered by the various terms of. sea-monsters, whales* 
serpepts, apd dragop. TThe Greeks fJso had a dragon, a Mydxa, and 
a python^ all dreadful to .behold, apd possessing a fearful power of 
destruction; terms alluding to a similar being are also to be found 
in almost every modern tongue. W.e also find that the Hindus and 
Chinese have each their dragon, in the ipaip corresponding to the 
western nations, though they have invested it with malignant iajQn- 
epces^ reftderipg^ if. great, apd.,greatly to bp feared. It is difficult, 
m>qmver,Jo ascertain, what; af$ the attributes ascribed to the dragon 
by this people, or why they worship it. They probably hardly know 
tj^ijnselvps, bht.^pupue ijl because such is the custom handed down 
from mlyomi'iiitiqttitfj Tin fishemeo lUnniiim make an image

The dragon is also the emblem" of imperial power, and is 
appropriated to whatever belongs to, or issues from, the ' dragon’s 
seat, 1 ’ 6r ;< the throne. A hve-clawed dragon Is embroidered on the 
emperor's court robes, often surrounds his edicts, aiid'the title pages 
of books published by his authority* and dragons are inscribed on his 
banners. It is more than anything else the national cotit of Arms 
of the celestial empire, as the emperor personates the empirey and 
uo subject can employ it to designate anything belonging to Kim per¬ 
sonally. It is drawn stretched odt at 1 full length, or curled up with 
twb legs pointing forwards and two backwards; sometimes holding a 
round pearl in one paw, and surrounded with clouds or fire. #f The 
seogun of Japan, according to Charleroi*, also adopts the dragon as 
his peculiar coat of arms, iuscribing it on everything pertaining to 
him; it differs from the Chinese in having three claws instead of five. 

Writers on the natural fiistory of the Bible have been divided with 
regard to the animal intended by the dragon, some referring St to the 
crocodile, some to the boa; and others to amphibious cetacea, as seals 
and lamantins. Perhaps different animals were called by the same 
name by the sacred wrtieirs, all of which, being but partially known, 
were invested with imaginary terrors, and supposed to be the appro¬ 
priate denizensTof deserts and ruins.' The opinion that the great 
boa is the prototype of the ancient dragon is the most probable, atid 
mgny authorities are adduced by Taylor in bis edition of Calmet, to 
prove that its great size and strength would easily induce the inhabi¬ 
tants ofthose countries Where itoccured to worship it.' The Chinese^ 
however, have recognized the boa, which they aptly call the king of 
serpents; and moreover, they Usually add legs tp their imperial dra¬ 
gon. The boa and crobodile ihay both have combined in producing 
this monster of Chinese mythology; though we cannot expect the 
reality of a creature, so perfectly imaginary, in the natural world, 
and should'hot press resemblances too closely. 

We suspect, that if the famous sea-serpent which appeared on 
the coast of New England in 1807 had extended his rambles to 
the Yellow sea, his imperial majesty. would have regarded himself as

We hiure-, 
then a certain symbol, which from its magnitude is easily recognized, 
and by its diversity in shape discriminated for the more part without 
difficulty from its fellows. To this symbol usage has given a certain 
sound, modified indeed by passing through jo many hands, but still 
retaining some traces of its original. As the basis of my system, I 
assume that this certain sound, denoted by a certain symbol, had 
also at first a certain sense . The sound was a sign of some object in 
th£ natural wo^ld around us, seme utpnsU in daily use, or dome re* 
finement which the exercise of ingenuity and the love of pastime had 
led meu to invent and enjoy..

It was 
then that the'treasured merits of the holy see were poured forth in so 
singular a profusion of indulgences, that nothing but utter neglect or 
wilfuloess dould any more detain the souls of the fortunate Filipinos 
long in purgatory* .He obtained for his own order* that of the Jesuits, 
the erection of their Utwat Blands into a college, and when he came 
to * giro his advioe as to the sending farther .missionaries, be recom¬ 
mended, that they should be young io years, to fit them for the acqui¬ 
sition of languages, but old in prudenCfe and the control of the pas¬ 
sions ( humble, laborious, willing tot eon fine themselves to the Phi¬ 
lippines, without wandering no <Jhiea, Japan, fiac.J aid ready to 
Jure wear all return to Europe. Detained himself at Rome, and after¬ 
wards in Spain, for the. settlement of difficulties in the Jesuit Order, 
Sanches could not accompany Dm Marinas to hia government Nor 
did he evpr fulfil his intention to follow, death overtaking him shortly 
after at Alcala. ■ o 

Meanwhile, De Vera; continued to preside very satisfactorily over 
the affairs of the colony. Some severe looses fell however on Manila, 
in the capture of one rich nao, by an English privateer, and in the 
destruction of two large ships by a tempest, when about to sail for 
Acapulco. 

; In September 1590, Das Marinas,< with bis son and some Jesuit 
friars, ssilpd from San Lucas and arrived safely at Manila, via Mex¬ 
ico: His arrival made an important Change in the administration 
of the colonial affairs, the audieneia, which had a considerable share 
of power, being removed entirely. This alteration was made, on the 
representation,.that so remote and .tenders settlement needed to be 
presided, over by a military person, rather than a judicial body. The 
fortifications of Manila were now strengthened, and a solid stone 
wall was boilt around die city. A regiment, 400 strong was raised, 
barracks built, and the citizens relieved from billets and guard duty. 
Provision. Wks also made for the daughters of soldier*, by founding a 
* college for them; the cathedral was restored, and a public market 
opened. The provinces shared the care of the governor, and his best 
efforts were made' toequip more vessel*, in order to keep np a better 
cemmunicatien with Mexico. 

The long and miserable contest which had gone on between the 
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Spaniards and Portuguese for the trade in spices, the one party 
leaguing with the rdji of Ternate and the other with Tidoro, ceased 
in a great measure, with the union, of 1580. Bat a new enemy was 
entering the field, and we now (t59K) hear of the Dutch »o the 
Banda sea, and of their stirring up the Ternateana, &c., to expel the 
Portuguese. Goa being so far off, an appeal was made to. Manila, 
and Das Marinas prepared to render the required assistance. The 
armament collected on this occasion consisted of 1000 Spanish and 
400 natire troops', with 400 Chinese oarsmen, embarked on board of 
100 vessels of all sizes. After receiving at Manila the formal bom* 
age of the r&j& of Siao (?), Das Marinas set out from Cavite, Oct. I6th 
J593, with two or three galleys, to join the armament at Zebu. He 
was not destined to proceed for on this unfortunate expedition. The 
Chinese boatmen, fatigued by pulling against adverse winds, and ex¬ 
cited by the sight of the military chest, rose at night (Oct. 25th) on the 
careless guard, and of eighty who composed the governor’s suite, but 
eighteen escaped. Thus perished the able and active Das Marinas, 
at the outset of an expedition which his discretion would probably 
have made the instrument of extending, very considerably, the Span¬ 
ish power in the Eastern Archipelago. The successful Chinese 
made sail for their own couutrj, but being driven by gales to the Co- 
ehinchinese coast, they fell into the hands of the government, which 
stripped them of the whole of .their ill-gotten plunder. 

The news of this fatal event was carried to Manila by a survivor, 
and thence transmitted to Don Luis Perez das Marinas, the sou of 
the deceased governor,-—who was waiting in command of the arma¬ 
ment, at Zebu. The loss of the military chest, and the exposed state 
of the capital in the event of further misfortunes, induced Don Luis 
to give op-the enterprise and return to Manila, where he assumed 
the chief authority, as his father’s successor. 

For some years previous to the period we have now reached, Ma¬ 
nila had been frequented by an annually increasing number of Chi¬ 
nese and Japanese.* A separate quarter had been alloted to each of 
these national the former being committed to the care of the Domi¬ 
nican fathers, and the latter to the Franoiscans. Among the Japanese 
who had visited Manila, as early as 1591, was the well-known Faran- 
da— a clever, ambitious man—whose intrigues afterwards gave 

v gome time before, Xavier bud pronounced the Japanese the A nest of 
ih« Asiatic races. He described them as acute, clearheaded, frank, docile, 
mild of countenance; hat robust, daring, intrepid; in abort. the Cnstillinn 
writers add — the Spanmrd§ rf Me eert. 
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much trouble to the colonial government This shrewd native saw 
the weakness of the colony, end, on his first return to Japan, gave 
infttUHttion to his master, the celebrated Taiko Serna, ode of the 
most remarkable individuals who hive ever raised themselves from a 
lew origin to an imperial elevation. It was chiefly by means of this 
Faranda, that Taiko became intimately acquainted with the Spanish 
character,—^ their extensive acquisitions and glorious victories 9 in 
America—as well as with their establishment in Luzon, so hear 
the Japanese island*.* The far-sighted despot adopted the views of 
his informant, and dispatched him to Manila with a letter demanding 
the submission of the Spanish authorities, on pain of immediate in¬ 
vasion. * Acknowledge yourselves my vassals—come withoot delay 
to pay me homage—Or I will destroy yon utterly. These commands 
I dictate—-said the emperor—tharthey may serve yon as a memorial 
and that you may communicate them to the king of Spain and Por¬ 
tugal. Those who offend me cannot escape, but those who obey 
sleep in quiet.* 

This letter was delivered at Manila, before the close of the govern¬ 
ment of the elder Das Marinas. In view of the emergency, the Jesuits, 
whose connections were with Macao and the Portuguese, advised the 
return of evasive answers only. But the citizens of Manila, confined 
to'a trade with Mexico, were impatient to Share with those of Macao 
in the enormous profit* of the traffic with' Jfcpan, and insisted on sn 
embassy, in the hope of satisfying Taico with some compliments and 
presents, and then obtaining a commercial treaty. The governor 
yielded to this common wish, and notwithstanding the Jesuits plead¬ 
ed their exclusive right to go to Japan; the P. Juan Cobo was ap¬ 
pointed envoy. He sailed from Manila in June 1692, dnd, on his ar¬ 
rival in Japan, was presented to Taiko at Nangoya. At this interview, 
and in the negotiations which followed, Faranda acted ais interpreter, 
and his versions, whatever they were, seem to have given satisfaction 
to the emperor. The Jesuits maintained that Faranda made the 
envoy do little less than offer (he. homage of the governor; hot on 
this point, it is not for us to attempt to decide between their statements 
and the opposite ones of the Franciscan fathers. The P. Cobo was 
hhnselfwell-received, and obtained permission for missionaries to go 

* That the Asiatic sovereigns of the 16th ead 17th centuries were minutely in¬ 
formed of the vast usurpations of European states, and of the excesses that marked 
them both in Asia and America, Irene of those important facts, which we should 
not suffer to be chased from our memories, It explains the origin, end, we may 
add, points the way to the removal, of the existing systems of oriental restriction 
and exclusion. 
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to Japan from Manila, aa well as some commercial privileges. Anx¬ 
ious to report bis success, be embarked for Manila, iu a Japanese 
vessel, at a stormy season, and was never more beard of. The junk 
in which he sailed was supposed to have been wrecked on Formosa. 
The tidings of his mission and its result? were brought to Manila bjr 
F&randa, who left Japan some six months after. So pleased were 
the authorities with these reports, or so, much afraid of a rupture with 
Japan and a hostile instead, of a mercantile intercourse, that they 
received the Japanese an ambassador,: though he could account 
for his lack of credentials, only by asserting that they were lost with 
the P. Coho. 

The apprehensions of the merchants lest the trade with Japan 
should slip from their hands, and the anxiety of the governor lest the 
squadrons of Taiko should visit his weak capital, concurred to support 
this dissimulation with Farauda, The adventurer's object was, to 
keep up his credit with Taiko; and the governor’s was, to amuse that 
monarch without departing from his allegiance or risking Manila. 
To prolong negotiations and keep a path open to a freer intercourse, a 
second embassy was thought necessary. The choice of the governor 
fell upon the Franciscan padre Pedro Bautista, whose appointment 
was strenuously opposed by the Jesuits; they alleging very truly, 
that both the king and the pope had conferred on them the sole right 
of entrance into the Japanese dominions. The authority of the go¬ 
vernor to send envoys where he deemed them necessary was pleaded 
against these pretensions, and besides, maps were produced, to show 
that the Japanese islands foil on the Spanish side of the famous papal 
line, and were therefore properly under the care of Spaio and the 
Philippine authorities. The election of P. Bautista once made, and con¬ 
firmed by the Manila fathers, the Jesuit convent furnished him with 
letters, aqd whatever might tend to improve the chances of his mis* 
ftion. Power w*s giyeu him to furnish safe-conducts to Japanese 
vessels, and to conclude articles of intercourse, saving only the alie* 
giance due to Philip 11. Presents were prepared, including a Span¬ 
ish horse richly caparisoned, and Bautista embarked in March 1503, 
followed by. three ecclesiastics in a second vessel with Farauda. They 
all armed safely at Firando, where the ambassador, as such, was re¬ 
ceived with respect, though a persecution was at that time going on 
against the Christiana in the province. Arriving in August at Nan- 
guya, he had a public audience, at which Taiko, iu a haughty speech, 
told of his conquests, and demanded the full submission of the Phi¬ 
lippine governor. The replies made to this angry welcome calmed 
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the arrogant" Taiko, tliough tin altered manner is somewhat differ¬ 
ently accounted for by the annalists of the rival monastic orders. 
Whether it is to be ascribed to the courageous frankness with which 
the envoy, by his interpreter, declared, that he came to treat of inter¬ 
course'and uot to render homage,—or to the softened expressions on 
this head which actually reachod the ears of majesty,—••we must leave, 
as we find h, an open question. At the dinner which followed, tins 
emperor conversed familiarly with the envoy, inquiring particularbj 
of the power of the king Spain , the extent of kis dominions , Sfc. 

The result of these conferences was a perpetual treaty, offensive 
and defensive, with the emperor; who engaged that Manila should be 
permitted to supply itself with such article? from Japan as its com¬ 
merce required, at moderate prices. For the better protection of the 
Spanish' commerce from Japanese corsairs, it was also agreed, that 
Veaeeb visiting Manila should entry a pass, to be confronted with one 
kept by the governor. The emperor was also pleased to permit the 
•colesiatics to remain, to assign the envoy a house at Miako, and to 
prepare letters for the king of Spain and the governor ofManila. 
These letters confirming the arrangements made with the envoy, 
were dispatched by the ship in whidh he had come, in March 1594, 
and' consequently came into the hands of the younger Das Marinas, 
after the expedition to the soutbwaitf had been reKtoqtf relied. 


Art. III. The Second Annual Report of the Morrison Education 
Society: read 3rd October, 1838. 

The Second Annual Meeting of the Society, adjourned from Wednesday 
the 27th of September, was held in the rooms or the General Chamber of 
Commerce, on Wednesday, the,84 of Oct. 1888, at II a. m. Present; 
Messrs. 1* Dent, Green, Lindsay, limes, A. Matheaon, Dinshaw Furdoon. 
jee, Moller, J. R. Robertson, Wetmore, Slade, Williams, Fessendeu, Bridg¬ 
man, apd Morrison. The chair * was taken by Jancclot Dent, esq., as Pre¬ 
sident, by whom tlie nature of the Society’s operations during the past year, 
and of its expectations for tlie future, were briefly stated. 

The President concluded his remarks by inviting attention to the Report 
of the Trustees, which was then read by Mr. Bridgman, the t^MTeepondiiig 
Secretary. 

REPORT. 

When iii European countries a new institntioh for giving instruc¬ 
tion to youth b to be reared up, and a body of men lias been selected 
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and charged with the execution of such a trust, oujjtfef weeks need 
elapse before teachers and books with all necessary apparatus are col¬ 
lected, and the process of education commenced. In such case, the 
object is near; it is at home; and it readily engages the sympathies 
aud secures the patronage of the wise and the wealthy. The evils of 
ignorance to be removed affect friends, neighbors, and feUow-ooun* 
try men; and they who will bestow something of their time or their 
property, or both, for the instruction of the poor, or who will even 
plead their cause before the public, are cheered by thousands of voices, 
and greeted as friends and benefactors by multitudes around them. 
Very different is the state of ‘circumstances in Chins: no teachers, 
no books, no apparatus, are at band here; or perhaps none can any¬ 
where else be found, ready fitted for employment Although tens 
of thousands of children are wholly without education, but few among 
them all yet seek for instruction at our bauds, and even for those few 
nothing adequate is provided. 

Iu the sequel of this report, it will be seen that very little of the pre¬ 
paratory work for carrying on a good course of education, has been 
done, and that a hundredfold greater influence needs to be enlisted. 
The principal difficulties—or rather defects—which now prevent the 
prosecution of the work at which this society aims, are these; want 
of teachers ; wantofgood elementary books ; want of wellHCoacerted 
plans for giving instruction. 

The importance of having good teachers must be adverted to and 
dwelt upon, and the subject repeated again and again, until it be bet¬ 
ter understood, and this first of all desiderata be supplied. Ultimately 
there must be native teachers, fully informed in what regards their 
own language and institutions, acquainted with the. great principles jof 
science, and familiar with modern improvements. It were worth all the 
labors this society can ever bestow, to educate a few solitaryindivi¬ 
duals for the ordiuary pursuits of life; but the value of instruction 
given will be vastly enhanced, when the children trained under its 
auspices shall become teachers, and in that capacity shall be enabled 
to train others, who in their turn may engage in the same excellent em¬ 
ployment By steadily pursuing this method, the circles of educational 
influences will constantly widen; while at the same time the means 
of support, and their perpetuation, will grow out of these selfsame ope¬ 
rations. Such is not the tendency, of the schools which foreigners 
have hitherto established among the Chinese. It is not intended to 
cast the slightest censure on what has been done, or on what is now 
doing, but to abow — what, all deplore — the inadequacy of past and 
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pmnU^niiiiM. NordovgeWufcfortop the voboob afreedyexwting: 
Bnl we may aak^aad we do «sk, What have been the veeilte of the 
efforts hitherto made? What, too, ie the tendency, and what will be 
the probable ooneequenoet, of the measosia mv ia operation t To 
answer these quartern*, the Mrtory of the several schools, and then 
present condition, must be folly developed. Without going now into 
those minute inquiries, which it-is hoped may erelong be made, it is 
easy to see that the main defect consists in the want of teachers. 
Tim difficulty of supplying this deficiency is not small, nor has it 
escaped the notice of those who have been connected with the 
schools.

Ia the latter .country, professors Silliman, Qoodrioh, and Gibbs, of 
Yale college, were nominated by the aoesety's tr uateea ten Commit* 
tee, tosoiect, and appoint a teacher. Three letters hare been received 
from them. The first is dated Jane 1837, in which' they any, they 
hare.'eheorfiilly. attended to tho business assigned them; end in look, 
ing around for a suitable person to filltbe re s pon s ible stdlion intend, 
ed by the society, hare selected a young man as peeaeoaing tho qua¬ 
lifications described in as high s degree as they ooald anywhere 
expect to find them. Bat they regret to learn, that, though dis p beed 
to regard the proposal fsrorsbly, peculiar cirowmunees-of a domestic 
nature render-it accessory for him to deoline the-appointment' The 
next letter ip, doted September ,30th, giving information of a second 
eefectipu of a teacher, who expected . ..to sail in the^oomee of the fol¬ 
lowing month. In the midst of his preparations'for earning,to China 
be woe seized with an affection'of the eyes of an alarming nature. 
The third letter hears date October 17th, 1837. No relief bod then 
been obtained; and in the prospect of his continued blindness, the 
Compiittee ' considered k to be tbeir duty to proceed with ell conve¬ 
nient dkf«£8b,lto.tbe election of another person.’ 

This pro mpt"*" 8 in the selection of taaehetvis pleasing evidence 
of the Compiktee’s wish to promote the objects of this society, and 
affords grounds for expecting an early arrival of some one to engage 
in its service. 

To the letter addressed to the British and Foreign School Society 
■io answer, ha* ypt been received. On the reinrn to Canton of Mr. 
Fox, one of the. original. trustees of the society, who engaged to aee 
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th« director* of the- School Society m Eifglind, an anataar may ba 
expeetad to that comaiiiiritatioo ^ the object of which was stated in 
the last report 

Much as they regret these delays, in obtaining teachers from Eng¬ 
land and America, yoor trustees do not doubt of a willingness and of 
a desire to cooperate in promoting education among the Chinese. 

Such delays are incident to ail human enterprises. They were, and 
still are, encountered by these who are engaged in the Same work 
in India, Great advances hare, notwithstanding, been made there in 
native education-**sure pledges of future success both to them and 
to us. 

' The subject of 'Indian education had been brought to the notice 
of your trustees by a hater from-Jieut; Soileau, who #as present at 
the society's last anniversary. He adverts, in his letter, to the pro¬ 
ceedings of the Committee of General Instruction in India*—to the 
college at Hoogbly, with its large band of teachers, seventeen in num¬ 
ber, with mere than twelve hundred pupils,—and to the generous aid 
which is now afforded to education' in that part of the World. We 
allude to bis letter for the same reason that induced him to write, 
namely, encouragement to perseverance. Only a short time ago no 
more was doom or attempted, by foreigners in India, for the benefit 
of nalife education, than is now done in China. Silt we shall feel 
end shell hare good reason to feel, that grew advances will have been 
Isade herb, when wo are able to occupy such high ground as that on 
which they how-stand in India. . . , . ■ 

The five boys, whose names were on oOrlist at the last anniversa¬ 
ry, have, with ene exception, been continued uninterruptedly in their 
respective courses of study. One has: been added to their number: 
Appiicatioosi >foo iastrnctiou have been made by -three others, who 
have been neoeisarUy rejected for want of a teacher. 

Of thd boy who was emit to Singapore, in January ^faet year, good 
accounts hare been received, respecting both his progress in learning 
and his general deportment.- His studies are pursued in English' and 
Chinese He is a lad of much promise; and if hidsttidies arecop- 
tinned through ap extended Course; he will' in due tithe ‘be well qua¬ 
lified to. become a teacher. It bcto nothing short of this rank that 
the trosteea desire-to she ail thCir-pupils'elevated. ’ 

The second boy, who was at Singapore, returned to China last 
October. This youth, during night years past, has Wn most of t|» 
time engaged in study. He ritiiv reads English and Chinese with ease 
and tolerable correctness; daily studies geography, aritKihetic, eitw 
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r*l history, '-mi grammar; ***d has Short exetfciees in translating iw 
and from Chinese And Eogiisfc, Sometimes orally 'arid sometimes t» 
writing. • Hi# lemon* hate embraced .the rudiments <tf geography, 
making bltir acquainted with the ihlfpe, size, and revolutions of the 
earth—tatitadei 0 tongitedS; named Of countries, rieera, mountains, 
fisc. In arithmetic he' hits become masterof thd ftjfodamerttfc) roles 
and of fractions. As preparatory to a courseof studies in nttttival 
history? M hastwiee read an abridgment { of GtWdVBook of Nature, 
and is at present engaged On easy lessons in^gedegy. " The Chinese 
haring no system Of grammar, his Attention has been directed to*the 
gbnerid principles of language, as they ate laid down in our own- 
books, endeavoring as far as possible to draw odt the principles of 
the Chinese language and to compare them with those of western no¬ 
tions. Besides attending to these Studies, he hai acted' the part of 
usher-for two other boys,'-’who brO younger 0 tind less ^dtaneed Ilf 
knowledge than himself. - ' ? 

Thesfe two younger boys are engaged fchlefly in learning to rea^ 
and #rite Chinese and ^English; and have made some little progress 

in the studj^of geography Shd arithmetic. " . 

r Fhr the fifth boy — a lad nine years old-**very little has beCn 
done, there being im one‘it present to take charge of his studies/' If 
the society had a teachef-ready t6 engage in its service, this and 
some other boy* might immediately be placed under his tuition. - 

The sixth on our list, the youth* who hfcs been received this year, in 
engaged in studying the vudiftients of the English language and of thd 
healing art, under the care of Dr. Parker, and daily serves three of 
fear hours as "an assistant in the ho^pitif. 1 He is tolerably well read 
hi Chinese literature, and is very apt in learnings He is remarkably 
inquisitive, and b Ibnd of his present*pursuits. His teacher enters 
tains of bite very high’ expectations, which seem SO be well founded* 
Hb thoughts have daily been directed to the grefel truths of natural 
knd revealed religion; find care has been taken to make him acquaint¬ 
ed with the origin and destiny of man, and the varied duties which 
he Owes to hb Maker and to hb fClft>w*6iefl. ‘Similar bare has been 
given to the other boys. The duty of knowing and obeying ttm 
troth, and nothing but the truth, has heed assiduously inculcated. 

It may be proper to indicate, in Jhfe place, the course which the 
trustees have adopted, with reference (6 scholars Whom they send to 
schoob ovfcf which they have no control.- In such caSes; they regard 
themselves" in the' SitarttTon of gUardianS of the children. Having 
MboM the sChdbl fbr a child, they wil!' Commit him to the entire

time ampin pecuniary aid, and whatever of friendly conoid it is in 
their powct to afford ior secwing the -child's continuance in school 
through a thorough coarse ofstudj* Their wish is to give the chil¬ 
dren the best, advantage* A#d jt isoMy ioschook which aibrd 
such, that they wish either to place or to souin theii pupils. Always, 
therefore, they will be careful toi see that requisite instruction is pro* 
▼ided 00 the one. hand* and on tbe other that the obildree aye not 
withdrawn from school before their oourse is completed,, 

With reference to thp last topic every serious difficulty his 
boon experienced. In some instances monej has been paid bp 
teachers a# a bounty to parenu for allowing their children to be in 
school. This practice—once deeiqed pecessary to secure etfenA* 
ance—has, we believe, entirely ceased. But sometimes now, when 
children bate been received into schools at the earnest request of 
parents or friends, they hare, as soon as the first stages of their edu¬ 
cation were complete, been withdrawn. Agsiastsuch procedure the 
trustees fed bound ter protest strongly. They do not suppose,it will 
erer be necessary to enter into written bonds—either with parents 
oaths one side,.or with teachers on the other. Parents mqstbsve 
confidence in the trustees, and they again 4pu#t place like confidence 
in those to whpm they commit their scholar#? } 

The amount of expenditure daring the past year will be seen in 
the treasurer’s repofV For tbe boy now at Singapore nothing has 
been paid from the society’s funds; his passage to Singapere w#a 
giren to him; and for hi# expenses while there, an account i# expected 
#oon. For the boys in Chine a moatbly allowance of 911^ has been 
appropriatad -r- being for 4«tp of them, each two dollars; for. one, two 
and a half - y and for . another five, for the youngest only a single 
dollar has yet been paid. Ta tbe school in Mscpo, the suin of $15 
per mouth ha# been continued; and an equal sum ($1$ per month) 
has been granted to the ‘ Singapore InaUtptioQ Free School,’ for one 
year. 

The state of the school in Macao was briefly noticed in the last re¬ 
port Since that was published, the trustee# hate received several 
communication* from the conductors of the school, but do not yet 
find that improvement which they hoped for in it* management Still, 
unwilling to damp the ardor with which it was commenced, they 
have continued the grant of $ 15 per month, and seepred a private 
subscription of $11, making,the stmv of $1? dollars for Abe year; 
at the same time they have intimated their intentiou to bring th# 
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mlycl to thenotide of tki general meeting, to receiveit* opinion 
with reference to future appropriations. From a communication to 
the tra nc es, made fy Mr.Guukffin the early part of September,-the 
following particulars are derived. The school was commenoed about 
three years ago; aod now contains sixteen boys and five girls, all 
living in his house, and receiving both food and Moment There hap 
always been, be tags, great difficulty in retaining thf girls, who here 
been taken away after being in tha school a few months; and, until 
recently, none have been retained more than a year. A similar diffi¬ 
culty has been experienced with the boys, who, as soon is they have 
gooe through some of their own classics, and obtained a smattaring of 
English, have been withdrawn, that they might serve in shops for the 
advantage of their parents. No promises, .no remonstrances, have 
hitherto been able to prevent this withdrawal; and there are now 
only five Of lit pupils who have been in the school more than t«f 
years. Since the. commencement of the present year/ there have 
been fewer withdrawals than formerly; and the number of applica¬ 
tions for admission hate been very numerous. The children are 
divided into three classes,' according to their ages; they all study the 
English language; those of the first class have lessons in geography, 
history, and writing-; those of the second are instructed in reading 
and writing; and tboee of the third, in reading. They all read the 
Mew Testament In Chin sea, with scarcely an exception, they make 
good progress, under, a native roaster. 

The whole management of the school, hs says, is under the care 
ef Mrs. GuUlaff, who instructs the children in English, assisted by an 
usher who teaches reading and writing. Mr. Gutzlaff examines the 
scholars few times a week in Chinese, apd, gives them lessons in 
English. In coadudjtng his Communication, after advertipg to the 
state of their funds, jaud.to the donations from this society, he says, 
«Whilst thanking our generous benefactors, and. promising to im¬ 
prove the sohool in every way which they may suggest, as for is it is 
practicable, we hope they will continue to benefit these children, and 
we will second their efforts to the utmost of our power.’ 

The history and object of the Institution at Singapore, are well 
known to meet of, the members of this society. One of its depart¬ 
ments was designed exclusively for the Chinese. The Institution, 
like everything else of the kind for the Chinese, has had to struggle 
with many difficulties, from which it is not yet free. The recent 
efforts of its Committee seem for more successful than at any previous 
period. According to a communication from the Committee of the 
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school, dated 9th April 1888, thm wcrwthen IhU Chums* tudMfi 
in the school, teaching three different dialects, on Solarias—one of 
925, two of 915, and two of 912, monthly. Thfc : depa rtm e n t for 
Chinese was opened last March; when there were 95 scholars on their 
hooks, with an average daily attendance of sixty-six. The whole 
number of children belonging to the Institution was 99D;—(these 
being, besides thd'Chinese, English, Tamfel, end Malay depart¬ 
ments, in which instruction is provided Portuguese'and Bdgts schools 
were also contemplated.• A want of fands is thegreatest diftcnlty, 
with which the Institution has to struggle. 

A word may be added here with regarded the standard of education, 
a topic to which the most carefol attention should be directed. 
Among such a people as the Chinese, high attainments inlearning 
are necessary to secure respect and influence. Unless our pupils can 
M placed on an equality with those who are edoctted in native 
schools, our time and money wilt be exhausted 00 poor advantage* 
It were far better; we conceive, with the limited means now at com¬ 
mand, to educate well * small number of childrep, than to give a 
merely elementary education to many—-better to Concentrate our 
efforts on a few, and make good and able scholars, than to oonaume 
att our resources on a great many Who Wifl nerfcr rice above mere 
mediocrity. 

The trustees have not yet been able to obtain those accurate' ac¬ 
counts of this people, beyond the bound iries oPthSir empire, wl wtdk 
are necessary to show the state of education among them. 4 Foil ac¬ 
counts of the Chinese, and of their schools, in Singapore, Malacca, 
Penang, Batavia, Rhio, Bangkok, and other 1 places, are very much 
needed, that we may know how the business of education has hither¬ 
to been conducted, and f what there is now to be done. A considerable 
number of schools exists; and some particulars respeetibg them have 
been obtained, but they are far less than we ought to poss ess . 

Respecting the several schools in Batavia, and Malacca, we 
need not repeat what was said in the last report, farther that! to 
correct two errors. The compensation to school-masters in Batavia', 
should have been given in rupees , and not in Bpanish dollars: the 
lowest rate of salaries would then have stood at 9199 per SOfram, 
instead of twice that snm. In Malacca, the expenses of boys is tit 
dollars, not 98, per month, as before stated; and the only Chinese 
native book used in the schools is the * Four Books/ 

From Bangkok two communications have been received, allbhling 
some idea of the stats of education there. InBiam, as in all other 
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place* to which the China* have g$n* by s*a, no female* rwMe, 
who are native* of China, except it may be bet* and there * solitary 
instance. The daughters, of Chines* by ^Siamese mothers, assume 
the drees, and fdoptthe language, manner*, and custom*, of the Sh 
ameee. Verj few of them learo to read, either the ChineeeorRiimeae 
language. It would seem too, that of the meu oady rery email num¬ 
bers are able to read. Good Chinese teachers seldom go to* their 
foreign settlements; and the achooi* are hadly conducted. The 
children are required daily to read, to commit Inmost tomcmory, 
and to repeat thesameto their teachers. They also spend a portion 
of each day in writing*, During the first two or throe years of their 
course, but Jittle time is occupied by the teachers in explaining their 
lessons; and consequently toe boys understand only a portion of what 
they read. To the ipoi# .advanced scholars,, mom attention is given ; 
and they are conducted through the same books and in the same' 
manner as boys are in China. The course of native education, bow* 
ever, is every way exceedingly defective. 

The average aioouot of tuition in common schools at Bangkok, is 
$8 per annum from .each boy; and 915 more cover *11 his exp e ns es 
for board, clothe*, stationery, dec. Some of the more wealthy Cbt* 
neae hire private teachers for their children,, and of course incur 
much additional expense. Teachers can be hired for 98 per monthj 
and school-rooms for 9'iJ, or even less. Of those who enter school, 
the majority, it is supposed, do not contioue more than four or five 
years. This is one reason, why the standard of scholarship is so low at 
Bangkok. Other reasons are, the low estimate in which education is 
held, the inability of parents to send their children to school, the pre¬ 
valence of the Siamese language among the wives and children of 
the Chinese, their strong attachment to the religion mad customs of 
Siam, and the liabilijty of the Chinese children while attending 
school to be seined by certain of the Siamese nobility .for pity-actors* 

The writer of the communication, from which the preceding parti¬ 
culars aye-derived, .gives the following account of a small day*ohoat 
maintained for more than a year under his own superintendence. * The 
children studied and wrote as usual in Chinese schools, but were not 
required to commit their lessons to memory and recite them. Their 
teachers were required to explain folly every part or The lessons in 
the moat familiar terms; and to be certain that the children under¬ 
stood the explanations, I daily subjected the boys to a thorough ex¬ 
amination, requiring them to explain to me every part of what they 
read. This was done for the sake of improving their understandings. 
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Time lessonewere selected ftom the meet ioterestingbooks, taking 
those parte which could be most easiljr understood. This plan of in¬ 
struction succeeded well, ‘considering the deflects of the teacher*, and 
other disadvantages under which the experiment was made. 1 The 
trustees are sorry to- learn that this school has been discontinued, 91- 
health compelling its superintendent to leave Siam. 

The; survey which we have now taken of education among the 
Chinese, as presented in the last report, and in the foregoing state¬ 
ments, very imper fect as it is, affords sufficient data for estimating 
with some degree of accuracy the wants in this department of bene- 
voienoe. In many respects the field we have traversed is one of 
incomparable interest, as it is of magnitude. With such a work 
before us, no delays, no obstacles, no opposition, no disappointments, 
oad deter us from the enterprise iu which we are engaged. , Much 
do we regret the slow ad ranees hitherto made; yet on this account 
we will not stop and turn back, but'wotrid rather be excited to more 
vigorous efforts. The education of the poor and ignorant is a good 
work. To take the orphan and the helpless by the hand, and lift 
them from their low and suffering condition, to fit them for useful 
avocations, to place in their hands the word of life, and to counsel 
aid cheer them ou in the paths* of industry and knowledge and vir¬ 
tue, is the work to which we are pledged, and from which, under the 
smiles of a kind Providence, we will never desist. 

Some additional statistics, respecting schools and the state of 
education in China, hare been collected daring die year; but these 
most be reserved for a future occasion. 

The library, as was contemplated, has been opened in a conveni¬ 
ent apartment, and is now of easy aocesa to all those who desire to 
enjoy its benefits. The trustees recommend the early adoption of 
measures for its enlargement. As a public library, it ought, in the 
course of a few years; to rise from its present limited number of two 
thousand volumes, to a hundred times that number, and thence to 
morease until it shall equal some of the best collections of books in 
the world.

Of late years, the irruption of opiam into China, and the efflux of 
silver which it hat sceadmel, have repeatedly claimed the imperial 
attention, and hare called forth frequent investigations and prohibi¬ 
tions, as appears an the public records of every province. To the 
doll vieir of the memorialist it seems, (hat, the draining of the coon- 
try being i nc essant, it is certainly right to have recourse to impressive 
enactments and severe punishments, with the hope of wholly stay* 
log the evil in future. And the deterioration of the native spirit of 
the people being extreme, it is further important, to seize all occa¬ 
sions, and to resolve upon wise measures, for restoring them to the 
condition of tunes past 

Inquiries have served to show, that the foreigners, if deprived for 
several days of the tea and rhubarb of China, are afflicted with dim- 
ness of sigbf and constipation of the bowels, to such a degree that 
life is endangered. How trifling, m comparison with tea, then, art 
the medicinal benefits derivable from opium, and its power of keep¬ 
ing off what is hurtful!—Opium is not smoked by every one io Chios; 
while tea and rhubarb are necessaries of life to each individual fo¬ 
reigner. • How small, then, in comparison with tea, the quantity of 
opium required ! If, under these circumstances, the foreigners can, 
for an article not alone useless, but injurious a)so,oomm*nd profit* 
hie returns from China to their distant lands,— can it be, Chut China 
is unable, by her useful and beneficial productions, to draw into her 
coffers the silver and the money of foreign regions f Without hav¬ 
ing considered the demands of the occasion, or weighed the circum¬ 
stances, rashly to assert, that the evil is so firmly established, as to be 
past prevention, mid thus to* cause China 16 neglect its means of 
acquiring fall command over the paths that lead to wealth, proceeds 
manifestly from imperfection in the conception of measures, and in¬ 
efficiency hr the preparation of defenses. At this period, more than 
at any other tiuie$-~* period'in which we find’(he value of our silver 
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enhanced, our copper coin depreciated, and the collection of the 
land and capitation taxes, the transport of grain, and the levying 
of the gabel, all alike impeded,— it becomes of especial importance, 
to restore order to affairs, and to take means fin the recovering of oar 
lest wealth, ore become exhausted. ! .

1>«b Chinese are remarkably fond of telling and hearing stories, of 
which they have great varieties, both written and oralj Some of 
these, like their classical writings,' are chaste in language and in 
thought; and aoinetimes they, are beautiful ajud terse. But such, we 
apprehend, are not the charactenstfca of the largest part of the tales - 
in question,— many of which we know are 4 foul, sci|ndaldus^ and dis- 
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honest, full of insipid tittle-tattle, frothy jests, and jingling witticisms,' 
unfit for any useful or even harmless purpose. The fondness for this 
species of entertainment seems natural to man, and has been availed 
of for gpod in , almost every age and nation. The sin Qf king David 
was made to sting him to the heart by the simple story of' one little 
ewe lamb/ and the parables of the New Testament afford inimitable 
specimens, of force aud beauty, for conveying truth in allegorical 
forms. Perhaps to'notbing else in the world is the Chinese mind 
more sensible than to well-timed repartee and satire. 

The fables before us, now for the first time in a Chinese costume, 
have been selected from sir Roger L’Estranged collection, and are 
contained in three little octavo tracts, the first in seven, the second 
in seventeen, and the third in twenty-three pages. They have made 
tlieir appearance, one after another, at intervals of about a month, 
and are well liked by the Chinese. Munmooy seenshang, ‘ the trans¬ 
lator/ certainly deserves much credit for the very easy style into 
which he has moulded the quaint English of sir Roger. His last 
number is decidedly superior to its two predecessors; it contains 
twenty-four fables; the first is, the man and bis wooden god; the 
second is, the wagoner and Hercules. Considerable liberty is taken 
with what may be called the drapery of the stories; in the last, for 
example, Bt&dha is made—and without much vjolebce— to act the 
part of Hercules. A native friend characterizes the work thus: It 
is amusing from beginning to end ; parts are admonitory; parts are 
satirical; and the whole well-fitted for occasional and leisure reading,

A certain number of characters, a)l> in their common accept ion, 
representing words of the language, are set apart to be used witlf re- 
gard only to their aouuds independent of their meaning; and, yoioed 
to the character which represents the name pf the .genu*, they indi¬ 
cate the sound of the name of the species to be represented. Tbps, 
if the name of an apple be ping, though that monosyllable may signi¬ 
fy twenty other things, each of which has an appropriate character, 
any one of tliose characters, simple or compound, provided it be 
within the selected list, joined to the word fruit, orthe^rord tree, 
eignifies either an apple or an apple-tree, .as the case may be. This 
class of characters the Chinese admit to be phonetic, or representa¬ 
tive of sound, but they deny it as to all the rest, because they ascribe 
to the character the sense which is attache^ to the significant sylla¬ 
ble, and which the written sign only reflects. f 

The Chinese have other modes of employing their characters to 
represent the sounds of words or proper names of foreign origin; bat 
they are not included in tbe above si* classes. They are fully ex¬ 
plained in the following Dissertation, in which 1 have endeavored to 
prove that the Chinese system of writing is essentially phonetic, be¬ 
cause tbe characters represent words, and words are feamdb/.and 
because, if not connected with those sounds, they would present to 
the mind no idea whatever. , ; 

The Chinese characters, have been frequently compared, to our 
arithmetical figures, and to .the, vapppa sigps employed in algebra, 
pharmacy, &c., and therefore they hj^e been called ide&grapkie^ .or 
representative of ideas, 'fhe comparison is just ip some respects; 
because ideas being connected with tha w nrds of the )aQgnage, apd 
those characters ( representing words, ttyey may be faid at thoeume 
time to represent the ideas connected with them- But, the compari- 
son does not hold any <«rt^r. 4S3MnP9 SSWePHlM 
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which to every language tie express** by words having the saese 
meaning, and though their sounds be different, the idea js.ihe mm ; 
the other signs are abbreviations, applied te particular sciences, and 
understood only by those who are learned in them. There is no 
doobt that if all languages were formed on the seme model, and if 
every word in all of them expressed with precision the same ides, 
and if they we.e aU formed exactly like the Chinese, the Chinese 
characters might be applied to all* in the same manner as oar nume¬ 
rical figures; but that not being the case, these characters are neces¬ 
sarily applied to a particular language, and therefore, their object not 
being to represent ideas independently, but at second band, through 
the words of that particular idiom, they are not entitled to the name 
of idtegrapkie, which has been inadvertently given to them. 

If this theory be found consistent with reason and sound sense, 
there will result from it a clear and natural classification of the sys¬ 
tems of writing now known to exist on the face of the earth. The 
elements of language are words, syllables, and the simple sounds re¬ 
presented by the letters of our alphabets. Those three elements are 
all produced by the vocal orgpns; and, as all writing is made to be 
read by all who understand the language to whioh it belongs, and to 
be read aloud as well as mentally by all in tbe seme words, and in 
tbe ume order of words, it seems clear that tbe written signs must 
represent or recall to the mind some one or other of those three ele¬ 
ments; and hence we have three graphic systems, distinct from each 
other, but formed on the same general principle — the elementary or 
alphabetic, tbe characters of which, called tetters , represent singly 
the primary elements of speech, which are simple sounds; the sylla¬ 
bic, that reprefenta syllables which, for the most part, have no sense 
or meaning, but only serve as elements in the composition of polysyl¬ 
labic words; and lastly, the ktigraphic, which, by meant of simple 
or combined signs, represent the words of a language in their entire¬ 
ty ; and this last mode seems to be more particularly applicable to 
monosyllabic languages, in which every syllable has e sense or lean¬ 
ing connected with it, which supplies a method for the formation of 
the characters, the multiplicity of which otherwise might create con¬ 
fusion. Nothing deserves to be called writing which does not come 
within some one or anotlier of these three classes. It might be other¬ 
wise, if all meo were born deaf and darab; but since the habit of 
speakiug, acquired in their infancy, has given body and form.to their 
ideas, every thing which is not a representation of those forms,, can# 
in my opinion, only be considered as An abortive attempt to mako 
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visible supply the plate of audible tigm, which may hare tarred tome 
limited pur po s es , hoi never deterred Uf be calked writing. In the 
following dissertation I have considered in thia point of view the 
hievegtjpbica of ancient Egypt, and the painting* of the Mexicans. 
Irritt not anticipate here what I hare said on thoee subjects. The 
reaoit is 9 that an id—grmpkU system of writing is a creature of the 
imafieaKoa, and that it cannot possibly axial concurrently widi a 
language of audible sounds. 

Another obje ct of this publication is, to disoorer what ground 
theae is for tho popular notion that sereral nations, entirely ignorant 
of each other's oral language, communicate with eaoh other in wri- 
tiaf by meana of the Chinese characters. As it regards nations whose 
languages, like the Japanese, are polysyllabic, and hare inflections 
and grammatical forms, I think 1 hare sufficiently prored that it is 
imposuble that they should understand''foe Chinese writing, unless 
they hare learned the Chinese language, tftaugh they may not he in 
the habit of speaking it But it may ba otherwise with respect to 
those nations whose languages are moacsyfiabto, and formed on the 
same model with the Chinese, and who hare adopted the same sys— 
.tern of writing. It cannot be denied, that to a certain extent, that 
is to say, aa for as words, haring the same meaning in both lan¬ 
guages, are represented by the same characters, they may so far, but 
no farther, communicate with each other in writing. How far that 
ean be the ease, can only ba shown by a comparison of their lan¬ 
guages, Slid of the manner in which they m*ke use of their written 
signs. For this purpose, I wish we had a more extensive vocabulary 
than the one here presented, which contains only three hundred and 
forty-three Cocbinchiueee words, with their corresponding signs; but 
I hope it will be followed by others more copious and complete. It 
ii much to be regretted that the English Bast India Compauy de¬ 
clined publishing the dictionary offered to them by the vicar aposto¬ 
lic of Cochinchina, which probably was that composed by the venera¬ 
ble bishop of Adran. I am not, however, disposed to blame them 
for this refbsai^ It is well known that that illustrious body is not 
deficient in liberality, and that thay have expended very large sums 
in the publication of Dr. Morrison’s excellent Chinese dictionariee, 
for which science will ever owe them a debt of gratitude; it ie not 
estenishing, therefore, that they should not be willing, at least for 
the present, tp incnr farther expense. But we must not despair of 
seeing the book published} there are Astatic societies at Paris and 
Loudon, under whose auspices mapy valuable philological works 
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kin bm brought to light; and dm ■ no khm to swpposa that 
thej will not Mill pursue that mermrioue eearee. It awld be wor¬ 
thy of them to republish the Astatic gramaar of Father de Rho de s . 
It seems now well ascertained, that the language of Towqein and 
that of Cochins hint are nearly if netentiteiy the s am e; and with the 
book, and the two vocabularies here published, a pretty deer idea 
might be formed of the nature and character of the AaemitieAie* 
lects. Bat ta return to par question. 

On examining Father Mofioqafc vocabulary, here subjoined, (No. 
II.) it cannot bat be observed, that in adopting the Chin ese alphabet, 
tbs Cochinchtoeas appear frequently to have paid more attention to 
the sowed thapto the m eani n g of the Chin es e *words to which die 
characters belong. . Thee the characte r sen, (Plats Ne. 14) whioh 
in Chinese means drixx&mf rent, is applied in Goehinchinesa to 
the word mr, tbander; the- character dmmmg, while frost, (IB) to 
ses mg, the dew; As, n lance, (97) to gee, y e st erd ay; Ate, metal, 
(838) to Atst, a needle; pe, to. bring a ship to shore, (996) to tow, 
silver; tcAy, letters, (227) to ckm, a broom,— sod many othen of the 
same kind- ICshows bow natoral it is to consider written characters 
•a repreeentative of sound. This, I am wall aware will hardly be 
credited by those sinologiets who consider ideas to be inseparably in¬ 
herent in -the Chinese c haracter*. The learned M. Jacqust, to whom 
I communicated some of these examples, a p pea rs di s po sed to consi¬ 
der those anomalies as resulting from the addition or subtraction of 
aoase sttokoa in the running band of the Cocbinchinese, so that tbs 
characters might always ha found to he bed imitations of some erbich 
have in Chinese the sente meshing ae in Cocbinchinese; be, how¬ 
ever, candidly acknowledges " $te o’est plutftt trencher la diffieuM 
que la rdsoudrs,” in which I entirely agree with tom. At the same 
time I must say, that-the specimens I sent him ware too few to enable 
him to Aorta a decided opinion, and that be pointed -out among them 
some affinities which have escap ed oar friendly annotator, M. de la 
Palau; as, for instance, that the eha r aetor (And, (Plate No. 86) 
which in Cochinebineee aaeaua a tUf, has tb '■ same meaning in Chi- 
qeaa,.though it also aigaifiaa waib. He has moreover obeervod, that 
the character ton, (H9) which in Cochiachmese means la pertk, da 
aord, de l’eet, fo-e., is the same with the Chinese yim or pton, latne, 
on, terminus, (Qe Chiigaes, No. II,MB.) Bat these few observa¬ 
tions, however just they appear, do not solve dm question before ne. 
Independent of those characters whioh I cannot consider otherwise 
than aa expressive of the Cocbinchinese sounds, without regard to 
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the neinmg which they have in China, it h evident that there are 
many others, Which, though Chinese in their origin, ere combined 
together in a manner peculttr to the Cochinchinese language; so 
that, upon the whole, I cannot resist the conviction that forces itself 
upon me, that thwinhahitants of Anam cannot‘read Chinese books, 
or converse in writing with others than their countrymen by means 
of the Chinese characters, except to a very limited extent, unless 
they have made a special study ef those Characters as applied to a 
different language than thfcir own; or, in other words,'unless they 
have learned ChibeCe. 

The Cochinehihese themselves make a ; distinction between the 
Chinese characters and their own. They eall the former Chat nhs, 
aod (he Utter Cku num. These the aiithWrs of the Cochinchinese 
and Latin dictionary (No ill.) define thos: “ Litters Annamaticw 
ad exprimendas vulgares voces, sen ad referenda Annamitica verba.* 9 
Like the Italians, and. as was common through all Europe some centu¬ 
ries ago, they call theW language the vulgar tongue , (lingua vulgaris,) 
which implies that the Chinese to them, as the Lathi to us, is the 
learned or the classical language. They call the characters, it is 
true, 44 SinieoAannamuicl,” but I understand them to mean the sys¬ 
tem of writing, which in both countries is the same, though the cha¬ 
racters frequently differ in their application or in their forms. A 
scholar with them most be skilled in the Chinese fend hi the Anami- 
tic. it is no wonder, therefore, that melt who have been taught in 
that manner can understand* each other without speaking. As the 
Characters in both language^ are letigraphir, each being the represen¬ 
tative of a word, it is not perhaps so necessary that they should re¬ 
member the Chinese sounds, particularly as the two languages appear 
formed on the same grammatical system, though it appears to me that 
the Cochinchinese is more elliptical than the Chinese, as I do not find 
in [it the connecting particles of the Kw*&-koa t or modern Chinese. 

But of these details 1 do not find myself competent to speak. I submit 
them to the investigation of the learned, 

1 had adopted, without sufficient reflection, the popular opinion 
that the Cochinchinese '(spoken) language warf a dialect of the Chi¬ 
nese; but, on farther examination, it does not appear to me to he the 
ease. By fer the greatest number of the Cochinchinese words ap¬ 
pear to differ entirely from the Chinese. In the numerals particular¬ 
ly, which in the Indo-European, and in the Oceanic languages, show 
so great an affinity between the different idioms,'there ik noue to be 
observed when compared with those of the language of China, in 
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the tfcfoHiiii’y (No. Iflfj Y Very few words are said *o be “Vox 
Sdricd-abniittiiticn Z*' and, as fkr as 1 can judge by the means of com* 
pat‘tajr roach, it rilther appears to me that those two 
language^are’ttoi deriVUd frort) each other. M. Klaproth, in his Asia 
Pdl^louaj Ana l tabular view of one hundred and forty* 

eight ^Kidfe& attd AdamitiCwords. Out of this number thirty-nine 
only shoV more br fessf affinity between the two languages. To 
thiv^tttre otif Of the f&nainiog one hundred and nine he lias joined 
u/'ttaltedths <3tfide*e to the Anainittc word; as if both were in use 
inhtbe'Anihaittc combines, which may possibly by the case, in copse- 
qefeflbtf df thd r grdat intercourK that exists between the two nations; 
bittftffose Shiico-anamitic words, if' they are really in use, do not 
bdfbttg to 'the original language, and therefore cannot be cited as 
prbO&'of affinity between the twb idioms. This is another subject, 
in deserving investigation. The comparative study 

oftaibgUflgea has hitherto been confined to polysyllabic idioms. The 
nftftfcttjrllltbie languages of Asia offer, perhaps, & no less interesting 
ohjebfc tbthe fovfeib of that science. 

I think proper to mention here, that somewhere in the following 
Dh^tatibfi f 1 have ekpredferf a dodbt of the correctness of captain 
Beechey’s opinion that the language of the Loo-choo islands is poly- 
syflHbid/ fcUd a dialect of the Japanese. Further examination has 
sktfoM ^fe that that gentleman had good grounds for advancing that 
opinion, and it is with great pleasure I take this opportunity of doing 
him tbejustiridtor which he is entitled. At'the same time it is right 
thar' f should observe, that this admission does not in the least mili¬ 
tate against the principles which I have laid down; and that if the 
LWMffidbrih, ks appears‘ profemble, Speak a polysyllabic Japanese dia¬ 
lect;, they do not apply the Chinese characters to it otherwise than 
the Japanese themselves. Ob ibie subject 1 roust refer the reader to 
sbttfnly'Dissipation, and it! my Tetter to capt! Basil 
Hain^eW^lthinV I have sufficiently proved that the Japanese do 
nbt^kke ose bf the Chinese characters to represent the words, but 
only the syllables of their vernacular language ; and there is no rea- 
thfe' t^b^aliooans have done otherwise. If, there¬ 
for^ they bin read add understand the Chinese writing, it appears 
to me that noliason can be given for it than that they have learned 
tjfit^fctigtiage, As is done by so many other nations who have adopted 
tM^lj^n; t1fo r iMttifet, ; and the literature of the celestial empire. 

Thus much, I have thought proper to say, by way or Introduction

The 
farther they wondered the greater grew their numbers,—and with 
what hard names could we regale our western scholars, if we were to 
enumerate all the hordes, which in the course of thus became part¬ 
ners in their ( for£une*mnd wqe*. But we have already too often put 
^ patience of auudry. students iu this manner to the test, and there* 
fore system from this infliction- Like as a snowball, when rolled 
down a declivity (as we used to roll soowbaHs in our youth), become* 
inperceptibly larger and larger, so also the Mongol forces increased, 
till men beheld them, in thf beginning of the thirteenth century, 
a complete avalanche.

The Ch'/frfe at 
firatrejoioed at their kata, and aeot them presents wkh sundry exho* 
tatioea toperaevre in their career, hut it now became their turn to de¬ 
termine the mem and lam, about which th ere waa a great edo. It 
might have eome to a lawsuit and non diptamutie con fer en ce s, if 
the Kio had not found out that actnal paosettion waa nine points of 
the law, and, instead of wnting much a bo ut their just claims, seised 
upon all the territory .to iher north of Hwang ho and the river Rwae. 
People cannot always fight, and St waa agreed betweeu both parties; 
that each of them ahonkl keep aa much territory as he eoold defend. 
This wea one third of Ghina, comprising moat of the taerthern pro¬ 
vinces, Chcihk, Shantung, Shanae, Shanae, Honan, aH under the rela 
of barbarians. They had bean in quiet poamrion of these fertile tracta 
for about a century, and had given up the idea of ceding them to any 
body,—for they lived upon these manors as confortahly aa the Man* 
tchoue of the present day,—when lol the Mongols 4 ml in a wood, and 
foolishly imagined, that they bad an equal right to the booty. At 
that time the terrible Genghis was their chiefs end as this hero 
thought to claim the whole globe aa his rightful possession, to which 
he wae entitled by the decree of heaven, be naturally also mcladed 
the Kin monarchy. Not being much addicted to fanciful therories, 
be immediately dispatched the veterans of the desert, and within a 
few years all northern China was prostrate before hhn. 

The Chinese lived at that time under s lice of princes^ who, by 
their ill success against the Kin, had lost all courage and influence. 
Availing themselves of this fair opportunity of punishing their hated 
enemies, they concluded au alliance with the Mongols, and very aa» 
tor ally thought, that when the common enemy was vanquished, they 
would share the spoil. But in this expectation they wete^greatly Mis¬ 
taken, the successor of Genghis never intended such a thing, and 
had long ago predetermined upon taking the lion’s share. To anti¬ 
cipate this generous intentiou, the Chinese began, to take posaeaaian 
of all the moat important fortresses to the south of the Yellow river* 
iu order to secure their frontier against future invasion. This was a 
patriotic act, and must have seemed praiseworthy in t he .eyes of every 
one except the Mongols, in whose opinion, however, it was an open 
act of treachery. However to waste no time iu fruitless negotiations, 
for which the Tartars have never showu much inclitistioM. they de¬ 
clared war, and the dreadful struggle lasted from 123* to 1378. whan 
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jl mmiiuMl by finally putting. the Chine— under the n e oe — ity of 
leknoirMgi^ Kublti, a Hongei chief, for their emperor. Wove we 
*>w going to relate all the feeta of valor which there wove exhibited, 
we.mtgfct-e—ily persuade the reader, that China, has bad more tba^ 
owe Leonidas Alcibisdes, Soipio, or Gate; but tbit is not at pre sent 
•or putp—e* and we hive' it to a mere, convenient time; but prove 
it we will, in thefoee-of the whole world. 

The Mongols bad thus arrived at the goal of their wishes, and now 
they commenced steeping upon theklaurels^ltke the Msntchous of the 
present day, whilst they very rapaciously, appropriated to the m se l f— 
the hard carded po—siona of the Chine—. The— at first, a—mg no 
alternative, ga— willingly whatsoever was demanded, for they were 
kept in eomtant terror; but afterwards, when Jthey had found put 
that their masters were hot exactly invincible, they rather parted with 
their chattels with gnunhting: In this state things were, when the 
Mongols, quite eot of their eiea—nt, grew every day more stupid and 
lasy, and one generation after another efieminate. It is true they 
had the name of having conquered the country, like the eight sun* 
dards at Peking, a:id this was also on record; but it w— equally out 
of the question, that they could again fight over the battles of tbeir 
ancestors. Though Chine— eyes are very small, they still enable 
their owners te pry into matters, and though not exactly piercing 
through a milletone, they often perform all the offices of s spygla— 
and microscope. They therefore soon perceived, that all was not 
right, and merely waited for an opportunity to show how much they 
despised their insolent lords.

something else of which the famous crusaders never thought; to wit, 
a cartridge-box, with six or seven iron bullets, which they hurled 
against the heads of their enemies with a noise resembling thunder. 
We read nothing about matchlocks; but the Chinese at that period 
bad a. kind of tubes from which they discharged these missiles. 1 
The country was in such an unsettled state and the finances so 
utterly deranged, that at first no notice of these proceedings was 
taken by government. When, however, Hungwoo grew more and 
more bold, and defied whole batallions, the Mongol magistrates re¬ 
solved upon crushing the rebel. For this purpose they collected all* 
the troops of the neighboring districts; but whilst yet preparing for 
battle, they were attacked on all sides. Amongst the banners that 
were foremost in breaking the enemy’s centre, Hungwoo’s red ensign 
Boited highest, and to his tactics and furioiis charge the victory of 
the first engagement was principally owing. Burning with desire to 
wipe off this disgrace, the enemy assembled a second army. The 
Chinese however had been beforehand, and planted (would the rea¬ 
der believe it?) batteries in flarrk and rear of the hostile army.

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had repeatedly lost the tribute, which was brought on its waters of the 
Great Canal, thought it prudent to reduce hs impetuosity by sending 
volumes of its waters into canals newly dug. For this purjmse they 
had sent a surveyor to the spot, who declared the project practicable. 
Now in America and any other Christian country, the people hire 
the laborers and give them a certain sum per diem, but the Mongols 
thought this a, process too tedious, and driving immense masses of 
peasants together, they paid them only with hard blows and scanty 
fare. This being by an overwhelming majority voted to be no adequate 
remuneration, the peasantry bid their taskmasters depart, and then 
endeavored to pay themselves by traversing in numerous troops the 
country and taking everything that came in their way. This was the 
centre from whence all other rebellions in endless succession radiat¬ 
ed and received strength, and which put Hungwoo in a condition to 
make up the losses of his army by new levies. His soldiers were in 
such high spirits, that on a certain occasion when a dangerous enter- 
prize was to i>e entered upon, two generals wished actually to tight a 
duel, in order to decide who should lead the van and.. brave the first 
onset; such things we believe uo not frequently happen in a Chinese 
army now-a-days. ’i,f; ’ •. i , , i * '!i , » w > 

The grand principles on which Hungwoo waged war, were, to gain 
all .hearts by kindness, and to try first, every means of persuasion be¬ 
fore he drew the sword. „Under such circumstances he was welcome; 
even when he appeared as an enemy, his heart overflowed with bene¬ 
volence, and the only cruelties he committed were against the Mon¬ 
gols. He moreover contrived to have a military chest and magazines, 
and instead of allowing his soldiers to plunder, be paid then well and 
thus kept the marauders in order. Such behavior attracted much 
notice, and a fierce pirate chief, who ravaged the coast, sent an envoy 
to propose an alliance. Whatever scruples Hungwoo might at first 
have, had to league with buccaneers, necessity forced him into a trea¬ 
ty, and from this moment he directed his steps towards Chekeang, in 
order to keep up his communication with the sea. But he had to 
cross the Yangtsze keiing, to fight first a very bloody battle on the 
water, before he could compass his purpose. This is as minutely 
described by our writer as the battle of the NiJe by the English news¬ 
papers, and if we may believe the Chinese biographers, it was also as 
furiously contested, and ended in the utter defeat ofihe enemy and 
the burning of hia vessels. Do not smile, dear reader; you will find 
in these annals mention made of stones which were thrown from 
mortars into the hulks of the opposing men-of-war and sunk them 
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clear. They got fiually such a zest for these naval battles, that they 
considered them as a real pastime. To dwell much longer upon the 
/arious marches and countermarches of Hungwoo we deem by no 
means a fii employment, and we shall therefore select only a few of

to take the name. In auy other person the preseuce of such a rep¬ 
tile would have created disgust, but in a Chinese uothiiig is a nioie 
propitious omen than the appearance of dragons. 

The Mongol emperor was dually alarmed at the frightful progress 
of the rebels. In a council of state, where all the ministers were 
present, the best measures proposed were rendered nugatory by inde¬ 
cision. Yet there were always 50,000 to 100,000 men under arms. 
How these were assembled and* paid we could never find out, perhapa 
there is some error iii the numbers. Then again the rebels brought 
iu less thau a fortnight 200,000 into battle; and though by unheard 
of courage more than two thirds of this number strewed the held, 
within a week aftetwards the forces were not only recruited but more 
numerous thau ever befote. As for the uumber of encounters, Na¬ 
poleon did not fight so many battles throughout his life, as some Chi¬ 
nese heroes iu the space of one year. The above tilings being all on 
record, are as true as every matter else which is put there.—We have 
now brought this biography to* the' second stage, and the reader will 
no doubt give us credit for moving no longer at a snail’s pace. 

Hitherto Hungwoo had been only a subject, bar one of the rebel 
chiefs having killed his master, the king, and he having already 
received the title of duke,* Ire now assumed the dignity of the prince 
of Woo, and adopted a regular plan for conquering all China. 

Nothing cQuid he more germane to his wishes than the intrigues 
which reigned at the emperor’s court. At first one of flie nobles who 
had received orders to collect a very numerous arrby hi Mongolia, 
and to overwhelm China with these hordes, thought it his duty to 
rise against the emperor, his liege lord. Had he persevered in his 
march, he might have takeu the whole court and ah the appurte¬ 
nances prisoners: but entering upon a negotiation, and Battering him¬ 
self with the highest dignities that were to fall to his share, he deli¬ 
vered himself up to justice. The minister Who acted such & decisive 
part in this crisis was an enemy to the heit of the crown. The latter 
had been sent to the army, hi order ro tight the battles of his father, 
and was highly indignant that a favorite should usurp the affections 
of a parent to which he alone should have laid claim. Recalled final¬ 
ly to his palace, and triumphing over his enemy who lost his life, the

As he only found their names, he saw in it more 
that) a superficial observer might hare supposed, and wrote down his 
2000 taels, and went off with the.oldest priest as his guide. On the 
bridge he again perceived the monger which had at first terrified 
hire, but the monk smiled saying, this is a domesticated animal. The 
camp then just appeared in sight, and his guide disappeared in the 
waves of a river that flowed below him. When he met his people, who 
had been for a considerable time in search of him, he soon recovered 
from his trance, and though he believed all to be delusion, he never 
forgot that his name was inscribed on the list of the sires of dynas¬ 
ties. Having spent a great part of his youth in the company of 
priests, all the reveries peculiar to their vagaries stuck to him to the 
last. He was al ways moving in the midst of a world of spirits, and, 
as a man gifted with second sight, he imagined that he saw the 
gods enlisting in his ranks, and defending his person. Some of 
his generals shared with him the same superstition, and, when one 
was surrounded on all sides and hardly pressed, he besought the ii^ 
terference of the gods of fire. This was readily promised them by a 
priest of Taou, for some consideration in the shape of white silver; 
and confident of the invisible support, his soldiers took each a brand, 
and fought their way through the surrounding hostile camp. Even 
warriors cannot combat without superstition, and if they do not fol¬ 
low worthless idols, the work of men's hands, they will do homage to 
the emblems of eagles or the tricolored standards. 

Considering all the circumstances under which Hungwoo made 
bis appearance, the ardor and purity of motive which made him draw 
the sword in order to free his countrymen from a foreign yoke, we 
shall not wonder, that he viewed his cause as that of heaven. . In 
invading Keangsoo he issued a proclamation in which he declared all 
who did not submit to Jiis arms, traitors, and rebels against the azure 
heavens. Kind treatment and a general amnesty secured to him the 
attachment of the. inhabitants, and the submission of the rovers he 
bought by bribes. .* Some of them however thought it prudent lo 
receive the money and to transfer their ahegianoe to the best bidder. 
Against them Hungwoo was inexorable, and at once told them, that 
they did not deserve to Jive, Whenever any one of them was token, 
he had him cut to pieces at a warning to all robbers and vagabonds

The army was-approaching 
to cross the river, when one of the descendants of Confucius present¬ 
ed himself to the conqueror. It was always Hungwoo’s principle to 
gain popularity, and he therefore rejoiced to pay just homage to the 
sage upon whom the whole nation looked with veneration. Having 
given his descendant valuable presents, with assurance of protection, 
he charmed the assembled multitudes by*the deference he thus paid to 
departed merit. In only a few instances, the Mongols resisted the 
invading forces, one fortress fell after another, and Shense as well 
as Shanse received Chinese garrisons. Crowned with laurels, Seuta 
made his appearance at court, and though the emperor honored him 
with the highest praises, he still thought it his duty to perform the 
kotow.* And now, in open council did Hungwoo arise, and looking 
around upon the hoary veterans standing at his side, and fixing hit 
eyes upon the scars they had receive*), he exultingly exclaimed, “Our 
most sanguine expectations are exceeded, no enemy is longer in the 
field to cause us serious trouble, we have delivered our country.’' A 
hum of approbation ran through the assembly, but Hungwoo conti¬ 
nued : “ There are many of our brave comrades who have spilt their 
blood for their father-land and are no longer amongst us. Let ns 
not forget their families, but show by the assistance we afford to 
them how highly we value the services that have been rendered.” 
Nothing could come so opportunely as this speech, all joined in appro¬ 
bation, the enthusiasm of the people for their new sovereign grew 
warmer and w irmer, and all declared their readiness to die for such 
a leader.—We have thus followed the course of events down to the 
year 1370. 

Some reproach attached to Hungwoo on account of his low extrac¬ 
tion. Some evil-minded persons brought this occasionally forward to 
get the fortunate adventurer into disrepute. What ooold he move 
despicable than to rise from I scullion to the throne of an empir e the 
•most extensive and populous in the world. There was no parrying 
Utts reproach, and the most skilfot genealogist could not, as m the 
case of Napoleon, show his descent from a noble family. As for as 
the Budhistic priests were concerned, who claimed him as their own, 
they had made up a foir story ofhis celestial origin, as we have re¬ 
lated above, but though nobody eould {gainsay (his, there wete few 
hardy enough to believe it Hungwoo therefore had no alternative 
hot to pveve, that most great men who had founded dynasties, were 
horn of obscure parents, and Chinese history indeed is fell of sneh 
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t instances. Th$re you tn«y ,| , «fd of 1 * fisherman, a captain,ofrobbers, 
or i knight-arrant, &.C., who all becameemperorsinthflirturn, aud 
afterwards took their place among tjie moat yigotousmojbarchs of whom 
the celestials boast,.. Thisbeing jelled, be no more thought it below 
his dignity ;-jt<^ proto to the whole world }hat he was not ashamed of 
his progenitors,..' With a .splendid cavalcade, Hungwpo visited their 
tombs, snd there made jjte cuatoinary.sa^ jiftce^j«id with ttys utmost 
humility prostrated himself before Uieir . manes., The graves , w ®r® 

. splendidly adorned, much better than evey the geuii, .w^o ft, first 
byd. put their hands to them,‘could hare «»«le them. Afterwards 
when septinsljr seated upoq the throne, he built a large city at his 
birth-place, and intended to make it his, capital, but could never suc¬ 
ceed in this endeavor. The rnjna^iay’beseen there to this day, and 
attest the lofty gepius of the projector. ,

Any otbw 
biographer might here have closed tale, aud’ Hkve*’wound rip tb 
remaining twenty years titft msreljf nyiag/llMiiprm^M 
arid happy! ^not so We;^ however, i^ our veiierribfe phototype; we 
must know our hero from beginning to end. 
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The news of Ilungwoo’s exnllalion did by no means please the 
Mongol emperor. He was then living in the desert and enjoying 
all the pastime of a nomadic Jife, hunting foxes and bears. Now be 
did not deem it advisable to give up so large an empire merely for the 
whim of an adventurer, and had therefore uumhers of soldiers always 
ready to make inroads upon the frontiers, burning and destroying 
wherever they went, in order to make jgood the title deed. There 
were moreover numbers of fugitives who with a wishful eye looked 
back upon the things they had formerly etijoyed, and found them¬ 
selves now reduced to the sore necessity of living upon horseflesh and 
mutton, and this in so small quantities as scarcely to satisfy their 
craving appetites. They were in fact as little contented with their 
new situation, as the Arabs with their native deserts, who often have 
taken possession and housed themselves in the fertile places of Meso¬ 
potamia, Syria, and Egypt. We have therefore not to wondfer that 
they made their utmost effort to reenter their possessions, and gave 
the Chinese froutier garrisons no rest. But the celebrated Seuta 
knew all their movements, and with great dexterity anticipated their 
invasions, so that the booty they bad collected with much toil and 
'risk, was as speedily taken from them* Though it was a great in¬ 
convenience to keep up a large army, there resulted one solid advan¬ 
tage from it; the emperor had always a band of hardy veterans at his 
disposal, who in case of any rising in the south could quell the 
rebellion. 

Immediately after the coronation, all offices were given to Chi¬ 
nese only, who under the Mongol rule had been excluded from the 
roost important employment#. And here again appeared the great 
discernment of this wise prince, for he chose men of talent without 
regard to their extraction, and thus bound by the ties of gratitude the 
most influential personages to his interests. The literati, so long des¬ 
pised, regained their ancient privileges, and, receiving high emolu¬ 
ments and splendid officers did not fail to contribute their parts to 
praise a prince who was so decidedly their patron. The most able 
amongst them were chosen to become the tutors of his children, and 
to instruct them so well iii classical lore, that they might be enabled 
toe rule as well as the ancient patriarchs, Yaon and Shun. 

The classical rule enjoins upon the Chiuese to serve their departed 
parents as if they were still alive. Though this is a most preposte¬ 
rous custom, and partakes of all the abominations of gross idolatry, 
Hungwoo thought himself bound in duty to give the example, and 
therefore paid adoration morning and night to the tablets of his 
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ancestors, the maties fef whom were now raised by ViWa^tb theibnk 
of emperors. 'Tliefe are moreover ft'nturibdt of temdtifc W^he capi¬ 
tal, inf which former princesand'sngea had apfacebflkinar* ibdttft 
Ike Mongols were'by no means very zealotis in' this acrirrbe b? the 
dead, thfc burildidg had beeri neglected and 1 had failed W rhina. The 
first cftre of Hungwob was to festorethbVri ancieftt splendor,

To' 
take away however all doubts about' their probdbte lot, they had mere¬ 
ly to )Ook M around tlirim^elves, whefe the blfeachedbones of starved 
wretches’fobplainly told them? that their situation wits fearful beyond 
description. Ih this emergency, lioweier, the horfees* hoofo discovered" 
a*fountain, and when all lmd quendbed their third! to satiation, and 4 
taken as much of the precious liquid as they eoiild’carry, it was una¬ 
nimously resolved — neriiine contradicente —to return with all pos¬ 
sible ha6t&' The Tartar horse, botodver; hfmi^oow on their flank and 
rerir, cutting oflfthc few provisions which still remained. According 
to the Chinese general’s report, his army always beat the barbarians, 
arid fn proof of Ills’ assertion he even brought above a thousand of 
prisoner,this was all He bad to boast of, bbw many thousands were 
strewed along the Triad where the Chinese retreated was never made 
known. This campaign, however, quelled for some time the ardor 
of the celestials, and they thought it by far more' prudent m aWait the 
daring enemy under the battlements and toWers of the Great Wall.* 
The Mongols on their part Wrire toO Cautious TO leave the entrenched 
WarffOfflribng without thefir society, amd-riol only paid a visit to the 
Great Walt, bui also ravaged Leaoutang, a departirient which is only 
protected by a stockade. If we have to believe our Chinese author 
these marauders ! were iMrays beaten, annihilated into the bargain, 
arid moreover taken prisoners. Unfortunately they increased with 
every disaster, likeHhe heads of the hydra, rind tbe accounts of splen¬ 
did"victories obtained Were coupled with dispatches mentioning new 
swarms of nomades, that bad lbfosted the frontier districts;' milf' 
woowa^obligedeitHer to Maintain a standing- array of at least' 
260,000 then,—an expedient too dangerous to be adbptad tot any 
length time , for in days of yore rite generals of this host had re¬ 

peatedly dictated laws to the court and not seldom joined the Tar* 
taifi and tkttW p6s®fessioii of the Whole celestial empire, without even 
•ii'id^iti^thd ^dtisimh of heavOn's son ; or—to adopt, the oitljr al- 
tbiiaaSlte reitialiting — to curb the'fierceuess of fhe invaders by i tor*' 
tuOd* r ^ftlJcy, a'ljstetn the HanichoOs hare carried to perfection^ For 
thWe&dlif ’6etit th4’ gfandion df the dethroned 1 emperor <6 his home, 
artdaltttf’delivering k veFy impressive speech, gave him to uuder- 
suthd, that it washisWnest wish to liVeirt'peace with the world. 
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L\fe rf Hrnngw— 

This noble de* ; /e wasonly realised in 1393, when pleitfy, filled tha 
land, all hearts rejoiced, and the hereditary enemy of China.was be- 
liered to ha?e become extinct.. The old emperor Tohwan Timor 
had by this time (alien a victim fo grief and disappointment* and his 
son who thought it his duty to assert his right to the throne of China 
assembled a numerous, army to enforce his claims. Boon however be 
found himself in the presence of the Chinese army; a struggle ensued; 
which ended greatly to the disadvantage of the Mongols, their hordes 
were dissolved and fled like scattered sheep, whilst tb? booty and se¬ 
veral members of the imperial family fell into the hands of the victorious 
army. This was a very severe check; several tribes therefore sub¬ 
mitted themselves to the sway of heaven’s son and secured by their 
obedience cattle and pastures* the very things they wanted, and which 
they had never obtained by their utmost bravery. Qite of the prinees 
was banished to the Lewcbew islands, where be' in peace 

amongst unoffending islanders. After this, all the campaigns against 
the Mongols succeeded, and though now and then a general returned 
from the desert without having seen a single enemy, he, still found 
reason enough to boast of bis bravery, because he had ventured into 
the heart of a hostile country. 

The province of Tuonan, intersected by high mountains, and being 
situated at the very extremity of the empire, defied all the efforts of 
the imperial generals. At first they were beaten* then obliged to 
retreat, and the matter was finally given up as hopeless. As the 
usurper however dispatched an envoy to the Mongol camp in order 
to conclude an alliance with that nation, the spirit of Hungwpo was 
roused, and he sent a large army to effect the subjugation of that 
territory. Here also his arms were crowned with sucoeap, and now 
hp was enabled to say, the whole empire is mine, I took it with my 
sword and have defended it against all enemies. His fame was spread 
te distant countries, so that the kfogs of Korea and Lewcbew sent 
embassadors to pay their homage to so great a man. Their tribute 
bearers were most kindly received, and returned with the moa* exalt¬ 
ed ideas of what they had seen and beard. 

Hongwoo’s latter days fled away in the utmost tranquility, he saw 
however one of his comrades after the other dropping off. Amongst, 
them his dearly beloved spouse, his sage Mentor through life. Though 
bowed down by grief, the cares of such a large government did not 
permit him to indulge much in sadness. The finances had to be put 
in order, and this was of all things the most difficult, for they bad 
folfon for a fong time entirely into a state of dilapidation. It is a real 
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pity, that scarcely one Chines? writer he* dwelt upon tbi* important 
eebjeet, end though he will write peg? after page upon ceremoniff, 
end deuil with greet minuteness the many kotow* and prostrifioas, 
bows end genuflections, he min scarcely find time to fill e line with 
that all-abeorbing subject—the revenues and public expenditure. 
Happy would our ministers 1m. if they could get so easily over t|ua 
stumbling block, and fill their budget with sundry remark? about the 
rites usual at the presentation of such important document*. It la 
h ow ever very certain* that Hnngwoo had money sufficient to pay the 
troopa; aa for the ohiliaos, they might help themselves, as they bare 
done since time immemorial in China. 

Though an enemy to pageantry be only thought it right to sur¬ 
round his court with all that was magnificent, in order to impress the 
nation with his high Ration and power. When you therefore jour¬ 
neyed to Nanking, it was not to ?ee some deserted streets and 
wretched hovels, but to behold magnificence and splendor* which 
were never eclipsed by soy of the preceding princes. The greatest 
ornaments of this splendid court, howerer, were the hardy warriors 
and aneient statesmen, who had risen from butchers', shoemakers’, and 
tailors 9 shops, to compose portions of the most celebrated camp and 
council. Bent down with age and infirmity, they still thought it 
their most sacred duty to support their beloved chief to the last 
breath, and to train their children in all the loyalty of which they 
had given, in , times of need, the most speaking proofs. But also this 
generation passed away, and Hungwoo stood there as the fongeval 
oak amongst the t^e younger trees of the forest. Life had fow 
charms lor him, lor all theca who bad rendered it delightful were no 
more. The king of terrors finally invaded the palace, and Hnngwoo, 
fimling Ms end approaching, sent all the princes of the blood into their 
domains'which be had assigned to them long before. Only the heir 
of the crown, a lad of 16 years, remained behind to testify the tran¬ 
quility with which his venerable father died. He took the blessing of 
millions into bis grave, and his highest praise was, that he had always 
been lenient and kind to all, even the meanest of bis subjects. The 
meet bitter rancor could not show a single instance of cruelty or 
even of hard-hearted justice. He was 71 years old when he died, 
a.n. 1306. Here we drop the curtain, and leave the patient reader 
to his slumbers.

Beat India Company's financial agency. The existence of this agency in 
Canton is continue*} against the opinion and in opposition (unanimous it is 
believed) of thfe.whole commercial body engaged in the trade t6 this country. 
The London Association have addressed the Court of Directors urging its 
tomofrat; arid your committee have assured the association of their hearty 
concurrence in any measure calculated to effect the desired end. The impor¬ 
tance, to the Bee trade, of abobsbing the agency, is more than ever apparent, 
spdjt i« damped expedient that some news step be taken by wtych it* iqjurhrei 
effect, oifc the tea trade especially, may be placed in tips atfongoat light. 

„ Performance of tfie ceremony called koirpa. In an address to lord Palmerston 
by tlie London Ausociatioii^ your committee notice they recommended, that 
in the event of any negotiator being sent by the British government to Pe¬ 
lting,* he should not bo precluded from performing the ceremonies required 
at that court. As this advice, if followed,' was deemed by the committee 
ftfcety to affect injuriously the interests of Commerce, they considered that ft 
Mi within their province to oppose it, and accsrdingljrthey hate id dressed a 
letter of resMnstraace tetbe iassecktkmon the subject. < 

. Poet ffice ^en a bHe k me m. • 1% yeiil he refloated that in . the last annual 
report the committee were sanguine in their exception of a speedy comple¬ 
tion of arrangements, then in progress, which would place an efficient post 
office establishment in foil operation. They were, however, disappointed. 
The boats, which were indispensable for the purpose, were suddenly employ¬ 


ed in the opium trade, and no compensation that tiie chamber could offer to 
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the owners was equivalent to the profits which that traffic yielded them. 
The committee are now of opinion that no adequate security can be obtained 
that any foreign boats, which might be engaged for the post office service, 
would not be in the same manner diverted to other employments; and the only 
alternative, in case the chamber should deem a new attempt to establish a 
mail conveyance desirable, would be to purchase the requisite number of boats, 
or at all events to have them absolutely under the control of the chamber. 

Execution of orders for tea and raw silk. The preamble and resolutions 
which were demanded by proceedings in England during the year 1837, and 
drawn up on this subject by your committee, have already received the ap¬ 
probation of the community, by the signature of almost every foreign house 
in Canton, who forwarded copies to their correspondents in all quarters of the 
globe. Your committee b ave reason to believe that the attention of parties 
concerned has been drawn to the subject, and the evil which it was intended 
to cure will be in some measure remedied, ft is understood the document 
was brought to the notice of the London Association, and was discussed in 
that body, but the committee, os yet, have no communication from them on 
the subject. 

Claims on agents in Canton. In answer to a question submitted to them 
your committee decided, that claims made by parties abroad, on their agents 
in Canton, on account of transactions which have occured here, should be

'\jhMkamored tills cf exchange. The expediency of establishing a fixed per- 
centum for damage on protested bills of exchange in lieu of re?exchange, in¬ 
terest, and charges; and a consideration of the proper mode of proceedii^ 
in regard to the protart of bills returned without the hills themselves; engaged 
the attention of your committee early in the yqar. They entered into cor¬ 
respondence, with the Chambers of Commprce of Bombay apd,Calcutta, to 
obtain a knowledge of the practice in those places, hut as yet have not re¬ 
ceived the final answers of those bodies, which are ecuNfpril requisite before 
comiog to any decision on this question. , h ^ 

Cohong and their foreign debts. In relation to this subject, the mdmdoai 
creditors themselves on the spot have managed the negotiations with tbs 
viceroy through the hong merchants, and obtained an adjustment of their 
cfeinw, which are agreed to be liquidated, within specified periods. Your 
commi ttee ‘ have only been called on to transmit to the London Association, 
and other commercial bodies in Orest Britain, snob considerations co nn ected 
with the question as they conceived might be advantageously urged on the 
attention of the British government, in esse ministers should determine to 


interfere in behalf of foreign claimants, on this, or any future similar occasion. 

8qk-privil*ge in foreign vessel*. The following points hare been decided 
fay your committee on the apphcelfon of interested parties. 

1st In the case of a chartered, vessel the privilege belongs wholly to the 
charterer, the captain heingentitled to no part of it 
gd. Neither the charterer of a whole vessel, nor the agent of the ship, has 


a right to put silk on board for transhipment, without the eoqseut of the other. 

3d. The charterer or affreighter of part of a v e ss e l is not entitled to any 
portion of the privilege without a special agreement to that effect. 

Protection seamen in Canton. In order to guard seamen in some 
messure when in Canton, on liberty or duty, from the iupomtaons to which 
tbsy are exposed, your committee determined to address the hsmg merchants 
on tlie sutpet, esid.to urge upon them the policy and humanity of closing the 
tippling ahopa in the vicinity of the foreign factories, from which, and from 
the nefarious practices of their keepers, the mischief chiefly, if not entirely, 
proceed*^ The apphcation was well received by the bong merchants, and 
they promised to exert thsir power to remov# the temptations to seqmtm 
and the abuse cCmpijMned of- V(

tions of a public Mrket, and the stalls of itinerant shop keepers, with which 
it is liable to be covered. The bong merchants now maintain a police for 
the purpose, and as far as the Chiuese are concerned there is not much 
ground of complaint. 

Trade itatemertt. These, for the year ending July 30th last, have been 
made out, and printed by direction of the committee. They are, perhaps, as 

perfect as ciicamwaaesa would permit, but it it bopad that the dificuMea in 
the way of procariag bmt info rm a ti o n required for their construction, wili 
giedinllj diseppnar and thattbe cemplate .acco un ts of the secretary may 
soon ho given ate** mqunoD^y/with the truncations themselves.

In oondnawn, the co mmit t e e would express their sense of obligation fee 
the indulgence which has tech eo fteety extenitod to them in the discharge 
of their duties by the members of dim chamber generally, and by their fore ign 
naighhate whs me not members; «nd> ntw their regret tbnt their Inhem base 
net contribeSed far a mash , gr ee t e r degree tot h wco nveni ence and prosp erity 
of foreign commerce. They do notr however, doubt the utility of tbs inetita*

S*r«#TBitN pager,of tbpPuii Tsaou are filled with an account .of the 
hone, treating of the i|ses of. the various internal and external parts 
of his body in medicine, and the mode of their exhibition in diseases. 
•JThe manner in which tfie subject is hero treated affords a good 
instancy of the usual order pursued by the compilers of that work, in 
their descriptions of the numerous articles, included in Chinese ma¬ 
teria medics,—and we will for once follow them, as well to show oqr 
^readers this order, as ip tell them what the Chioese say of that favorite 
and noble animal. To do this, it will not, however, bf necessary t to 
enter into all their minuthe regarding pills, boluses, &o., but simply 
to give the principal points under each section.

It is divided into four parts. The first part ooosists of MTaasays end 
as many metrical pieces, explaining the mode of feeling the home s 
pulse, which is placed ie his breast; describing the difiemnt parts of 
his body; and giviug the accounts concerning him transmitted from 
antiquity. The writers have sometimes chosen the form of poetry to 
convey their researches, and; many pf the essays are thrown into 
the form of conversation, in order to enliven a dull subject The 
second part gives the diagnosis of the seventy-two diseases to which 
the horse is subject, comprising directions how to ascertain whet 
part is affected from the pulsations. The third part contains eight 
seotioos on the eight states of health (as cold, hot, empty, solid, dec.) 
of the horse, with plates illustrative. There are also repot U of 74 
conversations held. Jbet wean Tung Ke the corrector, and Yu Yuen 
the author, concerning the mode of treatment to be panned when 
the symptoms were thus and thus; and the reasons for certain peculi¬ 
arities about the horse. The fourth part describes the kinds of food 
he should have, among which pulse, grass, grain, tea, soup and water, 
are mentioned; and the whole concludes with directions for omn» 
pounding. medicines and the mode of admiuistcring them. 

We have time only to give this author’s criteria of s gesd heme, but 
should think from the hasty saammstiou of its contents that the Mm 
Ki*g might afford some interesting notices to one well acquainted 
with the veterinary art “ There are thiHf-two marks, of all which 
the eye is the pearl; next yon must see if the head and face are pro¬ 
portionate, but he who wishes to know bow to (distinguish a good 
horse, and does not examine the hooka of former afees, is liken blind 
man going in anew road. The eye round as a banner-bell, color deep; 
pupil bean-shaped, well defined, with whits strife; iris with five 
colors,—-he will be Jong-lived: nose with lines Nke the characters 
fib kuug and ho,— he wall •** forty springs: the forehead higher 
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than the eyes; mane soft with ten thousand delicate hairs; face sod 
Chops without flesh; ears tike a willow leaf; neck like a phmnix’s, or 
nock's when Crowing; mouth large and deep, with lips like a box 
class joining; incisors and molars far apart; tongue like a two edged 
Sword and of good color; the gums not black,—he will hate long life: 
lean as to flesh, fat as to bones; never suiting at sounds nor fear* 
firfof sights; the tail elevated is reckoned a good sign; head inclined 
and neck crooked, with three prominences on the crown; sinews like 
a dear’s; bones of legs Small, and hoofs light; fetlocks shape of a bow; 
breast and shoulders brotd, but little projecting forward; head long 
and ioitts short; belly hanging, and the hair on it growing upward; 
hoofs strong and solid; knees high and joints uniform; flesh on the 
back thick, making it round as a wheel; scapula like tyeps, and 
femuf inclined ; and tail like a flowing comet, hairs all soft.” 
Such the Chinese give us as the principal characteristics of a good 
horse. 

3. The ass is called fee, because its strength lies in the breast. 
He ii described by authors, “is hiving long cheeks, a broad fore¬ 
head, sharp ears, slender Uil, and being an animil whose voice is 
heard in the night' answering to the watehee. By nature he is adapted 
lo the carryiog of burdens. There are those of a dark yellow, white, 
and Mack color. Tn Leaoutung, wild asses ire found of a piebald 
color, with flowing tails and tnanes, and large hones; the flesh Is like 
that of the domeatie ass.” Writers also.mention “ hilltsses,” with 
htffos like tbe ibex, which are probably door of some sort; sad « sen 
Ssses,” whose Skins do not become wet in the water, which are most 
Hkefy t species of seal. 

TIM flesh if asses is skid to be sweet and who l eso m e. The mar¬ 
row is recommended as a cure for deafness of long standing; “ that 
in the fore legs is the best; the bones are to .be po u nde d fine, and 
the marrow separated, and put into the ear while the patient ii 
MNap.” “ If in infant oriea obstinately, and will not atop, order three 
Women, (whose surnames must be unlike,) to take the babe betwee n 
them, and sleep in an ut’i manger, and it will cease; but no man 
moat know it. The ode says, • tie up the shell of a crab and anapeod 
ft fhwri tha doth, and it will expel a malignant sickness: picture an 
a* upon the waU, and Urn child will cease crying.’" The medical 
books ttfthe Chinese abound .in whimsies of this nature, showing 
how partinlly antiquity has enlarged their knowledge; their practice 
of medicine!, howerer, is rather more sensible and ostfcl than their 
theorise.

3. “ The fo or n^ufei” says U Sbecbia, M in Uqpr than.no maod 
stranger than a torse. Us strength lies in its loins. In U* rump, there 
ib a locked bone that can mol be opened, which prevent* it bearing 
jfoung and sucking them.” The Chinese hg»® crossed the breeds 
of domestic animal's, and produced mules unknown jto us. “ There 
are fire sorts of mules; an ass and a mare produce a bormule; the 
offspring of a horse and she-asais.a keui it; that of a jackass and 
cow if a la mik ; of a bull and fbe^ass is tsih tsung; aod that from a 
bull and mare id called ken h*u: but vulgarly all are called b or 
mules.” This animal is. not often seen iu this part of the empire, 
but both it aod asses are said to h? common in the middle and north¬ 
ern provinces. In the Spring and 4utuumRecord it is related, “that 
Ch&ou Heeuteae had a white inule which he Inghljf prized; once on 
a time his miniver fell sick, and the doctor; said* if he. eats .the liter 
of a white mule he will recover; ytherwise he wiU die. The prinoe 
hearing of this said.^to kill an animal in order to save a man will 
surely be beoev cdent f * He accordingly killed his mule, aud took out 
the liver, which when the sick.man had eaten, cured, him*” 

4. The Chinese describe a preparation made from the milk of 
Various domestic animals, that resembles the kumiss found among 
the Tartars. It is called 16 and is both wet and dry; it is^made in 
the following manner. “ Put a quart of milk into a boiler,. aod sim¬ 
mer it for some time, when another quart is to be added,mid the 
whole boiled till many boiling bubbles arise to the surface, all the 
while stirring it about with the ladle; now .pour it into a vessel and 
wait till it is cold, whon the pellicle that forms upon the surface is ty 
be taken off, to form the see. Now add a little old to, and $pv£r.itup 
for a while with paper, until it is completely made.* To make <the 
dry 16, take the new and evaporate it in the sun’s rays, continually 
skiroiog off the pellicle, until none forms; then put these pellicles 
into a pan and simmer them a little till the whole is dry, end can be 
cut into slices.” The best is made, according to our, autbor fe ffpin 
the milk of the buffalo, mare and camel; that from the cowaod ewe 
is not so invigorating.

. In the Almanacs of the'Chinese,-oearly a natA'diMhkf iniH 
win those of Western nations. Bat in one-thing thO Chinese aim* 
uses are alt alike, and in One they i ea s ts bi d lo o Umblddr-almanacs of 
Oie west,——we mean, istln ntruiigicd' aiisripthw to’ eodh day of 
anspieiona or baneful influences offer the autiods in Ms 

character, the imperial almanacs, circulated by the government 
through all its dominions end tributary kingdoms, shares in common 
with books addressed to the most superstitious of the people. The 
government of China thus gives the fktt'wetght of its authority to the 
idle belief, that the planets, of which in its astronomical works it 
acknowledges the earth to be a companion, can exert so po werf ul 
end mysterious an influence orer the world, as to sflbet, the eueoeas 
of the undertakings and actidft* of every individual. It'ssnetkuWffc 
beft dfr fhVoivftig this absurdity,' that two pedsoifs diigtgffd in like 
andertakings, haring selected each the same auspicious period,’ and 
Milg, cotHspiatly, under the same astral i nfl uence s ,’ may* nevurthci 
Ism eoms off. the one fttWy s ucc es sfl d, the other ttuMy WM. ' "But 
the govermnent has net alone given IhfrWrifllt'of risnU rt hO rity 
to such unrea s on able notions r it hadj When Bs o(H rt l B hWfliM W 
were yet in employ at Puking, required of them H» httdBti their sights- 
tmete the astrologieal (as well as to the ast r onom ica l) tables of the 
almanac. This was acknow l ed g ed by-ooe of these Europeans to Mr. 
Burro w, when it: Peking, during lord Macartney's dWhUtsy, and de¬ 
rives confirmation Aom the fltet, that much gteater fihh ia pHcfetfby 
the Chinese in astrological predictions worked according 10 the "So- 
r op e an method;” than many ochefu, and - that toe uUporiorityefthi*^ 
nature several of the popular almanaea consequently pretend. 

The imperial almanac contains, hv its smaller firm tbdotHwenty, 
in its-larger firm about fifty,! eaves. Upon the first leaf of thh ! lhfger’ 
edition, is a table- of the twentp-ftnir Zodiacalperiods obderved by 
the Chinese, marking the moment of the ran** pMMge tnffln fiht 
and the fifteenth degrees of each sign of the Zodiac, calculiftefMbr 
the me ridian of Peking: Pbe- aeoond teafie occupied by a tftft of 
tbn more-important ateilary aspects, « aWpi fc 'rift e , tk the Wrririt, to 
partienlar acts or undertakings.' Thus oueis attepfekhri to all acts, 
and de a tvn ot ireof every hanefbl influence; a sdOonfl to-ausphSons to 
the p r ese n ter of memorials, te-the officer newly eatermg Upon'his 
duties) to the happy coup tt contracting a marriage; i tfiiVd tnd a 
finirtb kre bnutfut to *bd same, patties} a- fifth is pmjfadieialto the 
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bather,; i antth-to the general who Miout hie array; dri nfnlitk 

to the gardener who plants or grafts, under its influences. The third 
leaf contains an astrological diagram, intelligible, as M. Klaproth 
has remark, only to those who may choose to be at the pains of 
exploring deeply the astrological reveries of China. After these fol¬ 
low two large tables, occupying thirty-one leaves, which show, the 
moment of sunrise and sunset, and the times of commencement of 
the zodiacal half-monthly periods, in each province and dependency 
of China. The ephemeris follows next, occupying twelve or thirteen 
leaves, according to the number of lunar months into which the cur¬ 
rent year may be divided. The details of the ephemeris comprise, 
the cyclic characters by which each day is distinguished, the moon’s 
quarters, the places of several stars, the anniversaries of births and 
deaths of emperors and empresses during the reigning dynasty, and 
finally the particulars of what ought and what ought not to be done 
on each day. A table of 120 years, to show the age of an individual 
born in any year of the cycle,— to which is joined another table of 
astral influences, completes this book, of which the Chinese govern¬ 
ment is so proud, that it cannot confer on any nation a more gracious 
gift than a copy of it. 

The popular almanacs, besides a very much larger amount of as¬ 
trological detail, contain, sometimes, a few items of useful informa¬ 
tion, such as a map of China, maps of the stars, a very imperfect 
tide-table, 6lo. These items are however so few, that they are hard¬ 
ly worthy of notice, except as an example of what may be introduced 
in a purified almanac, intended like “ the British Almanac,” of the 
English Society whose name we bear, to supply, gradually, the place 
of the year-books already existing among the people. The prepara¬ 
tion of such a work was contemplated by your committee shortly 
after the establishment of this Society, and the hope Was held out, 
two years ago, that a purified almanac for the Chinese might be pub¬ 
lished by it at the* commencement of the succeeding year. The 
hope then entertained is yet unfulfilled, but your committee is led to 
believe that no further delay will take place in preparing for the press 
a year-book, in which astronomical facts shall be so conjoined with 
useful and interesting information, as to ensure a good measure of 
acceptableness. But so habituated as the Chinese are to the select 
lion of auspicious days for every undertaking, it must be very long 
ere they will be induced to abandon altogether their own almanacs, 
however, disposed they may be to join to them one of a different 
character.

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Art. IU. first report of the Medical Missionary Society's Hos • 
pital at Macao , for the quarterly term beginning 5th July, 
and ending 1st Oct., 1838. By the Ref. P. Parker, m.d. 

Ik accordance with a desire expressed at a general meeting of the 
Society in May last^he Hospital at Macao was opened on the 5th of 
July. Previous engagements to return to Canton, and the absence 
of any other medioal gentleman to take charge of the establishment, 
rendered it necessary .temporarily to close it on the 1st of October. 
It is with great pleaserp that the report ibr this term is.now sobgaitted 
to the Society and its friends. 

Often has the siocerest gratitude been felt towards the benevolent 
ateb&ebi of this Society, who hare procured such an asylum for 
the afflicted Chinese, and to the respected President by whose judg¬ 
ment the spot was selected* when,-*- walking through its capacious 
and numerous apartments,—1 hare witnessed the comfortable accom¬ 
modation dforded to the intonates, to ttiany Of whom it seethed al« 
shost £ paltfce, inf comparison' with the narrow cells which they call 
their homes. The building is capable of accommodating two hun¬ 
dred patients. It has nineteen spacious rooms on the secood story, 
fell rentilated; aiu^as many corresponding ones on -the ground floor; 
4 garden, and extensive compound, with three wells of water—.in 
tfcer>ar; and a jard in front. The building is of brick, strongly 
built; and the whole of the ground (say a third of an acre) belong¬ 
ing to it, m surrounded by ft substantial wall. It is in a healthy 
locality, overlooking the inner harbor, and has good accent both by 
fend and water; " r * 

lit itf delightful^ to contemplate the yearly augmenting relief that 
dtmy here be afforded to tfce,.suffering Chinese. It is cheering and 
encouraging to regard the facilities that beta exist, fee the metmetantii 
of the young men ef China in the principles of rational medicine and 
surgery. May the institution' prosper every Way—may there beiio 
lack of men to conduct *its, operations, or of means to Vai^ort aufiti in-r

^ Seven hundred r f^ e,ve< T into’the Hnspu^l^o^ig 
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the term, towards the close of which many had to be seat away, from 
the inexpediency of receiving them for a few days only. Fewer im¬ 
portant surgical cases presented themselves, in proportion to the 
whole number, than had previously been the case at Canton. With 
a few exceptions, the task of gaining the confidence of the people 
had to be commenced de neve- 'The suspicion ,aqd reserve at first 
manifested were greater thau ever at Canton. l*he arrival, however,, 
as patients, of gentlemen from Canton, and occasional visits of some 
who had been cured there, and of others personally acquainted with 
previous operations, tended very nmch to alter the feeling or the peo¬ 
ple. An unexpected auxiliary in effecting this change was found, 
too, in sundry of their idols, wbo^ according to the interpretation of 
tbe Chinfese priests, encouraged a large number of their votaries to 
apply to the foreign physician with assurance of success.

No. 301 July 13th. Cataracts. Osteo-medullary-sarooma, and 
nasal polypus. Woo Hoo, aged 41, a semstress ofjtbe village Pib- 
sbaa, was grievously alllicted with this singular complication of d is e a- 
sss. The nucleus of the malady commenced, seven years since, in 
a Saudi bard prominence, at the internal angle of the right eye, just 
ander the superciliary arch, accompanied by pain in both eyes. It 
is now feur inebes- and a quarter in circumference at its base, and 
nearly of a gtobolar ferm, projecting about two inebes. The eye is 
concealed by it; the panda lacrymalis of the lower lid is drawn out 
6f ha place one loch and a half to the right The bese of the 
tumor is defined on three sides by an osseous projection. A milky 
trhke cataract exists in the right eye, sad a soft polypus completely 
We the tight nestrit Several times the tumor has burst, end the 
patient gays, she has Cut off portions of the medullary fungus that pro¬ 
truded, sod much hemorrhage followed. The constitution was impair¬ 
ed. Her tongue was white and bloodless. It being impossible to 
determine the extent of disease,— though probably it communicates 
with the antrum, and descends deep into the socket of the eye, and 
back to the posterior acres,—h was deemed inexpedient to attempt to 
remove it, notwithstanding the urgency of the patient and her raiativea, 
and her threat, if others would not do it for her, to operate kmoff. 

No. 32, July I3th. Cataracts. The history of this man’s case 
b introduced in bis own words. “ Ting Hw a u l s uu g, aged 65, of the 
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district Tahingj in the department Shun teen, of the province of 
Cheihle y bu been on (he civil list of this province for 30 years, and is 
now io expectation of the appointment of assistant magistrate—lam 
at present residing*in the street Teenkwan, within the city of Canton. 
On the 19th I embarked, and early on the 22d arrived at Macao, and 
I now earnstly beseech the D >otor to heal jny blindness. In the 15th 
year of Taoukwang (1835), and the seventh month* my right eye be¬ 
came diseased,, juut at 4h«s time I am nil able to see light. In the second 
month of the present year 1 was grievously afflicted, by carelessly 
takhtg'oold. * Under medical treatment my disease ceased, hot after¬ 
wards the eye became daily more and more blind, and now only a 
glirnmeriqgof lightremains. I earnestly entreat the Doctor -to heal 
me; my gratitude wiU~ then be boutfdless." 

' 'The gentleman had Gattacatts completely formed in both eyes, and 
upon cornea of the right eye was a slight nOtttita. The cataracts 

were depressed in both eyes. No inflammation followed in either, 
the lens in the left eye partially arose, and, a fortnight from the first 
operation, was re-depressed with success. At the respiration of three 
weeks the patient was told he might return to hjs faiqily whenever 
he chose. He wished to remain logger, and it was opt. till the first 
of September that he left. Previous to his rptHrp t ^e dined syith rue 
in European style, after which he was delighted to £pe the ships in the 
harbor from the terrace and pointed out }he elevations on the oppo¬ 
site side of the inner harbor, and said that “ his heart dilated with 
gratitude in proportion a9 his eyes were opened to the light*” i This 
roan was attended by a son 40 years old, and thfree servant*. Hi# 
deportment was uniformly that of a gentleman, and he was alway# 
ready to communicate intelligence, upon whatever subject interrogat¬ 
ed. Being from the vicinity of Peking, it wits interesting to learn 
from him the customs,, and tp. gain local information, of that payt of 
the country, and ip return tp answer, his numerous #nd intelligent 
inquiries respecting the nations of the west* 

Since my return to Canton, he has called and^reported himself in 
excellent health. He iuformed me that since recovering his sight he 
had received a new appointment from government, and was immedi¬ 
ately to go to the part of the province in which he was to enter upon 
the discharge of the duties of his new office, rejoicing in a second 
youth. His c&e is mentioned, not for any thing worthy of especial 
notice in' a medical light, hut as an example of the advantages the 
hospital will afford for free intercourse with Chinese of respectability 
and intelligence.

“The Flora of the Philippine Islands should have been undertaken by a 
professed Botanist, whose work could have been submitted to an enlightened 
public as meriting their entire confidence. As for myself I had neither 
masters, rtor herbarium, nor scarce a book, when I was first attracted to this 
delightful study. The Systems Vegetabilium of Linnaeus was for may yeare 
my only guide, to which I was at length able to add, the Genera Plantaruin 
of Jussieu, and some other botanical instruction. My own case has not been 
a singular one; for it is in fact attributable to the great scarcity of books and 
cost of publishing, and not to sloth or indiffereuce, and more than all to the 
extreme stupidity of the natives, that the lovers of this study have hitherto 
made so little progress, in these islands. Nevertheless, there actually exists 
an amount of iuedited manuscript, on various subjects, both in Spanish and in 
the numerous and difficult dialects of these islands, far beyond the conception 
of strangers. For instance, there have been as many as 40 grammars of the 
Tagaiog (the dialect spoken around Manila), as well as many copious voca¬ 
bularies, and a quantity of devotional compositions. In other dialects, much 
hae Also been written ; and I doubt if there be one, which has not its gram¬ 
mar, vocubulary, and helps to devotion. 

“ But to confine myself to the subject of natural history, the labors of the 
PP. Clain, Delgado, Mercado, and Sta. Maria, in this department, entitle them 
to the most lasting gratitude. The first of these, a Jesuit, after having com¬ 
posed some admirable devotional works in Tagaiog, published a Manual of 
taedicmet which, with some modifications and the substitution of Spanish for 
native names, would be a useful work even in the peninsula. ’ ’ 
jj 44 The P. Juan Delgado, a Jesuit also, and a man of singular talent, wrote a 
voluminous work, still unpublished, on the government and natural history 
of the islands. 

•» Jfbp P. Ignacio de Mercado prepared a most useful volume in 4to. on the 
virtues of many of the plants of the island, illustrated by beautiful drawings, of 
Which unhappily only some fragments can now be found. The curious work of 
FVmando de Sta. Maria, an indefatigable investigator of the vegetable 
kingdom, hi still td^tiieraf use and estimation.

We shall 
draw a few observations from it, and raiogle them with the results of.

I)io#pjroa, pr Persiminoo, or Date Plum. Our author, describes 
four species, of this genuq, which, tfa they go by nafiye nfjnqs, we pnay . 
presume to be indigenous in these island^. The most common term ; 
in the Tagala is Tqlang. During the autumnal months they are. 
very abundant in the Chinese markets, and at Macao are hawked 
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about the streets by costermongers under the call of kaki t the name 
for one species in the Japanese language. In the Philippines the 
frnh of the Diospyfos fcakf is very targe, round, and covered with a 
fine down. lie smooth spherical contour, its pulpy texture, its dilute 
red odor, and ^tks loose calyx that adheres to the base, will at once 
distinguish this fruit fieri' all others. It belongs to the same family 
as>the ebony, and 1 like that tree furnishes a very bard wood, which 
it would'stem was in former times much used in China, for carving 
and writing, before the invention of paper. The wood is at first red, 
but by drying tnrns Mack. The leaves of most of the ipitoies are 
add to be somewhat caustic, and serve to cure the tetter and other 
kinds of cutaneous disorder. The firuit of one species is poisonous 
and has the reputation of intoxicating fish, and eVen of making. the 
crocodiles suddenly leap but of the water in a fit of cdiivulsive agony. 
The properties of Hie leaf may reside alsbiri the frb&y in other in¬ 
stances they are dissipated by the heat and the mellowing effect of 
the sun, but in this they remain. Wholesome berries sbfoetimea 
grow on the roost poisonous trees, as is the case with the gcw tree ; 
and the most nauseous tasted plants will sometimes secrete the sweet¬ 
est honey, as in some species of Lobelia, 

Morinda Citrifolia. This is the tinctoria of modern writers, for in 
India the Citrifbtta is cultivated for the sake of Its* firuit, usd has a 
leaf that differs somewhat from the former. It may, however, turn 
out by o- mutual comparison of the specimens frb'm different places, 
that the species, as they now stand, are merely varieties of one. The 
fruit of the Philippine tree is said to have bad odor, so that no anftnal 
will eat it. We have seen the tree many times in the idands of the 
Pacific ocban, in Singapore, and other places of the Straits, where it 
is not dnftequbnt, especially in spots ih which the soil is moist and 
pch. The fruit iS about the size and shape of an hen’s egg, but of an 
irregular contour. The*smell resembles that of a rancid eheesS, 
and the flavor is very near akin to the perfitme'. Thu pariah 
has the odor of rotten onions, the Mbrinda of dhoiyed bheese, 
and yet the former is eaten with the most beWifching fondness by 
many foreigners, and the latter is devoured with a happy acquies¬ 
cence by the natives of the Archipelago. 4 ‘ There is no accounting 
for taste” is a trite apothegm, and in despite of this gravd law we 
know that habit and early acquaintance will reconcile us‘ to almost 
anything, in virtue of a principle implanted' ih the human constitu¬ 
tion by the Creator.

Ficns laccifora. This kind of fig tree is called I**gnob by. ^hn na¬ 
tives, and ia chiefly confined to the islands of Cebo ao^ £fgggpes. 
The firuit is of a roundish form, as in moat instances with 
kre acquainted, and is diversified by a number of small riba, that 
radiate from the opening in the top, aathelinesof longitude dp from 
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<he pofe of a sphere. It seeing to be a secret to all but botanists, that 
thisfrfch is but a development of the general receptacle, and contains 
within it a numerous crop of little flowers, which bloom and ripen 
their needs in a sort of dark and gloomy sequestration. This may be 
seen by cutting a fig, just plucked in a recent state from the tree, 
from the top to bottom, artd faying one of the sections under a good 
magnifier. 

The author fays great finphasis upon the value of this tree, Legnob, 
because it is the resort of the Lac insect , It is about the size of the 
cochineal insect, and of a beautiful red. The head ia furnished with

a small pair of horns or antennas, and the body is very slender. It 
belongs to the Hemipterous order of insects, or such as have their 
wings covered by cases that are imperfect either ia .size or structure, 
and to the genus coccus of Linntsus. The insect invests the bark of 
this fig tree with a peculiar varnish, iu order to form a point of attache 
ment for the female, and a neat for her young. The parent diet in 
the act of laying her eggs, and it ia so contrived, that her body be¬ 
comes the cradle of her future offspring, as it contains the egg* till 
they are hatched in a kind of shall. . .The lac is spread in patches of 
one or two inches in breadth, and two or three lines in depth. .The 
whole surface Is pitted by cells like the comb of the bee. In each 
one pf these a mother is entombed with her brood, and is ahoVin by 
a door of the same resinous substance. The interior or the cell is 
filled with a rosy colored honey, laid up fof the nourishment of the 
young from the time they *re hashed till the cell ia opened, and they 
bqrst forth in a host of tiny creatures. 

The lac when analyzed was found to eootsiai a vegetable min, a. 
peculiar principle or Laccin, gluten, aod an acid that bears ^ie. nans* 
of the insect, with coloring matters. The resin and the gluten, which 
resembles t!;at obtained from wheat meal, are derived froo^ the tree, 
od which the lac is found, and are drawn from it by the pandoras 
made by the female, which like many hetnipterbus insects ia provided 
with a beak fot that purpose. The coloring matter is from the bogy 
of the insect, and shows i{s relationship with the cochineal, which we 
kiiow is one ntass of dye as sold in commerce. Three different kinds, 
of lac were analyzed by Hatchptt, stick-lac, seed-iac, and abelMec, 
and were found to contain different proportions of the ingredient just 
mentioned. It k'ould he interesting to have a set of ctxpeqmctiats 
made upon the Various sorts of lac, with a reference to the kinds pf 
tree from Which they were taken, for as the juices are different tpn 
may expect a corresponding variety. The various members of the

twowrOrd. ThO chaffy husks that infest the seed are lour in number, 
and are of a delicate- filmy texture, which suits very well with their 
retired lodging in the polished bead like receptacle. The seed is 
surmounted, as usual in grasses, by two feathery threads, which are 
of *a deep fed, and emerge front a hole in the (op of the bead to be 
displayed upon its shining surface. Prom the same aperture issue, a 
Short 'spike of barren florets, which have each of them two pairs of 
chaffy husks, the inner of a thin filmy consistence. The anthers or 
little knobs upon the three threads in each are yellow, and have their 
cefls'bf Unequal length. It attains the height of six feet in the Phi¬ 
lippines, which is higher thavi we cottimoiily find it in this part 
dtCKina, which may be owing to'the barren nature of the subsoil, as 
it delights in a rich loamy earth. It attracts the eye by the abun¬ 
dance of herbage, the leaves being broad and long, and grow closely

Calius lactescens. This genus belongs, we presume, to the same 
farfifty as the mulberry, hemp, fig, Bread-fruit, dbc.

When tee two coolies, seized 
with the opium, were examined by an officer whom I seat for teat purpose, - 
their depositions, on this matter, were carefully taken,*n4 corroborated be* 
yond a doubt.' They were, in consequence, delivered over to Che commie* 
•ton of justice, to be dealt with ** the law directs; and the bong merchant, 
Piinlioyqiia, who so rashly secured the ship, was placed in the pillory and 
exposed at Whampoa, as a 3 yartiiiig. ( i find too that* for, the map, out of the 
pafr of cmlz&tioii, who transgress, tfic celestial dynasty has ordained severe 
laws. 1 But I, the governor; looking up to pod imitating the profound henevo* 
fence of the great empefor, towards, people from afar, bavOQUly required the 
hatches of the paid ship to be doped, and, together L with.the m id foreigtieie, . 
to be driven out of the port — in great leniency forbearing to make deep in- 
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to be driven ottt of the port—in greet leniency forbearing to make deep in¬ 
vestigation. This wet an act offkvori beyond the lews. The said foreigners 
are fbitanato in so escaping the net Will they not, then, reform and re¬ 
proach themselves ? Nap, will they,* on the contrary, bp repeatedly talking 
about fUse evidence, endeavor to impugn my commands ? This is the per- 
foction of stupidity, most worthy of detestation! 

It is right, therefore, to tome these clear commands,* which 1 now send to 
the senior hong merchants. Let them act faithfully according to the previous 
edict, and seal up the hatches of the ship; and let her,* with the consignee 
and Innes, be driven out of the port, within the limited period. If they delay 
r beyond the time, not only shall the owners df the factories, in which the said 
foreigners reside, be put in the pillory and punished, but the senior hong 
merchants will find it'difficult to screen themselves from punishment. 

Communicate this edict, as before, to Talbot, that he may understand and 
act accordingly. Let none oppose. These are the commands.

It is impossible for ns ter explain in \yhat manner the testimony of 
the two coolies was distorted into its present shape. We have heard it 
said, that the tidewaiter, stationed .at the place where the opium was 
jaoded, furnished 4. tale, to certain of his friends in the city, ‘just like 
that’ which appear* above, in the governor’s edict, ta the evidence 
of Lew Aying and Chin Ahe. 

On petition being puule to the governor, from the hong merchants* 
the period of tkrte days, for effecting the expulsion, was extended to 
eight. In the mean time, the following correspondence took plaoe 
between the hong merchants and the Chamber of Commerce. The 
translations Nos. 4-8, were made by Mr. FearOn, intepreter to the 
Chamber: we copy them from ibe Canton Register of the 1 Jth inst

decked boat shall come up to Canton, and all small uncovered boats, whether 
coming from or going to Whampoa pr Macao* shajl, according to law, ap¬ 
ply at the custom-house stations for passports and examination. At the 
security merchants and landlords are made,answerable for any smngglingof 
opium, tec* these conditions are absolutely ; necessary, and we must inquest 
you, benevolent elder brethren, Ur give public notice, that all gentlemen* who, 
on consideratioiv determine to accept our terms for opening the trade* moot 
give us a tinned paper to that efftst, when. $6 tf^e shall iusUntly open, 
and we will eontinue to rent you our factories. 

Hereafter, if any fomigoem attempt to amsggln up opiate ernny other 
contraband aitiele into the foeioriaa, we shall immeteately pstition the go¬ 
vernment that such may be dealt with acomdiagto tew, sad that the edhn- 
, dais may bp turned out of our houses. If yoq coOsept to this, and give us a 
bond to that eflb cU we anil continue to trade with you aa usual; hut if you 
rSftiae bur conditions, we truly dare not continue to trade with you or to rent 
you omr houses. You cannca say we have given you no warning. On receipt 
of this letter, we mute beg you eti bo let o» torn# whether you accept or ru- 
Um our terms, that we may foams the new agreement, after which chops 
shall again be granted.

Ae regards the subject of yoor other letters, we meet in the first plaoe i nfo — 
" yon, that Mr. In nee m net a memborof the Chamber, nor have we any control 
dr influence over hie actions, eveft if he were. The chamber of commerce ia 
purely a commercial body, and has no authority over persons residing id Can. 
ton. We have heard with deep feelingB of regret, the treatment you have 
all experienced, and ate threatened with, on account of the discovery of an 
attempt to smuggle opium into. Canton, more especially is the severe pun. 
isbment already inflicted on Ptinhoyqua, security merchant of the Thomas 
Perkins, originated in an accusation entirely devoid of all foundation. We 
think it, however. Our duty here publicly and clearly to expressour disappro¬ 
bation of acts such as are now forced upon our notice. 

In xepjy to your request, that we as a body should give vpu some pledge 
respecting the foreign boats coming to Cantoq, we rqgret ( tfgt we are unable 
to comply with those boats belong to a variety of persons, over whom 
we can exerpise no authority. It is however essentially necessary, that 
the community of Canton should haye means of conveying letters, and of 
goipg backwards and forwards to and from Macao. We shell be happy to meet 
with you* in order to concert some (dan for the purpose, so as effectually fo 
prevent boats thus employed, from engaging in illegal transaction*, and tipp 
involving all parties in trouble. 1 remain, foe.

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On.Mie l$li, about 11 o’clock a.m., preparations wereeotots-wso- 
ed> by the Chinese authorities, for the public eaecution of an opium 
dealer, ta front of the foreign factories, directly before the door of 
*l* i Swedish hong, near the-American dtpUaC Foreigners had no 
notice of the intended execution, until the officer had taken dp hm 
position with a tent, a cross, 1 and other implements, requisite for an 
tgnoaunioua death —** io which Ho Laoukin had (men asntcnoed. 
Scateelj had the officer (iron directions for the.creetina of the tent, 
whqn the foreigners, getting wind of whUt wan on foot, began to ao> 
aeinble. By order of the American consol, his flag was attack. As 
the Chinese attempted tojgiae the tent, it waaposbedAown, trampled 
on, and one of the poles broken; and the officer wee told, in very load 
appents, that he should pot execute the mao on that ground. The 
officpr and his people, in ail not more than ten or fifteen'in number, 
were unarmed; and seeing the past to which aflkirt had ihw onex- 
pectedly come, they hastened away without making any raaiatanon, 
taking with them their tent, poles, 61 ^, to a new site, in Cheooyia 
street, where the man was executed. In the mean ths» several gen¬ 
tlemen went to the hong merchants to protest, and indneed the senior 
hong merchant to proceed intothe city to use bis infloen ot, against 
the exhibition of such a spectaole, as that intended by the 
who had ordered the sxocutioo, before the doors of their factories. 

By 12 o’clock, crowds ef Chinees had collected, showing, however, 
no marks of disapprobation or ill-will towards the foreignenu, many 
of whom now retired to their houses, supposing the aflair ateod. -It 
is believed, and v we think with good reason, that had nil the foreigners 
gone to their factories when the officer went away, the anpieeecat 
reocountera which succeeded, would bare been, avoided. Word, 
however, was given out .to ' clear the square 1’ Not baring hewn mi 
the spot at the mommu, ws. quote the testimony of others. 'That 
day’s riot was simply occasioned by the rash behavior of-aariaos indi¬ 
viduals, vbq struck and drove beek the Cbineee crowd with sticks; 
had the foreigners retired to their bouses immediately after the imple¬ 
ments of execution had been removed, there would not hare been 
any disturbance.’ [Canton Register.} ‘ When rashly and unfortu¬ 
nately, some blows were given, in tryiog to drive hack the mob, who 
then began to hoot,, and some foreigners, armed with sticks, charged 
the multitude, and drove; them .-to some distance frqm the homes, 
things began to wear a more serious aspect’ [Canton Pram} Mach 
aseitomeot now existed in both parties—the Cbineee numbering 
probably eight or ten tbousaod. and some Jew forefgnpm wuta dash- 
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ing‘pellmell among them) beating every one that came in their way. 
fa return for all this, tollies of brickbats and stones were buried 
back, -in like manner without any discrimination of persons; At 
this time the scene might iddeed hate been rifHMdous, had not 
dn uplifting and dapping of bands and angry shooting of the 
populace shown that the excitement bid gone Xod'Tkr, and that the 
Square was not so eerily to he cleared. Notwithstanding all these 
indications el tumult, the * few,* alluded to'above, codttnued their 
rash condocvwhile srxne few other* made every endeavor to restrain 
them — all to no purpose. However, by half ! pW one o’clock, {he 
mob were left sola masters Of the sqnarecwJSffarts Were made to quell 
their cage hy a small party of police and by some ofthe hong iner- 
chantsJ> Stitt matters grow worse and worse. The populace, believ¬ 
ing abut those who- had just been soiferce against tMurfcM taken 
fdoge is tbe> factories, and in one ihstnnce supposing that two of 
4 heir own party had been sevjcfed ahd dragged into one of the houses, 
burled showers <of ‘Woe ©e against the doors end windows, periling 
down the brick wall before one factory, and stripping to pieoes the 
vailing*before three Others. ‘ fl 

Thus matters Stoed it three o'clock. Repeated applications to the 
hong merchants,' iud through them to the local authorities, brought 
no relief, till about 4 r. nr., when the magistrate ofthe district (Nan- 
hae), with three or four other oflfaefs, 'attended by a small body of 
police and soldiers, enteted the square from Old ©bins Street. As 
soon nsids honor appeared, and,stepping Very deliberately feom his 
sedan, had cast a look over ihe immense conCoorse,*otoe three or four 
among the most active of the mob were pounced upon, the free ap¬ 
plication of the rattan and ofthe bamboo followed. Carefully watching 
So see what effect this summary treatment would have on the crowd, 
it was soon evident to us that die storm was over. "The soldier#, 
about twenty in number, armed with swords and spears, took their 
stand in a conspicuousquarter; and the'magistrate and 1 his friends 
seated themselves near the $ewild ofthe square, 'leaving the hong 
merchants and the police to disperse the crowd at thei t leisure. ' The 
foreigners, who bad returned to the square, were assured' by the ma¬ 
gistrate that all should be kept quiet during the night. At sunset 
the whole groond was cleared, and two'of the mob were led off m 
chains A guard r with lanterns, was set, and the novel cocoes of 
the day closed. • ’ 

We base bean thus minute in detailing the occurrences of the day, 
•chiefly for the purpose of showing the character 'of a Chine** metk 
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For a short time before the magistrate armed, the aspect of affairs 
was, we confess, somewhat unpleasant—principally, however, from an 
apprehension that the magistrate would not arrive till after nightfall, 
and that, in the mean time, recourse would be had to fire-arms on 
the part of foreigners. Taking it all in all, the mob was s very order¬ 
ly one, and the riot moderate**- compared with what is vary often 
exhibited in this line on'the ether side of the globe. Some of the most 
afttite of the crowd, in throwing stones, were beggarly urchins; 
though there is no doubt there were also many old well-practiced vil¬ 
lains among them, who, if they 'Could have done it with hope of impu¬ 
nity, would have quickly * gutted our houses/ and scoured the vaults 
as a reward for their valor. The occurrences of the day, unpleasaut 
as they were, teach every foreigner to be ware bow he exasperates the 
facj of the people. Fervently do wehopa the local, authorities will 
never again attempt Jo repast the awful spectacle, they designed to 
exhibit before us this day* Bdt that they will not, we have no assu¬ 
rance, but rather the contrary, as will be seen in the sequel. We sea 
no prospect that the traffic in opium will be soon given up, or the ef¬ 
forts against it related for any great length of time. To what new 
evqnts it pill give rise, time will disclose.

The minds 
of all foreigners were greatly excited; they assembled in the square, and 
there plainly but peacefully pointed out to thd officer in Charge that such an 
occurrence could not be tolerated, and that we could ; not answer for die can- 
sequences if ft were persisted in. 49o violence of any sort was commit t ed, 
and the officers of government de sisted , in their preparations, and with d r a w . 

“ At the same time representations of like: purport wars mads to the hong 
merchants, who promised without, loss, of time to Jay the matter Jwfixe the 
proper authorities; it was also pointed out to them most strongly that the 
square was filled with many thousands of the lower classes of the people, and 
that it was apprehended a disturbance might take place, unless a body of the 
police Was immediately sent to disperse the people and prevent disorder. 

* This precaution- was neglected, and though all the senior residents exert¬ 
ed themselves to prevent disturbance, yet when multitudes aid assembled 
confusedly together* and are ignorant of /mch^rtherS ‘language and customs, 
it is difficult, if not impossible, to prevent collision* an^dome trifling disputes 
arose. Serious affrays must new inevitably have oocor&d, had are not all 
withdrawn into our factories, on the asaurmaqe that the pdhoo ahould instant* 
ly be sent for, and from the most earnest wish to prevent I he fatal conse¬ 
quences which might have arisen from any conflict between the foreigners 
and the populace. 

M No efficient police was, however, sent; and for more than taro hours the 
square in front of our factories was in the possession of an excited and 
lawless multitude, many thousands in numbek The walls and raftings in 
front of our houses were pulled down and demolished, our windows were 
broken in with stones; at length, grown daring by i m p — fey , they oommmood 
with beams to batter down the gates of several fbeteries. That at the 
JUmgBbtm, or old Bngtmh factory, was beaten in; hid the populace endeavor* 
ed to force an entrance, the inmates must, in self defence, have used Are-aims 
to repel them, and a scene of bloodshed and violence most have occurred, 
thereby involving all the high officers of government in the most serious 
responsibility. At Unreritieal moment the military arrived, and the mob 
wis dispersed.

aid we also take leave to remind you that the crowd by w tfah these o utrag e s 
were committed was drawn together by the ho nA spectacle of a public basso 
tion in a square hitherto exclusively appropriated te the uses of the foreign 
residents. 

. h in conclusion, we respectfully request your exoeOenoy will fevor nb, es 
eariy as possible, with such* reply to these, our reprsetotatioas, as may 
relieve us from all fear of the recurrence of siniitbr, and even more serious, 
difficulties.

On the. Mth of Deeember, the foreign merchant! Lindsay mi 
others pr ee enied the following address. ^As above.) 

Upon the receipt hereof 1 gave thosobpot my attention. Regard* 
bag the execution of convicted prisoners, 1 find the law directings 
that they shall he led r bound, ter the public sesrket-place, and there 
qball undergo punishment. I find, too, that Coo ton ha* it* appointed 
place for this purpose. The object of sock instilhMMjb, that aU 
mar see, end that ofleuder* again** the laws may bewamed. 

In the present instance, the criminal Ho Laoaktn had opened a 
Store-house for the sale of opium, and kept a tavern lor the purpose 
of inducing persons to buy and smoke the drug. Having been ap¬ 
prehended, he was tried,, and condemned to sutler death by sir angola* 
tinn. The imperial commands for the immediate excntaon of the law 
were requested, and duly received through the rncdniw of the Board 
of Punishments*„ I, the governor, with the (ieut-gofernor, having 
nkm into consideration that the penalty of death to which Hb 
Laoukin had subjected himself, was the result of the pernicious 
introduction of opium into Canton by depraved foreigners, com¬ 
manded, tbat the criminal should be led out to the ground of the 
Thirteen Factories, adjoining the foreign residences, and should 
there be executed. Thus it was designed to strike observation,- to 
arouse cireftil redaction, and to cause all to admonish and warn ^ne 
another; in the hope that a trembling obedience to the lktrs and 
statute* of the celestial empire might Tm produced,—that the good 
portion bf the foreign community might thereby preserve forever their 
commercial intercourse,—and that the depraved portion might be 

C vented from punning their evil bournes. Those foreigners, though 
n and brought up* beyond the fftdb ofcmltotkm, have yet human' 
heart*. How should they then have been impressed with awe and 1 
dread, and seHtatfatfctton! Can they yet put pen to paper to draw 
up such Insane winnings? 

The ground,, whether in the front pr in the reef of the foreign fac¬ 
tories, is all the territory of the celestial, empire, said is merely grant? 
ed by the great emperor, from, motives of extraordinary grace and 
clemency* as a temporary resting place for sM the foreigners who 
have been permitted to engage in trade her*; 'What beve you, fo¬ 
reigners,, to do with the question, whether convicted persons shall be 
executed there or not t Say; you, thf$ the gfpund. m used as-a place of 
exercise by giltbe foreigners ? , And is jt not then a plape #f epor* 
course'also for thp,pe*q>le-Hhenatives of the land! No daring 
presumptioo^no absurd compfomafugs, pen exceed these] They are 
execrable tn the extreme ] ... 

Tam led to issue these commands to the hong merchants, which, 
as soon a* they receive* let them immediately obey. Let them nott, 
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strictly explain to the said foreigners my directions, and. declare to 
them my. commands. Ndw that zealous' and diligent proceedings 
train oporatmn for the suppression Of the clandestine ttfsttc/it may 
bt p rtiwc d that the tiemtkMM, which Ml take piece, on the spot 
referred to, of criminals convicted under the laws against opi u m, will 
iM^nfoturebwfow. Though the ^spectators niay benumerous, bow- 
eyer, there will ahvtys be civtt and mitkary officers thereto kuep 
them under control, so* that there need be noapprehensioti of distur¬ 
bance arising. The foreigners, in place of troubling themselves over¬ 
much owthie head, should apply themselves to eknort and dissuade 
then folfows--'to* refrain from making the pUradt of selfish gain, by 
the injury ofetfemfr their business. - 

If, hereafter, at theetecmion ofa ctimhiaf, i any presumptuous and 
perverse foreigners dare to posh themselves forward to hinder and 
impede the proceedings, the said senior merchants alts authorized to’ 
r e pres en t the filets, in order that the needful information may be had 
for proceeding'** expel with severity sndh'individuals: The* must 
be careful not to connive and Conceal thefkcts, lest they Involve 
themselves ttkwisoin the consequent* investigation. Let thee* com¬ 
mands be earnestlyenjoined bn Lindsay -and the other -fo re ig n ers , 
that they, knowing them, may act accordingly/ Let nolle oppose. 
These are my commands. (Dec. 16th.)

In these particulars yeur excellency mat at ones p erce iv e 
that the testimony of the two coolies is fklse, and so fudge of all these*. 
Beside* the boats of the government, baying guards in them, have been ate 
tkreed contumahy on both sides of the ship; by inquiries from them* it can 
likewise be iaicettaiiied whether any opium bos been taken from the ship*. 

Under three droumstance* this second address is presented, mmmdf 
requesting your excellency again to consider the condition in which the sbemo- 
rislist's husincss is pldoed, aad to order Author and carofid investigation to be 
made. By .this means the truth will to disclosed; no loss will be ■Detained 
in reputation nor injury accrue to the ship's cargo; while the maorialist w® 
be gready ob)iged>by yoqr excellency's fbvovable consideration, he there¬ 
fore agbin earnestly presses the subject,, hoping thata fbvoimhle answer will 
be granted.

^ to him. ind oh the other instructed the senior hong merchants to make 
^ iinr and report Within a given time. ’ Thepermission, gr a nted to foreign¬ 
er* ofWir ostkm, ter carrytm commerce rtCnotcihorigi^^ 
less, and ad-pervading munifleeaos of tbs oslestial dynasty, whose bsoafoieat 
and virtuous government views *11 (people) alike. But very p er verse mid 
telly are the dispositions of .foreigners; and, ever ready 4 to alienate jfom 
themselves th& nourishing and i n fecting care of the empire^ there is na vio¬ 
lation of the laws, no kind of smuggling;of which they are incapable. Re¬ 
cently an edict has been received from the great eebperor, sternly commanding 
search to be made for the eeitore of oyiitun. If any have transgressed the 
lawk, they are not to be treated with the kindness wmch is usually s how n to 
foreigners.-nor to he confounded with those who are innocent It is the 
determination, to Maintaining the law* to seek the truth, there befog at the 
same time ho wish to involve good foreigner? in difUcmty. In order tode- 
formine whether the reiterated statements of the memorialist be correct, it fc 
neeessaiy to whit for the report* from the hong Merchant* mbd from the 
examiners of the cbolfes ^- which have been ordered. On the receipt df 
those reports the truth must appear, and the offense revert to its author. Moat 
assuredly upright foreigner* who attend peaceably to their own bdrines* 
shall not be invnhrod on account of others. ' 
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Aemrimtfj it i» Tight to kw» thwe wmiiwn^ wtricfc let the hag aer- 
abuts obey; send without daisy ascertain—who was tbs owner of the opium, 
which lanes seot the letter to purchase; to whatnation be belongs; audio 
what ship it was brought. Let them forthwith report' the particulars, that 
action may proceed thereon. Also let them communicate this order to the 
foreigner, that be may know and obey it. Let none oppose. These are 
the commands. (Dec. 14th.)

r Edict reveraing tbe charge against the TboinssPerkim. 

Yu, by imperial appointment, superintendent of customs in the port of 
Canton, fee, gives tins mandatory reply. According to a report, resp ec tin g 
Innas, from tbe hong mnrahsita, they ham ones and again made* inquiries; 
the whole foreign o nm muaityhefree n es r e d hiseendnot; and he himself has 
sonfond, witfisufc co naoahnent , tbat the opium in emtio* waa bam^bt 
clandestinely fax* Hongkong to Canton in the hum foreign boat Kekf* 
(Crawford 1), which baa no connection with the snip K tkmm (Thomas 
Perkins). And, after repeated eyaminationa, they confirm Sum ststa—ent, 
the conedtnras of arhith jwsras nnqoeationable. 

AccofdiBghr* th® ship Thomas Perkins, to Tafeet, has not fen 

co nc e rn e d iabriuging the opium; and he has acted the port of an upright fo- 
retgrasr. It :is pnysr, thefufcry that thobatshee of tjhe ship he unsealed, 
for the dieeboigeof cargo. 

' Tbefamgf merchant PiMihoyqaa,m lim manner; dtf pat asled negligently 

ia securing the raid ship; and it is, tfaeraftfte, right that he rireou be hn- 
taediateiy released. 

As to Innas, who has req u es te d a passport to Macsm let the said hopg 
msrahsiits order and instruct his immediate repulsion and return to hie own 
country, as a warning (to othera). 

Moreover, I have communicated the above to their exoeDencies, the gover¬ 
nor and beak-governor, for inspection and approval, that action thereon may 
proceed, and commands be issued for obedience.

Obtain Elliot observed, that the events of last week must hare necessarily/, 
ravaged the anxious consideration of the whole foreign community in China, 
and he might therefore wmre any forme pf eycose for tresparaing upon their 
attention. To the other foreigners, who bad due him the honor to attend 
the meeting, he bad in the first rises to return his sincere andrespectfhl 
thanks, for the countenance they had afforded his own countrymen in tbs 
firm and judicious resisteoce which bad been/made to the menaced desti ne 
tion of Mr. Innes* house; and he begged the wbrie meeting to assure them* 
pelves that he regarded the outrage upon their feelings, try the attempted 
rarecution of a criminal before their doors, with the same feelings of hxfigna- 
tioo by which they bad been eycited. Seeking, however, for toe immediate 
soorce of this critics] interruption of the usual course of events, he felt bound 
tp ray that he found it in tire existence of an v extenaive traffic in opium, 
'conducted in small boats upou the river. The present result* of that traffic 
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should be shortly stated and considered ; the actual interruption of the legal 
trad'*, the seizure and imminent jeopardy of innocent men, the daily exposure 
of every native connected with the foreigners to similar ^disastrous conse¬ 
quences, the life and property of the whole foreign community at the mercy 
of an immense mob for the space of at least two hours, the distressing degra¬ 
dation of the foreign character, the painful fact that such courses expoeea us 
more and more to the justindignation of this government and people, and 
diminished the sympathies of our own; of its futurity it might be safely 
predicted, that it would fall into the hands of the reckless, the refuse, and 
probably the convicted, of all the countries in our neighborhood : attentively 
considering these, and other points, captain Elliot felt that it became him to 
explain the course which it was his purpose to pursue with the view to the re¬ 
establishment of a safer and more creditable condition of circumstances. He 
should forthwith serve a notice upon the boats in the river to the eflVct that, if 
they were British-owued, and were either actually or occasionally engaged in 
the traffic, they must proceed outside within three days, and cease to return 
with any similar pursuits; that failing their conformity with those injunctious, 
he should place himself in communication with the provincial government, 
and frankly and folly express the views of his own, upon the necessary and 
perfectly admissible treatment of so serious an evil. He could not, however, 
help indulging the hope that the general reprobation of the whole community 
would have the effect of relieving him from the performance of a duty on 
many accounts extremely painful to him. And captain Elliot concluded by 
anxiously conjuring the community to lend him their hearty support and co- 
Operation on the present occasion. To the other foreigners present he would 
use the freedom to observe that he was the only agent in tms country whose 
pursuits were unmixedly public ; and so long as he was advocating the prin¬ 
ciples of truth and justice in our relations with this government and people 
he might take the liberty to say that he was in some sense the representative 
of their honorable countries as well as of his own.

Public Notice to British subjects in China. 

I Charles Elliot, chief superintendent of the trade of British subjects in 
China, moved by urgent conisderations immediately affecting the safety of the 
lives and properties of all her majesty's subjects engaged in the trade at Can 
ton, do hereby formally give notice and require that afl British-owned schoon- 
ere, cutters, and otherwise rigged small craft, either habitually or occasionally 
engaged in the illicit opium traffic within the Bocca, Tigris, should proceed 
forth of the same within the space of three days from the date of these pre¬ 
sents, and not return within the said Bocca Tigris being engaged in the said 
illicit opium traffic. 

And I, the said chief superintendent, do forther give notice and warn all 
her majesty’s subjects engaged in the aforesaid illicit opium traffic, within 
the Bocca Tigris, in such schooners, cutters, or otherwise rigged small craft, 
that if any native of the Chinese empire shall cpme by his or her death bv 
any wound feloniously inflicted by any British subject or subjects, any such 
British subject or subjects, being duly convicted thereof are liable to capit&l 
punishment, as if the crime had been committed within the jurisdiction of 
her majesty’s courts at Westminster. 

And I, the said chief superintendent, do forther give notice and warn all 
British subjects being ownera of such schooners, cutters, or otherwise rigged 
small craft, engaged in the said illicit opium traffic within the Bocca Tigris, 
that her majesty’s government will in no way interpose if the Chinese ™! 
vemment shall think fit to seize and confiscate the same. 

At)d 1, the said chief superintendent, do further give notice and warn all 
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British subject* employed in the and schooners, cuUsw, and otherwise rigged 
small craft* engaged intke illicit traffic in opium within tie Buoca Tigris, that 
tlie forcible resisting.of the officer* of the Chioeee government in the duty of 
searching and seising is a lawless set, and that they nre liable to oouso 
queues* and penaki « in the same manner as if tba aforesaid forcible rem* 
tance were opposed to the offices of choir owiyor nnyotbergpr imsmut, in 
their own, or to any foreign country.

The provincial government having consented to communicate .direct with 
the chief superintendent on all important business under ihe seals of the 
kwangebowfoo and kwangbel* he has the honor to announce to, her majss 
tyV sufqects that the public intercourse is renewed. And as there appears 
to beta been some misunderstanding with respect to the manner in which bis 
own addresses reach the governor* be has to observe that it bad alresly beau 
arranged that bis seals should always be broken by bis excellency himself. 

The paper marked No. 1 [19 in this series) is toe copy oftbat part of the 
chief superintendent's hH correspondence with the goveanor relating to the 
traffic In opium, conducted in small boats within the river; No,B [90 in this 
series] is bis excellency’s, reply to those observatioaS. . 

Her majesty's subjects will perceive that, the ntotivo* and masons'which 
had led the chief superintendent so urgently to eajaip the immediate, 
c e s sati on of this state of thing* are identical with those which km the 
ground of his address to the governor. 

After the most deliberate reconsideration, of this course of tmfficjf which 
be heartily hopes has qeased forever), the chief supe rin t en dent wjB once 
more declare his own opinion* that in, its general effect, it was intense^ mas- 
ch ieyoo s to every branch of the trade, that itwaa rapidly staining t!» British 
character with deep disgrace, and finally, that it exposed the vast public 
and private interests, involved in this peacefbl naaintemmbe of oar regular 
bummeirial iuteroouvas with this empire* to imminent j eeca i d y . 

Thus profound)ynnpr6S8ed (and after the Ihilora of his m* public an- 
treaties and injunctions), the chief superintendent ftah that he would have 
betrayed hit duty to his grasioue sovereign sod-bie county, if hfrhad kwita- 
tedb^ood the period he had formally llxM, effectually tosepafste her ma¬ 
jesty's government from any direst or implied countonanee of this dangerous 
irregularity. Looking, steadily at its erects on British interest eeri firitwh 
character, he had (briber resolved to shrink from no responsibility In drawing 
it to a conclusion, and he will as firmly use all lawftd means ia his power to 
preyeutits recurrence. It is a 'soppe. of giaut support to him thstthege- 
nenlbodyof the whole cooununUn settled at Csoti^ sUongly odosurwilh 
him in the deprecation of this peculiar mischief and he has not fitted to aflbed 
her stygesty’s government the satisfootiou of knoaringthat sueh is the case. 

He tqkes this occasion to republish that .part of the act of pariismsnt, and 
the orders in council. upon which his instructions mm fimnded,. And whttst 
ho would respeetfflNy observe that it is sol of bin power t^nnUisb Ins in* 
structioao, it is at’the same time his dutytotymulgste (as Aches always 
don% end always will) whatever it may consent ths imposts , of her m s jo s ty' s 
euhiects shouldne uenerattv known.

. (a Ufo eseeutvfwt of such an uffieb as-his pern, however, whmi decisions 
nmol almost always be taken id momenta of ensia, surrounded by embarrass¬ 
ing circumstances, the possibility that illegalities may be committed (with 
the sm e sro st Intentions to avoid them) is pot to be denied. It is only jusU 
therefore, to remkid hpr misty's Subjects that the 9th clause of the act of 
periiamt* baa Sfttrided the. manner of pursuing their legal remedy. His 
official responsibility can always be fixed upon bim by representation to the 
neeretcry of skate for fo rei g n afllirs, to whom it is the chief superintendent’s

' The undersigned, chief superintendent of the trade of British subjects in. 
China, deliberating on those serious risks to which the lives and properties of 
many innocent men, both natives and foreigners, are presently exposed, consi¬ 
ders tbaf it is his duty to (ay his thoughts, bdforo your excellency. Seeking foe 
the immediate source of ym dangerous slate of dungs, he finds it in the exis¬ 
tence of an extensive opium traffic, conducted in small craft within the river. 

From one condition of undisturbed law l es sne ss to another apd still mom 
hazardous, the course is mire sod rapid. Illegalities will be committed more 
fold more frequently, the difficulty of distinguishing between the right and 
the wrong wifi % become more difficulty foe foreign intereets apd charac¬ 
ter will suffer increasing injury, violent affrays will hoof constant recurvenofr 
life, and prefesity the. lives of innooent men, will be sacrificed, some general 
catastrophe will ensue, and thue will be employment, profit, and impunity, 
for none but the reckless and the culpable. 

The government of the British option will regard these evil practices with 
no feehpga of leniency, but, on die contrary, with severity and continual an¬ 
xiety : w proof of this, the tmderrigaed has now to aoqueint your axofUeuay 
tbit he has already, on the,18thday of this month, foratalty required all boats 
(owned ty British subjects) augaged in this, traffic, to leave the river within 
three days. 

He cannot fiutbfufiy declare tint these injunctions have bean fulfilled, sod 
lie has, therefor', now to request that your excellency will signify your plea¬ 
sure, through the honorable officers, the kwaitgehowfoo, sod kwangbc*, so 
that all those concerned in these pursuits may know that he has received 
your excellency’# authority for tfafo notice. 

The undersqrnad ie without doubt, that the oontinuanoe of this traffic in 
the inner waters will involve the whole foreign community at Canton in 
some disastrous difficulty: and hhr gracious sovereign would not interpose 
for the protection-of their property, on tho behalf of those British sqfoscts 
who Continue to practice these dangerous disorders after your excellency’s 
public warning shall be authentically made known to them, through the offi¬ 
cers of tbeirown nation. 1

rable officer*, who maybe employed on this oecssieo, to proceed to the station 
ofthe boats, with the oHdsrtrigaed, in older that the peaceful and the well 
ilispns dmay not be involved in the sdnie consequence# as the perverse.

Upon t^ receipt hereof* the document being Authenticated* ( been given 
it due consideration. .. t . c . 

. M The said superintendent came, I find, po Canton* in obedience to oom- 
inands received from hie sovereign, £o exercise. control ever the rnmmkmm 
apd seamen, to repress -the depraved, and to extirpate arils Haviiig.eodi 
commands given to him, he most needs also bavepowpie* ft is very inex¬ 
plicable, then, that, these boats, having in violation of the laws enterrod tbs 
river, be should now find it difficultly send thorn out again, owing to his not 
having the confidence of all. 

“ But, seeing that he has how addressed me as pbove, and that in hia ad- 
dress fcg has plainly stated, that *the government of the British nation ipfll 
regard these evil practices with no feedings of leniency^ but on the contrary 
with severity and continual anxiety ’-^-seeingthis, it is clear that he yet has 
h distinct understanding of his duty as a represser jq€ the evil and protector of 
the good. Nhr has he sought to excuse the jfiflS&uity he meets with, bvpleed- 
ing inability. it is not then befitting m me to adhere obstiiiately to the kilter 
of the law, and so to isolate him from the object tor which behas come hither. 

“The request is therefore granted; and the prefect and commandant of 
KwangOhow shall be directed, in the adoption of modified meatares suited tp 
the oCcbrion, to give ydu sealed commands, so that you may have authority 
proceedin^Hn ob&iehce thereto. 

“The superintendent, aforesaid, must faithfoUy order awayeveVyooe of the 
Add boats, and must'never permit them to return; should any dare perversely 
to disobey, or make sport of his commands, he is authorised' instantly to re¬ 
present tne case, that proceedings may 'be thereon taken.

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were meditated." . Das Marinas was not so fully occupied with Japa¬ 
nese negotiations or expeditions to Camboja,* as to neglect the 
extension of the. Spanish settlements over the Philippines. A fuller 
reduction of the Northern and North-eastern part of. the island of 
Luxon was determined on. It has already been mentioned, that a 
Japanese corsair had establish himself here, in 1591, and had been 
dislodged by captain de Carrion. A fort was built, at that time, at 
the mouth of the Cagayan river* and repeated efforts made to reduce 
the natives to subjection. The nature of this reduction may be in¬ 
ferred from the remark, that the native$ liked<the neighborhood of 
the Spaniards even less that that of the Japanese, i. e. the Spanish 
colonists behaved worse than the Japanese pirates. One chief only 
is named as having sought the friendship of the new settlers, end he, 
in reward for his more friendly bearing, was taken and hanged, on 
some groundless suspicion. A war afterward broke out between 
two chiefs, brothers, and the weaker party called in the Spaniards. 
Of course they remained masters of the matter > in dispute. More 
territory was thus acquired, and a town was founded at or near the 
present capital of Cagayan, Nueva Segovia. The ill manners of the 
rude instruments of these acquisitions had by this time driven sway 
their chaplains, and. they had lived for some time without worship or 
subordination,’when Das Marinas determined to take them in hand 
and bring the province to order and tranquility. His expedition was 
pushed forward by land across 4he mountains and juugle, and des¬ 
cending by the river Yuii, he completed the conquest. A good fort¬ 
ress was erected, to protect the colonists, and two Dominican fathers 
vyere deputed to. preserve the ascendancy of ^religion and good

Das M**inas continued to administer the government till June of 
this year, when Don 'Antonio do Morga arrived, with the office of 
lieutenant governor. Don Luis immediately resigned in his favor,

• We omit to notice the details of this unfortunate expedition. It was 
dispatched, though reluctantly bn the governor's part, at the request 'of two 
envoys, or two men Who Called themselves envoys, from the king of Camboja. 
Before the ships reached their destination, the Cambojan kina had retired 
before a Siamese invasion to the Lags country, and a noble liaa usurped his 
throne. With this chief the Spaniards Quarrelled, and in this contest, be wat 
killed. After committing various excesses they eetired and sailed for Cochinchina, 
whence they were rudely repulsed. One of the ships was then driven to 
Malacca and broken up, and the otbes returned. The most' interesting'fact in the 
story, beyond the light it throws on the unreined spirit of foe age, is the landing 
of two of the Spanish chiefs in Cochinchina, their penetrating across the country 
to the camp of the exiled king, and their rendering essential aid in restoring his 
sou to the possession of the Cambojan throne.

On the sixth of February, of the following year, the'fcitizens of Ma¬ 
nila were surprised by the arrival of one of the ships of the fleet of 
Alvaro de Mendana, who had left Lima the year before, to plant a 
colony on the Solomon’s islands. The expedition had at first con¬ 
sisted Of four vessels, carrying four handred persons. It hud touched 
at several islands* committing some cruel excesses, when the original 
leaders of the enterprise died, several others of lesser note were cut 
off by each other’s hands, the largest ship disappeared altogether, 
and the hading of the Solomon’s group was abandoned.

• The vessel San Phelipe, laden with an unusually rich cargo, V ahl fll 
at 91,500)000, end carrying a number of passengers, was iUMMdiift^ 
)y dispatched, on her return to Acapulco. On tire night oftfeM^Mth 
July, toon after setting sail, a comet of portentous aspect snfrtlOdthO 
voyagers. It had been observed in Japan, foirr days eifltety and 
being followed by repeated and most destructive shocks of earthquake, 
hadthrown the oourtcf Taiko into consternation. Notwithstanding 
the omen, the overladen galleon pursued her course, bftt'wtie'fct 
length, after a succession of storms, compelled to put into potteff 
the Japanese principality of Tofca, in September. HerO, 4rfd0r ptW- 
fessions of kindness, the ship was piloted upon a sand bank, end fhfe 
crew and cargtf taken into custody. The Spanish shpercki^o dis¬ 
patched messengers and rich presents to court, with an fppfliCMfOa 
for permission to refit his ship and to depart oh his voyage* *Tbe 
messengers reached thW OOtirt, but instead of succeeding'ftfkhtAr 
petition, an official agent was sent to take account of everything ife 
the ship, with a view to her confiscation.

The real motives of Taiko, in lending 
himself to this apparently piratical measure, it is not easyto pene¬ 
trate.

To return Don Luis to his friends, permission from the Chinese 
authorities was supposed.pr pretended to be necessary, A messenger 
was therefore sent to Canton for. this license, but he was unmerciful¬ 
ly squeezed on his arrival here, and his attendants otherwise punish¬ 
ed. The Portuguese at Macao suspectiug that Don Luis had iu 
view a commercial intercourse with'Chinasout off his supplies, intri¬ 
gued against his messenger at Canton, and even attempted to . make 
him prisoner. They justified themselves, by;stflict, orders from the vice¬ 
roy of Indi^atGoa, that no Spaniards should .be permitted to iuterfege 
with the commercial,rights of tjhe Portuguese, At length, the messen¬ 
ger was glad to escape.from Canton by flight; and Don Luis equally 
so to set sail for Manila. A. further, vessel dispatched by de Tello, 
l in aid of Don Luis, previously.to the intelligence of his shipwreck, 
reached the mouth of the Mekong but found a party, of Mohammedan 
Malays in possession of the king’s confidence. ; It appears that this 
ship was afterwards destroyed and a part of the crew escaped to, Si¬ 
am, and thence returned to Manila, while a part remained in Cam- 
boja. Thus terminated ibis miserable expedition. It merits notice

Soon after the martyrdom of the Philippine envoys in Japan, per¬ 
mission was given by Taiko to the crew of the confiscated galleon 
to return U> Manila. On tHeir arrival, a grand meeting was held of 
all interested in the matter, and in accordance with its wishes the 
governor determined on a further ernbassy A) to remonstrate against 
the infraction of the existing treaty, and to reclaim the escheated 
property, as well as the precious relics of the martyr*. Don Luis de 
Navarrete was appointed the envoy, furnished with presents of silver, 
an elephant, stands of arms, dec., and arriving with these in Japan 
iu August, had his audience at Osaka. The emperor quite readily 
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gave up tbe bddies oF the sainted sufferers and Ntfvarrott, deeming 
this ike most important part of his mission, repaired to Nagasaki,

For himself, he would otoV permit"the national ritesto’beabolished, 
the pehplo to be disturbed, and the sovereignty itself to be attempted 
in Japanv As to the coofbcation of the ^alleon, he declared that it 
had been Commanded in-reprisal for like injuries suffered by hta peo¬ 
ple^ from the Spaniards themselves.* Since, however; the governor 
had sent his entby^io^far and at s6 much peril, he cbitsenfed to the 
rendvai of the former*treaty, giving the Spanish flagfree access to all 
hfoports, provided'only that 'they brought no more preachers of the 
obnoxious faith. It ^kodMh be added, there fe no* evidence of any 
thing religious in the feeling*, to which this pointed exclusion of the 
Spanish priests is to be ascribed. Taflto was no bigot, and it is said

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The presents and letters brought back by de Soza, were very ac¬ 
ceptable to the anxious deTello, however unsatisfactory to the ship¬ 
pers by the confiscated vessel. *The apprehensions of the governor 
were, however, sodn aroused again by the report of great naval pre¬ 
paration in the ports of Japan! ' It was said, these wero intended for 
the invasion of Formosa, the occupation df which it was feared would 
be but a stepping-stone to the invasion of Luzon To gain intelli¬ 
gence on this point, de Teftb determined to dispatch an expedition 
to that island, and if* Japanese<settlerrtent 5 were realty formed there, 
to gite Immediate information ^to the (Chinese on the opposite'coasts 
of Fuhkeen. Two vessels, carrying 200 men, were fitted out under 
the command of Juan Zamudio, but after several attempts, he entire¬ 
ly failed to reach Formosa, and the fleet returned. It ia, however; 
stated on the authority of the P. Colin, that Zamudio visited Canton 
that year, and that he procured permission for'the Spaniards to come 
and trade at Pineda iff/ twelve leagues distant from Canton. His 
deviaton and his return may be accounted for, by supposing that he 
got intelligence of the death of Taiko at sea, and that all fears from 
his ambitious designs were thus relieved. " ^ u oi '*'• 

This great monarch died August 1598, aged 64, having reigned 
14 years. Though so firm an opponent of the Spanish clergy, they 
could not but quote, in application to him, what Livy said of Cato, In 
illo viro , tuntum robur corporis et animi fuit, ut quocumque loco natus 
espit, fortunam sibi facturus tndcrctur. The administration of af¬ 
fairs be left in the hands of a regent, until his son—then a mere boy, 
should be old enough to assume the crown. 

The galleon of this year arrived in May, and brought orders for 
the reestablishment of the ‘ Real Atldien^cia, , the governor being its 
president, and its fiscal being Constituted ‘ Protector de Jos tndios * 
(Protector of the Indians); a humane appointment which still conti¬ 
nues. The same arrival brought Orders for the erection oftbe bishop¬ 
ric of Manila into an arch bishopric, with three suffragans, Zebu, 
Nuey* Cuceres, and Woeva Segovia The first archbishop was the

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Daring his absence, the colonial capital had been seriously threa¬ 
tened by disturbances with the Japanese residents. These are said 
to have numbered 1500 at this time, and a private quarrel having 
taken place between one of their number and a Spaniard, in which 
the former was killed, they rushed to arnfc in order to avenge him^ 
The contest would have been bloody, and its issue doubtful, but the 
Dominican fathers, uuder whose parochial care, the Japanese had 
always been, threw themselves between the combatants, and with 
great difficulty parted and pacified them. Acuna did not long sur¬ 
vive his southern, expedition. Exposing himself imprudently in the 
dockyards of Cavite, he sickened and died, on St. John Baptises day, 
leaving behind him the reputation of a prudent and vigorous gover¬ 
nor. The president of the Audiencia assumed the government ad 
interim , and was soon called on to quell a second rising of the iras¬ 
cible Japanese, on which occasion several lives were sacrificed. 

When the death of Acuna was known in Mexico, Don Rodrigo de 
Vivero was appointed to the vacant post, but after a year’s residence 
in)Manila, he was recalled in 1608, to higher honor in America. 

The peace which took place between Spain and Holland in a. d. 
1609, did not allay animosities, or even put a stop to open hostilities 
uoder their flags, in the eastern Archipelago. Commercial rivalry 
and conflicting colonial pretensions made*peace impossible -in the Mo¬ 
luccas, and when the death of Acuna was known in Spain, and 
Don Juan de Silva was sent to the Philippines, the choice was not 
made without reference to the military reputation he had gained in 
Flanders. He arrived in April,-and imediately set about streogthen- 
iog the fortifications of the city,- and improving the communications 
with Mexico.? 1 These duties did not detain him long, and he turned 
with ardor to the proposed recovery of the Moluccas. The Dutch, 
on the other part, did not wait for him, but sent a fteet to blockade 
Manila, and as whatever came within reach was fair plunder in their 
estimation, de Silva bad time, while they were picking up prizes, to 
collect his forces and give them battle. It was near St. Mark’s dav 
when his preparations were completed, and the good citizens were 
just saddened and desponding under the news of the loss of another 
of their rich galleons, when the governor reanimated them by a 
dream that he should on that day gain a great victory. i^The fleets 
at length met on the 25th April, the Dutch consisting of 5 ships, and

In the tame year that OathoKeisnif tofcioae offts ablest champions, 
In deSriva, 1 it was delivered from otieof its most cruet persueutots, 
Dayfu,tbe usurping emperorof Japan. It wdt be remembdred, that U 
wat to thiepersoo, as his guardian, that»Taikowheif <!yingcomiChted 
his infant son. When the imperial ward became old enough to pe¬ 
netrate the kmbitmw designs of his guardiaw/ he quarrelled With him; 
ind the Catholic fathers, on the dimiod ofpirriee whkh then took 
placet’ Tanged themselves owtbe side of the hrwfM heir of the throne. 
After some years of confusion, Dayfu resorted'to a treacherous tom*- 
position, by which he pretended to resign the regency; and to retire 
tw his own feudal domain. A period of quiet followed, when'Dayfti, 
seeing his young sovereign off his guard* fell oh hint at Osuc*,aira 
m the conflict which ensued the unfortunate pfihoe disappeared froth 
tbs scene, and his real fate was never known. 

The usurper was now master of the country, and H was not long 
before the Getholic priests and their followers felt the* fhtt weight of 
his arm.

• Tkng viceroy of Kwangtung, &c., &c., proclaims to the hong merchants 
for their full information. Whereas on the twenty-eighth of the eleventh 
month of the seventeenth yeefr of Taoukwang (December 25th, 1887), the 
bong mechants having presented a petition to the following effect. (Here 
followed a copy of the petitibn.) And this coming before me the viceroy, 
I find that in the course of the seventh month of the present year, the su¬ 
perintendent Elliot petitioned, that he might be permitted to take the foreign 
ship fiaker’6, now lying at anchor for the time being at Whampoa, and 
make her a receptacle for curing flick people, and words to that effect. At 
that time I examined and found that at Macao there has hitherto been a 
place (or temple?) for curing people, and whenever it happens that any mer¬ 
chant or sailor of any country is sick, he is permitted to report the same 
clearly to the hoppo, who will accordingly send him to be cured; therefore I 
could not allow the said ship to be anchored at Whampoa, for the pur¬ 
pose of curing sickness, and 1 commanded the principal security merchants 
to enjoin all this upon-the said superintendent that he might obey according¬ 
ly. After that I received a communication frotn the hoppo, urging that the 
said vessel should be compelled to take in cargo and leave tbe port, when in 
course t commanded the hong merchants within the limit of five days to load 
and dispatch her. In continuation it appears that tbe security merchant 
Leang Chinghe (young Kingqna) petitioned for an extension of the limit, as 
the hull of the ship was rotten, and was to be bought in to be broken up. I 
then replied that it might be bought in and broken up. All these particulars 
are recorded.

mode of notation promises a great relief At present we have dic¬ 
tionaries by Portuguese, French and English scholars, all widely 
differing in their inodes of spelling, and thus causing the beginner no 
small amount of unnecessary trouble. This diversity, added to the 
maoy dialectical variations in the language itself, shows the neces¬ 
sity of adopting a uniform standard, and renders the proposal one 
Wbifcb should engage the attention of every student in Chinese, in 
order that « full expression of opinion may obviate all ground 
jection when the new system conies into actual use. A few remark^,’ 
therefore, opdn the proposed notation will not be taken amiss. 

Much of the labor of determining the powers of the letters has 
already been done by scholars in India; and the system which they' 
have established appears to exhibit its soundness by the rapidity with 
which it has come into use'in all parts of that country. While we ac^ 
knowledge their assistance, and freely avad oorselvetf of their labors^ 
it does not, however, appear to be imperative* upon us, merely for the 
sake of “ simplicity,” to take their symbols, and try to find as many 
corresponding sounds in Chinese as we can; but rather to make an 
independent system, complete in itself, and at the same time ap¬ 
proaching as near to the Indian system as a regard for more impor¬ 
tant considerations will allow. The necessity of a deviation from 
the'latter system, at least in a few particulars, is just intimated by 
the proposer in a second schedule (vol. 6, page 463), where & few 
^iterations from- the first are suggested. The general features of thd 
system there offered for adoption are such as must commend them¬ 
selves to every one Who has thoroughly investigated the subject; the 
only diftoott points to Settle are the marks by which the different 
powers of the vowels shall be denoted, fn this particular, there are 
a few discrepancies between the system proposed in vol. page 30, 
and its repetition on page 481 of vol. 6; which however need not 
here be noted. The most important is <1re introduction of flie un¬ 
accented short o ,10 lot, and the application of an accent to the long 
6 >n ford, by which 0 sound is added to the table that seldom x&'tieVer 
occurs in Chinese. The increase of a tabular list in this^vay in brder 
to harmonize it with a similar fist in another language appears to t>e 
objectionable. The exptilfging' Of the diaeresis in the second"list, 
whidh expresses the French Sofend of ti in Tune , is a decided improve¬ 
ment;, for this is already a well understood English mark for a dissyl¬ 
labic diphthong. • lb constructing the second schedule, the rule was 
M to leave the short sounds unmarked; to use for the long soupds*, 
corresponding to these, the acute (') accent ;^nd for the three vowels 
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which hapre 90 corresponding; sjK*t sounds, to a m the grave (') 
accent.” 

In a schedule, unity is the measure of every sound, and the pee- 
4 priety of & proposed plan in regard to its actual use it, on this ac¬ 
count, liable to be overlooked. A trial was, therefore, made of writing 
out several pages of Chinese words according to this system, and the 
immense disproportion ofloug^ sounds, and, of necessity, of accented. 
leHecs that was the result, immediately suggested the inquiry, Is there 
no way of dispensing with the use of somany accents, consistent 
with “ that ufmost degree of edrnpHoity compatible with precision,” 
which should,justly mark everything of this sort t Inasmuch as the 
proposer rerqarka,/* we have pot attained complete conformity- with 
the system ; of diacritical, marks used in India; bat we deem consis¬ 
tency of one part of the system with another to be of prior importance 
Jk^aoy, other, cpppideratiou,” it will net be regarded as inadmiesable, 
should it be found necessary, to take a still farther remove from the 
Indian system- A correspondent (voh 5, page 481,) in fact advocates 
the necessity of forming the system of notation for the Chinese lan¬ 
guages entirely independent of that which has been employed in In¬ 
dia, but this does not seem desirable ; however, if, the two objects so 
important as simplicity and precision can be obtained without the 
use of so many accents, that system which involves the fewest marks 
^i}| sqrely,meet with the most rapid adoption. In the notation of our 
Indian coadjutors, the •*indisputable canon was laid down, that it 
was expedient tq employ diacritical and other murk?as little aa pos¬ 
sible/* If we examine the specimens given to the Calcutta Chris* 
tian Observer of Romanized Beng&lior Persian, the excess of short 
vowel sounds in thope languages, over the Chinese and its cognate 
tongues^ will be immediately apparent In fact, Such was their desire 
^0 increase the,fefci|e use of the system, that, by laying down one or 
two extra rules with regard to the pronunciation of certain cecnbioa* 
tions of, sounds, they avoided an abundance of marks, and thin they 
did solejy for the. purpose of recommending the system by encumber¬ 
ing jt withi a* few marks as possjb|e. 

If the disproportion of Iqqg oyer short yowelk be so great, it will 
be as politic foij qa to accommodate the proposed system to this fea¬ 
ture, as it has b^en proved to he in India, and atthe same.time not 
overlook simplicity ; audprecision. A uniform system of orthography 
js not required so much to spell a few proper names that may occur 
in foreign work,s, : as it is to write wprds in diotionariee, grammars,

The labor of remembering and writing so many extraneous appli¬ 
ances must doubtless be a serious hindrance to the general adoption 
and use of the system. And after all the perfection that b possible 
in theory b attained, there are in actual life so many aberrations 
from a proposed standard, that the most exact system fsib in its ap* 
plication, and the delicate modulations of the living voice can mdy 
be learned by the ear. Every one who has attempted to* speak Chi¬ 
nese will probably attest the accuracy of this remark. Who can ever 
obtain, an accurate notion of the eight shings from description, illus¬ 
tration, or, as has been recently attempted,.eyen firom pictures ? 

If these are the results which flow from the rifle, as quoted above, 
it b proposed to reduce the number of marks by laying down aapther 
rule, of leaving the long sounds unmarked, placing the short proeodial 
( w ) mark over the short vowels, and the grave(\) accent over that 
second class of long sounds , which occur under o, and u alone-

' Yu, superintendent of maritimp. customs, Ac., &c., in replfy By 
this address it appears that the comrriittee of foreign merchants of the 
General Chamber of all nations earnestly request that a namber. of

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soretfobip of the said foreigners to tefkniged fer them, that in esse 
of their engaging it* any contraband transaction , they are willing that 
they be broken op; Also that each of the boats any have its number 
reg iste red, and a dig given to U with the worda M l icen se d passage 
bout,” written thereon, as well as on the sails. 

Those requests haring come before me, I have given the matter 
dne consideration, and find that decked, misted, and tag-bearing 
heats were ieterdicisd; in consequence of a memorial laid before the 
throne^ after the dim e U nion of the Company, by the then governor 
Loo, and ’superintendent of customs, Pang: Hence for the convey¬ 
ance ef letters, it waaonly allowed to have email boats without mast 
or deck, and* those haring decks and meat shocld by few bd driven 
iwth (from j the river:) *u :* 

* Now, howbrer, referring to the address above aModcd to, I am in- 
need 1 indulgently to consider, that the forei gne r s , in coming from 
Macao to Canton, hive to pass over an open sea, and that to avail 
themselves of winds, and protect themselves from rain, decks and 
masts Are in come sense necessary. Their request may, therefore, be 
granted, so far as regards establishing a certain number of such boata, 
with passports- But their request being to establish** number* of 
boats (ef several boats), such , number maybe an excessive one. 
Let tho hong merchants then adopt sdtne moderate number—not 
more than five or six. As to the erection of flags, this'would bring 
them somewhat Within* the letter of the prohibition off*‘flagbearing 
boats.

If any of the said foreigners, 
under * pretence of the darkness of night, evade examination o r his 
pass at the custom-house stations, so that the required Insertion there¬ 
in is not made, such pressn too must be punished for tl^e offense of 
perverse transgression, and the bong merchants in fronting arrange¬ 
ments are to give this their consideration. After ttiey shall 1 have 
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marife their arrangement*, and the requisite number of boats shall h ivc 
received passports, any other boats which, not obeying the prohibit^ 
ryisigttlstioos, shall venture to ply to and fro without. pennies on, 
shall be fifed upon by the cruizers And forts.

A now melancholy, event happened in Macao about the middle of last 
aaootht which* apart from its immediate circumstances* is illustrative of the 
■treatment which those Chinese who return from the Straits are likely to re-* 
oesve from their countrymen. 

Many yean since a man of the name Teas' went from Fnfcheen to 
Singapore, Where he settled in business, and having married remained there 
ontH his derfth, leaving his son Time Tsarigfahg in possession of httbusiness. 
This son by bib industry became ve# rich, being the farmer of‘the opium 
trade, and also having a large general, trade. At last, about two yean ago, 
he being well satisfied withhis acquisitions, concluded to wind up bis affaire, 
and return to the land pf his fathers, in order to settle his children in life. He 
t h ste fo so took a passage in s ship, and came ta Macao, where he hired a 
house, and engaged in trade. Not long since it was reported that be bad an 
order on a foreign ship for a large sum of money, (for it was generally sup. 
posed thathewiswwy wealthy,) and was shout going tetCantoir to mm®** 
it; tot $ was uncertain whether he had yet procured the nsooey, or whenke 
Would return; rumor said he had already received it About this time many 
‘seizures had been made in Macao of those engaged in the opmm trade, and 
much oohfbeion ensued; and a number of thieves ’handed thenteeftre* to- 
getlm?, *aod taking advantage‘ of this confusion, disguised themselves a* 
police officers, and came to the house of Tsae in tire night, broke open the

out thisjieaveuly influence, it is quite inapoapjble fo*;* nation so* non 
meroufl tp be rescued, from the bondage, of debasing idolatry, how 
excellent soever the means used to convince them of their error. The 
great hindrance, however, is got so much prejudice towards anything 
better, hut rather total indifference. The inhabitants of this land are 
bowed down to .dm earth* and do not seek die things which,are 
above* they are of a grovelling natuaq, their desires are bounded <by 
the earth, and they have nevyr been : taught that they posse** im¬ 
mortal aouls. Under such circumstances they cannot,possibly per¬ 
ceive any charms in the doctrine^of e^eriasung truth* A statement 
Ipte this is made with heartfelt grief, uot triumphantly, for we should 
rejoice t? tell the■ world that the intelligent and;learned classes in. 
China ar^free from debasing idolatry and look dowjt with pity upon 
the gross, multitudes. We however will not spend our breath in 
unavailing empathy ^deaw.to transfuse that light, .which with 
Such resplendent.lustre has ihunMned;tfie countries of the west 
Let us return to our. author, andiif the reader it become tired with 
with the many wearsome tales, which in the course of the essay we 
shall have ^epcarion to mention, let him alp^s remember that we 
wish to trace faithfully, the rchgipus ideas of the Chinese, how absurd 
soever they t roay he, in order that-in our . efforts to instruct, we may 
know with what aMpersiitions we Jiavarto^gfapple.

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Iy put down M tern as a basis to cosmogony. The first race of 
beings which peopled the earth was not subject like their posterity, 
to all the vicissitudes of life, bet on the contrary exercised a para¬ 
mount influence upon the affairs of the universe. Every thing being 
properly ordained and pot in order, mankind needed the rule of em¬ 
perors; those who exercised this* rule are well known under the 
names of the terrestrial and celestial monarch*; these, however, we 
^most also pass in silence, that we* may advert to king Moleche who 
reigoed in Hmdoetan, and possessed great intelligence. Wise princes 
will always execute some works to astonish posterity, and lloleche 
was by no means behind in undertaking great things. Aa he had 
the power of walking throughout the foorseas, and pmmmmd consi¬ 
derable knowledge of geography, be divided the earth into nine parts, 
an idea which was greatly improved by some other visionary called 
the human emperor. If we would take the trouble of translating, 
we might relate stories as >lair and entertaining to the reader at 
ever can be found in the mythology of the Greeks; hot there it too 
much matter to allow of our entering into such details, and h is our 
decided wish to give the reads) a general father than a particular 
view of matters. The first rare thing'that meets our eye is, that one 
of the antediluvians, sheing that the bridges were broken down, and 
the roads had become impervious, set immediately to work to fill up 
cavities, burn down the jungle, * art# construct floating bridges; 
Whether he macadamized the toads, we are not told, but we believe, 
that his endeavors were of a ertmiiaf character. Had die Stupid world 
only gone on at this rale, we might try thiar time have had a rail road 
from Paris to Peking, and perhaps many other improvements of 
which even this Wise age has never yet thought.

There 
fried at that time's philosopher called Hwangfaou, a name wed 
known in the list of worthies, Whose discourses might have shamed 
Aristotle and Kant Whilst still dwelling upon his theories, there 
appeared a bright cloud in heaven, and streaks of light covered the 
whole firmament Hwangtaou pointed this out to the wondering mul¬ 
titude, saying there will be a great sage bOrttitt the north. Atod now 
we are at office introduced to the genii, who inhabit hills and valleys, 
and most materially influence human affairs* Let it be remembered, 
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that.they are immortal, and moreover very talkative, of which our 
author has availed hknaelf to fill many a volume. Tlieeuly question 
arising is, whether they kept * recorder, who was always at band to 
write down their dialogues, and as soon as he heard of the intention 
of our compiler forwarded to him the voluminous manuscript. We 
ought moreover to inform the reader,, that.these spirits are without 
exception of a philosophical cast, and being as old as the rooks tbdjr 
inhabit, they are by no means gjhreoip foneiful theories, nor do they 
ooe day profess stoicism, another epicurism, and a third become 
staunch Plaionists, hot they maiofrio their dosirinm as valiantly and 
unchangeably, as if the same ware, out out in granite. It will thus be 
easy to form an opinion of these gentry, ** had almost s*hl noMamea* 
because they have an hereditary right to.dogmatize. 

The object of all hnowledge and doetrine is the renovation of Urn 
native, and this is the aim of every philosophical system. It was 
unanimously agreed, that all the effort* of this worthy host should 
tend towards this great end. One of th* number therefore was charg¬ 
ed with digesting a regular code for the regulation of our conduct, 
and to make .his rule effectual, be osfahlwhod his court in the Ursa 
Major;..round this constellation all the stars congregated and aided 
in th* great design of enforcing, the laws enacted for the benefit of 
mankind. Though the west haa produced many great astronom e r s , 
we do not believe, that eny of them has yet discovered, that the said 
star is the moral centre of the universe, whence all civilisation di¬ 
verged, the effects of which were as nusaetous and checkered as the 
rajs pf its wonderful light itself!

Here is the 
seat of the springs whereby all transmutations are effected, here may 
be fourtd’the rribst >ipirittMl matter commonicablc to sages. Earth 
has likewise ’iiiuC ^tegis^ The uppemoit Wnsists of fine matcriaf; 
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from the second the tops of mountains were formed ; the third is the 
material of hills, the fourth that of loam, the fifth the substance of 
rivers and marshes, the sixth quicksand, the seventh yellow clavish 
fountains, the eighth the unfathomable abys9 where the dragons dwell, 
the ninth finally vapors.

We have all this time been working through the mazes ofTaouism, 
not for our oWfl gratification, but meiely to give a better explanation 
of the notions of this sect. The genii with all their virtues, errors, 
and Works, are a creatiori’of their own fancy; not satisfied with reali¬ 
ties, they have depicted an elysium, the abode of numberless spirits, 
who enjoy the highest happiness. Whether they fabled with more 
troth than the Greeks, we leave the ’reader to decide, but their ac¬ 
count, though in plain prose, is in many respects interesting. Man is 
always nrian lh every blime and eVety age, and placed under similar 
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circumstances he will, almost always cpmqto the same results. The 
Chinese sages bad not paid attention |q ^he immortal spirit which is 
a component part of our being, and to supply this defect the teachers 
of Taou showed the intimate relation yrhich existed between man 
and the innumerable myriads of flitting eUfr, goblins, fairies, sprites, 
muses, genii, fee., who either stood in friendly harojony as minis- 
tering angelsat the side of man, or fiend is ^apd doipon-l ike baffled 
all his efforts. This contest was lasting arid fierce, end only those 
who stood inclose alliance with the good genii prored in the end 
victorious. r .1 

Amongst the carious things contained, this booh, we record a 
conversation held, between a Chinese emperor and one of the genii. 
He bad asked him wbat < the islands of the eastern ocean. (America f) 
contained, apd was answered, that they were overgrpwp with jangle 
and consisted of three, divine mountains. There grew the barb of 
immortality, and aU the mountaineers plucked, and ate it The ani¬ 
mals were, all white, and the inhabitants built their pal&cps of gold 
and silver,.which looked at a distance as refulgent as snow. Only 
those of superior virtue, whom water does not drown nor fire horn, 
could land on ita shore. The tradition of the island of the immortals 
was sedulously propagated amongst the Chinese, and a colony of 
young maidens and youths, was actually spot opt to take possession 
of the same. Did these reach the shores pf westetp America, like 
some Japanese of late, and were they the immediate progenitors of 
that race which erected cities and fortresses, and has left the traces 
of its habitations until this very day t . The first expedition however 
was by no means successful and might have pat an end to all sub¬ 
sequent enterprises, if the boon of obtaining the plant of immortality 
had not been so epticing.

Being in the odor of 
tahctlty, It wak tor them the common people applied for religioas in¬ 
struction, and they soon became the lawgivers of a nation, otherWisb 
destitute of religion. The absurdities which proceeded from %uch 
brains thay beeasily imagined, but stilt they formed the matter oftlfe 
Taou creed, and were safely committed to paper and afterwards'sirii* 
pWfiedby Laoukeen.

and that many designing* men should assume their garb to court 
honors aqd riches. The great credit they enjoyed made them very 
dogmatical, and the doctrines they at first scarcely dared to utter, at 
repugnant to common sense, werepew openly promulgated as axioms. 
'j ?rom hence has arisen tfiemaae pf errors that has darkened the 
^celestial empire for so many ages, aud jull hangs over it as an impe¬ 
netrable mist, A great part of. this work is filled, with a faithful 
Record of the samfy often told in very lively language, end reminding 
ns of Hesiod, when he tells the tales of the Grecian gods. In such 
light tbeveader ought to view the subsequent parts pf this essay, and 
if fie thinks that they are well fitted for*nursery K tales, he ought not 
to forget, that many souaoftUn believe them as gravely as if they 
had, happened under tbeir own eyes. And tkesesame men, when the 
Jruth is brought before them, will disbelieve it and prefer., following 
cunningly devised fables, to their own destruction. 

, Those however who received instruction from these worthies had 
m purify themselves tod to forgive injuries, no blood guiUineeewas 
Suffered to pollute the inquirer. After he, however, was emptied of 
all vain deceit and worldly theughts, and thoa enabled to receive the 
impressions of the purity of Taou, his patience and silenbe were am¬ 
ply rewarded, Under the guidance of a Taou priest* the novitiate 
Was introduced to the society of genii, with whom he partook of a 
repast, consisting of Aiphroaia. Thep be was led itkwdgb the spa¬ 
cious baljs, of .the followers pf Taoft,iWb*re whofe palaeos co naid te d 
of a sip^le pearl, and all was glittering;,with .gold. The.singing of 
birds and the music of the spheres ravished the votary, epd when fee 
looked around, be saw the fire-darting dragon and the gentle phoenix 
traversing the immense apace of the vacuum. Still, however, 
he was reminded, that-be pas a mortal, sod that he had to undergo 
ipuoh trial, .and refinement, before he could outer the portal of im- 
jjQprtality and enjoy everlasting bliss. Thus dism i ssed from these 
enchanting scenes, he returned to earth with the firm determination 
pf perfecting his nature, in order to obtain, the glorious boon. This 
jwqcwpp consisted je creating an entire apathy towards all external 
objects; fee had to withdraw from all human societj, wbich could only 
contaminate such a holy person, xpd to be in facte Uviog^dead one 
in this world. As apon as he had become an uselemiepuletve.hekjg, 
fee was fit for elysium. Few, however, .were willing to go through 
Ikis process, and many who faithfully followed the rules, were greatJy 
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disappointed iri their hopes, And instead of the promised bliss, they 
found themselves emaciated, verging unpitied towards k premature 
grave. 

Hoar undignified the employ of some of the idols Was, we learn 
from a passage, in which the author accuses them of stealing peaches 
fVom a celebrated orchard. The owner who had gotten notice of 
ill is flagrant inroad upon private property, threatened to whip them 
like School-boys, if he ever Caught them pflferibg. This k quite 
in accordance with Chinese opinions respecting the objects of their 
worship. They will treat them like the very scum of the earth, if 
they show the teaSt backwardness in complying with the wishes of 
the votary, and many a clumsy statue of a sainted demigod has 
been dragged through the dirt and exposed to public scorn for this 
•ame reason. If an officer of high rank happens to arrive in a tern- 
pie, where he wishes to take up his abode for the night, and observes 
an idol of a lower rank than himself he has to take it down, for 
the mere etiquette, lest the long established Order might be destroyed 
by such an upstart. The nation cannot feel any respect for beings 
of this description, and' how could the people be devout, if the very 
images are counted to be on a level with the dirt of the street 

We bad expected a very long discourse upon the deluge, in the 
common order of things, 'blit our Compiler merely mentions the sutv 
ject as a matter generally known, thereby Aimishing the moat deci¬ 
sive proof, that such atr event occurred in China. ' Some of the 
great philosophers who wish to reason awhy everything that in the 
least degree tends to establish the Authority of the Bibid, ought to 
read this passage, iti Order to be made ashamed of theft Incredulity. 
One extraordinary antediluvian saved his life by climbing np a moun¬ 
tain, and there in the manner of birds plaiting a nest, be passed his 
days on a tree, Whilst aH the country below him was one Sheet of 
water.

Hts labors 
wefe tneessaftt, but when he saw his toils crowned with success, the 
overflowing waters directed into proper channels, the extensive jun¬ 
gles burnt down, andanew and flourishing country rising under his 
care, he did'ittft 1 arrogate the honor of the achievement to himself. 
In* book whidh Cdnuins the records of Idolatry in every stage, we 
retd that Shun reasoned with himself in the following manner: 
heayen and earth with aH that is therein stand no doUbt under the 
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rule of onelord, h,e ifitjm supreme emperor of the^ood heavens, the 
great and exalted God-, Thip, sentence sufficiently proven that porno 
amongst the ancient Chinese acknowledged the unity of the deity; 
but how many there may be, who at the present day .would subscribe 
to this creed, we are unable to say : polytheism has taken a deep root, 
in the minds of the people* pantheism is always ip their mouths, and 
divine truth is hidden from them. i t 

WhOn we compare the labors of Shun and his fellows with the 
endeavors of the present generation to op€n railways, conUruct nuiCr 
hdaipized roads, dig canals* &c<, these appear to be ipepe pigmies, 
and could we recall those worthies froiutheir tombs, they would 
make in les? than a week one of the moyt splendid railways from 
Canton to Calcutta and if need be from thence to, Ispahan, and so 
op, until the east and west should have pne continued line of com¬ 
munication, wthoqt going first to Bombay, or troubling the Pasha of 
Egypt. A minute detail of their stupendous works is contained in

On the 
strength of thii invitation, four ecclesiastics set out for Camboja, and 
tejrt'g wefl l i fehN flftHf' the. son and successor of their inviter, they 
proceeded to rear a church, while their nautical companions employed 
themselves in building a ship. The friars were soon stopped in their 
progress, by a decree forbidding the conversion of the Cambojans, and 
thus restricting them to the Chinese and Japanese. The only clue 

glveii to ihVs klleVed state df thing* is furnished in th£cpriWion, that 
the quarrels of the Spaniards among themselves rah so high, that it 
tffth great difficulty they were’ ever harfleJhafck safeljr to the Phi¬ 
lippines. Thefriars pursued their labors, after the departure of the 
Spanish ships, but with to little success, that when the mission was 
tibaiidbndd two years and a half after it* commencement, they had 
baptised but one convert — a little giri — the daughter of a Japanese. 

In the second year of Tabora’s government, his Iev6e was attended 
by envoys from the king of Siam, the Japanese princes of Arima and 
Satzuma, and some of the chiefs of Mindanao. An envoy from China 
i* also said to have visited Manila; but, had the credentials of any of 
thdse so-called representatives been accurately tested, it is not proba¬ 
ble they would have been found pdssessed of very large powers, or 
MftHfedtb a-very high rink.

Four years before this, repeated depredations had compelled Cor- 
cuera to do his utmost to lay a check on Corralat, the chief of the 
piratical r&j&s of Mindanao. Proceeding himself in command of 
the squadron prepared for this service, he drove Corralat as a fugitive 
from his capital* and destroyed twenty or thirty of bis towns. Early 
the following year, he directed his course to the Sulu group, and 
took possession of the r4ji’s chief port, but being recalled to Manila, 
he was obliged to leave it to his successor to prosecute the war. In 
the course,of the campaign which followed, the unfortunate r&j4 was 
driven from his native islands, extreme severities were visited on the 
inhabitants in retaliation for their long continued piracies, yet after 
all the group was not effectually reduced, nor added permanently to 
the possessions of the Spanish crown. 

The vengeance of the Spaniards had hardly been poured out on the 
unhappy Suluans, when the vicinity of Manila became the theatre of 
a far more bloody and wanton revenge. Notwithstanding the un¬ 
provoked massacre of their countrymen, in 1603, the Chinese colo¬ 
nists had come again to number 33*000, when Corcuera’s administra¬ 
tion began. It is admitted tftat cause for discontent had been given 
in the large tributes levied on them from time to time, but much of 
the evidence necessary to estimate their provocations is however now 
lost, and we must leave in obscurity the true causes of the rising of 
November 1639. It began on the shores of the Laguna de Bay, and 
extended thence to the capital and the other towns where the Chi¬ 
nese were settled. It was a prolonged massacre rather than a con¬ 
test The unarmed masses of thp Chinese were attacked by the 
Spanish and Indian troops, wherever they were found, and, in the 
course of the four following months, 22,000 perished. This indis¬ 
criminate butchery was'effected with the loss of only 350 of the as¬ 
sailants, a proportion which indicates the weakness of the resistance, 
and shews that defencelessness did not pall the appetite for blood, 
ludeec), it is difficult to avoid the impression, that these 22,000 un¬ 
fortunate adventurers fell victims to a conspiracy of jealous and 
rapacious colonist#, w^c^ated, them for their superior numbers, in-

The administration of Corcuera lasted nine years, when a process 
of “ residencia” was instituted against him, i. e., he was Called to a 
formal aud judicial account for his stewardship. His arbitrary ad¬ 
ministration had long before offended and alienated some of the most 
powerful classes of the colonists. The Franciscan fathers had pre¬ 
ferred sundry charges —among-which were, the charging‘ freight 
on supplies sent to their remote missions, the withholding the royal 
grants of sacramental wine and oil, Ate. The Augustine Recollects 
had also quarrelled with him, because he pulled down the church and 
convent they had begun to build on the plain of Bagumbayan, on 
the allegation that it interfered with his plan of fortifying the south¬ 
ern approaches to the city. These and many other smothered dis¬ 
contents broke out, on the suspension of Oorcuera*s function^, irt 
August 1644, by.the arrival of Don Diego Faxardo as his successor. 
The "Recollects were among the first to prosecute the ex-governor, 
and, getting' a verdict against him with $25,000 damages,'they tri¬ 
umphantly went to work to pul) down his fort and rebuild their con¬ 
vent. r This was but the beginning of persecution. Corcuera’s 
property was sequestrated and he himself thrown into prison.' Con¬ 
fined in a narrow apartment in the citadel, cut off from all friendly 
intercourse save with his confessor, he gave himself up to religious 
exercises, until his spiritual guide was obliged to interpose to mode¬ 
rate the severity of his macerations. The proverbial slowness of 
Spanish^ justice was fully verified in the five years’confinement of 
the unfortunate Corcuera. At the expiration of this time, the king 
was pleased to direct his release and return to Spain, whence he 
went as governor to the 1 -Canaries, We are not informed whether 
his severe castigation taught him leniency in his new office, not> 
whether any censure was ever passed upon the persons who had in¬ 
dicted it. 

The quiet of Manila was not restored by the persecution and re¬ 
moval of Corcuera. The military austerity of Faxardo led him to 
seek to enforce unanimity by imprisonments aud banishments; but 
when the prisons and the presidios were both filled by these expedi¬ 
ent^ the evil weut on increasing. The colonists divided into parties,

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disturbances arose in Pampsnga, out of (be hardships suffered bjr the 
native*, in services required by the crown, and particularly in the 
cotting and preparation of timber. The revolt ettended to the neigh¬ 
boring provinces, and the followers of the leader in the insurrection 
swelled at one time to 40,000. This threatening combination was 
however dissolved, the year after, by a small Spanish force, and the 
ringleaders in the-mutiny were apprehended and executed. 

Beside these domestic disquietudes, dh Lara had cause to appre¬ 
hend at this time a formidable invasion of the colony. The success¬ 
ful pirate Kuesing (Coxinga), after driving the Dutch from their 
posts on Formost, grew so ambitiobs as to demand the sovereignty 
of the Philippines. To communicate this requisition, he Impressed 
the P. Yietorio Riccio info his service as envoy,* the padre yielding 
to the necessity, in the hope of bringing about an accomodation. 
Tbe envoy arrived af/ Manila in May KM, and was deceived in 
that character by the governor. It was now time to take active 
measures for the averting of a storm Which had already desolated 
the European settlements on Formosa. The Spanish troops were 
withdrawn from Tern ate, Zamboangan, and other outposts, and 
concentrated on Maufla. Unhappily,- thebe were not the only pre¬ 
ventive measures. It was feared that the whole Chinese population 
would side with Kuesing, on his appearance, and by their numbers 
decide the event in ais favor. It was proposed to put them all to 
death, and this project #aS negatived, say our authorities (not be¬ 
cause of its barbarity,- but) because it would leave the coldhy desti¬ 
tute of mechanical laborers. A milder alternative was then adopted, 
tbe unchristianited Chinese being embarked on board the junks iu 
the bay, whild the converted were trusted to hold fast their faith and 
their fidelity. This partial expulsion, acting on the minds of the Chi¬ 
nese, along with the reooHefctioU of former massacres, filled them with 
the worst suspicions, in a moment of exeited apprehension, they put 
16 death some Spanish officers r and in revenge, the fire of the city 
walls was turned on their closely built dwellings. Many were thus cut 
down; others threw themselves into boats and escaped by sea; a few 
committed suicide. The larger mass—of 8000 or 9000 men—were 
quieted by the assurances of the governor, and returned to their 
houses, but some considerable parties fbd to the jungle, where they 
perished by the joint bands of tbe Spaniards, Indioa, and Negroes. 
For this murderous tragedy, as for those which preceded it, there is 
no justification. 

The P. Riorio was now dispatched With formal answers to Kue- 
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sing; telling him that the Spanish nation obeyed only God and their 
king, and that Manila would be shot against the commerce of his 
people, until bia demands were retracted* This reply was drawn op 
with much care and spirit,, and being afterward printed and sent to 
Spain, it received a marked approval. Before it reached Formosa, 
the Chinese fugitives had found Kneeing, and told him their tale, and 
called on him to avenge the butchery of their companions at Manila. 
Enraged by these accounts, be gave orders to prepare for the inva¬ 
sion, but his preparations were but begun when death overtook him, 
the foliowio^g January. 

It was well for the P. Riccio, when he came with his bold answer, 
that Kuesing was uo more, and that hit son and piccessor was a 
milder man than hits father. He commieriooed the padre to return 
to Manila on a second embassy, and, through his address and mode¬ 
ration, a friendly commerce was reestablished. 

After presiding over the affairs of the colony, through ten years 
of much difficulty snd depression, De Lara returned to Spam, and 
taking holy orders, died at an advanced age, in his native city, 
Malaga. lie was succeeded in his offioe by Don Diego Salcedo, 
who landed in Cagayan in September 1662, and proceeded overland 
to Manila. His etyly attention to the commercial interests of the 
colony, gained hint many friends at first, but he soon lost his popula¬ 
rity. As fond of money as any of those, arpund him, he did not scru¬ 
ple to use his authority as governor, in a way to secure to himself 
a larger share of the profits of the Mexican traffic. The popular 
disaffection went on increasing foe several years, until it found an 
instrument in the commissary of the. holy office. This individual, an 
Augustine friar, who had obtained his post by compliances which 
even the Dominicans refused to make, cbllected evidence of many 
unchristian actions in the life of the governor, and proceeded to insti¬ 
tute a process against hiio. This done, he entered the palace by 
night, with an armed party, and seizing Salcedo in his bed, carried 
him off to the Augustine convent, chained and foueved. This daring 
act, though nothing could be more lawless, was not unacceptable to 
the people of M&uila. The Real \ Audieocia too, instead of standing 
by the head of the government, were looking to his vacant seat, and 
while the two senior oidors were contending for the right of succes¬ 
sion, the youngest, Don Juan Manuel, got possession of the governor¬ 
ship. Salcedo was now embarked, a prisoner of the holy office, for 
Mexico. The vessel put back &ud lie was recommitted to his old 
prison. Embarked again in 1670, be suuk under his mortification, 
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«ttd diedbefore the voyage'war ternrtbftfod. Wbsn Ibis business 
ctom before the Mexicali Inquisition the whole proceeding was de- 
dt»ed void, audtheManila feommiseary, in hi* tarn, was ordered a 
jshsfitv tb Acapulco. 'His fate bore § stittck^r resemblance, tohia 
ifotim% to that he toodted on shipboard, and nearly on the same 
parallel where 8aloedd perished. * *- 

Don Jdttbr Manuel did not' long enjoy the place to which his ad¬ 
dress hadsaihed him. The Vessel of 1909 brought a successor to 
SttaedoinDeo Maritud de Leon,*a veteran soldier, Who had fought 
01 MtWdlinge* and Lotzeu. Manuel took refuge in the Augustine 
ctuitefc, and aslrile the dispute Wad pending as to the sanctity of his 
rfcuwafe,‘death opened to him sir inviolable asylum. His property 
wbw, :/ b<*revcr, ebnfiseated, end his oflctat acts annulled and can-* 
celled. J ‘ , 

De Leon's first cares were given, as those of many of his predeces- 
sers lHdbeed, to the revival Of commerce. An envoy was sent to 
Kaciso, by whefte memos the friendly intercourse, which had been 
suspended sirtdo 1049/ Wsb again reopbned. A trade was alto revived* 
whb Owrton, Ningpo, and theports of India* and soon became so 
flourishing as to kttract Sixty vessels in one season to the bay of Ma¬ 
nila*' - Among ^tho eirlitest importations from Macao was a gay Pot- 
Ui gu np o^ Dofr Join d* Tavtrq, He Was attracted to Manila by the 
fame of iu bullfights and other public entertainments, and so enamor* 
ed* <Kd*l&’become of tbeee idle rtmWs, that he spent all his property 
Ob them/ end died soon ufter/eo poor as to owe his burial to charity. 

After eight years of jqiiiOl and e^otuMe government, De Leon died 
(April titty 1977), bequeathing bis property to pious uses, and leav¬ 
inghis authority so* the Audfencis. r The Colony lost at the same 
time* unsold hlly lathe tof 8iao, Whose little group feir under the 

power of ttw 1 Hollanders, This loss is made interesting by the fact 
sutiedsn connection with it* that the Siaoans at first resisted the 
attempts Of the Protestants to draw them away from the faith the 
9pahhh missionaries had long inculcated, but that after a time Ca¬ 
tholicism lost its hold, and they became zealous heretics. 

A still more interesting episode belongs to the period, we have just 
been tracingsviz., the account of (he first settlement or conquest of 
the Marianne islands. "Some Jof these had been seen by Magellan 
. in his memorable voyage, and called “ las Velas.” The navigators 
who came after him passed directly through the group on their way

Such wore the fruits of 
U m ptmrotor oparae in these remote M isles of die sea;” and such 
we may add, is one of a thousand resembling pictures of what Chris¬ 
tian colonization has done fbrpagtniaro and for henUhity.

.Chinese, that it has ever, been selected as an instance of theingenuity 
jgf tbe pepplejaod of their tact in domesticating those animals which 
would procure them the most food at the least expense. The fishing 
jQMppQfapt of (&ton ; (J*kakct0rm** &*eari*J is called foe-sae, the 
oC,vbif5hiiv << the bk*k{ bird} intheraab;” another name 
dlirtwrttW;- crater, jprow,” which is similar totbe French name car- 
IwmFbuqcuCoroes our English word oormorant; “ the 
•wdhdkNi preii totihjby. fishermen. This bird is 
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about the size of a goosey battmeller than the common oermorant ef 
the British isles.

Chinese authors describe the k*~sze as being excessively black ; 
u it is found in all watery grounds; the bill is sotnewhat hooked, and 
the bead is long; it is very expert iu'diving mtoddep water, and 
seizing fish which it eata. During the day time, the cormorants collect 
among the fens ^nd islands, and at night retire td the cress to roast; 
it-is observed that those.issestupon which they perch’fop a 4ongtime, 
at length become poisonous, and finally decay from the ordure of the 
bird. In the southern parts of the empire the * fishermen continually 
train many tans of them with much care for the purpose of taking 
fish. In the poems of Toopoo is this couplet: ti 

. ‘Every familytrains the'Mask devil, 

Which, often diving, seizes the; yellow fish. 9 

Those who domesticate the bird, wind a cord around its throat, 
which allows the small fish to descend* but does, not permit the largef 
ones to be swallowed. When a fish is taken, the fishermen call them 
back, and take it away, and then send them out again; for the throat 
is so warm, that if the fish remains in the mouth too long, it becomes 
tainted.” Another sort is mentioned. “ which has a head, like ^a 
shake's, a long neck, and casts all Its feathers in winter; it remains 
near streams, and always dives on seeing * thin 1 , but is not domestic 
taxed, nor bsed inrmedicme:” r NoiwUbstutfdibgthh Cormorant 
reared by man, andits habit* most be as well known'«i tfcoSe of t 
ben, stHl wee use. told ‘Uhat it never layh eggs; but the viviparous 
young proceed oot of the mouth; for which reason,’if its body be

The cormorant is notdomesticated ve the immediate vicinity of 
Canton, though we ere told it fo rijised in dQWj ifi 3 

lakes and swamps that occur from Shantung*# laf south ts Hoonan 
a nd Keatigse, it is trained to exercise 4t* plScfctftridf htbWih the 
Service of man. According to Da?U,nutobcjr$‘of them 'tflhf'toek 
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oy the hit embassy probed ap tot boats, from which at a given sig¬ 
nal, that of striking the water with oars, they dispersed themselves 
over the water, and returned regularly with their prey. Staunton 
mentions seeing them near Hffngohow foo in GMkeaog, where they 
were trkined in great numbers for fishing; there were ten or twdlve 
birds on eaoh boat, and the enormous size of the fish which a single 
bird would brmgttf’he Beak was truly astonishing. They appeared 
in this place, to be eo well trained as not to require enjr 'preventive 
around the neck. We are told that they become ao docile that a 
single person pan manage a hundred; the time of fishing in sunrise, 
when the surfkce of tie waiter is coffered wife them, but no confitsiou 
ensues, us each turd knows its own mast er. Gere is usually taken 
to present its swallowing the fish by meaoa of a ring or cord about 
the throat; for when well fiid, the cormorant, like the cheetah of 
Persia, feels little inclination to pursue game; this obstruction is 
removed when the *hoor of fishing is over; and the bird is rewarded 
for its labors by a hearty meal. Aooordiog to Willoughby, the com¬ 
mon cormorant was formerly trained m England to catch fish, and 
the description given by him of the manner of employing it is very 
similar to that among the Chinese. W.

Siamese History t notices comtinmed from the Siamese 
era 953 to 999 (or a.* n. 1591 to 1399). By a Correspondent. 


Si amssb bra 953. When N&ret and his brother went to war with 
Kamboja and took most of the inhabitants captives, one son of the 
Kambojan king escaped and fied to south Laos. As soon as the Sia¬ 
mese forces had withdrawn, he returned, and the priests and noblef 
who remained elevated him to the royal dignity. He continued to 
'govern the country, sending annual presents to Siam, till the year 952. 
On his decease, an application was made to the Siamese court for 
bis brother who had teen brought a captive to Siam, to succeed him, 
which application was granted. The following year he sent a com* 
municatior to Sifcnvgiving informution that Phyion had collected 
a large party of Chbrbngs,* with a design to attack him. The Bia-

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mete consequently d i spa tc hed Tbemma rfiji to their assistance vilh

960. Ndret’s brother and associate in the empire, spent much of 
his time in traveling about the country, .catching tigers, and gilding 
images. In the course of this year, the united kings look s heat ex¬ 
cursion down an far as Skmroiyot, or Three handled. Peaks, in the 
gulf of Siam, whence they -node a fishing excursion and caught a

964. This year after the rains, a royal edict urns issued far put* 
ting elephants, horses, and anew, in readiness for an expedition to 
Tauago. Just then intelligence arrived that the king of Ava had 
taken the city of N£i and was proceeding to attack Sdnwi. The 
kings concluded that as those plaoes formerly belonged to Siam, 
these measures furnished an excellent pretext for an attack on Ava, 
which was accordingly ordered, and the march was commenced with 
800 harnessed elephants, 1500 horse, and 100,000 men. They pro¬ 
ceeded by Kampdngpct to CbhiaugmAi. There they were joined by 
the king of ChhiangmAi, and the governor of Chhiangs6n« The king 
invited his royal guest a to pay their devotions to the image of Gait* 
d&ma called Pbuthisahing (the same mentioned in the Repository vol. 
iv. pT 177), then at Cbhiangntf&i. Thence, after a month’s delay, 
they proceeded towards Ava. On reaching Hiugluang, Niret was 
taken seriously ill, and deceased,- after a reign of 15 years, at the age 
of 50 years, and bis remains were conveyed back in state to Siam for 
incremation. 

While his brother was returning to assist in the ceremonies and 
had reached Kamptngpet, an embassy arrived from Kedah with pre¬ 
sents and offerings. This, hewever, was not allowed to retard bis 
progress, and his arrival at the capital was fallowed by his coronation 
with great ceremony. As an instance of eastern fally, (would 
there were none of it in the west) 1 will here gfre the title by Which 
be chose to be designated, viz. " Pkra-m M s y demdirf firm* 
boroma-hd rdmd-tki be-di sri sin /Adn-fiorema, ma id sink ra pat- 
sa wan kha rdjd ” but I cannot give tbe Wh6ie, this is not one third 
of it.

Tub friends aodwell-wisiters of the Medical Missionary Society in 
Chios will be gratified to hear of the advances which that Society is 
making towards the attainment of a permanent and shre footing in 
tikis country, its labors having rt&rived the tacit sanction of the go¬ 
vernment, and its rneaus of exertion having been increased by the 
arrival of a new fellow-laborer, in the person of W. Lockhart, esq., 
an experienced surgeon, selected by the London Missionary Society 
an their agent in this country. Mr. Lockhart reached China towards 
the close of last mouth, and having offered his services to the Medical 
Missionary Society, has been appointed to the charge of their hospital 
at Macao, which was first opened by Dr. Parker during three 
months, last summer, and will this year be reopened by Mr. Lockhart, 
as soon a* he shall find himself qualified, by a sufficient knowledge 
of the language and characterd>f the people, to commence his labors 
among the Chinese. 

The manner in which the government has given its tacit sanction 
to the operations of the Society is,— in the first place, by the 
application of several officers of rairk wv Canton for medical aid,— 
and in the second place, still more strongly, by having held an 
inquest oo the body of a patient (who had died in the hospital* having 
no relative or friend Hi attendance), without having eitfier at the 
time or subsequently expressed in regard to it a single word of disaiK 
probation. This, in relation to an institution sustained wholly by /o- 
reigners , is no small step gained; and tends to confirm our belief, 
that, were we to manifest in many matters a less imperious and a 
more kind and considerate spirit, the Chinese government would 
speedily abate a large treasure of its suspicions of the encroaching 
character of those living beyond the pale of its civilization. The 
subjoined letter from Dr. Parker to the Editor of the Canton Regis¬ 
ter will show the particulars regarding the inquest referred to. 

Dear Sir,—Allow me to state briefly the occasion of the Nanhae Heen’e 
riwt on Saturday last. On the* 3d instant, a woman from Sanshuy arrived at 
Ihe hospital, affected with dropsy and disease of the heart and liver. It was 
Ihte in the day when 1 saw her f enable to 1 walk she had called.a chair, though 
she had nothing to pay the bearers: She entreated me to have compassion 
pn her; that she was a solitary being without parent husband, or child. , The 
boat in which she came had returned, and 1 could not send her back to the 
river aide tc perish there. The chairbearers were paid, and the woman told 
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qokthemrif, oho should bb compemiouatcd, be piwhMbwith food end ath- 
er oomfurts,*i»d tboughbef dweeaewi* very bed, we would do whit we could. 
It \fas some time before she was able to walk up the stain, and she breathed 
with great difficulty. Unable to lie dow she stood upon her feet nearly the 
whole of her time day ahd night Under medical treatment in a few days 
the swelling of the legs subsided, and on the &h several gallons of fluid were 
drawn from her abdomen, showing a great enlargement of the liver. Tbs 
nights following she was much relieved, and aide to sleep in a r e c um b en t 
posture; but on the 11th it was evident she could not live long, and it wee 
proposed she should return to her home. She said there would be no boat 
before the 15th, when she would go; and ft being the commencement of the 
, Chinese new year, 1 could not procure a boat for her. On the 15th, about 
5 p. m. she fell backward in her chair and expired in less than an hour. As 
she bad no friend or relation, it was necessaiy, to prevent any possible fbtars 
trouble, to have her buried in the legal way. Thu hong merchants aooordingfy 
petitioned the Naniiae to hold the required inquest on bar body, and give 
orders for her interment. The result of tlieir petition was quite oatikaclorj. 
On Saturday this officer, according to form, Wd an inquest upon the body, 
and then ordered it to be buried. Everything was made as pleasant as possible, 
wnd, so fare* could be judged, both the magistrate and the bong merchants were 
perfectly satisfied.' The event is an important one, as the institution Is now 
brought distinctly before the government; and if no ediet fellows, such 
silence will .be* a tacit, recognition of the institution: and it has seemed as 
though this was p point the cohong have desired. The measures adopted 
have been to prevent and not to create difficulties. v 

It is worthy of remark that the magistrate by whom this inquest 
was held had himself been a patient of Dr. Parker’s for eorae time 
immediately preceding hk official visit to the hospital and had per* 
fectly recovered frond his maladies, r providential circumstance to 
which may be attributed a portion of his unwillingness to give any 
trouble beyond what hb officiaL duty rendered neoeutary.

I. Review of the Shin Seen Tung Keen, — A Genermt 
Account of the Gods and Genii; in 22 vote. (Continued from 
art . I. No. 10, p. 525.) From a Correspondent 
Thr course of our history brings as now to the reign of Che hwangte 
(246 B.o.) fr the innovator, prhom Chinese historians have loaded with 
every .opprobrium that their language possibly could furnish. Being 
economy of the literati, h,e w&8 pot exactly opposed to the Taoaists, 
and [when .relieved from his fatiguing exertions,.. he would; stroll 
amongst the mountains, and take some priests for his guides. He 
even went so far as U> change the mountains on which his predeces¬ 
sors had sacrificed, for the sake of oddity, because he wished to be 
singular; he would perform extensive^tours amongst the mountains, 
and make search in the cavern's. He himself wjui without any fixed 
idea of religion, and like many other conquerors and worldly men, 
considered it an excellent thing to have achieved his own purposes. 
He therefore frequently flattered tbe Taou priests, and was not in* 
different about the incense qf praise offered to him. The story of 
the land of the immortals was again told to him, and it took so well, 
that another colony of youths and maidens was dispatched thither. 
Some of them are aaid to have landed on the shores of the blissful isle, 
and established a celebrated state, perhaps Japaiu It is much to bp 
regretted, that China, having produced many historians, gives us no 
account of tbe colonies sent from the mother country, that the 
^native books are full of the stale records^ of thq court, and the {able* 
qf ignorant ages., Japan, before the commencement of our era, was 
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under /the influence of Chinese emigrants, though the greet nock 
of the natives does not seem to bare come Grom the celestial empire. 
The seine applies ajeo to the countries south of China, though scarce¬ 
ly any mention is made of them in its history. And eren at the pre¬ 
sent day, when the Indian Archipelago swarms with the flowery 
people, no writers hare erer taken the trouble of investigating tbs 
progrfasq of civilisation in those islands, though their own countrymen 
are the main spring of the principal improvements. The poor bar¬ 
barians, and all the sons of Han who are unfortunate enough to settle 
in their countries, may live and die unknown, though tome of them 
have done more for maokind than paltry emperors, who pass fair 
days in the harem, and are praised in memoirs of four or firs 
volumes. 

When the Han dynasty obtained possession of the empire, the 
Taouists, with their wonted offickmsness, paid court to these new 
masters. Several appeared in the capacity of mountebanks and jug¬ 
glers, and attracted great notice by their tricks. If they were not 
properly treated, they revenged themselves upon thq princes, and one 
emperor, at least, died of some poison which they bad dexterously 
administered to him. Another had long attended to a very clever 
priest, who had air Inexhaustible fund of bumOr, and knew well how 
to amuse his master. Once, however ho was spoken to rather harsh¬ 
ly, and abruptly left the court, in the shape, fas the legend says, of a 
fox. Others endeavored by their learning to captivate the princes. 
One, a youth, had, at the age of fifteen, become a master of all arts, 
and being versed in literature to perfection, he added to his accomplish¬ 
ments a knowledge of tuition, having by his perseverance learned 
by heart no less than 440,000 characters in the hooks which treat 
upon that art. Prom all we are able to learn, the sect abandoned 
more and more their haunts, and, mingling with bomin society, 
strove for houors and emoluments. They were not very scrupulous 
about making money, and the medicine, which was gratuitously ad¬ 
ministered to the poor, had to be paid for with its weight in gold by 
the rich. The healing art was then already known in China, hut 
Quacks in many instances were better paid than the roost learned 
physicians, though these knew to a fraction the beating of the pulse 
in all kinds of diseases. 

There lived at that time a Chinese king, who, having heard of a 
anchorite, sent 4 message to him, saying, u I am desirous of longevi¬ 
ty and to enjoy lasting youth, wish to possess general knowledge, to 
be initiated in the most 'recondite matters, and to be endowed with 
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great strength/ 1 dtc. The hermit readily promised to change bint into 
a youth of fifteen, and make him blooming like a peach me. When 
this answer reached the king, he was greatly delighted, and learning 
that the master of this metamorphosis approached, he immediately 
went to meet him barefooted, spread out a Splendid silken carpet, 
moved a_ golden chair near to him, and then in humble posture, he 
said, “1 wish to become your disciple, 19 adding many more profes¬ 
sions of devotedness, sod promising to go through the whole cata¬ 
logue of penances, and to purify himself from all worldly dross. Th^ 
sage now commenced his teaching, and first of all he changed eight 
lads into so many old men. The first said, 11 1 can raise wind and rain, 
(dike mist and clouds, cover the earth with them, and convert land 
into rivers, dr can take a clod of earth to form a mountain. 19 . The 
next said, “I can make hills fall, tame tigers and leopards, can 
turd dragons and serpents into spirits and demons. 11 The third said, 
“ I can change roy appearance, become invisible whilst seated, add 
darken the clearest day, so as to hide a whole army. 11 The fourth 
said/ u I can ascend in the air, and walk about in the vacuum, ride 
on the sea, congeal smoke, and rove about, without being arrested by 
any obstacle, for a thousand miles. 11 This was a very fine tale for Bit 
king,".but during the conversation, he behaved rather rudely, forget¬ 
ting for a while, that he had become a humble disciple, and he was 
therefore to be expelled from this wonderful community. He was, 
however, fain to ask what became of man after death. His instruc¬ 
tor replied, “ His bones and flesh become earth, his blood returns 
tnto'water, the animal life is changed into wind or air, and only the 
female ethereal principle is preserved and becomes a demon, and 
may be permitted to enter the regions of the genii/ 1 There is a tree 
growing, the juice of which has life-restoring power, and the king 
being anxious to prove its efficacy, went with the priests to a dead 
Iwdy. h was winter, the flesh had not yet decayed, and on rubbing 
in the vaunted specific the man was resucitated. . This so muoh 
Strengthened the belief of the royal personage in these reveries, that 
fie. underwent joyfully all discipline, and became a sincere devotee. 
He is well known under the name of Hwaenaotsze, and considered 
a brilliant writer. As a philosopher he belongs to the class of the 
eclectics, and very artfully mixes the tenets pf Confucius With those 
ofLaouketm. But he partakes, with all the race, of mysticism io- 
fetfigible to none except to the writer. Being however a king, and 
few men who sat on, thrones having condescended to write treatises 
Ut the instruction of the'world, his umme is held in great veneration* 
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The example he gave was contagious, and, frpn) his having advocated 
the sentiments of the Taou priests, they derived a firm rapport in 
public opinion. 

Whilst China was making rapid progress in civilisation, the genii 
did not remain a whit behind. Instead however of taking flight to 
the stars of the firmament, they humbly confined their labors to the 
earth. Not wishing to live without the company of raed, they oc¬ 
casionally interfered in their affairs, and by seasonable rain assisted 
the husbandman, or by dreadful storms confodnded the daring ty¬ 
rants whose armies were to spread devastation over the country. 
Even ladies were not exempted from their visits, and they found 
amongst them more willing followers than amidst the lords of crea¬ 
tion. Earthquakes, removal of mauntains, changes of the courses of 
rivers, and sundry other things, were naturally their own wqrk. The 
compiler, of our work, a man well versed in Chinese history, takes the 
catalogue of national calamities that befel the Han dynasty and ac¬ 
counts for all in this way. The genii held regular councils of war, 
a'nd debated the measures to be adapted, either to thwart or to assist 
in any enterprise. Unfortunately, however, those who received the 
most striking marks of their kind remembrance, forgot their bene¬ 
factors, whilst their adversaries spoke of their treachery in very on-? 
becoming terms. Their government as modelled exactly like the 
Chinese, there were mandarins of various degrees, orders and edict* 
were issued as plentifully as at Canton, and the executive parts of 
the hierarchy served as the revenue cutters serve the hoppa The 
temptations, however, which spoil so many honest men in this wicked 
world, did not exist with the fairies, but a mere love of mischief, and 
a particular bent ef mind to act in direct opposition to the wishes 
of their superiors,, made them commit a great many blunders. 

Amongst all this rubbish, we were not prepared to find some awk¬ 
ward story about the virgin Mary* who lived during the reign of an 
emperor of Han. She was bom under Pingte, and conceived a son 
after the annunciation of the angel Gabriel. The whole seems to be 
an extract from a Roman Catholic work, which our outhor deemed 
fit to insert After the ascension of the Savior, be also took up his 
mother to the celestial regions, where she was appointed to be ai 
the head of the nine grades of mandarins, in the capacity of the mo¬ 
ther of heaven and earth. The apostles stand under the special pro¬ 
tection of this great personage, and in their seal for converting the 
world, they proceeded from Ktile, a country of the west, to the north, 
and arrived at the kingdom of"Medina, where Mahommed was king. 
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This sai£ prince had the knowledge of the classics hidden in bis 
§oul, ttiese contained no less than 3600 chapters or books* and treated 
upon celestial signs. The apostles made inquiries, but learned that 
the customs did differ a letter from what they taught Though it 
was permitted to slaughter animals, those who were not killed bj 
'mm' pf the same persuasion, the people would not eat, and they also 
abstained from pigs and dogs. Some other individuals would not 
permit the propagators of this new religion to enter their country, 
because they taught only the way of heaven, and deemed all else qs 
of no importance. They therefore directed their way (if we do not 
follow our outhor amiss), in the main to the regions of Cashmere. 
So much for the authenticity of Chinese lore. 

When the fortunes of the Han dynasty began to decline, one of 
tpe principal men of the sect lived at the court. He being intimately 
acquainted with the Chinese classics^ understood also by intuition 
future events. When, however, this prescience was to be put to the 
test, and some advantage might be reaped from his extraordinary 
powers,lie retired from the court All the entreaties of the sovereign 
could not prevail upon him to repair again to the,tinperial councils, 
and iall that the minister, sent to fetch him, could get from the sage* 
was an inscription on the* door of the harem, wberin he revealed the 
dangers of the reigning family. Surprised at the announcement of the 
tempos!, which was to break over the devoted beads of the princes, 
the sovereign ordered these characters to be obliterated, but they 
very soon again made their appearance. The prognostics were ere¬ 
long fulfilled, and a degenerate race, no longer able to hold the reins 
ot government,* was after a fearful struggle driven from the throne. 
T6e disasters and miseries of those times greatly tended to develop 
the genius of usurpers; and the generals of the imperial army, who 
felt themselves strong enough to cope with their rivals, declared 
themselves, one after the other, independent. The Taouists were 
not wanting at this crisis, but grasped as much as they possibly could 
lay hands on. They were the first who set the country in a state of 
jermeqtation t and when the insurrectionary spirit had once gaine^ 
ground' (hey very deliberately poured oil into the fire. The most 
celebrated of the heroes, Kungming, who with great disinterested¬ 
ness supported the fortunes of the ancient masters of the empire, was 
strongly erobued with the dreams of this sect, and availed himself 
frequently to push on- his conquests by using their arts. Whenever 
be wished to strike terror into* the hearts of the enemy he dressed 
himself j&e* hermit, and instead of drawing a sword, be held a 
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mere bunch of horse hair io his hand, and rode thtu io front of bis 
armj. At first be was derided as a doltish vagrant, bat whea, not¬ 
withstanding his odd appearance, he concentrated the powers of na¬ 
ture to defeat the hostile host, and by skilful maiMBuvriog duped the 
roost experienced generals, he was looked upon as pne of the genii. 
The most furious •charge was blunted by bis mere appearance, and 
the bravest soldiers fled panic-stricken, as soon as they beheld his 
grotesque form. The barbarians of the south shared in the general 
terror, at the first sight of the extraordinary commander, and soon 
looked upon him as invincible. Several of the most firm and coura¬ 
geous partisans of the house of Han were priests of Taotf. When 
some of the ambitious generals of that heroic age were fain to act the 
tyrant, a hermit, under the appellation of a geni, would suddenly 
dart forward, and derange all their nefarious plans. First they gain¬ 
ed the love of the people, and having obtained popularity, they Would 
present themselves at the palace of the usurper, when be had assem¬ 
bled all his boon companions and was feasting upon the spoils taken 
from the oppressed nation. When their ire was raised to a high pitch, 
they would Suddenly disappear, and elude pursuit by their magical 
powers and jugglery. Henceforth the walking arid sleeping hours 
of the fierce warrior were haunted by their apparitions, and though 
he had never shrunk in battle, his constitution would soon tie under¬ 
mined by the constant presence of these spectres. In oqq instance, 
a priest was apprehended and suffered decapitation. But when the 
head was severed from the body, a lurid 1 flame arose, and his spirit 
ascended amidst the shouts of the populace to heaven. The death- 
warrant of the arbitrary judge was, however, signed; despising super¬ 
stition, as unbecoming a man of bis profession, who wielded the 
sword, he refused to conciliate the manes of the oiurderejd anchorite. 
Too late did be repent of his rashness, the spirit erased his way 
wherever be went, and he soon died exhausted with grief and des¬ 
pair. Such were the weapons used by the TaouisU of those trouble¬ 
some times. The facts are not only recorded in our. book of legends, 
but also mentioned in history, a proof that a general belief was at¬ 
tached to these reveries. After this, however, the halcyon days of 
the sect were passed, they had found in the Budhists, who, about 
S6 a.d., had entere<| China, dangerous rivals. Within’ lesa than two 
centuries, this foreign superstition had been widely spread in China, 
and could muster an equal number of votaries, still more absurd in 
their tenets, than their autagonists. The silent and extensive spread 
of these absurdities has not been recorded, but it commenced too- 
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temporarily with the propagation of Christianity in the west How a 
uation so much taken with ita own laws and customs could so aopn 
adopt Budhism, we hare never been able to explain to ourselves. 
Such, however, was the case, and the great mass of the people, 
who bad hitherto looked with disgust upon the secrets of Taou- 
isin y willingly bent their ear to the stories originating m the wild 
fancies of the Hipdtis.. Han is always prone to error, aod whilst the 
gospel of eternal life had to struggle with almost iqsurmountable 
obstacles, a whole nation gladly hailed a new system of absurdities, 
and like irrational beings multiplied idols upon idols. A few of the 
tales of our author may throw qpnie light upon the introduction of 
this creed* 

Some strangers, towards the latter end of the Han dynasty, had 
obtained admittance to southern China. They were eager to acquire 
the language of the country, and to translate some P4li works into 
the flowery language, but were not able to compass their purpose. 
However, they built a temple, and set up also various idols. There 
lived at that time an Indian merchant in Cochinchioa, who had it 
son, who had studied in Hindustan at the fountain of learning, and 
acquired considerable knowledge of religious masteries. Being 
rather an enterprising man, be crossed over to the Chinese frontiers, 
attd began there to exhibit bis rhea* His arrival was soon reported 
to the officer in the command of the district, who remembered, that 
Mipgte, warned by a dream, had once pent to India in,order to invito 
the votaries of a similar religion. The mandarin examined him mom 
closely, and as the traveling priest had some relics of Bud ha with 
him, which he pretended were possessed of a wonderful power, be 
wished to test the verity of his religiou, by the efiicaey of these 
bones. For this purpose they were burnt and pounded, but instead 
of beiug thereby reduced to dust, they only emitted a bright light, 
aod the general, opinion therefore was, that they must be genuine, 
and the bearer ought to be ip the right. The magistrate had threat* 
ened him with the punishment decreed by tbe law against all de* 
Reivers, but on perceiving the extraordinary substance of the said 
bones, be built a pagoda and temple in order to give them a dignified 
abode, and henceforth Budhism spread over the country. He was 
amply rewarded for this act of benevolence, for henceforth the'spar¬ 
rows and swallows obeyed bis commands, he had also a control over 
the insect tribe, amongst which fleas, roaches, and mosquitoes, are 
more difficult to maoage than the wildest Tartar horse. With these 
acquisitions ho set out for the oapital, and would certainly have 
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reached the city, rf the host had not fJeeh overturned. But in the 
midst of the perHs he found that Biidha stuck by hie friend, and the 
frightened voyager, when anticipating with certainty a watery grave, 
received strength to walk on the fluid. Tet he died, after all, from 
fear of unwelcome news, bequeathing the fame of having been a true 
devotee. 

Some Chinese about this time attempted to reach India, the 
land of wonders, of which the celestials formed as grand an idea as 
did our forefathers. It is not stated, whether these travelers passed 
the Himdlayan range, but they arrived at the place of their destina¬ 
tion, and brought back a variety of curiosities. They bad moreover 
so much improved iu holiness, that one of them, after much fasting, 
ascended to heaven. They seemed, however, not to maintain the 
same doctrines, and one of the number went so far as to assert, that 
the sool was annihilated, a tenet which did not find much favor with 
the Chinese. Extraordinary as this may appear, yet man in general 
revolts at the idea of returning to nothing after death; it is only the 
host gf self-wise philosophers, who by their disquisitions have blunted 
all feeling, that can rob themselves of the dearest of all earthly hopes, 
the immortality of the soul. Even the idea that the human spirit 
was converted into a demon, had something cheering to the sons of 
Han, although they had been taught^ (hat these errant gboets had 
to suffer from hunger, and were moreover often doomed to inhabit 
the most loathsome places. In one of the dialogues contained in this 
work, two scholars handle this doctrine very ably; bit! the one who 
thought the assertion of the human soul being converted into a de¬ 
mon rather groundless, immediately asked, whether then the clothes 
of the deceased underwent the same metamorphosis. The speaker, 
instead of answering directly, changed himself, to the great astonish- 
lOent of the disputant, into a demon, and thus gave an incontroverti¬ 
ble proof, that his tenets were sound. Obscurity, however, hangs 
over the future state of man, the spirit roves in the valley of dark' <%s, 
there is no friend that kindly takes his hand, he is dependent upon 
the bounty of the living, and the quantity of burnt gilt paper, &c., that 
is conveyed to him. If his posterity happens to be oeglectful of this 
duty, there is no alternative, but living a life of destitution without 
one single comfort The sacrifices of any other at the tombs cannot 
benefit him, he hovers about the graves and fiis appetite becomes 
tantalizing, because to enjoy the steam of the savory viands at the 
neighboring graces is forbidden. Wretched.state of being! thus 
thrown upon the mercy of the shades in hades, whose prevailing vice 
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Ii selfishness, and in attar disregard of the tottering* of their neigh* 
bore. ' Pilled with these ideas, what remain* there to chebr that alt 
important 1 transition to the world Of spirits !8till/^th these comfbrt- 
leas prospects before them, the Chinese do hot embrace the hopes 
of everlasting life with that alacrity which so great and astonishing 
an offer should make quite natural, when held oat to them in the 
most impressive language, “Oh death where is thy sting! Oh grave 
Where is thy victory!” SfiH they will linger at the fallacious antic!' 
pation' that some Budhist priest, by masses, may rescue them from 
the dark regions of Tartarus. Yet — 

Can I trust a fellow being! 

^ Can I ti*ast an angel's care! 

O thou merciful, all-seeing, 

Beam around my spirit there! 

Jesus, blessed mediator, 

Thou the airy path hast trod! 

Thou the judge, the conaummator, 

Shepherd of the Ibid of God! 

Blessed fold! no foe can entetr, 

And no friend departeth thenoe; 

Jesus is their sun, their centre; ‘ 

And their slrie|d, Omnipotence. 1 1 

Blessed! for the Lamb shall feed then. 

And their tears shall wipe away, 
s< To the living fountains lead them, 

Till fruition’s perfect day. 

This we ihist will soon be the delightful conviction of those Who 
receive the gospel as the power of God unto salvation. 

Amongst the most fervent promulgator* of Budhist superstition, 
was a man well versed in astronomy and all the other sciences at 
that time known in China. Upon being required by'one of the kings 
to give a satisfactory proof of the truth of his doctrines, he took a 
bason, filled it with water, and having burnt some incense, a ceru¬ 
lean water-lily sprung forth with a splendor sufficient to blind the 
eyes. This and tome other exhibitions so much affected theking, 
that be and all his people turned Budhisls. The priests of Taou 
were immediately circumscribed in their liberties, and had nearly 
been all killed, to make room for these new comers. The teacher 
then accompanied his patron to a siege, and by some supernatural 
arts got possession of the city. Hence he became royal councillor. 
The fcon of a nobleman having died, Tkng (this was the name of this

extraordiaary m&n). w^ { ^a|le4 % to lend bis assistance, He dipped a 
willow branch into water, sprinkled it on the face of the deo e ased, 
and, having repeated a ^11, immediately raised him. Shortly after¬ 
wards he went daring a drought to a temple, prayed fervently, and 
there came rain.. Acting alternately in the two capacities of soothsayer 
and adviser, he made several campaigns with his master, and brought 
him off victorious,—unexpected success which gained the Budhists 
many proselytes, and stimulated the Taouists to try their fortunes in 
similar exploits. Their efforts did net prove in vain, and the rival- 
ship thus created, led both parties to avail themselfe* of the occult 
arts, in order to attract the admiration of the multitude. 

In marvellous tales the Chihese Budhists are not outshone by their 
brethren from the south. From thence, however, they received the 
material for these stories, and all they did was to embellish them to 
make them palatable to the Chinese taste. As there have been poets 
amongst every nation, fabling aod fancying according to their 
hearth desire, it would be extraordinary, if the celestials had not to 
boast of similar ornaments to literature. In many cases, however, as 
in the present, it is styange, that prose is more poetical in ideas, 
than some poetry in rhyme. We may safely say, that many passages 
of the present work, if pul under the forge of a. Chinese Hesiod, 
might be changed into a theogany eqgal/y rich as that of the Greeks. 

The favorite abode of Budha was a garden, abounding in every 
thing delicions and charming, whither he frequently invited his 
friends and disciples. There were eighteen men (statues of whom 
may occasionally, until the present day, be observed in temples), 
each of whom had three faces, and each face again had three eyes. 
Their head-covering was a tiger’s skin, and their cap a skull, thek 
hair standing right on end, These were to represent the various 
passions, that agitate the human breast Those present inhaled the 
pure light that constituted their food; there were trees, the crystal 
leaves of which were promotive of longevity, and could dispel calami¬ 
ties/ and there was also the milk of a white cow that imparted tran¬ 
sparency and lustre to the human body. Beautiful women scattered 
flowers of every color, the aromatic smell of which, perfuming the air, 
exhilarated the visitors. Such was tho court of Budha, and as he 
was never backward in bestowing rich rewards upoii his votaries, 
many acknowledged him to be their master, whilst enchanted by the 
surrounding scenery. Thus he tamed wild beasts, and also renovated 
a mischievous demon. His fame growing more and more, he finally 
obtained power over spirits, which he could communicate 9,1 pleasure 
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10 ipefi natter or corpses. Such was. |be deligbtfol retreat from 
whence bis followers issued, apd vpffeadthe doctrines of their mastef 
over Lpdia and the adjacent oountriea, Our author, however, repre* 
seats Budha as still alive, when he sent his emissaries to China, 
which must be ananachrooism, forit is generally, believed that hp 
lived before opr era. The manner ip ,which they propagated this 
superstition was by building a temple, wheirin tjiey practiced t^e rites 
morning and evening, apd naturally attracted mapy curious people. 
Whosoever would give them anything for their subsistence, was con¬ 
sidereda disciple; and they took upon themselves to observe the laws 
for the whole community, leaving the common popple to live at pass 
and to pttehd at the temple for observing their religious duties merely 
at thhir convenience.^ Some very marked difference extinguished 
them from their rivals; they lived in astate of cetibapy^ whilst the 
Taou priests, tffeo were not fully initiated in the mysteries, were 
generally married men! On this account they were o(lep accused 
by the government officers as useless vagabonds, who, by not raising 
a family .or laboring for the support of the community, failed to fulfil 
the duties of citixens. Wherever this easy inode of life attracted 
too many followers! the mandarins "became alarmed, and ordered 
them all to be distributed upon farms or recently cleared lands, apd 
made them take wives. On other occasions they persecuted them, 
and many died in prison or were as infamous vagrants driven* over 
the frontiers. After a short time, Itowpver, they again reappeared 
with their customary effrontery, and would remain as long as they 
could obtain a livelihood, though some of the temples are richly 
endowed, a great number amongst the priest* are forced to live the 
lives of mendicants, being not very much distinguished from common 
beggars! The people in general treat them with the utmost con¬ 
tempt, yet, notwithstanding their apparent small influence upon tbeir 
minds, they still manage to render themselves important in time nf 
need. One may fold them at the deathbed philosophical manda¬ 
rins, who during their whole life have ridiculed them, reciting sun¬ 
dry prayers, and after their death reading mass to get them out of the 
terrible purgatory of the Chinese Rhadamanthus. Representations 
of this hell are very common, and the vulgar are frightened at the very 
sight of torments, which the priests will let them endure. When 
therefore they ire on the threshold of eternity, they eagerly seek for 
absolution, earnestly imploring the priests to get them remission of sins 
for some consideration. With rich people they reap a very abundant 
harvest; as for the poor they may obtain the assistance of a hungry 
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mendicant for i few cash, Or othehviira go to their destination without 
oil e to rescue the hi/ Their behavior lias uniformly been peaceful; 
'tftofey being generally ‘frdfiTln the most Kiudble' station in * file, and 
having little influence', co'uld not attain any political power. Quite 
different, however, the (Vathrmty of the Lamas', who have always 
aimed at absolute power, and tamed the moat savage tribes, making 
them their slaves. Their tenets are nearly the same, but they origi¬ 
nated in country, Where priestcraft is the order of the day, and a 
poWerfiil hierarchy has Wrested from the worldly princes their whole 
sway. They aVe in enterprising and arrogant set, which once made 
Kanghe tremble, and still inspire olid Taoukwang with fearful for bod- 
Ings." Rut they" hare never gained the ascendancy over the Chinese 
people, and* there are' scarcely any of their temples, except at the 
capital and in the imperial domains. . Both, looking to India as the 
Coinmoii Cradle of their religion, dwell with delight upon Budha*s 
miraculoiis power/ ' \ 

; In 'the enumeration of the various actions, our author follows the 
thread of Chinese history. He is, however not blind to the follies 
of the Budhists, but relates'faithfully their orgies, and the general 
haired which they drew upon themselves in consequence. But whilst 
they shocked the people by their debaucheries, there was a society 
of innocents, who, having discarded all passions, lived like the Essenes 
in undisturbed peace. They were great advocates t of celibacy, and 
did not participate' in the follies of the«r fellow-citizens; equally free 
from love ks from antipathy, they maintained the purity of their 
manners, and did not die (ike other people* but their souls departed 
from thehody like a column of smoke. ’ V'.' 

Like us, the Chinese have also an account of* the country of Ama¬ 
zons, which was related by the Budhists/with mkny other geogra¬ 
phical notices. Some of them we shall here extract for the sake 
of variety. First, there is a country where silkworms grow to the 
length of seven inches, being of a gold color, and spinning a beauti¬ 
ful yellow silk. At another island of the Atlantic, the trees bear 
jewels, which are worked into precious Vessels by the natives. If 
any minister of-finance would take possession of this spot, there might 
be some chauce of paying the national debt. Close to it is a cavern, 
from whence the birds fetch jewels to the weight of five catties. At 
another place the people live upon serpents and snails, and also 
dress themselves in the skins of nats, which when dirty are thrown 
into the fire to be cleared. There is also a fountain from which 
flows water like liquor that intoxicates those who drink it. Six king-

beiug threatened with expulsion,, whi$h is^deed a great prerogative*, 
put wemqst again return to the priests. . t , 

Though much despised by the, people, there amongst them, 
individuals, who, having received pn excellent, education, visited oc- 
^asionafly the palace^ of princes, and instructed them in theij tenets 
Ou^empprop was very much troubled with f$ar pf punishment, on ac-. 
^unfqkis manifold sins. therefore invited a ^udhist to inquire 
in what manner he might obtain redemption. Ttys worthy replied^ 
only Vudba is able to rescue yqu, ,and therefore dictated a course 
of penance, which made the idol jnot only willing. tp atoqe fy* bis ; 
sips, but also procured liberty to onp of his relations, froip the tor¬ 
ments of hades. A guilty conscience, when once awpkened, ha^ 
alv^a^s made the satne^ demands, and thq Budhists, bj Bhapipg their 
doctnues jn accordance * with the necessities o? individuals,, ,haye 
never failed to offer relief. The vplumes which tre^t upon penitence 
|nd contrition are as numerous as the doctrine is fulspmq; they or¬ 
dain imprtificatioiis, large donations tp temples an/d their iuplates, and 
the repetition of a certain formula pn the name of one of the idols*

; During the struggle of the Woo Tae, five short-lived dynasties, tins' 
^udhlbt priests wfire repeatedly wantonly assaulted and driven to tlip 
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last extremities. They are not known to have stood op as a sect 
against the established authority, or to have acted a conspicuous part 
at all; but the fruits with which they stand charged, are their cor¬ 
rupting the court, and enfeebling the miods of princes and mien. 
They willingly plead guilty to these misdeeds, but charge the same 
misdemeanors upon the eunuchs and other favorites. Amongst their 
exploits, during these troublesome times, we mark the aereal voyages, 
which might hatfe done honor to the greatest aeronauts of our time, 
though the priests did not trouble themselves about rarefied air and 
other things pertaining to a balloon. They went as straight to their 
destination as a crow could potaibJy fly, and never came down before 
the proper time. Amongst their many good qualities, we observe a 
knowledge of geology,—tut they understood how to distinguish the 
stones that contained a great deal of golden ore, or could be convert¬ 
ed into solid mats). In this science they equalled the alchemists, hut 
were equally poor, a quality inherent in all miners of gold, whether 
they work Ui Pern or spetid their solitary hours at the crucible to 
compose it from other ipetals. Sotne few loads from the reputed 
elysium of Kw&nlun might, however, have saved them alf this labor. 

Our author gives us a copious list of all g$nii, demigods, Butfhas, 
fairies, hobgoblihs, sprites, and the whole of that race, their seats, 
present employ, influence upon the affairs of the world, d&c., &c., 
which is very likely as complete as the accounts of the Mahabarat 
and the Itamayana, and vies with the description of the Greek, poets. 
As we, however, caiinot verify' the life*, we will not trouble the reader 
with t|ie 'names, but merely remark, that there are at least a myriad 
of these beings on paper, and that their number is not below the 
Indian mythology. , , ,, 

We must now pursue the thread of our history^ which is as fre¬ 
quently interrupted in the original as in our essay. One of the 
priests performed the honorable duties of mendicant, and to save 
the passage money needrsary in his frequent excursions, he went 
generally through the air. The pittance he received, he did not, 
however, ethploy for himself, but by giving a coined cash to children* 
he' induced them to exclaim with him, Ometo-Fuh {Am id a Budha), 
an ejaculation often repeated by the votaries of this supersti¬ 
tion. This zeal in the service of his master po much attracted the 
attention of some of his superiors, that they paid him a visit, and on 
leaving the house, the heavens ifpre illumined, as the best evidence 
of hia meritorious deeds. A patty subsequently made a toUrto one 
of the islands, wliither they were driven by bands of robbers. A 
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typhou drove theta far out to sea, and there they beheld an image of 
the king of beaten, consisting entirely of diamonds; but whilst de¬ 
lighted with this sight a seamonster shewed its head, its tasks reseai* 
bled swords, its eyes spiead flashes of lightning, bat it soon disap¬ 
peared in the fathomless abyss. A red cloud then arose, and spreading, 
fo r m e d a beautiful halo. On going on shore, they perceived beauti¬ 
fully embroidered tent# fixed for their reception, and a number of fair 
damsels started from the leaves of the lotus, who presented them with 
golden eensers. A splendid repast was placed before them, and they 
dhmd for the first rine off vessels cut out of solid dfamoiids. Tet all 
this good treatment could not reconcile them to the company of im¬ 
mortals, and they longed to revisit the abodes of their felloW-men. 
Whilst humbly ariring for a passage to return to the nether world, 
there arrived a priest of Taou, who rode on a white stag, and 'also 
interceded ih their - behalf. These fairies, therefore, constructed a 
bridge of flowers, of which the pillars were dragons and serpents. 
They would scarcely venture on this conveyance, but as nothing else 
dieted, they were obliged to trust themselves to this fibrous sub- 
stanoe. Scarcely had they slept bo the shore of Kwaogtdng province, 
when also tMe bridge disappeared. This visit, however, left an in¬ 
delible impression upon their minds and they henceforth held fre¬ 
quent intercourse with the worM of spirits. The sequel contains Si¬ 
milar stories, perhaps more abfeurd: Having, however, so long tried 
the patience of the reader, we shall quote do more, but at the end 
imake some few general observations. 

- The work is very indifferently printed, and the arrangement of the 
matter very defective. It seems to be thrown together at random, 
and die reader has to feel his way. There a te passages in h of high 
poetical merit, and the style is on the whole pretty easy , though the 
compiler has committed many Errors, which in a second edition 
anight, much to the advantage of perspicuity, be corrected. Yet the 
best thing would be to consign the whole to the fire, and free the 
superstitious from every opportunity and temptation to nourish their 
folly Vnd Wickedness. 

The mythology of the Chinese has never, to my knowledge, been 
dWeh upon 1 sufficiently to render the subject intelligible. Nor havb 
the poetS aVaifed tbfefcnstf res to any extent of these materials, though 
they now and then make allusion to them. In the works strictly called 
classical, theogony is a subject never touched upon, it is beneath the 
dignity of a serious writer even to hint at these vagaries. On the 
other hand there exist a variety of works of fiction, which contain 
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ver? much about the popular crepd, and throw more light upon thane 
mys'erieg, Ujan the moat, elaborate treatises. We shall have an dp> 
pqriueity to advert tq, om of th^pqpcipalones in a future paper. 

. The opinion* regarding the probable ^conversion of this great na¬ 
tion haye been., various; and the question) when will the Chinese 
throw *way|heir idols, has been-repeatedly put tp the writer. Divine 
mercy aad eternal wisdom have, with infinite compassionappointed 
the limp and sea^qq, when the gkmoip csfept of the conversion of 
those pyriads will )ake place,.. Those .who absent to promulgate 
the y ge«pel in thbicoiiptry, need not inquire about the times or the 
seasons, which tbe fathei; has put ip hb power. Notwithstand¬ 
ing the many obstacle^ and ^ occasional interlereQoe ef govent- 
meotj eyery onp who make? the.pj^eiriment will find, that the Chinese 
in general will patiently, tboughoflenwith groat apathy, listen to 
religious truth, and also isad the tracts presented to.them. They 
are not disputants like the Hindus, and only veyy few, will take upon 
themselves to defend their own systems. W^pspever approaches them 
in a friendly rnanner, is also, received jvdh kindneas f and amongst m 
thousand, there is perhaps not pne, that would not gladly, take a book 
from a Christian missionary. Wherever the gospel of Christ in 
faithfully communicated, the effects^ though,.they may not si first bo 
apparent, , will gradually be felt-evqn on the hearts of the Chioeae. 
It is only fair tp conclude, that the results will be in accordance 
with direct evangelical operations, and that the more faithfully the 
gospel is preached, the greater will be the ; numbers pf those whp 
pjpejrience jds . sayipjk efficacy. To expect, independently of this, 
spy glorious results, or |o look for the.(extinction of idolatry by the 
merecqnviction of its folly, is a thing, opt: of. $h$ question -The Se* 
yiormust first assume the .sway, before tbe esppjip of Satan can be 
annihilated, and Ids temple be built upon the ruins pf idolatry. 
Whilst faithfully* though in. much weakpess, laboring to prosnote this 
grand object, we t are confident, that an. Almighty Redeemer will 
sustain his own work. and render bur pause triumphant. The con¬ 
version of the Chinese needs not to give rise to doubts m fears, for 
pyes under existing circumstances, there |s muqh to cheer the heart 
and refresh the droopipg spirit? us oply be faithful qpttl death, 
and the Savior yyill prove to the wpr^d that be jsablpto save to the

These encouraging circumstances notwithstanding, nought not to 
be supposed that all prejudiceis yet overcome. Instances u> the 
contrary oc^uionafiy occur. At the particulaj^eaire of a friend, a 
brother, of one of foe hong-; piesehanta, who was considered dauge-. 
roosly ill, requested td be <ttyp»4ejd, fk,h« own hpusp. He was found 
very aick, but-appareptiy .not beyond the po*yr ,of Eqropean medi¬ 
cine to recover. ■ A favorable prognepis was.given, which had the 
. undesirable-effoqt. of encouraging' him^fo.try; native remedies still 
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longer. Ths dmgeroCa dii’s delay was pointed out: it might involve 
fatal consequences: it would be the height of folly to defer calling a 
fire-engine to a burning house untiTaAer all other means of extinguish¬ 
ing the flames should be first tried — an argument likely to be well 
understood by a Chinese: but remonstrances pure in vain. “ The 
foreigner’s prescription,” said tbe sufferer, “ I cannot read, aod how 
can I know what he is giving me.” It is in accordance with Chinese 
habits to see the prescriptions of their own physicians, and of men 
acquainted with books, many have studied the different medical 
theories that are upheld among them, and pretend to some know¬ 
ledge of the pulse, the diseases of which it affords diagnosis, and the 
appropriate remedies. Yielding to his prejudices, the patient, after 
trying a little longer his own physicians, died a victim to his folly. 
Just before his death, he desired the foreign physician to be again 
called in, bat it was. then too late. 

The first instance of death, supervening upon an operation, the 
circumstances of which will be hereafter given, has occurred daring 
the past term, aod the result'also illustrates the degree of confidence 
that generally exists. The husband was asleep by the patient’s side 
when she died. On being informed of her de^qw, he pointed upward, 
saying, “ kmoen has determined it,” and so far from regretting the 
operation, he justly remarked, “she would not have lived so long ae 
she has done, but for the medicine and care she has received at the 
hospittri.” A similar event in any European hospital could not have 
been attended with less unpleasantness, or have been better under¬ 
stood. The same operation, too, has since been submitted to with all 
tbe confidence add cheerfulness manifested at previous ones.

Case of Tinqua. (See the second quarterly report, case N» 
1243.) Mortification of the right foot. Immediately after arriving 
from Macao, in the beginning of October, a message was received, 
stating that this old gentleman had a foot in an advanced stage of 
disease, and was anxious to have it examined without delay. He 
was greatly delighted when I called, and said he had desired to Sind 
for; me to Macao, but was told that 1 cotdd not leave hundreds for him 
a single individual. Mortification had already for advanced. The 
great toe, and the toe adjoining, had sloughed off. and the blueness 
extended up the ball of the foot and had involved two other toes. 
No regard had been paid to his bowels. Ginseng was their sheet 
anchor, aod except a few similar drugs their only remedy. His poise 
was on some days quite imperceptible below the bend of the elbow, 
particularly in the left arm. The nature of the disease was explained 
to him, that it was inexpedient to amputate the leg, but his only hope 
was in restoring the tone of the digestive organs, and rooting the 
system generally, with the desire, that a line of separation might be 
formed, if not at the metatarsal joints, at least at the ankle. Bine 
pill, with minute quantities of croton oil, wp* employed as xn ape¬ 
rient, he being unwilling to take salts or castor oil. His native phy¬ 
sician was allowed to continue his ginseng, fee., showing me his 
prescriptions daily. Tonics, port wine, tincture of gentian, and pre¬ 
paration of iron, were administered internally, and Aatseed and port 
wine poultices were applied to his foot. The old man sent his sedan 
chair morning and evening, and 1 as often attended the dressing of 
his foot. In one week the foot and genera) symptoms were decidedly 
improved, and the last day but one of my attendance, as I entered 
his apartment, he said with much animation, “ You are my doctor,'’ 
and repeated it several tistes. But the next day, .through the inter¬ 
ference as it afterwards appeared, of his female supernumeraries, he 
requested me to cease my visits for two days, during which he wish¬ 
ed to do nothing to his foot. However, I called, desiring to see him. 
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without prescribing, and with ; aomc hesitancy was admitted, when it 
appeared that his foot had been dressed by a native doctress, who had 
put on an indefinite quantity and variety of salves. The old man 
seemed dejected and scarcely, spoke aloud. I sew him but once 
alter this, and then in company with one of his oldest European 
friends, when it was pleirtly pointed out to him, that by the course 
he was pursuing, he was leaving the disease to itself, that the treat¬ 
ment was utterly futile, but that if he would resume that under which 
he had beguu to amend, there was still hope for him. He seemed 
obliged for the call, and had he been as independent as when in 
health, no doubt he would have accepted the counsel that was over¬ 
ruled by his domestic cabinet On the 20th November he died, and 
the usual obsequies were such as to comport with his rank and opu¬ 
lence while alive. Had leisure permitted, it would have been inter¬ 
esting to witness the ceremonies from time to time, and to abtain 
a full account of them; partrcuhiHy as showing a coincidence be- 
4 tween the- obsequies of the Chinese, and the of the ancient 

Greeks, who, are said to have been accustomed to bury with their 
dead, horses, clothes, arms, also the gifts of friends, and whatever 
was dear to the deceased, dome days elapsed before calling at 
the house of the deceased. The numerous presents of friends were 
then pointed out, such as tablets with the most flattering eulogies, as 
well as servants, men and women; animals, as the swan, the crane, 
the peacock, goats, horses, d&©:, ell of paper, intended to be sent 
by fire to serve the convenience and gratification of the deceased in 
the other world. The mos* striking thing was the pile of his official 
robes from his large frill boots, 16 the button upon his cap, also of 
paper. And over the ora in which all were to be burnt, was his title, 
and the year when he received h, with a small scroll like parchment 
containing a facsimile of his official diploma, duly signed and sealed, 
so that on claiming, m that world to which he had gone, the rank he 
held in this, his credentials' would be complete. This man had as¬ 
sociated with"foreigners for some forty years, and amassed an inde¬ 
pendent fortune, He was distinguished for his deciskfc of character, 
and for his good ***** open alt the ordinary affhirv of Kfe, and yet, 
this is his end ;• and these the hopes and prospects, at least in his 
friends' estimation, with which he has entered eternity! ' 

No. 6707. Oct. 27th, t£38. Scirrhous breast. Lew Fob, aged 
60, of Sehea, a village In Pwanyu, had had a scirrhous affection of 
heir right breast for sht months. At the time'of entering the hospital 
it was very large and hard. The integument orer it was entirely

in order-to trythWfeffiC&y^f pressure. BiaCpiR^tidextract of colo* 
cynth, COmbftfSd with small ?)«Atttitiesufopiufo,. Wfere prescribed, to 
be taken occasionally. Also two grains of tnftfact bf conmtii, three 
times daily, aind one grain pf extract of hyosciaimis at bedtime Carrot 
pouttieesowefe' fipplied by night, and Artn pressure by day. Decided 
improvement was soon apparent, the btbast diminished and became 
less fixed; ,<^iv*tbe ^d Not ember the patient robbed the brfeast with 
her gahnbnts tUd caused a hemorrhage of several otihees. The 
Chinese dresser applied a solution of alum whtah arrested the bleed* 
ing, buttbepetiertt complained of much pain forbalf an hour On the 
5th Dedember^ iif rmtsoviug the dressing, a stiirmovr copioushemor¬ 
rhage wm^ptodecedv The pulse was but sixty, add very feeble, on 
the Gth December, when the patient was furnished with the same 
medicines which she had been taking, and advised to go home for 
one weelty contnmingthe bandaging 1 and pouktefes. 

She returned as directed, improved by thd change of air; but on 
the IGth December, diad a tp*ntane*us hemorrhagedf twelve or fif¬ 
teen ounces, which left her very weak and pale; and it Was obvious 
that a few more such drafts of blood would be fatal. It was then 
decided, if she should in any good degree raily, beforea recurrence 
of the Weeding, to remove the breast, as the only etiance of protract¬ 
ingher life. Accordingly, on the $4d December, the breast was 
extirpated. -The husband was made acquainted with the critical 
pobditioo ofhb wife, that a speedy fetal termination Was probable if 
the disease'was left to kself, but possibly the ^removal might be suc¬ 
cessful Hegdvethe usual indemnity, 

The . breastfeed* tlsothe glands Of the asiha; were removed with 
fability,^aud with muoh less Apparent suffering, than Another woman 
had experienced from the same operation immediately before. But 
on makingthe first incision, one of the gentlemen assisting exclaimed, 
“iWhsfc have we here ! this ie not blood.’’ Tlfe fluid from the veins 
appeared like bloody wa*rvvThc-wound was Seen dressed, and the 
patient wa* placed comfortably *ut bed, And the **me gentleman ex¬ 
pressed 1 *whi* opinion that she would recover more vapidly than

th« other. She continued comfortable, end three hours after the epers- 
tion look souqs congee, And seemedto like it ■„ bat at 0 o’clock * n., 
her respiritioa became labored, the poire liaj'iud, aod extremities 
cold. Warm brandy and water were given, hot water waa applied to 
her feet and hands, aod she was thas rendered more comfortable. On 
letorning to the. hospital, one hour after, the poise, was feond feeble 
a«d breathing more difficult, hot the other patient was heard, in a 
mom beyond, vomiting,.and, regarding her. as most pending attention, 
this patient was left. In abeot fifteen minutes, the eemttiog of the 
other baring been checked, I returned to. this patient, aod found 
her already dead! 

The corpse in a little time was removed to a retired room, where 
it remained till preparations could be made, for its* bu rial .The 
bereaved husbapd left very sensibly his affliction. - They had lived 
together in great lemony for nearly thirty year*. , He had. already 
become care-worn with hie most assiduous attentions to her day and 
night during her sickness; and so for from befog dissatisfied, he 
often spoke of the trouble he was causing. After, the customary 
mourning was over, he returned and repeated the expression of his 
sense of obligations. ... ’ 

No. 5T21. ,Oct. 30th, 1838.. Oateo-medullafy sarcoma of the 
right wrist. Leang Yen, aged 34, from the neighborhood of Hwato, 
‘the flower gardens.’ In October 1837, the.disease commenced, at 
the head of the radios, and it had gradually increased until it now 
measured one foot seven inches around the wrist, and about the same 
at its base. It had never been remarkably painful, neither had the 
discharge of blood been great. The patient’s countenance was very 
sallow, and foce aod extremities generally oedematous, particular ly 
on the right aide. The monthly discharges wore interrupted about 
the time the diseaee began. The patient bad a morbid appetite, 
eating as much as in health. Pulse foebfo and frequent;,occasionally 
a few grains of blue pill- and colony nth .were administered, and 
opiates at night, with a view of improvingher general health. Seve¬ 
ral medical gentlemen saw the patient, and among them. Dr. finilbert 
of the French frigate L’Artemise.. All were agreed that it was ad¬ 
visable to amputate the erin, without delay. Though the pa ti ent did 
not understand what was spoken, she learned or. sormfoed, from a 
gesture inadvertently made, that amputation was proposed, and with 
great determioation subaoqaeutly remarked toanodwythat she would 
sooner die than suiMnit to. the operation. In a few days the.state 
of the oase was explained to . her, that in the opinion of sevural me* 
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dicalrmn she could got Uvnloog unless the trig. wf# piMfidi that 
tbeqperation would not be extra melj paipful,.and that H wu her 
only chance fin protracting life. She. urged her hrip hnnny without 
ker right hand, but admitted it was better that one Ikpfr sh ou ld he 
sac rific ed , than the wbote WyHowaver, in aJew dgy«, ; she rasped 
lo go ho me . After tome twenty day# she returned, manifestly tot* 
proved in bay health from the,medicine she bad taken, though the 
fougna had increased. ♦ The oparajipt) was ag*iu proponed to heiHtnd 
hqr husband.

hospital. She quite misunderstood the kindness that bad been 
shown her. Food, and a female servant to attend constantly upon her, 
had been provided; and-r- when, hearing that her husband’s health 
would not permit him to return to see the operation, she expressed a. 
fear that if he Was absent, and she should pot perfectly jrecovpr, he 
iq^ght decline supporting her—rshe was assured that if he deserted her, 
she should be provided for. It seemed at this time that she thought me, 
anxious to mutilate her, and that I would give her price to do it. This* 
however, she subsequently disclaimed, and said that,it had been sug¬ 
gested Co her by another, t^atjf she could obtain this suto, it would 
make her independent of her husband for support In a few days 
the man came, and begged my forgiveness, and observed that, it was 


not the Chinese custom to expect the physician to pay for healing 
his patient She also seemed ashamed for her ingratitude; and both 
desired that the arm should be amputated, aud gave the usual indem¬ 
nity, which was the more necessary as the patient had by long delay 
ifocome very feeble. She was juat able to be lifted from her bed to 
the table. A medical gentleman who saw her on Monday, learning 
that it was proposed to amputate the arm on Wednesday, expressed 
m opinion, that she would not live to t aee the day. It was noticeable 
a few days before this, that the^. pulse at the bend of the right arm 
wjts only ftPy While it was 112 iu tfiejbrist of the other; but the mo- 
mw^Sm was proportionabl y greater in the right arm.

The "patient 
after her deebion was folly formed cohteirmed the Mea of paht, and at 
the moment of sawing the bone inquiredtfhen that pantar the prooe m 
Would take place. She had a comfbttftie f night following, and the’ 
bowels were moved id the morning, iwr pulsfr being'114; and rather 
feeble. Her appetite doon became strong, and tatthe 15th was indulged 
quite to the jeopardy of her health, when, being called to her, the abdo¬ 
men was found much distended, the pafee atttftforated, skin hot, and 
respiration very difficult An ounce of caetoT'oil was immediately 
administered. The next morning she vritiV again comfortable. On 
the 16th, the arm was dressed, and the ftps of the woOnd had noised 
to a considerable extent by first intention? Onihsl7th about noon 
I found her With a boWl of oily sausages, which she was devouring 
even without rice. When told not to eat them, she was much dis¬ 
pleased, and quite tost heV temper. ' For a feW 3 days she had diarrhea, 
which yielded to the effects of opium, hydrargyrum cum cret4, and 
castor Oil. On the 14th day after' the operation the ligature came 
away, the wound being healed except at the point of the ligature. 
From the moment the arm was removed, the patient began to be con¬ 
valescent, and she declared, she was mote comfortable the night after 
the operation than on that preceding. ^ 

The examination of the forearm eVihced' tfte propriety of the am¬ 
putation above the elbow. The disease evidently commenoed in the 
marrow of the radius and near its head^ and then involved the bones 
and soft parts in the common- disease. The radius and ulna were 
diseased as far as the elbow, the marrow having assumed a brownish 
hue. The tugnor was surrounded by a {date of bone the thickness of 
the pericranium, which being sawed through exposed a mass of roatp 
ter of the consistency of braip. There were a few appertures at 
which this medullary substance had protruded and expanded itself 
like a mushroom’ 4 

About the 10th January, the patient was told that she might go 
home whenever she pleased, but she preferred remaining still longer 
where everything was provided for her. . r t , 

On the 19th January’ the husband having returned for her, she 
was discharged in excellent spirits, ahd both were Very thankful 
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The action of the Kver bad been exerted, her akin had become toft 
aod natural, and the prospect* that she may live feryears, and 
enjoy good health, i The opportunity was improved in Impre ssing 
upon them their obligations to the living God) and author of aH their 
mercies. 


No. 6798. Oct 80th, 1636. Bite of a serpent Leung Lon, 
aged 64, of Shuntih, is a snake catcher by profession* On the 23d 
September, he was bitten by a venomous serpent, the woo-juh shay or 
Mack-flesh spake. It was now the thirty-ninth day after receiving the 
wound. From long familiarity with the snaky tribe, he had become too 
incautious,' and grasped the serpent, with his hand at such a distance 
from the head as permitted it to seise the back of the hand. Imme¬ 
diately , the hand became swollen, and bis sufferings were very great. 
He wae unable to give any satisfactory account of the treatment 
adopted. He said, however, that every remedy bad been employed with 
little success. "The constitution had recovered in a measure from 
the shock, but the band was much swollen, the Ungers were large. 
Stiff, and cold, the integuments of the back of the hand were destroy* 
ed, the tendons were exposed, aod the general health was suffering. * 

Blue pill, exti of colocyntb, aodgfauber’s salts, were given from time 
to time; and when the pain was excessive opium in piH. Emollient 
poultices, and leeches were repeatedly applied, and the hand elevated. 
Also at the suggestion of Dr. Guilbert of the Artemise, much bene¬ 
fit was derived , from keeping the wound covered, when the poultice 
was not on, by a pledget of soft hut filled with the mucilage of Ite 
seed. Though that gentleman apprehended the ultimate leas of the 
fingers, he may be happy to learh, that the whole hand has been 
preserved, the wound his healed, and the patient, having abandoned 
his old pursuit, has become a chair-bearer, and enjoys the use of bis 
hand, though the wound ulcerates occasionally. 

No. 6770. Cancer. Y6ke, aged 46, of Shaonking had a acirrhus 
affection of her left breast that commenced in if ay last. At firstitwae 
not larger than a betel not, but now it involved the whole breast, and 
the glands of the axilla and neck. The shoulder and arm were also 
much ewoBen. The integument of the breast was discolored and 
uneven, resembling on a large scale the pits of small pox, and the 
whole mass wfce very hard and painful. The pulse being 112, tongue 
natural, bowels free, and appetite good. 

An * unfavorable prognosis of course was given her, but the was 
permitted to remain a few days that she might see if her wane could 
he palliated. Five graios of Hue piU, aod as many of ootoeynlh 
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were ordered for her, and .(w^fwos of the extract of eooiem piacufa- 
Hue three, time* daily and on# pf hyasciaroua at bed-time. A lo¬ 
tto* of creosote waa applied to the breast, accompanied with premere, 
the fotegpment at points was soon destroyed, and a discharge excited. 
With the view of cleansing it, the carrot poultice was occasion¬ 
ally applied- at night. On the 10th November, discontinued the 
eottiem, ho., and began with iodine, six drops only, of the juncture 
three times daily in a wineglass of sweetened water, and an ounce 
of salts to be taken in the morning. No material change till Nov. 
01st,. when violent inflammation, took place h the swollen am. Pulse 
was 100, anooooeof castor oil was administered immediately,.and tea 
drape of aotimonial wine every hour, camomtfe tea ad libitum and a 
spirit lotion applied to the arm. At So'clock p.k. the patient was 
heller. At bed-time a full dose of calomel and jalap was given. 
Nov. 03d. The bowels were moved during the eight, end early ia 
the moaning it was reported that she was belter, apd bad omen a 
bowl of congee ;< at a quarter before 11a. w. her servant having gooe 
below to prepare some tea for her, returned anon after and found her 
deed-1 .... 

No. 580ft. Fungus haematodee of the eye; UsMungmei, aged 
76, a former ofTeogkwan, had a fungus ef the left eye, which began 
ten years since. It was ef a circular form, about three and a half 
inches in diameter, and not broken.. The patient was advised not to 
have anything dope to it, except, as it was becoming more and more 
inflamed, to apply a lotion of the nitrate of potaasa and occasionally 
to take u gentle aperitent. 

No. 5005. Fistulous breast. Cfhow Hen of Tsangehing, aged 03, 
a bondwoman, presented her husband with throe daughters at one 
birth, hut being poor sent them- til to the foundling hospital. Her 
breasts were neglected and became fistulous, the right mamma was 
perforated inmany places when she came to the hospital, and the 
discharge of milk and pus-was copious. With attention to her gene¬ 
ral health, and frequent injections of the solution of nitrate of silver 
or sulphate of coppe*, and with gentle pressure, the sinuses he a le d up, 
and the breast was well again in about four weeks. Had she not so fot 
lost the affections of a mother ae to give op the whole trio of daugh¬ 
ters, and had she retained but one of them, she probably would have 
escaped the suffering that she tltqs brought upon herself* 

No; 5635. Hydatid of the breast. Tang Heaou m a maiden lady 
of Nafftbae^ in this province, aged 56. She ftrar applied for the 
treatment of a chronic affection of the eyes, but becoming acquainted 
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with others in the hospital who were under treatment for diseases of 
the bmht, she at length overcame her diffidence, add disclosed the 
real object of her coining to Canton. Nothing very pfecdltar in the 
character of the disease, entitle* her case to notice: A circumstance 
occurred, however, showing some of the fruits ofthe early propagators 
of the gospel in ChiAa, and renders the case ah Interesting one. The 
mammary glands of both sides Wete very small, the* hydatid appeared 
much like a saroomatous tumor occupy tog the plate Cf the left breast, 
globular in Ibrm and about two or three inches in diameter.' On 
the lOth Deoember the operation Was performed. Upon making the 
ineiskms, a quantity of gelttMieu* matter of various colors,'white, yet 
low, and purple, add of firth cCoMtericy, Scaped. The Citt was 
readily removed and the Wound healed kindly arid With great rapidi¬ 
ty. On the first incision the patient 'exclaimed, “ Jesus save me) 
Jeans save me!” and repeated the same Words many times. Nothing 
could have been more unexpected. The difference of the deport¬ 
ment of this woman from other Chinese was very noticeable. She 
appeard sincere to her attachment to the Christian «eligion, and said 
several hundred in her neighborhood are of the same faith, and that 
if Was 200 years since they had been in possession of their knowledge 
ofthe Savior. She repeatedly inquired for books, and for images of 
the Savior, and of the 4 Italy*mother.* 

No. 5874. Nor. 17th, 1898. Cancer of the breast Soo He, 
42 years old, of Pwanyo, a very robust and corpulent woman, had a 
cancerous disease of the breast, that began six months previously to 
her coming to the hospital. The breast was very large, red, and hard, 
and the glands of the armpit were also affected. The pain at times 
was very great. She w 4k not encouraged at this titoe to expect that 
it could be removed, but was told that she might remain in the hos¬ 
pital a few days, and attempts should he made to allay the toflamma- 
tbn and retard the rapid progress of the disease. She was put upon 
a spare diet, and repeated purges and leeching were employed. At 
length an abscess formed, and as it broke and discharged, the inflam¬ 
mation subaided and the whole mass of disease became more movea¬ 
ble, so that it seemed practicable to remove it all with the knife, 
which the patient was very desirons to have done. 

December 23d, the same day that Lew Tub was operated upon, 
her breast was removed. That morning the patient awoke in fine glee, 
and having made her toilet and painted her fees, she placed a chair, 
laid out a mat, and requested 4 the doctor’ to.lit doWn, that she might 
km tm, that is b6w her head to the floor, ft was sad to tlunk how 
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ipsenriblosbe w#§ to the suffering before tor. Hot w r ir, tor ooorago 
only failed witb (i th# loss of blood and strength. Tto,operation was 
unusually severs. Qn account of Jhe corpulency of the patient, the 
previous inflammation, and subsequent ulceration, the tumor was not 
well defined The extent of the incisions were of great extent from 
the axilla to the lower pan of the breast, and very 4ef tbrongb the 
adipose substance. A cluster of inflamed glands of tto armpit 
were also removed, and one of considerable sine. , The loss of 
blood was copious, and several arteries required ligature. After 
being dressed and laid, in bed, she rejected the too hearty breakfast 
she had eaten, and for some hours complained of pain in her arm, bat 
not in the wound. At 6 p»w. she bteapie composed and grateful, and 
was.lavish.of her encomiums. ** While the doctor is tore, I have no 
fear. Had 1 net met with him, my disease meat have proved fatal, 
lees smg ta tan, the doctor has much gall,i.e. great courage, to 
have undertaken the operafioo J” 

At 10 p. if. vomiting recurred, pulse 120; gave two drape of creo¬ 
sote in pill. Jn a short time she voided a worm (lombrieus) from the 
mouth, after which she became more easy, but for 48 hoars slept but 
little. Opium io at\y form did not agree with her. December 24th. 
Dressed the wound in the morning and removed all the sutures; gave 
her twenty drops of laudanum, which produced vertigo, so that the 
femalo servant became much alarmed, and, no my entering the room, 
was engaged in pinching the patient’s note and violently robbing tto 
temples with green ginger, which she had first masticated. She was 
tpld that it was the effect of the medicine, and she would soon to bet¬ 
ter. At 9 p, m. her pulse was 110, an even, easy pnlse, with no great 
heat of skin, and rather moist. The patient constantly moaned but 
more especially when she was spoken to. In a few days she began hi 
amend, healthy granulations sprung np, and large quantities of adi¬ 
pose substance sod fascia came away. On the 21st January, she 
was discharged perfectly well, in excellent spirits and very thankfuL 
She ie naturally a woman of much nerve, great presence of mind, and 
decision of character. 

It has been mentioned that this operation was performed tto same 
afternoon that Lew Fuh's breast was removed. The two patients 
were in separate wards, and wbentbe latter died, precautions were 
taken to conceal from the former the feet, lest she should to too 
much alarmed for herself; but a little girl indiscreetly, notwithstand¬ 
ing strict injunctions, informed her of the event. 8h*, perceiving tto

Cbow ReStseeee, 
aged SI, a florist, of Sbanttfc, had * horft updo bis head just to tbs 
right of the ‘Mmmp ef venemfo**’ 'The patient stated, tfchtaome 
years since be had an encysted tumor upon his head, fee h ne g umea t 
of which was destroyed by esohareties and the ftuid e sca ped. ’ The 
germ of the bOca was thus exposed.

Sometime previous to coming to the hospital half tur tach dr more had 
been cut ok it thw time the remaining truncated cone was a fel 
inch high and two niches in circumference* at tftie base. It was of a 
yellow white color, and of the usual hardness of fettn. ft was attach- 
od wholly to the integument of the scalp, and gave great paioif patt¬ 
ed. Dec. 10 th it was vemored. Two elliptical Incisions were made 
so as to take-out the whole of the integudibnt in%bich'ltorigkcated.

But even to the last, gain alone has been your aim, and our words, 
have but filled* your ears as the empty wind. 

. When you would oome to Canton to trade, you all assume to your* 
selves tbs name ef 1 good foreigners.’ Could any then have oouoeived 
of the recent entrance of boats with opium into the river, which has 
been discovered by repeated seizures, exposing to view all your imp¬ 
ish trickery? Can yen now ye i style yeuftelves good foreigners,* or 
my that yod are pursuing each an none* caHing! 0 

At this time, the great emperor, in his bitter detestation of the evil 
habit,has his thoughts hourly bent on washing it dean sway. In 
the capital, he has commanded the ministers of bp court to delibe¬ 
rate cndwkk severity to draw up plans for procedure. In the pro- 
minces, he hat commanded the auministfators over his domtmoos to 
enforce vigorously the penalties prescribed by the laws. His heaven* 
derived .firmness will form its own resolves* and what hit Will deter* 
mines, that curdy shall be done. * 

We the governor and lieua-governor have already, in respectful 
obedience to the imperial commands, strictly required of each naval 
feet, division, and squadron, to draw together their forces, to com* 
phh their artnismnta, and along the central, caAtefn, and western; 
lines, severally, to array themselves in close connection, for the.pur¬ 
pose of secure prevention, so that they may pursue and take everv 
lawless boat engaging in the clandestine traffic, and may drive fefth 
all foreign veassTs cruizing about. We have also given instructions 
to each general and regimental division of the land force, that the 
commanding officers' should, at the head of all their subordinates, 
■take search after and take possession of every building for the pre¬ 
paration, or for the smoking, of opium, as well as seise all criminal 
parties found selling or inhaling the drug. Thus, having set in opera¬ 
tion both the naval and the land forces, and having inspired severity 
into all from tbe head even to the tail, consecutive reports of seizures 
hate been the result, to tbe number of many hundreds. These re¬ 
probates who, by long habituation to the seeking of their purely selfish 
ends* have acquired a conscience fearless of death, having been se¬ 
verally subjected to a severe trial, have been adjudged and punished. 
The plain evidence hereof is to be found in tho cases of the afore 
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executed criminals Kw6 Aping, tod Ho Lmkin. Others have been 
variously subjected to correction. And inapnceqoeooe of seeh imi- 
f tree, the minds of til have been greatly affected with a wholesome 
alarm; tod those who have restrained themselves from smoking, and 
hare delivered up their opium pipes, mdy wow be numbered by teas 
pf thousands, will more numerous too .are they, who, dreading the 
laws, have of their own act, cast away their opium and the instru¬ 
ments for smoking.it, as also they—depraved repro b ates—who with 
rained fertupes have fled far away for safety. 

Such are the measures now in operation in Kwangtung, and such 
the existing visible effects on the pepnlar mind. We have thus care¬ 
fully and mtontely laid them open to you, that you may strive to reflect 
thereon,—* that you may consider—What a time is this! And what 
sort of proceedings are these 1 I f they leave yon any looser room for 
hope I Or any further prospect of aggression ! And if the very peo¬ 
ple of the land, when they offend, are thus subjected to instant and 
severe punishment, shall you, giving yburtelvea upT, with open eyes 
and daring presumption, to follow the depraved suggestions of your 
own minds, be yet made the recipients or a perverted and partial for¬ 
bearance and leniency f Nay, but yoo shall surely receive-in like 
manner the corrective penalties of the law, and to be made to know 
the celestial terrors. 

Yon have worked yopr vessels hither over a vasty desp, with no 
other object than that of seeking a gtm upon your outlay. Ah I Why 
will you, for gain merely, lose yonr own selves! And at tins mo ment , 
when the people have as one man abandoned the use of opium,— 
when even the traces of the clandestine .dealers are ceasing to ap¬ 
pear,—when, the Officers having taken in hand the stern enforcement 
of the laws, the people, too, in fear of their penalties, pay implicit 
obedience,— not only are all avenues for disposing of it entirely shut 
up,—even the gain yon seek for is aohsgtr to be found. The peo¬ 
ple of China have many of them lost their lives in consequence of 
this thing, and all now regard it p aq enemy moot h» lefoi; they 
throw it away on every road, and view it just as filthy dung. In troth, 
then, what have yon yet tp hope for 1 And oan repentance still find 
no place within your hearts t 

We proceed hereon to issue, with intense earn catn e m, our com 
mauds. Upon their reaching the said foreign merchants, let them 
immediately wash out their past defilements; aud fet them speedily 
send away to their countries one and a)l of the warehousing vusaals 
now anchored in the outer seas. Those ships, too, which, though 
they bo not warehousing vessels, yet neither are they laden with 
merchandise for importation, most uot pass at random to and from the 
various offings, anchoring wherever it may please them. It must be 
the business of all to rest in the pursuit of an honest commercial call¬ 
ing, that they may eiyoy together 1 happy gains, attended with p e a c e 
and tranquility. But if, as you have begun, so you continue, obstinately 
blind, and jemtng to awake, still retaining covetous and avaricious 
expectations, in that case you will be alienating yourselves from the nur¬ 
ture and protection of the laws. We the governor and lient-governor 
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will dot then deem it worth oat while to beelow labor and toil, to be 
continually exercising measures lor pretention,.discovery, and appre¬ 
hension ; but wilt simply have to lay before the throne our request, 
that the ports may be closed, and the trade brought for ever to an 
end. And when once the ports are thus closed, it will no longer Ae 
a question, whether opium is brought or not, but even the tea atra 
the rhubarb of the inner land will be withheld from exportation. 
Thus are the lives of all you foreigners held within our grasp. 

It will be found that all the sovereigns of the nations aforesaid have 
been habitually reverent and dutiful, and that their laws for the rule 
of the foreigners are severe and rigorous. Should the occurrence of 
such an entire stoppage of the export of tea and rhubarb lead them to 
search back to find the cause, it is to be apprehended that even 
though you slip through the meshes of the law of the celestial empire, 
it w® yet be hard for you to escape the laws of yopar own lands. . 

Besides all this; the great emperor has just now appointed a high 
officer as his special commissioner, to repair to Camion, in order to 
examine and adopt measures in reference to the affairs of the sea¬ 
ports. Prom morn to eve, his arrival may hourly be looked for. His 
purpose is, to cut off ulteriy the source of this noxious abuse, to strip 
hare and root up this enormous evil: and though the axe should 
break in his hand, or the boat should sink from beneath him, yet 
will be not stay bis efforts, till the work of purification be accom¬ 
plished. 

If then you will blindly rush upon sharp weapons and will not be 
induced to turn again your faces, you will bring on yourselves grief 
and sorrow, exceeding m severity even what in this proclamation we 
have pointed out to you. We the governor and lieutenantgovernor 
are indeed roused by your blind perversity and lack of intelligence to 
a sense of deep pain and abhorrence. But still cherishing thoughts 
and feelings of kindness, we cannot forbear from warning you yet 
again, with intense earnestness, and in our partiality calling upon 
you to save yourselves. 'Would that you might each reward and 
tend to us! Oh! lay not up for yourselvas a store of after repent¬ 
ance.

More than two years have elapsed since a premium of £100 was 
tillered for the best essay oil the opium trade —* showing its effects ok 
the commercidJ, political, and moral interests of tke natiom^mnd imH~ 
vidualtr connected therewith, and pointing out tke course they ought 
to pursue in*regard to it. With the 25th instant will close the po¬ 
und fixed for receiving such essays in London, when and where they 
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arc lo Im» placed in the ban da of arbiters to make tWe award. How¬ 
ever unimportant this <|tiestion may have been thought, it has how 
become one of great magnitude — in a commercial and political, as 
wtdl as in a moral |>oi;it <*f view. Turn whatever way it may — -hie it 
’'Ptirtially resumed, or be it wholly annihilated —the traffic must, it 
dtjfes, occhemomuch distress. It is, and it has long been, agitating the 
public mind throughout the empire. The rapid increase in the 
consumption of the drug has been equaled only by the industry of its 
growers and purveyors, who at this moment have not less than 50,000 
chests, worth at former prices $250Q0d00, ready for market. 

Late in August last the activity in the business subsided; it soon 
became dull; brokers absconded ; stagnation ensued ; few sales were 
made on the east and west coasts; many seizures were repotted in 
Canton; an execution was attempted in the front of the factories Dec. 
12th, and another effected February 26th. No one of the foreign 
flag's has since been hoisted in Ctfnibrr. With reference to the 
execution, we have space now only for the following correspondence.

privileges of ‘a high insperiaioemmiseiener, who, having repeatedly 
performed meritorious seyyices, issem to settle-the affairs of the outer

Should I search efoeelyiofo the offenses, of- tbcee foreigners, in 
forcing for a number of years the sale of opium,, they urooW.hc found 
already beyond the bound* of indulgence.

I have heard that yon foreigners are need to attach great impor¬

Such of them aa. will point out. their 
depraved fellow-foreignere, will compel them to daUvw up their 
opium, and will step forth among the foremost to give the required 
bonds,—these shall be regarded a» the good foreigoere. . And I, the 
high commissioner, will stance for their encouragement reward them 
liberally. It rests with y e woln e s done to ohoqee whether yon will 
have weal or woe, boner or disgrece.

The commercial intercourse subsisting in kwangtung between the 
Chinese and iqre^iers has continued for a period of more than three 
hood red years. What was there to render .impossible e free com* 
mercial interchange of goods between these parties themselves t No¬ 
thing. It was then the desire, of preventing an illicit intercourse, 
end of guarding against contraband commodities, that rendered ne- 
ternary the establishment pf a class of hong merchants. Respectfully 
searching, I find ri under (Slate the 21st year pf {Leaking (1816), an 
material edict,-^* rendering the hopg merchants responsible for the 
jasocrtainment pf the question, whether or not . shy foreign vessel 
imports opium; and, in qaae of her so doing, for.the rejection of all 
her cargo, for the refusal to let her trade, and for the driving of her 
beck to ber country.” Respect and obedience being pud hereto, 
this edict was duly recorded. And I find, that, on each occasion of 
e foreign vessel entering the port, the said bong merchants ^ave al¬ 
ways given bonds that she brought no opium with her. 

In consequence of such bonds, vessels have then .allowed to enter 
the port and break bulk, nor has any vessel ever been sent.back. 
^ind even now^ while the opium is pervading and filling with its 
^l^spiious iufiuepce the whole empire, the" said hong merchants still 
lontiQue indiscriminately to give such bonds, declaring that the ships 
^^/j^Kpt^hjther bavft brought nonp. of it. Arp they not indeed 
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dreaming, aiid r suorHtg in their breams ? If the^'say that^the opnim 
which they bring ki ; discharged ‘beforehand atfd HHf* on hoard the 
warehousing vessels at Lintin, and that 7 the 1 bonds given as to their 
hiiiigiWjf none, have 1 tefererifee ‘Id the veto!# as enterlhg the port, 
What Is Vhidbnt to *shut tfc£ ears'WtHleTtlte jinfftng belt is being 
stolen’—to provideJo/ : tlienisSl v< fe a^grountf bl^nfihiset THe feefmgs 
that prompt sum €ond*6t will still lesrbear scrutiny, h is as if a 
man*/ to guard his house at night, should appoint a watchman, and 
that nevertheless his property should be handled up and carried 
away, while yet the watchman should declare Aid* there had been do 
thipf, , jf this would not be regarded as combinatibo in the theft, as 
what then would it be regarded ? t . 

Moreover, , the ( foreign factorial are built *by the said .tong Mer¬ 
chants, and by them are rented to ihc foreigners as residences; the 
hong-ipen and all the working people in the factories arc hired by the 
same merchants; and the 1 mtcheen ’ (or outside shopmen) are in 
their employ ; the Neighboring shroff shop* too are tho*c with which 
the hong wefchagts* have dealings. Yet for more than ten years past, 
there has not been a shroff shop that has not given bills, uof a *ma- 
cheeri ’ that has not had transactions with the opium preparers, nor a 
hong-man or other workman that has hot had Connections with the 
fast-boats, sphere have been,besides, the writers’ houses (or brokers 
shops) for preparing Tetters; and/broker*, for carrying the orders, 
would pass in and out of the foreign residences, day and night, with¬ 
out ever being questioned by any one. The shrOflU’ and hong mer¬ 
chants’ coolies, and carriers, of afl grades, wouldin the daytime 
openly go into the factories, and would at‘night afford escort down to 
the boats. fcan the hong Vnerchahts aver that Aey have beard and 
seen nothing of all this! .Or, as they haVe hgrcCd to conceal it and 
bring no part of it to fight, will any one* believe them When they 
assert that they have had'no secret share In the matter! 

I have heard, that formerly, when the foreigners came to the fac¬ 
tories, they would go in full dress, with swords by their sides, to wait 
upon the several hong merchants, and would often meet with a deni¬ 
al, nor would thgy be seen or have tbeir visits returned, until after a 
second visit. But of (ate years there have been t^iose.who will she to 
the foreigners for patronage, and wilt even j>as beyond the custom 
houses, or go to Macao to meet them. And so far has this proceeded 
that (a party in] the Tungyu hong gave a sedan-chair k t6 the chief 
Supercargo Bayues„ whereupon the same Chief'supercarg6 r turned 
round, and would not suffer the liong* merchants to enter his factory 
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iocbairs. Many have beep Uie ipstaftc m of this misconduct ami 
fubveriioo of what i* right aud Suing. What sense of shame iodted 
4pm there yet remain i Though it bo true that this baa arisen from 
the conduct of'gfpbetionajgr hopg merchant*, who hate shown the 
exapiple. of such: artfoi dacoeeaor, end that the original merchants, 
pen of property and.family* would .never have descended to this 
stage of degradation; yet #11 opwpre equally iuvolved in thesteneh 
of U,ap4 truly I bpfq with shame fee you. With you there seems to 
be no other, consideration than that of growing rich, and beiug left te 
carry on jour trade; andyou seem to regard the mine of all your 
profits ap lying iu the attaching of foreigners to you. Yon leave no 
room .for the consideration that the profits enjoyed by foreigners are 
those granted by |be celestial court; and that if sopie day they should 
irritate the sacred wrath to the cutting off of their .trade and closing 
pf the .customshouses, not a.uute of profit will there be for any of 
those nations to look for: and what theu will there tie for you t 

They* regardless of the rich favors wherewith they are imbueu by 
the, court, take depraved natives for their bdsem friend* In the 
public offices of the inner land, there is not a movement or a pause, 
but the, foreigners are. fully informed of it. But if any question is put 
to. the hong merchants regarding foreign affairs, they turn about for 
wajs in which to gloss over and conceal the facts, nor will they utter 
the truth* Thus it ip iu regard to the exportation of the pure silver 
beyond sea, a thing so very strictly prohibited. Did the foreigners 
.really barter goods , for goods t But more than this, the hong mar* 
chants once represented, that each year, in addition to the inter¬ 
change of commodities by .baiter, the foreigner* require always to 
bring into the inner land foreign nfouey to the amount of four or five 
pillion* pf dolfaf* v Were thi* reafly the case, how comes it that of 
lap years the foreign ships have brought into the port no hew foreign 
wpncy* ;/ a*d that the foreign ailverexiatiug in the country has daily 
been dimiuishiug iu quantity ? And bow happens it, that among the 
;hong .merchant* there have*been - bankrupts whose debts to foreigners 
have exceeded a million <*f money ? It is clear.that these four words, 
/goods bartered for goods,’ are totally and altogether-false. 

There is en*>thiug yet more exUdocdinarjr. These hong mat- 
ohantp, sheUariag lhemsebree under a memorial of a former superin¬ 
tendent ef customs. Ah, whe req uest e d temporarily ns a trial, that 
three tenth* of tfdy shcplns foreign money should he allewed to he 
taken away,—rfotve acted as though this request had passed into an 
established lapvspdbafe yearly, under cover of this, solicited per- 
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mission to embark Money; They have had numerous tom made, 
nth u m employed for the remittaMe of revenue. And they hare 
even represented for the forei gn er #, that, in eoeh a year, aforeigner 
left ao much money in eoeh and nth hands, end that now he has 
intrusted suofa and sueh a person to-Cttovey it bene for him; end-they 
hare eeoretly concerted with the clerks of the ceetotn hoose to pot 
this upon the reoords. Ttrae. wbilO 'Ota the ODe hand the hong mer¬ 
chants give these bonds, tbesilver, ontheotberhand, is exported, 
their words aod deeds are eotitrary One to anbthei; and this ls p as s ed 
quietly over without ekoittog surprise. And wbentbe imperial piea- 
Sore has been expressed, that inquiry should bo made,'they hkre with 
one simple address glossed orer and set at rest the whole matter. 

With regard too to foreigners, such** JardinC and others, who 
here taeir to the habit ef Selling opiomf—all'of them artfaland 
Crafty mpn — when the imperial pleasure was depressed, two years 
ago, that their conduct should he inquired info, and that they should 
bt driven forth, the said hong merchants Still strenuously defended 
them. Such language as’this was -used: *that when it could be 
discovered that there had been any couoert in selling opium, any 
money take®, or orders given, punishment wooM then be willingly 
submitted to:' Such a bond is yet to be found among the archives! 
Let them ask the m se l ves, whe t he r , aooording to this bond, punish¬ 
ment ehould,or should not, be in dieted T 'Again, the opinm on 
board Innas’ Vessel was seized within the riverV showing that the 
bonds given even for vessels that have entered ibe port have been no 
less unworthy of confidence.

Pending the stay of the commissioner in Canton, and" while the 
eohseqoences of his investigations, both to foreigners and natives, are 
yht nncertain, all foreign residents are forbidden to go down to 
Macao. I therefore issue this edict to the hong merchants. On 
receipt Of it let them, instantly communicate to the foreigners its par* 
port for their information and obedience. Por the present they must 
hot petition for leave to go down to Macao. ' Db not oppose. A 
special edict. ' March )dth, 1839.

Thursday, 2lst of Marehy cauw p it h umuoal iRtereet, ro wuh ia 
the period of three days, allotted by the commisBiooer for surrender¬ 
ing the opium, was to terminate. At H bNAsck 1 A. u., the General 
Chamber of Commevee ems con v ene d , and folly attended. After 
long and animated discusmoos, the meeting closed by voting a letter 
to the hong merchants, which was couched in the following words:

To the hong merchants; *Gentfemeo t 1 
We beg to acknowledge’ the receipt of the proclamation issued to , 
alP foreigners by the imperial commissioner. Tt lias been received 
with profound respect by this Chamber, and they have had a meeting 
this mofning of its members, who have directed me, as their chair¬ 
man, to report to yon as follows,’ via. ' 

"That the communications made,'by the commissioner, of the im¬ 
perial ai.ll are of such vital importance, and involve such complicated 
Interests, that a reply to them cannot be given without the greatest 
deliberation, and that a committee should now therefore be appointed 
to take the measures into consideration, and report their opinions to 
the Chamber at the earliest possible period. That ip the meantime, 

4 deputation from this meeting do wait upon t&e hong merchants to 
state to them what has been done, who> may at the safne time state, 
that there is ah almost unanimous feeling in the community of the 
absolute necessity of the foreign residents of Canton having no con¬ 
nexion Wltfithe opiuni traffic/* It affords me great satisfaction to be 
able t6 inform yon that, agreeably to this resolution of the Chamber, a 
committee km been appointed, who will report in time, to enable a 
definite reply to be given on or before Wednesday next, the 27th 
inataitt; knd I need not assure yon how very anxious the Chamber 
are, (h4t this important question should be disposed of, and your 
minds ss well as those of aH/ight thinking people be set at ease. 1 
bqve the honor to be gentlemen, Yoqr roost obedient, &c.

This letter was conveyed by a deputation to the hong merchants, 
who immediately carried the.same to the high commissioner. Affairs 
now began to assume a still more serions aspect Xtf commercial 
business was stopped. Intercourse,'* even with the shipping at Wham¬ 
poa, was cut off; boats that had come to the city, not being allowed 
Co return. Meantime poops were collected, in the suburbs, and 
cruisers carrying armed men assembled op^thq riveir in front of the 
factories! At length the hong merchants returned ffOm the city, and 
about 10 o’clock at night, ap extraordinary ipeetmg of the General 
Chamber of Commerce was hastity summoned. The chairman ia- 
formed the gentlemen present that they been assembled by special 
yequest of the hong merchants, who shortly a^ercamein,^nd being 
asked, what took place during their interriew with the commissioner. 
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uuwered, “ We look the worlds ofyour letter to him, and he gave 
theiq to the prefect to.examine; on hearing them read, he said yon 
(foreigner*) were trifling with us, but jpo shou^pot.do so with hip. 
He declared that if opium was not delivered up, he should be at the 
consoo house tp-morrow at 10 o’clock,, and then he would show what 
he would do.” Tfo 1 hong merchants declared that, unless soma opi¬ 
um was given, up, they felt assured two of their number, would be be¬ 
headed, in the morning! Finally, jt v w.as agreed 1 that ,1007 chests 
should be surrendered to tie gpyprnjmeut to be destroyed. This 
amount .was, we understand, tendered by individual^, dhd not by the 
Chamber. ‘ ( 

With this proffer from the foreigners, tl^e hong merchants, early on 
the morning of the 22d, wenj^ into the city, where ftbey. saw only the 
governor, who assured them the quantity wa* by no meyns sufficient. 
Consequently demands for an additional quantity were made; aqd in 
the afternoon of ttys day, an iqvitauqn, purporting to be from the com¬ 
missioner, was sent for Mr. Bent, to go to the city-gates to meet his 
excellency. As a wilfingnesatogp was expressed, op condition the 
commissioner would furnish him with a safo condqpt under bis own 
seal, guarantying his return within twenty-four hours, the hpng mer¬ 
chant* urged compliance, on consideration that!a refusal would.place 
their lives in imminent dagger. It wm afterwards urged that he 
should go into'the city. Moreover, it was rufoored, and subsequently

The report of propeedjn^ here, having reached Macao, called 
forth the following paper 

Circular to Her Britannic Majesty's Subjtcis. 

The chief superintendent of the trade of British subjects in China, 
having received information that hqr majesty’s subjects are detained 
gainst their will, ih Canton; and having other urgent reasons for the 
withdrawal of all confidence in the just and moderate disposition* of 
the provincial government,"has how to require Chat al^ttie ships of 
her majesty’s subjects alt the outer anchorage* shohld proceed forth¬ 
with to Hoogkoqg, and hoisting their national colors ^ prepared to 
.resist evpry act of aggression upor^ the part of the Chinese govern¬ 
ment In the absence of Captain Blake , of H. M.’js sloop Xarne, 
captain Pkrry of the Hefcules will maketjie^ ne^e^ary depositions 
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tot putting the ships ip t poster of debus*; and ia the absence of 
captain Pasry, that duty will devolve on qpttia Wallace of the 
Mermaid. And the chief superintendent, in her majesty’s, name, 
requires all British subjects, tp whom these presents may come, , to 
respect- the authority of the persons herein charged with the duty of 
providing for the protecihm.of British lib and property. ~

8aSmday morning, Mnroh 33d, the prefect of Canton, and other 
local magistrates, with a deputy from the commissioner, proceeded 
Men Oaslyhoorte the consoo-houne, or public hall of the hong mer- 
ehattte by whom they were there* 1 attended, Howqua and Mowqua 
haying chains around thetr necks, and all of them deprived or their 
official bitWifl, -Soort tho hong merchants wore seen hastening to 
Mr.ftsnt’s hound; and bom thence, after a ahort stay, to the Cham¬ 
berofCommesoey: again assembled at their request. Howqua repre- 
"anted; that the nfusal of Mr. Bent yesterday, had already subjected 
them> |o the loss of their buttons; and tbs degradation of wearing 
chains, that unless he should In the- course of that day appear before 
the commissioner, two ef their own number would be put to death. 
After an aoiomted debate, without effecting their end, the hong mer¬ 
chants Returned to the house of Mr. ft, accompanied by rifombets W 
the Chamber and several! other residents. The debate was there re¬ 
newed, aud a unanimous opinion expressed, on the part of foreigners, 
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supporting Hr. Dent in hi* determination hot to go Voluntarily into 
the cHy, except on the conditions already expressed. There beiog 
little prospect of his beiug persuaded by tlfe hong merchants to leave 
his house, two officers from the cons'o low came in, declaring that 
thdr orders #ere imperative to bfhrg Kim before the commissioner. 
In reply they were told, that he Kid the most profound respect for 
the commissioner and his high office, and felt most particularly grate¬ 
ful to the officers present for the kindness and consideration evinced 
in coming to his ‘house, ant) -for the polite manner in which they had 
delivered their orders; but that He should not go into the city with¬ 
out the commissioner's own safe ce duct, unless taken' out of the 
house by force, in which case no resistance would lie made. The 
officers declared they would never leave the house, unless he went 
with them, protesting at the same time that no evil should befall him, 
and that ha should be safely conducted hack the same evening. At 
this stage of the discussion, much solicitude was felt; and every one 
seemed anxious to know how the question wodld be settled. It was 
proposed filially that one of Mr. Dent's partners should go to the con- 
soo-bouee, and state to the officers there the refusal already expressed 
to go into the city. This was agreed to; and at the coo^oo-house ft 
was further agreed that four of the foreigners—Messrs. Inglis,Slade, 
Thom, and Fearen — should gw into' the city to report the same 
refusal to the officers there. In a few mirtutes tlte'ghhtlemen found 
themselves within the wails of the city, in ohe oTthe temples where 
they were, after a little delay, separately called before the high 
provincial officers, and asked their nameajcountryreason why 
Mr. Dent did not come with them* The officersr- were told in 

reply, 11 that all the foreigners thought* be would be detained, and 
therefore they would not sIIqw him lot come.”' One of the officers 
then said that the high commissioner, basing positive orders to sup» 
press the traffic in opium, wishod 40 see and admonish Mr. Dent, and 
that if he did not consent to come, he shouJd be (bagged out of his 
house by force. After a detention of two or three hours, the four 
gentlemen were conducted safely back to« their^factories, at about 
nine o’clock r. m , with some trifling presents bf silk arid wine, to the 
gentlemen who acted is interpreter* for the parties. > The imprison¬ 
ment of Mr. Flint some years ago, and other similar acts on the part 
qf the Chinese government, were the chief reasons which prevented 
compliance with the demand of the Chinese 5 authorities, without first 
obtaining a safe conduct under the seal ofi the edmmissioeer—for 
the time being ihc only irresponsible officer in Canton. 
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At midnight the hotog merchants wm°£gtln it Mr. Dent's house, 
urging their request, and the commissioner’* commands, that lie 
should go Into the city. It war now suggested to Howqua that the 
morrow was tim Sabbath, the foreigners day for religious worship. 
The suggestion* was r promptly accededto by the old gentleman, and 
the disciissiotjsSuspended during the folk)wing day, wbOn the fo¬ 
reigners engaged in publicworship in their chapel, as usukl on Sabi 
hath days, without molestation. The same privilege was enjoyed 
through the whole -of the crisis, on each successive Lord’s day, and 
tto services ttOnveronsly attended.

Thd considerations that have moved the undersigned to gi*e 
public notice to all her majesty’s subjects that he is without confi¬ 
dence in the justice and moderation of the provincial govern metit, 
are: The dangerous, unprecedented, and unexplained Circumstance 
Of a public execution before the factories at Cantorf, ip the imminent 
hazard of life and property, and total disregard of the honor and 
dignity t>f his own and the other western governments, whose flags 
were recently flying in that square; the unusual assemblage of troops, 
vessels of" war, fire-ships, and other menacing preparations; the 
communication, by the command of the provincial government, that 
in the present posture of affkhrs the foreigners were no longer to seek 
fot* passports to leave Canton (according to the genius of our own 
countries, and the principles of reason, if not an act of declared War, 
at least Its immediate and inevitable preliminary); add 4a*tly,- the 
threatening language of the high commissioner and provincial au* 
thoriries, of tbemost general appitc&tkm, and cforlr and violent dia¬ 
meter. Holding it, therefore, impossible to 'maintain contiuoed 
peaceful intercourse with safety, honor, or advantage, tit) definite and 
satisfactory explanations have passed in all these particulars, both as 
respectsHhe past and the future, the undersigned baa now to give 
fitrther notice that he shall forthwith demand passports for tU such of 
her majesty’s subjects as may think fit to proceed outside, Within'ill* 
space of ten days from the date that his application reaches the go¬ 
vernment;each date hereafter to be made known. 

And be has In cconseJ and eujoifi aS her majesty’s subjects in 
urgent term* to make immediate preparations for moving their propel- 
fy on board the shape Reliance, OrweH, and George the TV , or other 
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British vend* at W h a m poa, to be conveyed toMecai*; fa n udw g 
him, without delay, a sealed declaration. and listof all n ota al tl a i — 
against Chinese subjects, together wiUi an aatiwpto of dl laaa or 
damage to be so flexed bj reason of theeeproeaedingsof the Chiant 
government- And he baa fqrtberto give notice, that tbe Portuguese 
government of this settlement has already pledged itself te aflord bar 
tnajeaty’s subjecta, resident bare, every protection in its p ow er so fan 
as tbny shaft be pursuing dp course o( traffic within tbe limits of tbe 
settlement at variance with tbe lews of this empire. And he bee meet 
especially to warn her majesty’s subjects, that such strong nmn o nrns , 
as it may be necessary to adopt on the port of her maj est y 's g overn- 
ment without further, notice than the present, can n ot bo pr ej u dice d 
by tbeir continued residence in Canton (beyood the period now 
fixed), upon their own yesponaibilitj, or without further guaranties 
from the undersigned- And be has further to giro notice, that if the 
passports shall le refused for more than three days from the data 
that , his application shall reach the provincial government, he will bo 
driven fa the conclusion that it is their purpose to detain all bar

it put to death. This is pardoning what is padt, and taking preven¬ 
tive measures against the future: Why any longer, cherish a foolish 
indiscriminate generosity! ’ Moreover, without discussing about the 
Opium which ye havb sold in begone yeatsj and adding up its im- 
mense amount, let us ohly speak about thbt quantity which during 
the last years ye have clandestinely sold, Whidhl presume was no

After having once mads the delivery of it, 
year trade will jgo on flourishing more abundantly than ever l Petite 
jmkhOS of Our regard will be heaped ou von , to overflowings and eh, ye 
foreigners, will not this be happinem' hldeedt I, Am high commie- 
wooer,-as well as the governor and bout-governor, cannot hoar the 
idea of being unnecessarily bank and sevfeve, thstfafete.it is that 
though I thus weary my eaouth, aa it-were, entreating an* eihmtjag 
you, yet do l not ehrmk . from the tapk!

■ i - l> Charles i EHiot, ebkf superintendent of the trade of Bril ish 
subject, in China, presently forcibly detained by the provincial go- 
veriuneni, together with all the merchants of my own and the other 
foreign nations settled here, without supplies of food, deprived ofonr 
servants, and col off from all intercourse with our respective countries, 
(notwithstanding my own official demand to be set st liberty so that 
I might act witltouy restraint,) base now received the commands of 


/the high commissioner, Issued directly to me under the seals of the 
honorably officers, to deliver into his hand all the opium held by th 
people of my country. Now 1, the said chief superintendent, thus 
constrained by paramount motives affecting the safety of the lives and 
fowgWHJ hero, present in Canton, and by other very 
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weighty cmaei, do hereby, iu the aane a^d .00 the behalf of her 
Btitenoi^ (najeity’fl government on join and require all tar majesty*! 
aubjects now present in Canton forthwith to make inrrender to me 
(bribe serf ice of her said majesty's gerenaopt, te he delivered over 
to the government of Chma % of all the opium under their respective 
control: and to hold the British ships and vessels engaged in the 
trade of opium subject to my immediate direction: and to forward to 
me. without delay a sealed list of all the British owned opium in their 
respective possession. And I, the said chief superintendent, do now, 
in the most full and unreserved manner, hold myself responsible for, 
and on the behalf of her. Britannic majesty's government, to all and 
each of her -majesty's subjects surrendering the said British owned opi- 
nm mtomy bands* to be delivered over to the CWinOse government And 
f, the said chief Superintendent, do further specially caution all her 
majesty's subject” here present in Canton, owners of or charged with 
the management Of opium, die property of British subjects; that failing 
She surrender of the said opium into my hands at or before six o’clock 
this day 1 1 the said chief superintendent, hereby declare her majes¬ 
ty's government wholly free of all manner of Responsibility in respect 
Of the said British owned opium. 

And it is specially to be understood that proof of British property 
and value of all British opium surrend red to me agreeably to this 
notice shah be determined upon principle* and in a manner hereafter 
to be defined by her majesty's government. 

Given under my hand, and seal of office at Canton in China, this 
tweniy*eeventh-day of Maroh, ooe thousand eight hundred and thirty- 
nine, at six of the clock in the morning.

For captain Elliot’s original communrfcation to the local authori¬ 
ties, and their repliee containing* the commands of the high commis¬ 
sioner,'our readers will have to wait, tre suppose, until the British 
parliament shall. have called for them Cfom the foreign office. We 
have reason to beheve that only a small part of the Official correspon¬ 
dence during ;he crisis ban been made public; Often, therefore, we 
must content ourselves with mere rumors aOd conjectures, insteed of 
authentic facts. It was generally believed that a demand for pass¬ 
ports #as put into'tfce hands of the hong merchants on the evening of 
the 84th, soon after capt Elliot’s arriVal in'Canton. If so, it must in 
due course have reached the governor and commissioner before noon 
on Monday the 85th; and a reply from the latter might be returned by 
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one o'clock on Tuesday, at which hour it ia known that official pa¬ 
pers reached the factor tea. We can easily imagine that the commis¬ 
sioner would rejoice to find a responsible head, such as now appeared 
in captain Elliot; and the latter, if we may judge from his public 
notice, given December 18th, respecting the 'illicit traffic within the 
Bogue,’ would not shrink from doing what justice required. 

At this juncture, affair* were in an extraor&ftmy position, and 
must have been not a Wide embarrassing to all parties concerned. 
The frets of the ease seem to have stood thus. The chief snperiu- 
tendent, immediately on hearing of the detention of foreigners here, 
directed the British flag to be hoisted at Hongkong, and the vessel 
scattered about outside to put themself es in a state of defense; at 
the same time (or immediately before doing this), lfe placed in the 
hfcnds of the Chinese authorities at Macao a paper, declaring his 
readiness to meet the imperial Will with regard to the illicit traffic in 
opium. Having taken these Steps, he hasted* M her, and demands 
passports for British subjects from the provincial city, but would say 
nothing about the cause of their detention. The commissioner in 
his reply, being entirely ignorant of western usages, would utterly 
disregard the demand for passports; and turning round to the chief 
superintendent, recapitulate What had been done, expatiate on the 
benevolence and power of the great emperor, denounce the unrigh¬ 
teous traffic, and conclude hi* edict with peremptory commands id 
captain Elliot to make a full and speedy surrender of all the opium, 
offering rewards for obedience, and threatening heavy penalties in 
case of refusal. In view of these commands, and 'other very weighty 
causes/ the preceding public notice was published, demanding, in the 
name of her majesty, the entire surrender of all British owned opium. 
This bold demand was promptly answered, in the immediate surren¬ 
der of 20,283 cheats, worth at cost prices ten or eleven miliums of 
dollars? 

Tfie next public document contains a solemn pledge, from foreign 
merchant* of all nations in Canton, not to deal in optum, nor to at¬ 
tempt to introduce ft into the ^Chinese empire. This pledge was feigned 
and given on the very day, theUSth of March, that closed the period 
fixed for receiving, in London, the essays on the opium traffic — 
essays designed to sho# the effects of the trade, and to point out the 
oourae which those connected with it ought to parsue. The pledge 
given was in the following terms, and quoted in a proclamation issued 
this day from the office of the prefect of Canton 
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No. 10.

Mtions have presented the following petition: 

•• ‘The foreign merchanto of all nations in Canton have received, 
with profound respect, the .edict of hie eioellaney, the tksperial ooea- 
Bjimoocr, and now beg leave re^tectfuliy to address -his extellsuoy, 
having already communicated, through the hong merchants, their 
intention of doing so with the least possible fWay. They beg to re. 
present, that being now made fully aware of the imperial commands 
for the entire abolition of the traffic in opium, the undersigned fo¬ 
reign merchant* hereby pledge t hem se l ves not to deal in opium, 
nor to attempt to introduce it into the Chinees empire. Haring now 
recorded their solemn pledge, they here only fort her respeotfoUy to 
mp to his excellency, tint is individual foreign merchants they do 
not possess the power of controling apch extensive att important mat¬ 
ters as those treated pf in bis excellency's edict; and they trot hie 
excellency will approve,of leaving a final settlement to he arranged 
through the representatives of their respective nations.’ (Dated 
Canton, 25th March, 1639.) 

•• This coming before me, the comnueamaer, it appears by the peti¬ 
tion that in obedience to my commands, they dare no longer traffic in 
opium. Their reverential obedience is time maaifceted. They also 
earnestly entreat that as my will involved such important and heavy 
results, I will direct the superintendent* and consuls of their several 
nations to manage the business. 

■< Now as respects the delivering up of opium, the superintendent 
Elliot has to-day handed up.a doly prepared address delivering up the 
opium; and I, the commissioner, in due course commanded that dm 
most minute particulars be examined into and handed op in the form 
of a clear and distinct report ; when he must wait till I fix a day for 
receiving the opium- This is ou record. As respects Elliot, there¬ 
fore, there is no occasion, for my again issuing my instructions; but 
•he consuls must forthwith clearly report who they are, and their 
names and surnames, so as to enable me to act accordingly, and iaeua 
an edict immediately for their instruction. This ediet is now issued 
to the Kwangchow ibo for his information and obedience. Let him 
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forthwith send a reply with instructions to the bong merchants to 
tranmnit cop i e s of it to the foreigners of all nations for their informa¬ 
tion and obedience, and report on the same. A special edict.” 

On receipt of the preceding, 1 isdae this odtot. When it reaches 
the aaid foreign merchants, in obedience thereto, let them forthwith 
state in a dear report the names and surnames of the consuls. Do not 
oppose. A special edict. March 97th, 1880. 

Another ed$t was made public, dated the 97tS of March. Two 
days previously, when the prefect was at dfo^consoo-house, an ad¬ 
dress was presented to him for the commissioner. A reply, bearing 
the commissioner’s seals of office, was brought this day by one of the 
linguists, and pasted on the front door of the American hong. A 
copy of the address which elicited it, and a translation of the com¬ 
missioner's answer are subjoined.

Mr. King’s address to Me imperial commissioner, Lm. 

Your excellency’s edict of the 18th instant having been commu¬ 
nicated to the ufideraigned, he hereby respectfully replies—that dur¬ 
ing the many years he has been engaged in trade with Canton, be 
has never bought, add, received, or delivered, one catty of opium or 
one tael of ay cue silver; he has at the same time used his beat efforts 
to-diasuadeall men from th injurious traffic.* He is now ready and 
hereby does engage to (Mirage in fiitumthe sanw course as heretofore, 
under the penalties desired by the Chinese government. Having 
done that, the undersigned begs that the business of his ships and 
all his other business may be permitted to proceed, and his servants 
returned to his factory ; be has only to add that he has delayed be¬ 
yond the period fixed, in the hope that all the merchants would c om e 
forward atone and the same time with aiMWhhm>a- March 35th-, 1880. 

Reply of Lib, high imports! commissioner of the celestial dynasty, 
to the address of the American merchant King. 

On my arrival in Canton, I heard that the said foreigner King, 
never trafficed in opium; of all he is the most praiseworthy; but 
when I, (he commissioner, early promulgated my decree, requiring 
all the foreigners to deliver up their opium to govegiment, why was 
not the said foreigner able quickly to induce them to do sot On a for¬ 
mer day, because much tintohad elapsed without receiving any report 
of its being delivered up, the holds of the ships were in due course 
closed; moreover, the bad foreigners having a desire to escape, 
and their factories being open and accessible on every side and 
from every quarter, it was difficult to prevent their so doing Hence 
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itwuikK ail the comprador* audservants have been temporarily 
removed, ip order to, prevent, their pointing out to them a way of 
escape, Now, according to what is stated in the addrere, “ it was 
hoped that aH the merchants would at once comply, dec.’ 1 if they 
really act thus, and immediately deliver up all their opium, then what 
difficulty cap there be in having all business go on in its usual 
course t But at the present time all the foreigners have not delivered 
up their opium ; aijd^ghj^a on the one hand I canpot allow the had 
foreigners to involve,, thgjgood, so neither can I, on the other, for the 
sake of a single case, change my great plans. Therefore, in regard 
to the opening of the trade, dec., for the time being it is difficult to 
grant the request. I give instructions to the prefect of Kwangchow, 
that he may direct the hot}g merchants dearly to explain this edict, 
that he (King) may early induce all the foreign merchants to comply 
ppd give up their opium without delay, that they may in no way be 
involved thereby March 27th, 1839. 

On the 28th, three of the four streets, leading into the square 
before the fectc/ies, were walled up, thus editing off all accessor 
Way of escape, except by on#; narrow entrance, at which a military 
guard was stationed; and thus too the avenue to the ophthalmic hoe. 
pH*l, hitherto left open, was closed. The back-doors, by which 
some of the factories opened into the street running alon£ the north 
side of them, had been waHed up on a previous day. Id the after- 
boon some sheep; pigs, poultry; and other provisions, were sent to the 
consoo house by order Of the commissioner; and the next day these 
were * graciously bestowed’ on the fanquis , most of Whom, however, 
Chose to refns# them. Coolies also were sent to bring them some 
water, the in the afternoon the following circular came out from 
the office of the diiiifWUpesinlindent.* 

No 12/ 

I, Charles Elliot, chief superintendent of the trade of British sub¬ 
jects in Chiu, do require any British subject or subjects, in the 
name of her Britannic- majesty’s government, who may have opium 
within his or their factory to acknowledge the same to him in person, 
within the space of two hours from this date. 

(Signed) Charles Elliot, chief superintendent of the trade 
ofUritish subjects in China. Canton 6 p. m., 28th March, 1839. 

The British superintendent having declared his inability to control 
any others besides his qwn countrymen, and the commissioner, hav¬ 
ing ascertained the names of the foreign consul;, issued hit com- 
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mamUdireeily to'tftem. ‘Iffe worthy of remark,that on this occasion 
the Chinese government baa preferred to eoriimumcate with foreign¬ 
ers directly through As own tflcoy, and not through the hong mer¬ 
chants. In Chinese tk' Mite term, hag txe, has been used, both 
for consul and superintendent. 

No. 18. 

An edict from the imperial commissioner Lin, addressed to the 
foreign consuls, Mr; Snots and others, CbmmUnicated byChoo, the 
prefect of Ohiitob. 

An official communication has 1 been received from his excellency 
Lin, governor Of Hookwang, and high imperial commiasioner; it is 
as fcBOws; -• 

“I, thehigh, commissioner, having receired the emperor’s decree 
to repair to Catitim to make inquiries and act inspecting the business 
of opinm, did, without delay on my arrival here, give commands to 
foreigners of every nation to deliver up their op nm, and to give 
bonds never motd to bring it to this country. The said foreign con¬ 
sol Snow, the Dutch consul Van Basel, and the French consul Van 
LoffeH, mutt all have seen and heard these commands. Now, on 
the 587th instant, the foreign merchants of every nation presented ah 
address, -declaring that hereafter, in coming to Canton to trade, they 
will never more bring any opium,‘but intimating that orders should 
be given for referring business of great importance to the control of 
theft 'respective Consuls. Of such importance ia evidently the deli¬ 
vering up of the opiom. The said foreign merchants, being of differ¬ 
ent nations, and their cargoes belonging to different owners, declar¬ 
ed it to be difficult to determine what ought to be done, unless the 
business were referred to some responsible head. It is necessary 
therefore to enjoin it on all the said foreign consuls, that they sere- 
rally take up the business in detail* make clear inquiry in order, and 
prepare and present complete statements of all the opiuni, that it may 
he delivered up. Then all will be safe and secure. 

<« Now the-English superintendent, Elliot, has sent in bis report 
gut ting there stein his possession 20,388 chests, which he is ready to 
deliver up. I; the high imperial commissioner, have given my per¬ 
spicuous reply, end hare named a period for it to be received. This 
is on record. The traffic in opium hitherto carried on by the Ame¬ 
rican and other foreign • merchants has net been less than that of the 
English. Why is it, therefore, that the said consuls have not made 
out a true statement and delirered it up to goremment! Tfnly they 
hare been tery remisn in their conduct 
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“Wberefore this edict is disp a t ch e d to/the Kwaagnhew (bo (or 
prefect of Canton); on the receipt of it let Him im med iate l y instruct 
the hong merchants to convey the seme tO.aH the said consols, Sneer 
end others, that they may without delay prepare fell stat e m ents ef 
all the opium in the possession of the merchants of their respective 
countries, and deliver up the sense, and wait till I, the high imperial 
commissiooer, confer with the governor and hem-governor, and 
appoint a period for its being examined and received, at the same 
time with that delivered up by the English. Let not the smallest 
quantity be ooocealed. If the said consuls conform implicitly to 
these commands, and make a complete and entire delivery/mot only 
shall the past be forgiven, but it will be incumbent on me to memo¬ 
rialize the emperor, and to request that rewards may be conferred. 
But if there be any procrastination indulged, or if the whole be not 
given up, they will involve themselves in guilt, when repentance will 
be too late.” 

Having received these commands, I do now convey them to all the 
said consuls. Snow and others, that they may, without delay, prepare 
full statements of all the opium in the possession of the merchants of 
their respective countries, and deliver up the same, and wait till the 
• imperial commissioner confers with the governor and lieufc-governor, 
appointing a period for its being examined and received, at the same 
time with that delivered up .by the English. 

Let not the smallest quantity be concealed. If the said consiUs 
conform implicitly to these commands, and make a complete and 
entire delivery, not only shall the past be forgiven, but it will become 
necessary to memorialize the emperor, and request that rewards may 
be conferred. But if there be any procrastination indulged, or the 
whole be not given up, they will involve themselves in guilt when 
repentance will be too late. A special edict. 

Taoukwang, 19th year, 2d month, 14th day; -(-March 28th, 1839.) 

On the 29th, it being Good Friday, the appropriate services were 
performed in the chapel, by request of captain Elliot Until this day, 
foreigners were allowed to go up Old China street and to the eonsoo- 
honse, which was now forbidden, and aU were restricted to their fac¬ 
tories, and the narrow space in front of them. The gate, of the 
British consulate was strongly guarded day and night by scores of 
coolies, under the immediate inspection of several of the bong mer¬ 
chants. No native was allowed to enter the square without, a pam- 
port In the aAernoon two buobets of spring water were* brought to 
each house In the evening, which war very dark end rainy, all the 
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pleasure bouts belonging to the hw lp wi (forty ermoie in odinhev) 
ware hoofed op-high and day on tho shorn.

By this address it appears, that the amount of opium hue Been an* 
certaioed, and the needful examination end receipt thnreof are respect- 
folly awaited. The real eioeerity and Juthfoineae thus shewn are 
worthy of praise. I find that the amount of 9R9B8 cheats, stated by 
the raid superintendent, has reference only to awch an is. brought by 
,0m English foreigners. 1, the eom misei osi e r, have assuredly no 
suspicion that there is any inaineorRy behind. And the stettmawt 
that there is some at other ports elsewhere, ! presume also to be the 
fact. Bnt I have considered, that, before the is suing of the orders to 
deliver up, it is difficult to feel assured that then has been no opiont 
laid np in the several foreign factories, nor any brought in tho various 
vessels at Whampoa. The question does not now stop with whet is 
in deposit on board the storewhipe. but at this Mae, when poaishmenl 
is not to be inflicted on past offense*, it is essential that all the opium, 
wherever laid up, should be' completely surrendered Assuredly 
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the oianeea ef those who hive b«fere IlM up a More thereof shall 
not be visited upon them. I have now, ta conjunction with the go- 
vtroor aodjReat^gorernor^ determined on the ralesto beobeenred in 
regard to the delivery of the opium. Besides vending a copy thereof 
separately an the prdfect of Kwarigohow that he may desire the hong 
merchants to make known the same, 1 alsorequire of the said super¬ 
intendent instantly to ascertain"what quantity of opium there may be 
in the foreign factories; and on ike 99th, officers shall be deputed to 
receive 1 the s*me:-^whatqu*ntkyof opiumthere may be on board 
the ships at Whampoa, to exanwne and receive which officers shall 
be eeht on the 80th and what quantity there is on board the 
Iwemy-two store-ships outside, to examine and receive which we, the 
commissioner and the governor, will ourselves go to the Bocca 
Tigris. Whatever there maf he stored op at other ports, since the 
Said superintendent has'promised m deliver up the whole, he should 
of course be held responsible for the deli very 6f, from time to time as 
it shall arrive. Shook! the amount be in excess of the 90,283 chests 
it must still be folly surrendered. In so doing the sincerity of the 
purpose will be shown. And assuredly tie blame sball'be attached to 
the inaocuracy of the origida! report on account of such excess. 
Besides Urn*' the Americk#, French; ahd Dutch nations have also 
consuls in superintendence of aflaks, to whom orders have now been 
given in like manner to pay obedience, and speedily to represent the 
rest amount, waiting examination can be made and the whole 
received. Though the said superintendent be peculiarly charged 
.with the control of the English foreigners, yet having been permitted 
by the crown,'in consequence of the governor's representation, to re¬ 
main as euperintendent iu the< foreign factories, he should spread 
•broad his munitions, so thhtaU may speedily deliver up what opium 
they have, no as toeiiaWc us to tnemorlaltee the throne conjointly, and 
inquest a. con formant of favors from* the great emperor in order to 
aBbrd encouragement and stimulate exertion. Now is the time for 
the foreigner^ of 4H nations k> repent of theft faults, and pass over to 
the side of virtue. This is the day and time or reformation: *nd if 
embraced,’ the enjoyment of Unending advantages will be the result 
Let none* otrariy account mako excuses, or seek delay, so as to incur 
cause for; foture repentance. 

(ft) Reply of the 99th of WTarcff; to the English superintendent 
Eilat's address requesting thetas usual the compradors and servants 
should be allowed, and that'the passage boats should be permitted to 
run between this, ^rfd the outer abchorfcges and Macao 
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Yesterday the said superintendent, when addressing roe in reply, 
promised for himself that he would certainly deliver up the opium of 
his nation to the amount 90,383 chests, handing over the whole quan¬ 
tity as it should be brought into his* hands: I therefore answered in 
his praise, and at the same time dearly gave directions in regard to 
the places where, and times when, the delivery should be made. And 
I besides sent, in a separate form* a list of roles, and required of him 
to write foreign letters (or orders), to enable me to depots officers to 
proceed therewith to the store-ships, and cal) on them to ntkke the 
delivery. This was a most simple, convenient, and'easy mode of 
proceeding. If the said superintendent were really acting'with sin¬ 
cerity of purpose, he certainly should have speedily proceeded to obey 
my commands. Though he say, that in the foreign factories, and on 
hoard the ships at Whampoa, there is now no opium, yet the opium 
laid up on board the twenty-two store-ships is all deposited therein 
by the foiteigners residing in the factories. Ordinarily, when corn-* 
bining with Chinese traitors to dispose thereof clandestinely, t it hast 
been always practicable io-obtain foreign orders writteYi at the fac¬ 
tories, and giving the satoe to /he fasUboats to proceed therewith 
outpide and get p oss ess ion of the commodity. How is it then that on 
this’occasion, when surrendering the opium there is no knowledge 
eft his mode of operation ? • 

In the present address, it is represented that, now, while the north 
wind is blowing, it is feared that vessels outside, having opium On 
board, may perhaps set sail and go away. Now I find that of late the 
•lure-ships have all returned to Liotin, Macao roads, and the other an- 
chorages, and there remained y doubtless because they have heard that 
commands have been issued reqoiring delivery of the opium, and 
therefore have not dared to sail for away. They are yetdisposed.io 
nwait pnd pay obedience: while pm would desire to stir up and 
make them go. I would ask, seeing that you have taken on you the 
responsibility in this matter, hew, if the store-ships should dar* to 
sail away,.you will be able to sustain the heavy criminality attaching 
to you t The address talks too of close restraint, as it were impStsoQ- 
meet; which is still more laughable. I find that from the 18th of 
March, when the commands were given to all the foreigners to deliver 
up their opium, everything remained as usual until the 24th, when yon 
came in a boat to Canton, and that night wished to take Dent? and 
abscond with him. It was after this, that cruisers were stationed Id 
examine and observe all that went in and out. It was becatfoe yota 
were void of truth and good faith, that it became unavoidably oeees-. 
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wry lo lake prtvestira steps. As to the compradors sod others, they 
are in feet Chinese traitors, who would also suggest absconding and 
es cap e. How then could the withdrawal of them be omitted! Yes- 
terday, too* when you had tnadd a statement of the amount of opium, 
I at once conferred on you a reward, constating of sundry articles of 
feod. Is this the manner in which prisoners are ever treated ! 

I, the hmh commissioner, in conjunction with the governor and 
lieut-governor, looking op to tha great e m per o r, embody his all-com¬ 
prehending kindness, and in our treatment of you foreigners of every 
nation, never go beyond these two words, favor and justice. Such as 
display contumacy and contempt, how can they have aught bat justice 
dealt out to them! But such as show a respectful sense of duty, shall 
assuredly he tenderly estreated with favor. Do you now simply com¬ 
mand plainly all the foreigners, with instant speed to prepare letters, 
and hand them in to government, to enable R to give commands to all 
the store-ships to deliver op in orderly succession the opium, and as 
soon as this shall be delivered up, everything shell without fail be 
restored to its ordinary condition. This requisition is indeed conform¬ 
able to reason: what difficulty is there in complying with R! If in 
place of speedily making delivery, you frame pretexts for diverting at¬ 
tention, in the hope that after the strict preventive measotes shall be 
withdrawn, you may form some other scheme, who cannot see through 
such artful devices ! And will you he enabled to make a repetition 
of nch attempts ! 

Besides deputing officers to proceed to the hong merchants’ consoo- 
house, there to give verbal commands and so prevent delay, you are 
also hereby required to act speedily in obedience to this my reply. 
Do not again be working at excuses and delays, thereby drawing on 
yourself cause for future repentanoe. 

(4.) Reply of the 90th of March to the English superintendent 
EUiet’s address, proposing to send Johnston outside. 

This address represents, that the deputy superintendent, Johnston, 
shall he sent outside, to call together all the vessels, and deliver up 
the whole amount of opinm; and gives conveyance to an order to him 
for my perusal. I, the high commissioner, have carefully examined 
the terms of this order; and though I And therein nothing improper, 
jet considering that in a previous address the amd superi ntend ent 
stated, that'taking on him the power entrusted to him by bis sovereign, 
he had required of the people bf his nation immediately to surrender 
the whole of the opium,—R is plain to me that as the said super¬ 
intendent has the power of making such a requisition, be can have 
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no dificulty in giving orders directly to nil the store-chips.; and whal 
necessity then is there for committing Ike nailer to Johnston, and 
thus multiplying the twists and tarns of the transaction t I, the high 
commissioner, have given reiterate I oSeitl replies, requiring. aK 
the foreigners to write orders themselves, on the ground that in 1km 
ordinary manner of seUihg -the opium, they have always thus disem¬ 
barked the goods, without committing an error once in S hundred 
times. Why then is not the qpiqm surrendered in this comparatively 
simple, convenient, and easy nray 1 Let me now weigh the matter 
for you. Thu Mid superintendent having powers to act^and having 
repeatedly acknowledged before me his responsibility, cannot havo 
the smallest loophole of escape therefrom. How can he possibly have 
the power to nqviito of all the fortignars to deliver up the opium, and 
yet not have the power to require that they write order* for the samel 
It is bis duty then immediately to pay ebadience to my reiterated 
commands, and speedily to require of aU the fore ie ners severally to 
write foreign orders for the number of chests of opsmn they have on 
board each vessel by name, and to present the same to government 
through the said superintendent, covered by a general order from 
himself, that these being conveyed to the store-ships, they may in or¬ 
derly succession make delivery. The earlier the day of the complete 
delivery* the earlier wifi be the day for the commercial inter co urse;to 
resume its ordinary course not. stopping merely at giviog pet mis* 
sion to the passage-boats to run. The said superintendent must 
know that I, the commissioner, give my commands and cautions in 
foil sincerity, and heroust speedily pay implicil obedience. He must 
not be tmning meontinnntlyahia way end that, thereby bringing cri¬ 
minality and cause of sorrow on himself. Tht foreign order is sen! 
back herewith. 

During this day, Saturdsy the dthh, the magistrates of the dist r i cts 
came into the square, on a tour of inspection. Supplies of food from 
the commissioner were sent to oaptain Elliot; and, being refused by 
him, were all passed over to the hands of the iiagufota The follow¬ 
ing edict was sent to the Chamber of Commerce.

Thr eharaeu of the Oaotril Chamber 
tf Coamerce has received with profound respect Ae prootamaiion of 
kns excellency the’commissioner, addressed to ail foreigners in Can- 
sen ; and in compliance with the requisition of said document reports, 
that Peter Wanten Snow is consul for the United States of America; 
Magdalinas Jacobus Senn Van Basel, consol of the king of Holland ; 
and J. f. Van Lofielt, at present at Afacao, is reported to be the 
acting consul for the king of the French.’ 

“ It appears that the qbject of this report being brought before me 
is to hand up a list of the names and suroameeof the several nations 0 
consuls : to which, as is proper, I reply. 

“ I, the commissioner,, having previously informed myself, by exami¬ 
nation (of their names), as was proper, yesterday issued another 
edict commanding the said several countries, to send in e tram end 
just aoeount, detailing the quantity of opium in their possession, end 
to wait till 1 was ready \o recaive.it. Why have they not yet done 
this T Let the said foreigners be forthwith urgently admonished by 
the chairman of the Chamber of Commerce to make out the required 
document, and at an early day to deliver up their opinm. Do not 
attempt to escape this duty, lest yon yourself become involved in 
error. lit consideration of the circumatanoes I issue this edict for 
year information and obedience. This proclaination is to be sent to 
the Kwangohow foo who wiR deliver it to the hong merchants with 
orders to transmit it to the said WeUnore, for his instant obedienoe. 
Do not oppose I” 

' Upon receipt of the above*!, as is proper, forthwith issue tbiswdict 
to the said Wetmorc, who upon receipt of it toust accord kb instant 
Obedience, Do not oppose. A special edict March 30th, 1890. 

On the same day, another demand for opium* wss made on the 
Amerioen Consul. We subjoin a translation of the edict ’

An edict from Lin, imperial eommissionsr, 4bc., to the American 
consol Snow, Cornu*nnicated by Choo, prefect of Canton.. An official 
communication has been received from Lin, governor of Hook wing, 
and high imperial commissioner; as follows:

Bat hetomes forward in reply, 
with this statement that already 1640 cheats bane been taken and 
delivered op to Elliot to be handed .ever to government Thin really 
iwgseatly at variance with Elliot's statement, and id a-mere pretest. 
A: command obedience to the previous inat ro ctiee r , that a foil and 
true statement be made out and be presented for delivery. Let there 
btr no eoncnslmentto involve guilt. Wherefore, 1 send, this edict to 
the prefect, that he may immediately convey it to the bong merchants, 
to be by them transmitted to the said consul Soow, to obey the same 
without opposition.” ,

Taoukwang, 10th year, 3d month, 16th day. (March 00th, 1880.) 

On Monday, April 1st, an edict Wee addressed to the chairman of 
(be'Ohamberof-CMHnerce,. commanding him to urge the American 
Consul to make a speedy Surrender of @ quantity of opium not fees 
then that given op by foe Pritieh superintendent. The Dutch consul 
also came in for a shato-of the commissioner's perticultr regard*.

An edict from Lin, the commissioner to Van Basel, Dutch consul 
in China, communicated hyChoo the prefect of Canton. 

An official communication has bpen received from Lin, tbe-go- 
r Or nor of Hookwang,and imperial commissioner; it, it as follow#;.... 

. “On the 16th day, 2d month, of the i0th year of Taoukwang, 
(March 30th, 1830,) the Dutch consul Van Basel presented an ad¬ 
dress in the following terms: 

Van Basel bad ia his tUmtbfontl Ms avOelleney, thveouimiittonm', 
that neither be nor eny of his nstion held any opiqm; informing bis aseallaney at 
the same time of hit having (n vain applied to the hoppo for wt for bifoself to 
go to Maeao, and for Uie port clearance of a Dates ship at Whampoa—tbaf 
therefore he . considered himself and tba people of bit nation; forplhly detafoad, 
and he again asked that leave to depart might be given.) 

“This coming before me, the high commissioner, it is replied: now 
because all the opium, of the several nations.has not been giren up, 
the .holds, of the ships have been closed in conformity with the laws;

In the course of^his day, (April 1st,) the hong merchants gave 
formal notice to f re ignore, wain trig there not to allow any natite to 
Octet thok factories. They said h was expected the officers would 
search the save al houses, aad that io case any Chinese was found 
he would bo pet to death. 

The mode io. which the Chinese authorities should roeehre tho 
opium, wss alter, much discussion, finally determined, on Tuesday, 
the 2d April; at which time captain &lli t received a communication 
direct from the oommisakner, ratifying the agre e meat. That docu¬ 
ment has pot been mads public. .Somewhat of its import asay be 
uaderatood from die Subjoined public notice, published the next 
morning.

Public Notice to BrUitb tubjedt. 

• 'The onderttgned has now to announce fhst arrangements hare 
been made for the delivery of the opium lately aurrdttdeihd to hire for 
her majesty’s service, hy which his excellency, (he high commission 
ev, has stipulated .that- the servants shall be restored after one fourth 
of the whole be delivered, the passage-boats bis permitted to ran after 
one Mf he delivered, the trade epsaed after throe fourths be deliver¬ 
ed, and everything to proceed as usual after tbe whole bo delivered 
(the signification of which last expression the undersigned does not 
understand). Breach of kith (and his excellency, hot unnaturally, 
ir pleased to supporo that breach of faith may be pomible,) ia to be 
dinted, after three days of loose performance of engagements, with the 
cutting off of supplies of fresh water J after three days mote, with this 
stoppage of food; and after three days more, with the last degree of 
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severity oh the undersigned himself. He passes by these grave forms 
of speech without comment. But with the papers actually before 
him, aad all the circumstances in hand, he is satisfied that the effec¬ 
tual liberation of the queen's subject*, and all the other foreigners in 
Canton, depends upon the promptitude with which this arrangement 
is completed. The maintenance of the national character, fend the 
validity of the claim for indemnity depend upon that scrupulousness 
of fidelity with which he is well assured his countrymen trill enable 
him to fulfill his public obligations to this government As soon as 
the whole opium surrendered to him be delivered over to the Chinese 
officers, it will be the duty qf the undersigned to communicate with 
his countrymen again. But it is a present relief to him to express to 
the whole foreign community his admiration for the patience and 
kindly feeliog which has uniformly distinguished this community 
throughout these trying circumstances. And he offers his own coun¬ 
trymen his grateful thanks for their confidence in bis sincere*! efforts 
to lead them safely out of their actual strait. The ultimate satis¬ 
factory solution of the remaining difficulties need give no man an an¬ 
xious thought. The permanent stability of the British trade with this 
empire, with honor and advantage to all parties, rests upon a firm 
foundation :— upon the wisdom, justice, and power of her majesty’s 
government

In the course of Wednesday the 3d, arrangements were made for 
Mr. Johnston, the deputy superintendent,, to leaye Canton for the 
purpose of directing the delivery of the opium from the receiving 
ships without the Bogue. This afforded the first opportunity, since 
the commencement of the detention, for sending letters “outside,” 
At about six o’clock, Mr. Johnston, accompanied by M.r. Thom, as 
Chinese interpreter, proceeded io a native boat to Macao under au 
escort of Chinese officers, attended by hong merchants and linguists. 

A long succession of wearisome days and nights of suspense now 
awaited the • poor fonquis,' shut up in their narrow confines, ‘close 
and safe as fish in a tank,’ alternately amused and tantalized with 
all manner of vague rumors and curious speculations. Indeed, before 
the siege was ended, so stale did everything become, that fears and 


frights were turned into jests and jokes; and the voice of the sentinel, 
grave and manly like a true son of Mars, and regularly timed to the 
beat of the war-gong, was exchanged for tbe poorile echo of sleepy 
urchins, uttered in tones most consummately ridiculous: the k- i-n-g

In the coarse of Thytsday, the 4th of April, the foreign merchants 
wore requested^/ the hong merchants to assomblo in the hall of tho 
Oonoral Chamber of Commerce; at noon the neat day. Aware of 
the object of the meeting, the community declined to assemble; 
the general committee of the Chamber, however, convened, and 
were presented with a paper, of which the following is a doss 
traasiadon.

Pr op oi o d bund regarding opium . 

A prepared volantary bond. The English seperinteodent Qliot, 
and the deputy superintendent Johnston, at the head of the English 
merchants M. N., the Indian merchants, O. P., the Moorish mer¬ 
chants, Q. It., the-merchants, 8. T., and the-merchants, 

U. V., hereby fully and earnestly bind themselves for ever to cease 
from opium. 

They thus bind themselves: that, whereas the merchants of the 
English nation and its dependencies, during their long continued 
commercial intercourse with thd province of Kwangtung have been 
thoroughly imbued with the dewy wifluences 6f the favor of the celes¬ 
tial court, and have rejoiced in the a quisition of unbounded gains; 
but of fate years a gain-making set of men have clandestinely brought 
the filthy opium, have stored it up on board warehousing ships in the 
seas of Kwangtung, and have there sold it, to the infringement of 
the laws of the celestial court; and whereas the great emperor has 
now been pleased to give his special commission to one of his high, 
officers to repair to Canton, and Inquire into and act regarding this 
matter: they have now begun to have knowledge of the extreme 
severity of the prohibitory enactments, and have been filled with 
unutterable dread and terror; they have respectfully taken all the 
opium laid up on board the storeehips, and have delivered up the 
whple to gdvernment; they intreat and implore that a memorial may 
be laid before the throne, requesting the great emperor to show do- 
money beyond the bounds of law, and remit their past offenses; the 
store-ships that have discharged all, they will direot to sail bach to 
their respective countries; and Elliot, &c., will plainly address the 
sovereign of his nation, that the may strictly proclaim to all the mer¬ 
chants that they are to pay implicit obedience to the prohibitory laws 
of the oeleftia! court,—that they meat not again introduce any opium 
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into this inner land,— that they cannot bn allowed any longer tom 
nufeotere opium. 

From Ike commencement of autumn in this preaent year, any mer¬ 
chant vassal ooming to Kwangtung that may be found to bring 
opium, shall be immediately and entirely confiscated, both teasel and 
cargo, to the use of government, no trade shall be allowed to it, and 
the parties shall be left to suffer death at the hands of the celestial 
court,—such punishment they will readily sabmit to. 

As regards such teasels as may arrive here in the two quarters of 
spring and summer, now current^ they will have left their countries 
while yet ignorant of the existing investigations and severe enforce¬ 
ment of prohibitions; such of them as in this state of ignorance 
bring any-opium, shall surrender it as they arrive, not daring in the 
smallest degree to conceal or secrete it 

They unite together in this plain .declaration, that this their full 
and earnest bond is true. 

In the course of this day, the 6th, several large boats war# dis¬ 
patched to the Bogus, to receive the opium about to be delivered 
over to the Chinese government 

On Saturday, another reply, in the form of an edict, was addressed; 
by the commissiooer, to the Dutch consul, in the foUowiog terms. 

No. SO. 

An edict from the imperial commissioner a ddressed to the Dutch 
consul Van Basel through the prefect of Canton. 

An official communication has been received from his excellency 
Lin, high imperial commissioner, governor of Hookwang, fee. It b 
as follows: 

“ Another address has been presented from the Dutch consul Van 
Basal, in which he says: 

(Mr. Via Basel only reiterated hie dammed for pemporte for bimeelf end 
DuUh subjects, there being no reason to detain them end n ship nt Whampoa, 
awnra ns hie eseelteney expressed himself, that neither the ooeud nor Ms ©oua- 
trymea poesmsed nay opium.) 

“This coining before me, the high commissioner, I immediately 
reply. On a former occ a sion the said foreigner p r ese nt e d an addreas, 
requesting a passport to go to Macao. At that tone the reply wm given, 
that as the opium of the several nations was not all given op, it was 
inconvenient, for the sakeof hts couutry's ship, to break up the pro* 
ventite measures. This is on record. Now the English superintend 
dent Elfiet^ has sent John sto n to p r ocee d to the Nine Islands and the 
Macao roods, and there assemble the receiving ships, and deliver up 
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III* wbolt of the opiuip. This done—^ mviof tod receive it 
w»i) uot require much line—then ell the soldiers ud tbe fiardt 
•bill be tekeu mj, end ihe trade return to iu ueutl channels. The 
said forligaer oug " b remain qmiei, aui not «o often repeat hk cam* 
municstious. Wherefore I diepetcb this edict to tbe prefect of Cap* 
tom tjiat he may immediately convey the same to tbe bong merchants, 
to be by then* transmitted to the *aid conaq) Van Basel, fer Im in» 
plicit obedience. M 

Having received the above, 1 immediately convey tbe same to tbe 
bong merchants, to be by them transmitted tp tbe said oonanl Van 
Basel, fer his implicit obedience, A special edict.

On Monddy, ih^fth. at a meeting of the committee of tlm Genera! 
Chamber of Commerce it was resolved, that the ftinctione of the com¬ 
mittee should cease till the restoration of the general trade, as will 
be seen by the following minutes. 

No. %\. 

Minutes of a meeting of the committee adjourned from the 5th 
instant, on the bond proposed by tbe cohoog. Presejty, Messrs. Wet* 
more, chairman, Fox, deputy chairman, Braine, Thomson, Diuslia* 
Furdoonjee, Adam, Heerjeebhoy Rustomjee, Bell, and Delano. 

It was moved by Mr. Delano, seconded by Mr. H. Rustomjee, and 
carried unanimously:— 

“That, as this Chamber Was instituted fer purposes of a commercial 
nature exclusively, k is expedient that the committee do not become 
involved in Any further correspondence, of a pofitica! or personal na¬ 
ture, with the loeal Chinese authorities; nor committed by any pto» 
raises or engagements to them, which it may become impossible to 
falfilf. 

“That, inasmuch a»we are prisoners in our factories, surrounded 
by an armed force, opr trade stopped, and all communication with 
Whampoa, Macao, and the fleet outside, denied to us, it becomes 
necessary that the (unctions of this committee should cease until tbe 
restoration of our trade, tbe liberty of egrets from Canton, and of 
communication with the outer waters, enables the Chamber to serve 
the community in a legitimate manner." 

It waa then moved by Mr. Bell, seconded by Mr. Braine, and carri¬ 
ed unanimously:—“That a copy of the foregoing resolutions be oom- 
mui.ic&ted to the bong merchants by the chairman." 

Thanks were voted to the chairman by acclamation, and tbe meet¬ 
ing was dissolved. 
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Late on Tuesday nigh*, the 9th, a a e tU ng was held ai the cow* 
soo-bouse; the prefect of Canton, and the chief magtelreles of Nanhae 
and Pwanyo, with hong merchants, lingniffis, and ndepmed officer 
from the conunissioner, war present, on the pert of the Chinese; of 
foreigners there were present, the Butch end American consuls, and 
three or four other gentlemen. The meeting broke up at midnight, 
after a long and tedious discussion about the bond, and 4 nothing but 
the bond’ 

On Wednesday, the 10th, their excellencies, the commimionar 
and governor left the provincial city for the Bogue, in order to wife 
ness in oerson the delivery of the opium. The hoppo preceded them, 
having left the city in the morning. On their way down tht< river, 
they passed through the fleet of foreign vessels, at thfe tune twenty- 
four in number. This was a bold move for the CQtniniasione? r 
Highly irritated, as many of the commanders were, they might easily 
have captured bis excellency, with all his retinue. The strongest 
injunctions, we believe, had been given by the British superinten¬ 
dent to the fleet within and without the Bogue, to keep the. peace. 
It may be remarked here, that during the whole period of detention 
everything remained quiet at Whampoa, and fresh provisions werjf 
daily furnished to the ships by their compradors. An English lady, 
wife of one of the commanders, emained on board ship through the 
whole period of detention. 

On Thursday, the 11th, three or four of the highest provincial 
officers came into the square before the factories, op a tour of in¬ 
spection. This visit was repeated on several successive occasions, 
aud usually made at night. 

On the morning of the 12th, news arrived from Macao of Mr 
Johnston’s sale arrival there on the evening of the 7th, intending 
immediately to proceed in the superintendent’s cutter, Louisa, to the 
station near the Bogue, where the deliveries were to be mads. Ru¬ 
mors also came from outside, of new trsoeaeboos m the illichtraffio* 
The following notice was circulated in the evening.

The undersigned is sensible the! her majesty’s subjects, being own¬ 
ers of, or having the control over ships or vessels in the opium trad# 
on the coasts of China, who recently transmitted a solemn |Mgi tib 
the high commissioner not to attempt to introduce opium intotbw 
empire, must be most anxious to fnlfill their obhgaSiooa withal! ipeod 
and fidelity i and therefore he weed*do no merer *h an request thenMe

ibair mcl m ai pursuits. Bm it ishis duty to remind others her mtjea 
y/*s subjects, not bound by such engagements, every man of 
common humanity, be "he of what nation he may, that the liberties 
and pdaeibly the lives of the whole foreign community, now shut up 
at Canton, hang upon their present forbearance. A seizure of opium 
would immediately afford a pretext for their continued imprisonment, 
end, it may well be, for worse treatment, and would be used with no 
inconsiderable effect in justification of the past and actual violencea 
of this government

On Saturday, the 13th, it was rumored that a communication was 
received from the commissioner at the Bogue, desiring (or command¬ 
ing) captain Elliot to order .the store-ships to Chuenpee. The station 
fixed on was off. the Chuenpee fort, at the southern extremity of 
Anson’s hay. 

This morning the 13th, coolies made their appearance in several 
of the factories, with some of the servants and compradors. A few 
had entered, an hour or two at a time, on preceding days. Rumors 
were afloat to-day again respecting sales of opium on the coast, to 
the amount of 100 chests, but douots were cast upon their authenti¬ 
city. That some opium was sold outside after the commencement 
of the imprisonment, however, is true, but by what parties, or to 
what extent, we cannot tell. 

The first authentic information, respecting the delivery of opium, 
was given by circular, from the office of the British chief superinten¬ 
dent Containing the*following intelligence.

Canton, 14th April, 1830. Captain Elliot has received letters 
freaa Mr. Johnston, deled at Chuenpee on the* 12th at 8 *. x. (Jp as 
that time, owing to a wait of Chinese boats, the ships there, the 
Hercules and Austen, bad only delivered 660 chests; hot h was 
expected that they would deliver more than double that amount in the 
course of yesteiday; and instructions had been sent at noon of the 
ISth to the following v e s se ls , dm /eat, Mithras, Arid , Ifnwmif 
RmpmrtB, and Lad) Gramt, to p r oceed forthwith to join the other 
snips at Ch uenp ee, and commence delivering. Captain EKiot has also 
reason to believe, from a^eemmun ic a ti en from the mmmimionm and 
the governor, that an increased number of boats will be ptoeured 
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immediately, so that the deliveries may be expected te pr o ceed rapid¬ 
ly. The mandarin* do not mem to impede the operation by trouble* 
aome investigation. 

The high commiaeionet hie desired that the aOrvanta should be 
mo to red at once.

The Mkhras, Mermaid, Rupn* 
rail, and Lady Grant were, however, expected iuftnediately, and capt. 
Elliot hopes that, weather permitting, the moiety will be delivered by 
te m orr ow evening.

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It wm ctrly lno«nt hr Cftntoo, that an order from (he commission' 
er was sent op to the local authorities, for the retorn of servants and 
compradors. On the 19th, the following was published 

No. 96. 

Cboo, tlie Kwangchow feo, Lew, the Nanhae been, and Chang, 
the Pwanyu been proclaim this officially to compradors. (Here the 
name to whom it is addressed is given.) It apppears proper that fo¬ 
reigners who come to Canton to trade should employ compradors 
who obtain their licenses from the magistrate at Macao, whose spe¬ 
cial business-it isto superintend that lAdr. Now, when the imperial 
commands were received to annihilate the traffic in opium, the fo¬ 
reigners not being willing to surrender the opium held by them, the 
high commissioner, conjointly with the governor, ordered that the qom- 
praders and others in their employ should for the present scatter and 
go away from their service. But now, as the foreigners have all in 
succession surrev dered many chests of opium, though not one fourth 
of the whole quantity has been received, yet the barbarians having 
all become obed'eftt and submissive, of which evidence is fiossessed, 
orders have been received to return their compradors and servants to 
their service. It is relied npotv that the hong merchants, select these 
people, snd cause them to bo produced at the public offices for strict 
investigation, besides which passports are granted to them, and an¬ 
nexed to this is a list of those articles which they are permitted to 
boy for the foreigners. No contraband goods are to be bought, 
neither is knavery or deceit to lie practiced an the management of all 
the business — not a hair’s breadth of incorrectness must there be, 
of of opposition to the 5 laws. Finally, you must be governed by the 
old regulations laid down clearly by the Macao magistrate. Do not 
oppose. A special edict 

Up to this time, all remained quiet in Macao, so far as actual re¬ 
straint Upon the inhabitants of the settlement was concerned. In the 
early part Of his arrival at Canton, the commissioner sent a requisi¬ 
tion by the hands of an officer to the governor to deliver op all the 
opium in Macao, but it had been previously sent on board ship, and 
the further landing of it at the custom-heftee prohibited; and a reply 
was therefore returned to his excellency stating these things. Con¬ 
siderable anxiety was feh by some concerning the movements of the 
Chinese authorities, and several persons began to lay by a store of 
provisions; but nothing was done which at all inconvenienced the 
residents except taking sway the chair-beavers, during the whole pe¬ 
riod of the detention here
